City  Clerk  CAMPBELL:  I  now  most  respectfully 
present  the  Reverend  Ozzie  Edwards,  Senior  Pastor 
of  the  Eliot  Congregational  Church,  who  will  give 
the  invocation.

City  Clerk  CAMPBELL:  I  now  have  the  honor  to 
present  the  Honorable  Raymond  L.  Flynn,  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  for  a  few  remarks  before  he  ad- 
ministers the  oath  of  office  to  the  members-elect  of 
the  Boston  City  Council  and  the  Boston  School  Com- 
mittee.

And  Stephen  has  been  a  good  friend  for  a  long  per- 
iod of  time  as  well. 

This  is  their  day.  This  is  the  City  Councillors'  and 
the  School  Committee  persons'  day  today,  but  I  think 
there  are  a  couple  of  points  that  just  briefly  need  to 
be  emphasized. 


When  we  look  at  what  is  happening  in  another  leg- 
islative body  not  very  far  from  here  and  the  relation- 
ship or  the  deteriorating  relationship  that  exists  be- 
tween the  Chief  Executive  and  the  legislative  body,  I 
think  we  can  all  take  some  sort  of  comfort  here  in 
what  is  happening  in  Boston  because  all  of  us,  re- 
gardless of  what  our  position  is,  whether  it's  Mayor, 
City  Council,  or  School  Committee,  we  are  all  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people  of  this  great  City,  and  we  all 
share  the  equal  responsibility  and  none  is  more  pow- 
erful and  none  is  more  superior  than  the  other  be- 
cause we  all  represent  the  same  people,  the  same  vot- 
ers, and  we  have  the  same  concerns  and  the  same 
priorities. 

And  yet  at  the  same  time  we  have  been  able  to 
work  together  in  a  respectful  way,  work  together  on 
issues  that  have,  I  think,  brought  great  credit  to  this 
City.  Think  about  it.  In  six  years  there  has  not  been 
one  ounce  of  dishonesty  to  this  government,  not  been 
one  issue  of  division  on  the  issue  of  homelessness  or 
AIDS  or  poverty.  We  have  all  worked  together  trying 
to  deal  with  those  issues. 

And  some  may  try  to  categorize  some  people  here 
as  liberal  and  some  other  people  may  try  to  catego- 
rize them  as  conservative.  By  the  same  token,  it's  al- 
ways been  my  clearest  image  of  the  City  Council  and 
School  Committee  that  we  all  are  deeply  concerned 
about  the  same  priorities  and  have  the  same  con- 
cerns. 

So  1990  is  not  only  a  new  year,  but  it's  going  to 
be  a  new  decade,  and  I  just  want  to  extend  to  the 
City  Council  and  the  School  Committee  an  invitation 
to  keep  working  the  way  we  have  been  working  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  people  of  this  City  so  we 
bring  credit  to  the  people  whom  we  represent  and 
bring  great  credit  to  this  City. 

These  are  not  going  to  be  easy  times.  These  will 
not  be  easy  times  at  all.  These  are  many  challenges 
ahead  of  us.  Keeping  Boston  on  solid  financial 
ground,  making  sure  we  are  able  to  provide  the 
strong  neighborhood  services  for  the  people  of  this 
City  in  a  time  of  dwindling  Federal  and  State  re- 
sources is  going  to  be  very  difficult,  but  they  have 
done  it  in  the  past.  The  challenges  are  even  greater 
than  they  ever  have  been  before.  Education,  housing, 
health  care,  poverty,  drugs:  these  are  big  issues  out 
there  for  us,  and  I  am  convinced  that  as  long  as 
there  is  the  commitment  of  representing  the  people  of 
this  City  the  way  they  have  represented  them  in  the 
past  and  the  way  I  am  confident  they  will  represent 
the  people  of  this  City  in  the  future,  we  can  do  the 
job.  We  can  do  the  job  because  of  the  fact  that  it 
needs  to  be  done:  it  needs  to  be  done. 

I  just  want  the  School  Committee,  the  City  Coun- 
cil, to  know  that  today  is  a  special  day,  and  I  respect 
that.  This  is  your  day.  This  is  a  special  day.  This  is 
your  day.  But,  by  the  same  token,  this  is  the  people 
of  the  City  of  Boston's  day.  This  is  their  day  because 
their  dreams,  their  hopes,  their  aspirations  are  really 
with  you.  They  are  really  with  you.  And  I  am  con- 
vinced and  I  am  committed  to  working  with  you  to 
the  bes  of  my  ability  so  that  we  can  make  Boston  an 
even  greater  City  than  it  is  today. 

Happy  New  Year.  Good  Luck.  God  Bless  You. 
(Applause)  (Applause)  Thank  You.

DISAPPROVING  RESOLUTION  RE 
IMMACULATE  CONCEPTION  CHURCH  APPEAL

Dear  Councillors: 
I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 


proved a  resolution  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
on  December  6,  1989,  Docket  Number  1503,  which 
seeks  to  ensure  that  the  City's  appeal  from  a  recent 
Superior  Court  reversal  of  a  1987  Boston  Landmark 
Commission  decision  designating  the  Church  of  the 
Immaculate  Conception  as  a  historic  landmark  is 
"processed  and  followed-through",  and  that  the  case 
be  used  to  settle  the  matter  for  all  future  cases  in- 
volving similar  structures. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  the  resolution 
constitutes  both  an  interference  with  the  executive 
and  administrative  business  of  the  City  (See,  St. 
1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G,  as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c. 
376,  s.l),  and  with  the  obligation  and  authority  of 
the  Corporation  Counsel  to  exercise  his  legal  discre- 
tion and  skills  to  take  such  steps  as  he  deems  neces- 
sary for  the  prosecution,  defense  and  possible  settle- 
ment of  lawsuits,  involving  the  City.  (See,  CBC  Ord. 
s.  5-8.1).  In  addition,  the  language  of  the  resolution, 
particularly  the  phrase  "similar  structures",  is  too 
vague  to  permit  an  effective  application  of  the  resolu- 
tion on  cases  which  may  arise  in  the  future. 

Although  I  am  disapproving  the  resolution,  I  fully 
understand  the  sentiment  which  underlies  it.  I  assure 
you  that  the  present  appeal  involving  the  Church  of 
the  Immaculate  Conception,  and  all  actions  which 
may  arise  in  the  future  regarding  the  preservation  of 
historic  structures,  will  be  handled  with  the  utmost 
diligence  and  care,  and  that  the  compelling  public  in- 
terests of  the  City  with  regard  to  such  matters  will  be 
fully  served.

MEETING  TIME  AND  DATE 
Rule  1.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from  time  to 
time,  and  except  on  holidays,  the  regular  meeting  of 
the  city  council  shall  be  held  on  every  Wednesday  at 
one  o'clock  p.m.  in  the  council  chamber.  City  Hall, 
1  City  Hall  Square,  Boston.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  president  at  his  discretion,  provided, 
however,  that  no  special  meeting  of  the  council  shall 
be  called  except  in  the  case  of  an  emergency,  and 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members, 
upon  less  than  forty-eight  hours  from  the  time  the 
notices  are  mailed  or  dispatched  by  special  messen- 
ger. 

QUORUM 
Rule  2.  A  quorum  of  the  city  council  shall  consist 
of  seven  members.  If  at  any  time  any  meeting  is 
called  to  order,  or  if  during  a  meeting  a  roll  call 
shows  less  than  a  quorum  present,  the  presiding  offi- 
cer shall  declare  a  recess  of  not  more  than  ten  min- 
utes, after  which  time,  if  a  quorum  is  not  present, 
the  meeting  shall  be  adjourned;  provided,  that  any 
member  may  call  for  a  roll  call  on  the  question  of 
the  presence  of  a  quorum. 

PRESIDING  OFFICER 

Rule  3.  The  president  of  the  council  shall  assume 
the  chair  at  the  hour  set  by  the  previous  adjourn- 
ment; shall  call  the  members  to  order  and  after  a  roll 
call  showing  a  quorum  present,  shall  proceed  with 
the  regular  order  of  business.  If  no  president  has 
been  chosen,  the  senior  member  by  age  present  shall 
preside  as  temporary  president  until  a  presiding  offi- 
cer is  chosen.

"Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the 
judgement  of  the  council?"  The  vote  shall  be  by 
a  roll  call,  and  it  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirma- 
tive unless  a  majority  of  the  votes  are  to  the  con- 
trary. 

Rule  5.  The  presiding  officer  may  at  any  time, 
during  debate  or  otherwise,  declare  a  recess  for  not 
more  than  ten  minutes  and  such  action  shall  not  be 
subject  to  appeal,  nor  shall  any  motions  apply 
thereto. 

Rule  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  propound  all 
motions  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved,  unless 
the  subsequent  motion  shall  be  previous  in  its  nature, 
provided  that  in  naming  sums  and  fixing  time  the 
largest  sum  and  the  longest  time  shall  be  put  first. 

Rule  7.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  rules, 
the  presiding  officer  shall,  without  debate,  decide  all 
questions  relating  to  priority  of  business  to  be  acted 
upon. 

Rule  8.  The  presiding  officer  shall,  at  the  request 
of  any  member,  make  a  division  of  a  question  when 
the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  9.  The  presiding  officer  shall  declare  all 
votes;  but  if  any  member  doubts  a  vote  the  president 
shall  cause  a  rising  vote  to  be  taken  and,  when  two 
members  so  request,  shall  cause  the  vote  to  be  taken 
by  a  roll  call. 

Rule  10.  When  the  presiding  officer  shall  desire  to 
vacate  the  chair,  he  may  call  any  member  to  it;  but 
the  president  or  the  president  pro  tempore,  as  the 
case  may  be,  may  resume  the  chair  at  will. 

Rule  10A.  The  president  of  the  city  council,  in  the 
case  of  his  absence,  shall  appoint  a  president  pro 
tempore  who  will  conduct  meetings  and  assume  all 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  president  of  the  city 
council  during  said  absence.

olution or  committee  report  submitted  by  a  councillor 
(excepting  reports  of  the  committee  of  the  whole 
voted  during  a  recess  of  a  council  meeting)  shall  also 
be  delivered  before  such  time  to  such  place  as  a  pre- 
requisite to  its  consideration  at  such  meeting.  Upon 
his  receipt  of  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
city  messenger  to  promptly  deliver  a  copy  of  any 
such  message,  report  or  other  document  lo  each 
council  member. 

Rule  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk,  act- 
ing as  the  clerk  of  the  council,  to  prepare  and  cause 
to  be  printed  for  each  meeting  a  list  in  detail  of  mat- 
ters submitted  for  consideration  to  the  council  in  ac- 
cordance with  Rule  11  and  it  shall  be  known  as  the 
agenda,  which  shall  be  divided  into  two  sections,  the 
latter  of  which  shall  be  known  as  the  consent  agenda. 

Said  agenda  shall  include  infinished  business  of 
preceding  meetings,  matters  on  the  table,  assignment, 
and  thirty-day  and  sixty-day  orders  not  acted  upon  in 
previous  meetings.  Said  matters  shall  be  listed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  order  of  business  as  described  in 
rule  13. 

Rule  12. A  In  the  event  that  resolutions  of  the 
same  subject  matter  are  filed  with  the  city  clerk  for 
consideration  by  the  council,  the  clerk  shall  cause  to 
have  entered  on  the  agenda  only  that  resolution 
which  was  first  filed  and  the  name  of  the  sponsor(s)

ing member  to  the  resolution  which  is  placed  on  the 
agenda.  Such  action,  however,  shall  not  preclude  any 
member  from  offering  an  amendment  to  said  resolu- 
tion.

All  matters  contained  on  the  consent  agenda  shall 
be  read  as  one  and  the  question  of  adoption  or  pas- 
sage of  all  said  matters  shall  be  by  a  single  motion. 
The  question  shall  be  put  as  follows: 

"The  question  now  comes  on  approval  of  the 
various  matters  contained  within  the  consent 
agenda." 

Said  agenda  shall  be  delivered  to  each  member  of 
the  council  by  4  p.m.  on  the  regular  work  day  pre- 
ceding the  scheduled  meeting. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  AND  DEBATE 
Rule  13.  At  every  regular  meeting  of  the  council 
the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Communications  from  the  mayor. 

2.  Presentation  of  petitions,  memorials,  and  re- 
monstrances. 

3.  Reports  of  city  officers  and  others. 

4.  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  meetings. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

6.  Orders  and  resolutions. 

7.  Consent  agenda. 

Rule  14.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  the  fol- 
lowing motions  only  shall  be  entertained  and  shall 
have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  ar- 
ranged: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  The  previous  question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

MOTIONS  AND  ORDERS 

Rule  15.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be 
deemed  indivisible;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being 
lost  shall  not  preclude  amendment,  or  a  motion  to 
strike  out  and  insert. 

Rule  16.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order  at 
any  time  except  on  an  immedicate  repetition  or  pend- 
ing a  verification  of  a  vote;  and  that  motion,  the  mo- 
tion to  lay  on  the  table,  the  motion  to  take  from  the 
table,  and  the  motion  for  the  previous  question  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  17.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject 
different  from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  ad- 
mitted under  color  of  an  amendment. 

Any  motion,  order,  or  resolution  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  presiding  officer  does  not  have  a  di- 
rect bearing  on  the  business  of  the  council  shall  be 
referred  without  debate  to  the  committee  of  the 
whole,  and  shall  not  be  further  considered  by  the 
council  except  upon  report  by  that  committee.  There 
shall  be  no  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  chair 
hereunder,  and  this  rule  shall  not  be  subject  to  sus- 
pension. No  motion  shall  apply,  nor  shall  unanimous 
consent  to  speak  on  the  matter  so  referred  be  in  or- 
der. 


The  committee  of  the  whole  may  report  that  any 
motion,  order,  or  resolution  so  referred  to  it  is  out  of 
order  because  of  not  having  a  direct  bearing  on  the 
business  of  the  council,  and  its  report  shall  be  a  final 
disposition  of  the  matter,  subject  to  an  appeal  which 
shall  be  governed  by  the  same  provisions  as  those 
governing  appeals  from  rulings  of  the  presiding  offi- 
cer. 

Rule  18.  Any  order,  ordinance,  resolution,  vote, 
or  other  measure  submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  re- 
jected without  prejudice,  unless  when  it  is  filed  with 
the  city  clerk,  it  bears  the  certificate  of  the  corpora- 
tion counsel  that,  if  adopted  or  passed  in  the  form 
submitted  by  the  mayor,  it  will  be  in  accordance  with 
law. 

Rule  19.  After  a  motion  has  been  put  by  the  pre- 
siding officer  it  shall  not  be  withdrawn  except  by 
unanimous  consent  and  every  motion  to  amend  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing  and  copies  of  it  given  to  the 
members. 

COMMITTEE  ASSIGNMENT  AND  ACTION 
Rule  20.  When  a  petition,  order,  or  resolution  re- 
lates to  a  subject  which  may  properly  be  examined 
and  reported  upon  by  an  existing  committee  of  the 
council,  such  order  or  resolution  shall,  upon  presen- 
tation, be  referred  to  such  committee.  When  a  mo- 
tion is  made  to  refer  any  subject,  and  different  com- 
mittees are  proposed,  the  motions  shall  be  put  in  the 
following  order; 

1.  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  council. 

2.  To  a  special  committee  of  the  council. 

Any  member  offering  a  motion,  order,  or  resolu- 
tion which  is  referred  to  a  committee  may  be  given  a 
hearing  on  the  same  by  the  committee  before  a  re- 
port is  made  thereon  if  he  so  requests  at  the  time  of 
offering  the  same  or  before  final  action  thereon  by 
the  committee. 

If,  within  twenty-one  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  other  than  a  committee  of  all  the  members 
is  not  reported  upon,  it  may  be  called  by  a  majority 
vote  of  all  members. 

If,  after  twenty-one  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  other  than  a  committee  of  all  the  members 
is  not  reported  upon,  it  may  be  recalled  by  a  stand- 
ing vote  of  four  members  of  the  council. 

If,  after  forty-two  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee is  not  reported  upon,  any  member  may  recall 
such  matter  from  the  committee,  and  such  matter 
shall  not  again  be  committed  to  any  committee  other 
than  the  committee  of  the  whole.  A  majority  of  any 
committee  may  refer  all  or  part  of  any  matter  re- 
ferred to  it  to  another  committee  of  the  Council. 

After  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  year,  any  mat- 
ter which  has  been  in  committee  longer  than  forty- 
two  days  and  not  reported  on,  shall  be  placed  on  file 
by  the  city  clerk. 

VOTING 

Rule  21.  In  all  votes  the  form  of  expression  shall 
be  "Ordered"  for  everything  by  way  of  command, 
and  the  form  shall  be  "Resolved"  for  everything  ex- 
pressing opinions,  principles,  facts,  or  purposes. 

Rule  22.  Upon  the  request  for  a  call  of  the  ayes 
and  nays,  the  president  shall  hold  the  calling  open 
for  a  period  no  longer  than  five  minutes,  during 
which  time  the  city  messenger  shall  summon  all 
members  who  are  absent  from  the  chamber.  The 
clerk  shall  then  call  the  names  of  the  members  in  al- 
phabetical order  without  interruption.  Each  member 
shall  respond  to  his  name  as  it  si  called  by  the  clerk. 
No  member  shall  be  recorded  after  the  name  of  the 
next  member  has  been  called  in  the  prescribed  man- 
ner, except  by  unanimous  consent  of  all  the  members 
present. 
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"  Rule  23.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present 
when  a  question  is  put,  unless  he  is  excluded  by  in- 
terest, shall  give  his  vote  in  the  affirmative  or  nega- 
tive or  shall  respond  "present"  unless  the  council  for 
special  reason  shall  excuse  that  member  from  voting. 
Rule  24.  In  the  event  that  the  sponsoring  member 
of  any  order,  resolution,  or  other  matter,  excepting 
those  contained  upon  the  consent  agenda,  is  not 
present  when  the  clerk  reads  said  matter,  the  presid- 
ing officer  shall  instruct  the  clerk  to  withdraw  said 
matter  from  consideration  at  that  meeting. 

RECONSIDERATION 

Rule  25.  When  a  vote  has  been  taken,  any  mem- 
ber may  move  reconsideration  thereof  only  at  the 
same  meeting.  Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider  shall 
be  limited  to  thirty  minutes,  and  no  member  shall  oc- 
cupy more  than  five  minutes,  but  on  a  vote  upon  any 
subsidiary  or  incidental  question  debate  shall  be  lim- 
ited to  ten  minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy 
more  than  two  minutes. 

Rule  25 A.  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been 
decided,  that  decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and 
no  question  shall  be  twice  reconsidered  unless  it  has 
been  amended  after  the  reconsideration;  nor  shall  any 
reconsideration  be  had  upon  the  following  motions: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  The  previous  question. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  take  from  the  table. 

5.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the  table  or 
postponed  indefinitely,  and  the  effect  of  such  action 
in  either  case  shall  be  to  defeat  the  motion  to  recon- 
sider. 

READINGS 

Rule  26.  Except  for  matters  listed  on  the  consent 
agenda,  every  ordinance,  order  and  resolution,  unless 
reported  upon  by  a  committee  or  rejected,  shall  have 
two  separate  readings,  both  of  which  may  take  place 
at  the  same  session  unless  objection  is  made;  pro- 
vided that  the  orders  for  the  expenditure  of  moneys, 
unless  reported  upon  by  a  committee  of  the  council, 
shall  lie  over  for  one  week  before  final  action 
thereon.  Whenever  the  second  reading  immediately 
follows  the  first  reading,  the  document  may  be  read 
on  the  second  occasion  by  its  title  only.  All  orders 
releasing  rights  or  easements  in  or  restrictions  on 
land,  all  orders  for  the  sale  of  land,  all  appropria- 
tions for  the  purchase  of  land,  and  all  loans  voted  by 
the  council  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members  of  the  council,  and  shall  be  passed  only 
after  two  separate  readings  and  by  two  separate  votes, 
the  second  of  said  readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not 
less  than  fourteen  days  after  the  first,  except  in  cases 
in  which  a  shorter  period  is  authorized  by  law.  Any 
order  rescinding  an  order  for  any  of  the  foregoing 
purposes  shall  require  the  same  number  of  readings 
and  of  votes  as  was  rquired  for  the  passage  of  the 
original  order. 

Rule  26 A.  No  ordinance  may  be  adopted  at  the 
meeting  at  which  it  is  submitted. 

COMMITTEE  STRUCTURE 
Rule  27.  No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall  be 
called  upon  less  than  forty-eight  hours  from  the  time 
the  council  staff  shall  have  mailed  the  notices  or  dis- 
patched them  by  special  messenger;  provided  that  the 
meetings  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  may  be  held 
upon  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  council,  at  the  comple- 
tion of  regular  council  business  and  prior  to  the  final 
adjournment  of  any  meeting  of  the  council  without 
such  notice. 


At  the  start  of  any  committee  hearing  or  meeting 
the  committee  chairman  shall  state  the  procedure  by 
which  the  hearing  shall  be  governed.  Unless  changed 
by  a  majority  of  the  committee  members,  the  chair- 
man's procedure  shall  govern.  The  chairman  and 
members  of  any  committee  shall  speak  and  question 
witnesses  for  not  more  than  ten  minutes  at  a  time; 
provided  that  the  sponsor  or  sponsors  of  the  various 
committee  proposals  shall  be  given  the  opportunity  to 
make  the  initial  presentation. 

No  committee  unless  authorized  by  an  order  of  the 
council  shall  incur  any  expense,  including,  but  not 
limited  to  advertising  and  stenographic  costs.  No 
committee  meeting,  except  the  committee  of  the 
whole,  shall  be  conducted  on  the  day  of  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  council.  The  chairman  of  each  com- 
mittee, prior  to  scheduling  a  committee  hearing,  shall 
consult  with  each  member  of  the  committee,  and  be- 
fore reporting  on  any  matter  pending  before  said 
committee  shall  obtain  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the 
committee  in  favor  of  the  said  report. 

The  staff  director  shall,  upon  the  scheduling  of  a 
committee  meeting  or  hearing,  promptly  post  a  re- 
cord of  time,  place,  and  subject  matter  of  such  mee- 
ing  or  hearing  and  the  time  at  which  such  meeting  or 
hearings  is  scheduled  and  shall  cause  a  written  notice 
thereof  to  be  delivered  to  all  councillors. 

COMMITTEES 

Rule  28.  The  president  of  the  city  council  shall 
appoint  all  standing  committees,  all  special  commit- 
tees, shall  fill  any  committee  vacancy,  and,  shall  des- 
ignate the  rank  of  the  members  of  each  committee 
unless  specifically  directed  otherwise  by  a  majority 
of  the  council.  All  standing  committees  shall  consist 
of  five  members,  provided  however,  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  shall  consist  of  all  members,  and,  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  shall  consist  of  seven 
members.  Special  committees  shall  consist  of  three 
members  unless  otherwise  specified  by  the  president. 

The  role  of  each  committee  shall  be  to  provide  a 
forum  for  indepth  review  and  analysis  of  city  depart- 
ments, boards  and  agencies,  and  to  provide  a  vehicle 
for  the  residents  of  Boston  to  address  their  concerns 
with  regard  to  services  provided  by  the  city  and/or 
required  for  the  common  weal. 

Committees  shall  focus  upon:  (1)  public  policy,  (2) 

efficiency  of  service  delivery,  and,  (3)  cost  contain- 
ment, it  being  the  goal  of  our  city  government  to 
provide  appropriate  services  while  ensuring  that  pub- 
lic monies,  which  derive  from  our  citizenry,  are 
spent  wisely  and  cautiously. 

Each  committee  shall  recommend  such  changes  in 
the  ordinances  or  statutes  as  will  provide  the  greatest 
necessary  service  for  the  tax  monies  expended. 

There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees:- 

(A)  Committee  of  the  Whole,  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  litigation  involving  the  city  council  and 
with  any  other  matter  referred  to  it. 

(B)  Committee  on  Arts  &  Humanities,  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  encouragement  of  the  arts  and  hu- 
manities within  the  city,  including  cultural  develop- 
ment, museums,  music,  performing  art,  public  art, 
art  education,  the  support  and  funding  of  private  art 
and  cultural  amenities  within  Boston,  protection  of 
artists'  work  and  living  space,  and  locations  and  op- 
portunities to  display  or  present  art  works.  The  com- 
mittee shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Art 
Commission,  the  Mid-town  Cultural  District,  the 
Boston  Arts  Lottery  Council,  the  Commission  on 
Arts  and  Humanities,  and,  the  Office  of  Business  and 
Cultural  Development. 
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(C)  Committee  on  City  &  Neighborhood  Services, 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  delivery  of  munic- 
ipal services  to  the  residents  and  neighborhoods  of 
Boston,  especially  as  they  impact  upon  youth,  the 
disabled  and  infirm,  veterans  and  jobless  persons. 
The  said  committee  shall  maintain  policy  oversight 
with  respect  to  vocational  training,  adult  literacy, 
public  health  and  cable  television.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Handi- 
capped and  Boston  Employment  commissions;  the 
Health  and  Hospitals,  Veterans'  Graves,  Veterans' 
Services,  Parks  &  Recreation,  library,  and,  Neighbor- 
hood Services  departments;  the  Cable  Televison  Of- 
fice, and,  the  White  and  Browne  funds. 

(D)  Committee  on  Commerce  and  Transportation 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  various  inspec- 
tional,  regulatory  and  licensing  activities,  commence, 
trade,  and  transportation  policy  of  the  city,  including 
promotion  of  fair  trade,  equal  access,  consumer  edu- 
cation and  protection,  including  Council-issued  li- 
censes and  permits.  The  committee  shall  define  trans- 
portation policies  for  the  city,  including  all  issues 
relating  to  mass  transit,  the  imposition  of  tunnel 
tolls,  the  effect  of  the  proposed  Third  Harbor  tunnel, 
and  construction  of  the  1-93  Connector,  with  special 
regard  to  mitigating  the  adverse  impact  of  coanstruc- 
tion  on  the  peoples  and  neighborhoods  of  the  city. 
The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect 
to  the  Inspectional  Services  and  Transportation  de- 
partments, the  Licensing  Board,  Board  of  Appeal, 
Zoning  Commission,  the  Parking  Clerk,  and  the  Of- 
fice of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licensing. 

(E)  Committee  on  Council  Rules  and  Administra- 
tion, which  shall  concern  itself  with  city  council 
rules,  budget,  facilities,  equipment,  staff  and  sup- 
plies. 

(F)  Committee  on  Public  Education,  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  the  cost  and  quality  of  the  Boston 
Public  Schools,  including  the  structure  of  the  School 
Department.  The  committee  shall  monitor  educational 
policy  especially  as  regards  English  language  fluency, 
special  education,  and  the  need  to  link  technical  edu- 
cation to  employment  availabilities.  The  committee 
shall  work  to  strengthen  cooperation  among  the  city, 
private  enterprise,  and  institutions  of  higher  learning. 
The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect 
to  the  School  Department,  Community  School  Com- 
mission, and  loans  for  school  purposes. 

(G)  Committee  on  the  Environment  and  Public 
Works,  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  natural  and 
historic  resources  and  landmarks  of  the  city,  includ- 
ing wetlands,  the  harbor  and  the  harbor  islands.  The 
committee  shall  have  oversight  with  respect  to  the 
care,  management,  custody  and  use  of  public  lands 
and  buildings,  except  park  land.  The  committee  shall 
involve  itself  in  the  promotion  of  tourism,  the  rela- 
tionahip  between  the  city  and  the  Metropolitan  Dis- 
trict Commission,  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission, 
and,  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority; 
the  problems  of  pollution,  conservation,  and  energy. 
The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect 
ot  the  Real  Property,  Public  Works  and  Environment 
departments. 

(H)  Committee  on  Government  Operations,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  organization  and  struc- 
ture of  city  government,  including  departmental  fees 
and  charges.  The  committee  is  charged  with  analysis 
and  evaluation  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  city's  orga- 
nization as  it  relates  to  the  delivery  of  services,  with 
special  regard  to  delivering  such  services  as  meet  the 
needs  of  our  residents  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  to 
the  taxpayers.  The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight 
with  respect  to  the  Administrative  Services,  Election, 


and  Law  departments;  the  Office  of  the  Mayor  except 
those  components  assigned  to  other  committees;  City 
Clerk,  Registrar,  Archives,  and  Record;  Group  Insur- 
ance, Executions  of  Courts,  Workers'  Compensation, 
Retirement  Board  and  pension  liabilities. 

(I)  Committee  on  Housing,  which  shall  concern  it- 
self with  public  policy  involving  the  preservation, 
creation,  and  rehabilitation  of  housing  in  the  city,  in- 
cluding public  housing  programs.  The  committee  is 
charged  with  evaluation  of  policies  and  programs  of 
the  city  to  insure  an  adequate  supply  of  affordable 
housing;  to  ensure  fair  practices  and  consumer  pro- 
tection in  residential  housing;  to  encourage  the  main- 
tenance of  existing  housing;  and,  to  advocate  toward 
the  goal  of  safe,  decent  and  affordable  housing  for 
all  Bostonians.  The  committee  shall  exercise  over- 
sight with  respect  to  the  Boston  Housing  Authority, 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing,  and  the  Institutional 
Expansion  and  Rent  Equity  boards. 

(J)  Committee  on  Planning  and  Development, 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  physical  and  eco- 
nomic preservation  and  development  of  the  city;  the 
relationship  of  the  city  to  the  Metropolitan  Area 
Planning  Council;  planning  of  public  buildings,  in- 
cluding jail  construction,  depression  of  the  Central 
Artery,  construction  of  the  third  harbor  tunnel;  the 
effect  of  large-scale  development  on  the  neighbor- 
hoods and  peoples  of  Boston,  including  avoidance  of 
noise  pollution,  damage  to  the  water  table,  protecting 
access  to  homes  and  businesses,  and  the  trucking  and 
safe  disposal  of  construction  materials  and  debris. 
The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect 
to  the  Industrial  Development  Finance  and  Boston 
Redevelopment  authorities,  the  Public  Improvement, 
Public  Facilities  and  Economic  Development  and  In- 
dustrial commissions. 

(K)  Committee  on  Post  Audit  and  Oversight,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  evaluating  the  efficiency  of 
city  operations,  the  effectiveness  of  city  programs 
and  administration  compliance  with  the  intent  of  leg- 
islation, including  administrative  regulations  of  de- 
partments, agencies,  and  programs.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Auditing 
Department,  the  Community  Development  Block 
Grant  Program  and  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act. 

(L)  Committee  on  Public  Safety,  which  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  all  public  efforts  to  protect  the  citi- 
zens of  Boston  from  crime  and  fire.  It  shall  ensure 
the  delivery  of  fire  and  police  protection  to  all  neigh- 
borhoods of  Boston.  The  committee  shall  exercise 
oversight  with  respect  to  the  Police,  Fire,  and  Penal 
Institutions  departments,  the  Suffolk  County  Jail, 
anti-crime  efforts  financed  by  the  state  and  federal 

governments,  and,  county  matters. 

i 
(M)  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  which  shall 
exercise  general  oversight  with  respect  to  revenues 
and  expenditures  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  all  other 
component  units  that  comprise  the  'governmental  re- 
porting entity'  as  defined  by  National  Council  of 
Governmental  Accounting  Statement  Three.  The  com- 
mittee, which  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  may 
report  to  the  council  the  cost  of  implementation  of 
any  order,  ordinance,  program  or  other  initiative 
pending  before  the  body,  and  shall  make  such  report 
whenever  requested  by  another  committee  or  directed 
to  do  so  by  the  council;  shall  have  referred  to  it  all 
matters  concerning  appropriations,  the  city  budget, 
expenditures  and  loans;  and,  further,  no  appropria- 
tion, budget  expenditure  or  loan  shall  be  voted  out  of 
committee  except  upon  a  majority  vote  of  its  mem- 
bers. 
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There  shall  be  the  following  special  committees: - 

(N)  Special  Committee  on  Community  Investment 
and  Banking  Services,  which  shall  concern  itself  With 
the  delivery  of  banking  services  in  the  neighborhoods 
of  Boston,  including  the  availability  of  construction 
and  mortgage  loans  for  affordable  housing  in  every 
neighborhood,  the  promotion  of  public  policy  goals 
such  as  community  reinvestment,  affirmative  market- 
ing and  non-discriminatory  lending  policies,  and, 
provision  of  banking  services  to  smaller, 
neighborhood-based  businesses.  Said  committee  shall 
further  concern  itself  with  the  linking  and  leveraging 
of  these  objectives  by  use  of  city  actions  involving 
the  purchase  of  bank  services,  deposits,  borrowing, 
and,  investments. 

(O)  Special  Committee  on  the  Elderly,  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  the  provision  of  services  to  el- 
derly persons  and  the  special  problems  of  aging,  in- 
cluding personal  safety,  access  to  health  care,  the 
promotion  of  independent  living,  home  health,  serv- 
ices, nutrition  and  transportation.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Commis- 
sion on  the  Affairs  of  the  Elderly. 

(P)  Special  Committee  on  Equity,  which  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  promoting  equal  and  fair  access  to 
public  and  private  services  and  facilities  for  all  Bos- 
tonians,  including  males,  females,  minorities,  vet- 
erans, and  those  of  any  religious  persuasion,  race  or 
ethnicity,  to  the  end  that  within  our  city,  the  rights 
and  privileges  espoused  as  the  American  ideal  are 
not  denied.  The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight 
with  respect  to  the  Women's,  Comparable  Worth, 
Fair  Housing  and  Human  Rights  commission. 

(Q)  Special  Committee  on  the  Hungry  and  Home- 
less, which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  problems  of 
hunger  and  of  homeless  persons  within  the  city,  in- 
cluding coordinaiton  of  public  and  private  efforts  to 
alleviate  such  problems.  The  committee  shall  exercise 
oversight  with  respect  ot  the  Commission  on  the 
Homeless  and  the  Emergency  Shelter  Commission. 

(R)  Special  Committee  on  Intergovernmental  Rela- 
tions, which  shall  concern  itself  with  encouraging  co- 
operation between  the  city  and  other  levels  of  govern- 
ment to  discourage  duplicative  programs,  coordinate 
efforts  to  provide  services,  and,  maximize  revenues 
available  to  the  city  from  state  and  federal  sources. 

(S)  Special  Committee  on  Neighborhood  Crime 
Prevention,  which  shall  concern  itself  with  evaluat- 
ing, encouraging  and  facilitating  existing  citizen- 
driven  efforts  to  prevent  crime,  including  arson,  van- 
dalism, gang  and  youth  crime,  assault,  housebreak, 
and  crime  committed  as  a  vehicle  of  prejudice.  The 
committee  shall  also  assist  neighborhood  organiza- 
tions in  developing  and  implementing  community- 
based  programs  to  discourage  crime,  including 
'crime-watch'  and  similar  programs,  shall  evaluate 
and  assist  public  education  with  respect  to  crime  pre- 
vention, physical  measures  to  make  home  and  busi- 
nesses more  safe  from  crime,  and,  awareness  of  the 
social,  economic  and  personal  costs  of  crime. 

(T)  Special  Committee  on  Perambulation  which 
shall  perform  the  duties  required  by  Chapter  forty- 
two  of  the  General  Laws  and  make  written  report  of 
its  doings  and  recommendations. 

(U)  Special  Committee  on  Public  Health,  to  con- 
cern itself  with  city  efforts  to  stem  disease,  including 
efforts  to  prevent  the  onset  of  Acquired  Immune  De- 
ficiency Syndrome  and  to  offer  progressive  and  effi- 
cacious treatments  to  those  persons  with  AIDS  or 
AIDS-Related  Complex. 

(V)  Special  Committee  on  Substance  Abuse,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  causes  and  effects  of 
substance  abuse;  programs  available  to  discourage 


abuse,  treat  substance  abusers,  and  support  and  assist 
those  impacted  by  another's  substance  abuse;  and  to 
encourage,  develop,  evaluate  and  facilitate 
community -based  and  public  educational  programs 
related  to  substance  abuse. 

(W)  Special  Committee  on  University-Community 
Relations,  which  shall  concern  itself  with  developing 
an  improved  relationship  between  our  neighborhoods 
and  academic  institutions  impacting  them,  including 
the  encoragement  of  undergraduate  student  housing, 
university  master  plans  whcih  respect  neighborhood 
concerns,  equitable  agreements  for  services  and  pay- 
ments in  lieu  of  taxes,  effective  programs  to  curtail 
student  misbehavior,  and,  mutually  beneficial  pro- 
grams allowing  university  students  to  gain  practical 
experience  while  assisting  Boston  school  children, 
residents  and  neighborhoods. 

(X)  Special  Committee  on  Waste  Management  and 
Recycling,  which  shall  concern  itself  with  implemen- 
tation of  voluntary  recycling  and  other  resource  re- 
covery efforts,  public  and  private;  protection  from 
improper  storage,  transportation  and  disposal  of  solid 
wastes,  especially  hazardous  and  infectious  wastes; 
reclamation  of  dump  lands  and  polluted  lands;  and, 
the  means  and  costs  of  the  disposal  of  waste  products 
by  the  city  and  from  businesses  within  the  city. 

(Y)  Special  Committee  on  Youth  Services,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  provision  of  services  to 
children  and  adolescents  in  Boston.  The  committee 
shall  work  to  strengthen  cooperation  among  the  city, 
state,  and  private  agencies  engaged  in  providing 
youth  services  and  to  expand  support  for  public  and 
private  youth  activities  and  programs. 

CONDUCT  IN  CITY  COUNCIL 
MEMBERS: 

Rule  29.  Every  member  when  about  to  speak  shall 
rise,  address  the  chair,  and  wait  until  he  is  recog- 
nized. No  member  shall  be  recognized  when  seated 
or  when  away  from  his  desk.  In  speaking  he  shall  re- 
frain from  mentioning  any  other  member  by  name, 
shall  confine  himself  to  the  question,  shall  not  use 
unbecoming,  abusive,  or  unparliamentary  language 
and  shall  avoid  personalities.  Any  member  who,  in 
debate  or  otherwise,  indulges  in  personalities  or 
makes  charges  reflecting  upon  the  character  of  an- 
other member,  shall  make  an  apology  in  open  session 
at  the  meeting  at  which  offense  is  committed  or  at 
the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting  and,  failing  to 
do  so,  shall  be  named  by  the  president  or  held  in 
contempt  and  suspended  from  further  particiaption  in 
debate  until  said  apology  is  made. 

Rule  30.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once 
on  a  question  when  another  member  who  has  not 
spoken  claims  the  floor,  and  no  member  speaking 
shall,  without  his  consent,  be  interrupted  by  another, 
except  upon  a  point  of  order. 

A  member  may  speak  upon  a  matter  for  no  more 
than  ten  minutes  at  a  time.  A  member  who  has  not 
spoken  on  a  matter  shall  have  priority  and  recogni- 
tion by  the  chair  whenever  said  member  shall  rise. 
The  assistant  city  clerk  acting  as  assistant  clerk  of  the 
council  shall  inform  the  president  whenever  a  mem- 
ber has  spoken  longer  than  ten  minutes. 

Rule  31.  No  member  shall  engage  in  any  business 
or  transaction  or  shall  have  a  financial  or  other  pri- 
vate interest,  direct  or  indirect,  which  is  in  conflict 
with  the  proper  discharge  of  his  official  duties.  A 
member  who  has  a- direct  or  indirect  financial  or 
other  private  interest,  distinct  from  the  public  inter- 
est, in  any  proposed  legislation  shall  publicly  dis- 
close, on  the  official  record  of  the  council  the  nature 
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and  extent  of  such  interest,  and  upon  doing  so  shall 
be  excused  from  voting  on  said  question. 

GUESTS: 

Rule  32.  No  person  except  a  member  of  the  coun- 
cil shall  at  any  time  be  permitted  to  occupy  the  seat 
in  the  council  chamber  of  any  member  of  the  coun- 
cil. The  city  messenger  shall  enforce  this  rule. 

Rule  33.  No  person  excepting  officials  connected 
with  the  council  shall  be  allowed  in  the  anterooms  or 
upon  the  floor  of  the  council  chamber,  except  upon 
invitation  of  the  presiding  officer.  Seats  reserved  for 
the  press,  both  electronic  and  print  media,  shall  be 
reserved  solely  for  accredited  members  of  the  press, 
or  upon  the  direction  of  a  councillor,  a  member  of 
his  or  her  staff  when  seats  are  available.  Members  of 
the  press  in  attendance  shall  refrain  from  discussion 
within  the  council  chamber  and  with  council  mem- 
bers during  a  council  meeting. 

Guests  will  be  allowed  in  the  gallery  of  the  council 
chamber  when  the  council  is  in  session,  but  not  one 
will  be  admitted  to  said  gallery  after  all  the  seats  are 
occupied.  No  demonstrations  of  approval  or  disap- 
proval from  guests  shall  be  permitted,  and  if  such 
demonstrations  are  made  the  gallery  will  be  cleared. 
The  city  messenger  shall  enforce  this  rule. 

Rule  34.  No  person,  who  for  compensation  or  re- 
ward acts  to  promote,  oppose,  or  influence  a  matter 
pending  before  the  city  council  shall  be  admitted  at 
any  time  to  the  council  chamber  or  anterooms  thereof 
unless  said  person  has  registered  with  the  city  clerk 
stating  the  nature  of  his  business. 

FURTHER  RULES,  AMENDMENT, 
AND  SUSPENSION 

Rule  35.  Unless  inconsistent  with  any  provision  of 
these  rules,  the  proceedings  of  the  council  shall  be 
governed  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

Rule  36.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  not  be  altered, 
amended,  suspended,  or  repealed  at  any  time,  except 
by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  all  members  of  the 
council.  Provided,  however,  that  Rule  11  may  be  sus- 
pended only  in  the  case  of  an  order,  ordinance,  vote, 
committee  report,  or  other  measure  submitted  by  the 
mayor  or  by  a  councillor  calling  for  action  by  the 
council,  that  is  of  an  emergency  nature,  namely  that 
which  involves  the  peace,  health,  safety  or  conven- 
ience of  the  people  or  their  property.  In  which  case  a 
preamble  which  describes  said  emergency  in  clear 
and  specific  terms  must  be  read  and  offered  as  part 
of  the  motion  to  suspend  said  rule  and  provided  fur- 
ther, tht  Rule  26A  may  be  suspended  only  be  a  unan- 
imous roll  call  vote  or  all  those  present.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
on  December  13,  1989,  Docket  Number  0915,  which 
seeks  to  require  lending  information  from  municipal 
depositories. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  the  proposed  or- 
dinance constitutes  an  impermissible  interference  by 
the  Council  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive  and  ad- 


ministrative business  of  the  City.  Additionally,  the  or- 
dinance is  in  conflict  with  the  provision  of  the  City 
Charter  which  prohibits  the  Council  from  directly  or 
indirectly  taking  part  in  the  making  of  City  contracts. 
(See,  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G  as  appearing  in  St. 
1951,  c.  376,  s.  1). 

Furthermore,  the  ordinance  violates  the  City  Char- 
ter provision  which  states  that  members  of  municipal 
boards  shall  be  appointed,  and  vacancies  on  such 
boards  filled,  by  the  Mayor  without  confirmation  of 
the  City  Council.  (See,  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  9). 

Although  I  am  disapproving  the  ordinance,  I  com- 
pletely understand  and  support  the  Council's  desire  to 
conduct  business  only  with  those  banks  which  service 
all  of  Boston's  communities  fairly  and  responsibly. 
As  the  Council  knows,  in  September  of  this  year  I  is- 
sued two  executive  orders,  one  regarding  linked  de- 
posits and  another  which  created  the  Community 
Banking  Commission.  I  am  confident  that  these  two 
orders  will  effectively  promote  the  City's  compelling 
policy  goals  regarding  fair  and  equitable  banking 
practices  in  the  City  of  Boston.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
on  December  18,  1989,  Docket  No.  1066,  which 
seeks  to  limit  the  use  of  "consultants"  and  "contrac- 
tors" and  to  prohibit  their  use  in  a  supervisory  ca- 
pacity. 

The  reason  for  my  disapproval  is  that  the  Charter 
expressly  prohibits  the  Council  from  directly  or  indi- 
rectly taking  part  in  the  employment  of  labor,  the 
making  of  contracts,  or  the  conduct  of  the  executive 
or  administrative  business  of  the  City.  (See  St.  1948, 
c.  457,  s.  17G,  as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s. 
1).  In  addition,  G.  L.  c.  150E  mandates  that  it  is  the 
Mayor,  as  represented  by  the  Supervisor  of  Labor 
Relations,  who  is  obligated  and  authorized  to  admin- 
ister the  rights  set  forth  in  collective  bargaining 
agreements,  or  to  change  the  agreements  between  the 
parties,  through  the  negotiation  process.  Specific  pro- 
visions of  existing  collective  bargaining  agreements 
between  the  City  and  all  of  the  major  employee  un- 
ions refer  to  the  employer's  right  to  contract  out 
work  under  conditions  set  forth  in  those  agreements. 

While  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  disapprove  this  or- 
dinance, I  want  to  emphasize  that  the  Administration 
will  continue  to  insure  that  our  government  be  man- 
aged efficiently  and  that  public  services  be  performed 
by  those  who  maintain  a  high  degree  of  dedication  to 
this  City  and  to  the  public.

Changes  of  form  only: 

Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special 
law  or  regulations  to  the  contrary,  no  public  funds  of 
the  city  of  Boston  shall  remain  invested  in  or  remain 
deposited  in  any  bank  or  financial  institution  orga- 
nized under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  the  sev- 
eral states,  which  has  been  determined  in  accordance 
with  section  3  of  this  act,  directly  or  through  its  sub- 
sidiaries, to  have  outstanding  loans  to  any  individual 
corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  the  several  states  engaged  in  the  manufac- 
ture, distribution  or  sale  of  firearms  or  munitions,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  rubber  or  plastic  bullets, 
tear  gas,  armored  vehicles,  or  military  aircraft  for 
use  or  development  in  any  activity  in  Northern  Ire- 
land. Further,  no  public  funds  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  remain  invested  in  the  stocks,  securities  or 
other  obligations  of  any  corporation  so  engaged.  The 
term  "public  funds"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  include, 
without  limitation,  pension  funds  and  trust  funds  ad- 
ministered by  the  City  of  Boston,  unless  the  terms  of 
the  trust  can  reasonably  be  interpreted  as  being  in- 
consistent with  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  No  public  funds  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  be  invested  in  or  remain  invested  in  a  corpora- 
tion organized  under  the  laws,  of  the  United  States  or 
the  several  states  and  operating  in  Northern  Ireland 
unless  it  has  been  determined  that  the  corporation  so 
engaged  adheres  to  principles  of  non-discrimination 
in  employment  and  freedom  of  workplace  opportu- 
nity. In  making  such  a  determination,  the  retirement 
board  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  to  pension  funds  of 


the  City  of  Boston  and  to  the  collector-treasurer  of 
the  City  of  Boston  as  to  all  other  public  funds  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  shall  consider,  without  limitation,  the 
following  standards  for  corporate  activity: 

(1)  equal  access  to  employment,  promotion,  and 
job-preservation  without  regard  to  religious  affiliation 
or  other  minority  status; 

(2)  the  promotion  of  religious  tolerance  within  the 
workplace,  and  the  eradication  of  any  manifestations 
of  religious  and  other  illegal  discrimination; 

(3)  adherence  to  other  legal  and  regulatory  guide- 
lines for  nondiscrimination  and  equality  of  opportu- 
nity existing  in  Northern  Ireland;  and 

(4)  adherence  to  the  MacBride  Principles  for 
Northern  Ireland,  so-called. 

Section  3.  In  making  determinations  relative  to 
sections  1  and  2  of  this  act,  said  retirement  board  or 
said  collector-treasurer  may  conduct  their  own  initial 
and  subsequent  investigations  or  may  utilize  and  rely 
upon  any  other  reliable  investigation  or  information 
available  relative  to  similar  pension  plans  or  other- 
wise. 

Section  4.  As  to  any  divestiture  pursuant  to  this 
act,  said  retirement  board  or  said  collector-treasurer 
shall  determine  what  corporations  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  the  several  states  and 
operating  in  Northern  Ireland  adhere  to  principles  of 
non-discrimination  in  employment  and  freedom  of 
workplace  opportunity  and  shall  seek  to  invest  funds 
from  any  such  divestiture  in  such  corporations  con- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  section  five  below. 

Section  5.  Any  investment  or  divestiture  pursuant 
to  this  act  shall  only  be  done  consistent  with  sound 
and  prudent  financial  practices  and,  in  the  case  of 
funds  invested,  after  reasonable  notice  and  an  oppor- 
tunity to  comply.

Whereas,  The  drive  to  eliminate  redlining,  the  practice 
of  systematically  denying  credit  on  the  basis  of  the  geo- 
graphic location  of  the  borrower  or  property  to  be  bor- 
rowed, began  more  than  twenty-five  years  ago;  and 

Whereas,  Even  though  the  Community  Reinvestment 
Act  of  1977  requires  that  banks  meet  the  credit  needs  of 
the  communities  in  which  they  are  located,  evidence  sug- 
gests the  practice  continues  to  exist;  and 

Whereas,  A  preliminary  report  issued  by  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  of  Boston  suggested  that  low/moderate  in- 
come neighborhoods  receive  a  disproportionately  small 
amount  of  loans  compared  to  other  city  neighborhoods 
and  additionally  that  there  may  be  a  racial  pattern  of  lend- 
ing by  area  banks;  and 


Whereas,  Denying  loans  and  resources  to  certain 
groups  and  particular  neighborhoods  only  serves  to  stifle 
economic  mobility  for  many  Boston  residents;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  invests  approximately  $400  million 
of  its  funds  in  Boston  banks;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  should  leverage  its  resources  to 
promote  equitable  distribution  of  financial  resources  in 
every  neighborhood;  and 

Whereas,  Municipal  government  should  therefore 
conduct  business  only  with  those  banks  who  are  respon- 
sible in  servicing  all  of  Boston's  communities;  and 

Whereas,  This  ordinance  would  allow  the  City  to  eval- 
uate the  lending  performance  of  banks  who  wish  to  re- 
ceive municipal  investment  funds;  Therefore,  Be  It 

Ordained,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  applicable  law, 
as  follows: 

Section  1 .    Definitions 

(a)  Applicant  shall  mean  any  person  who  applies  for 
a  mortgage  loan,  commercial  loan,  home  equity,  con- 
sumer, home  improvement  or  student  loan  as  defined 
in  this  section,  whether  or  not  the  loan  is  granted. 

(b)  Census  tract  shall  mean  a  standard  statistical 
area  as  established  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  the 
Census. 

(c)  Collector-Treasurer  shall  mean  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

(d)  Commercial  loan  shall  mean  a  loan  which  is  se- 
cured by  commercial  property. 

(e)  Financial  institution  shall  mean  any  commercial 
bank,  savings  bank,  savings  and  loan  association, 
credit  union,  cooperative  bank,  mutual  bank,  trust 
company,  or  other  entity  which  makes  mortgage,  con- 
sumer, commercial,  community  development  or  home 
improvement  loan. 

(f)  Boston  SMSA  shall  mean  the  Standard  Metro- 
politan Statistical  Area  of  the  Greater  Boston  Region  as 
defined  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  the  Census. 

(g)  Home  improvement  or  rehabilitation  loan  shall 
mean  a  loan,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  to  be  used  for 
the  purpose  of  repairing,  rehabilitating  or  remodeling 
an  existing  residential  dwelling. 

(h)  Mortgage  loan  and  home  equity  loan  shall  mean 
a  loan  which  is  secured  by  residential  property. 

(i)  Consumer  loan  shall  mean  a  loan  which  is  se- 
cured by  an  individual  or  families  to  finance  personal 
consumption. 

(j)  Community  Development  loan  shall  mean  a  loan 
which  is  secured  for  the  purposes  of  constructing  or 
rehabilitating  commercial  or  residential  property. 

(k)  Student  Loan  shall  mean  a  loan  which  is  secured 
for  the  purposes  of  financing  or  refinancing  a  student's 
attendance  at  any  degree  granting  educational  institu- 
tional authorized  by  law  to  provide  a  program  of  edu- 
cation beyond  the  high  school  level,  made  by  or  on 
behalf  of  such  an  institution  or  any  financial  institu- 
tion. 

(1)  Redlining  shall  mean  the  practice  of  systemati- 
cally denying  credit  on  the  basis  of  the  geographic  lo- 
cation of  the  borrower  or  property  to  be  borrowed 
against. 

Section  2 .  Disclosure  of  Lending  Information 
Prior  to  the  deposit  of  any  city  monies  in  any  financial 
institution,  as  authorized  by  the  collector-treasurer  in  ac- 
cordance and  in  conjunction  with  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 5b  of  Chapter  40,  sections  36,  44  and  46  of  Chapter 
41  and  sections  53-55  of  Chapter  44  of  the  MGLA,  such 
financial  institution  shall  disclose  the  following  informa- 
tion and  data  on  -forms  approved  by  the  collector- 
treasurer  for  each  census  tract  within  the  City  of  Boston 
and  outside  the  City  of  Boston  within  the  Boston  SMSA: 
A.  Loan  Activity 

1.   the  number  of  loans  and  total  dollar  amount; 
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2.  the  median  effective  interest  rate; 

3 .  the  median  down  payment; 

4.  the  median  amortization; 

5.  the  percentage  of  such  applicants  whose  ap- 
plications were  denied; 

for  the  following  types  of  loans: 

a.  Residential  loans:  Data  shall  be  reported 
separately  for  property  containing  ( 1 )  one 
to  four  dwelling  units;  and  (2)  five  to  eight 
dwelling  units;  and  (3)  more  than  eight 
dwelling  units.  Only  loans  closed  within 
the  previous  calendar  year  shall  be  re- 
ported. The  information  and  data  for 
mortgage  loans  shall  be  further  itemized 
listing  the  following  separately: 

(i)  Conventional  mortgage  loans  and; 

(ii)  Mortgage  loans  which  are  insured  un- 
der Title  II  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  or  which  are  guaranteed  under 
Chapter  37  of  Title  38,  United  States 
Code  (FHA,  FMHA,  or  VA  loans). 

(iii)  Mortgage  loans  which  are  insured  or 
financed  by  the  Massachusetts  Hous- 
ing Finance  Agency  (MHFA). 

b.  Home  improvement  loans  or  rehabilita- 
tion loans  made  on  residential  properties. 

c.  Home  Equity  loans 

d.  Commercial  loans 

e.  Consumer  loans 

f.  Community  development  loans 

g.  Student  loans 

B.  Participation  and  Services 

1.  the  financial  institution's  participation  in  lo- 
cal community  development  projects  or,  fi- 
nancing of  low-  and  middle-income  housing; 

2 .  the  availability  of  banking  services ,  including 
but  not  limited  to,  the  location  of  branch  of- 
fices, automated  teller  machines  (ATM)  and 
the  availability  of  bank  personnel  to  service 
loans; 

3.  the  hiring  and  promotion  of  women,  minori- 
ties and  Boston  residents; 

4 .  deposit  information ,  including  but  not  limited 
to,  the  number  of  savings  and  checking  ac- 
counts and  the  total  dollar  balances  in  the  sav- 
ings and  checking  accounts. 

Section  3.    Failure  to  Provide  Information 

If  any  financial  institution  refuses  to  provide  any  of  the 
information  or  data,  the  collector-treasurer  shall  report 
such  refusal  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council.  If  such 
institution  has  previously  been  designated  by  the 
collector-treasurer  as  a  city  depository,  the  city  shall 
withdraw  such  designation.  The  treasurer  shall  also 
maintain  a  list  of  any  financial  institutions  which  refuse 
to  provide  such  information,  which  list  shall  be  a  public 
record. 

Section  4.    Pledge 

Beginning  in  January  of  1990,  prior  to  the  deposit  of 
any  city  monies  in  any  financial  institution,  the  city 
collector-treasurer  shall  obtain  the  following  pledges 
from  an  authorized  official  of  said  institution: 

(a)  Not  to  discriminate  against  any  individual  or 
group  seeking  a  mortgage,  commercial,  consumer, 
home  improvement,  or  community  development  loan 
in  the  fixing  of  the  amount,  interest  rate,  duration, 
down  payment  or  other  terms  or  conditions  of  such 
loan,  because  of  race,  color,  religion,  sex  or  national 
origin  of  such  individual  or  group  or  of  any  individual 
or  group  associated  with  him  or  her  in  connection  with 
such  loan  or  other  financial  assistance  for  the  purposes 
of  such  loan  or  other  financial  assistance,  or  the  dwell- 
ing or  dwellings,  if  any  in  relation  to  which  such  loan 
or  other  financial  assistance  is  to  be  made  or  given;  and 

(b)  Not  to  indulge  in  redlining  activities  against  any 


city  neighborhood,  including  arbitrarily  rejecting 
mortgage  loans  for  residential  properties  within  a  spe- 
cific geographic  area  in  Boston  because  of  the  location 
and/or  age  of  the  property;  and  to  make  and  affirma- 
tively market  loans  available  to  low-  and  moderate- 
income  residential  property  in  all  the  neighborhoods  of 
the  city  of  Boston  within  the  limits  of  legal  restrictions 
and  prudent  financial  practices. 
Section  5.    Municipal  Banking  Commission 

(a)  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston,  a  commission 
known  as  the  Municipal  Banking  Commission  for  the 
purposes  of  analyzing  data  and  information  submitted  to 
the  treasurer  by  financial  institutions  wishing  to  become 
city  depositories. 

(b)  The  commission  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  members 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  The  members  shall 
serve  without  compensation;  provided,  however,  that 
each  member  may  be  reimbursed  by  the  Commission  for 
all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by  them  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties.  The  Commission  shall  consist  of  the 
following  persons: 

1 .  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  ex- 
officio  or  his  or  her  designee 

2.  the  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council  ex- 
officio  or  his  or  her  designee 

3 .  one  individual  from  an  organization  that  seeks  to 
address  community  reinvestment  needs 

4.  one  individual  from  a  financial  institution  doing 
business  in  the  City  of  Boston 

5.  one  individual  from  a  non-profit  organization 
which  seeks  to  address  the  housing  needs  in  the  City  of 
Boston 

6.  two  (2)  individuals  residing  in  the  neighborhoods 
of  the  City  of  Boston  most  affected  by  redlining  activi- 
ties 

(c)  The  term  for  each  commissioner  shall  be  three  (3) 
years;  provided,  however,  that  of  the  members  first  ap- 
pointed to  the  commission,  two  shall  serve  for  two  years 
and  two  shall  serve  for  one  year.  The  commissioners  shall 
appoint  a  chairperson.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Mayor. 

Section  6.    Evaluation  of  Data 

Each  year,  prior  to  the  authorization  of  deposits  of  city 
monies  with  any  financial  institutions,  the  commission 
shall  submit  a  report  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council 
detailing  the  information  submitted  by  each  lender  and 
recommend  to  the  Treasurer  those  institutions  whose 
performance  best  reflects  the  city's  goal  of  encouraging 
lending  within  the  community. 

The  commission's  report  and  recommendations  shall 
be  based  on  review  of  the  information  submitted  pursuant 
to  Section  2  of  this  ordinance  including: 

a.  evaluation  of  each  lender's  performance  in  grant- 
ing mortgage,  home  improvement,  home  equity,  com- 
mercial, consumer  and  community  development 
loans. 

b.  the  lender's  compliance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Community  Reinvestment  Act  of  1977,  including 
the  duty  to  educate  the  public  regarding  CRA  require- 
ments. 

c.  current  activity  in  minority  and  low-  and 
moderate- income  neighborhoods  and  the  availability 
of  bank  personnel  to  service  loans  in  those  areas. 

d.  initiatives  in  areas  such  as  commercial  lending 
and  low-  and  moderate-income  housing. 

Section  7.    Severability  Clause 

Each  of  the  provisions,  sections,  and  subsections  of 
this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions, 
sections,  or  subsections  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or 
otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
the  decisions  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any 
of  the  remaining  provisions,  sections,  or  subsections. 

Section  8.    Publication 
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The  provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston,  Code,  Ordi- 
nances, Title  2,  section  12.3,  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing, this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  City 
Clerk  upon  passage  of  the  same.

Couns.  MENINO,  O'NEIL  and  YANCEY  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas,  With  release  of  the  motion  picture  "Glory", 
renewed  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  role  Camp 
Meigs  Training  Ground  in  Readville  played  in  the  Civil 
War; 

Whereas,  More  than  25,000  men  —  including  those 
forming  the  all-black  54th  and  55th  Massachusetts  Regi- 
ments —  trained  at  Camp  Meigs  for  participation  in  some 
of  the  bloodiest  battles  of  the  war; 

Whereas,  The  54th,  under  command  of  Col.  Robert 
Gould  Shaw,  went  from  Readville  to  fierce  engagement 
at  Fort  Wagner,  South  Carolina,  where  many  of  the  young 
volunteers  died  in  action  along  with  their  leader; 

Whereas,  The  Meigs  area  bordering  Dedham  is  now 
built  up  as  a  residential  neighborhood  centering  around  a 
three-acre  park-playground  delineating  a  small  part  of 
the  former  military  encampment  as  a  legacy  vestige; 

Whereas,  Camp  Meigs  Memorial  Park,  formally  dedi- 
cated at  ceremonies  in  1903  by  the  former  Town  of  Hyde 
Park  with  four  cannon  placed  in  a  circular  arrangement, 
was  assumed  by  the  City  of  Boston  on  annexation  in 
1912,  and  acquired  in  1956  by  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission; 

Whereas,  The  park  today  with  sports  recreational  fa- 
cilities has  but  one  granite  replica  of  a  cannon  but  no  sign 
designating  the  Meigs  connection; 

Whereas,  It  would  be  appropriate  for  the  city's  Browne 
Foundation  to  have  an  explanatory  plaque  or  bronze  en- 
graved map  illustrating  Camp  Meigs  layout  placed  in  the 
former  parade  and  barracks  area; 

Whereas,  Especially  significant  would  be  application 
of  funds  left  to  Boston  by  Edward  Ingersoll  Browne,  a 
resident  of  the  Town  of  Hyde  Park  until  his  passing  more 
than  80  years  ago;  Now,  Therefore,  Be  It: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in  meeting  as- 
sembled urges  city  officials  to  seek  authorization  from 
the  MDC  for  placement  of  permanent  markers  at  Camp 
Meigs  Memorial  Park;  And  Be  It  Further: 

Resolved,  That  the  Edward  Ingersoll  Browne  Fund  un- 
derwrite costs  of  a  map  and  plaque  to  be  placed  at  the 
Camp  Meigs  Civil  War  training  camp  in  Readville,  with 
appropriate  ceremonies  this  year  at  the  site.

YANCEY,  BOLLING,  McLAUGHLIN, 
SCONDRAS,  and  SALERNO  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  citizens  of  Boston  have  repeatedly  ex- 
pressed in  actions  their  ideals  and  fervor  for  freedom, 
justice  and  the  common  good,  from  colonial  days  to  the 
present;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mozambique  Support  Network,  Boston 
Chapter,  has  initiated  an  effort  to  establish  a  sister-city 


relationship  between  the  City  of  Boston  and  tne  City  of 
Beira  in  Mozambique;  and 

Whereas,  Dr.  Loretta  J.  Williams,  Boston  resident  and 
Co-Chair  of  the  Mozambique  Support  Network  travelled 
to  Beira  in  the  summer  of  1989  to  explore  further  this 
relationship,  bringing  with  her  the  Greetings  of  this  City 
Council  of  Boston  (Council  Resolution,  July  19,  1989); 
and 

Whereas,  Dr.  Williams  has  brought  back  to  us  from  the 
city  leaders  of  Beira,  news  of  the  interest  and  support  of 
this  twinning  in  friendship  of  our  two  cities  expressed  by 
Mr.  Teixera  Manjama,  President  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil of  Beira,  and  Mr.  Francisco  Masquil,  Governor  of 
Sofala  Province  (Beira  is  its  capital),  and  other  govern- 
ment leaders;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mozambique  Support  Network,  a  multi- 
racial organization  including  religious  leaders,  health 
care  professionals,  artists,  educators  and  activists  from 
Boston,  many  of  whom  having  worked  in,  or  visited 
Beira  and  Mozambique;  and 

Whereas,  The  residents  of  Boston  would  gain  in  aware- 
ness and  understanding  by  learning  about  the  human  face 
of  African  urban  development,  as  well  as  learn  about  the 
art,  music,  and  social  reality  of  people  building  a  non- 
racial  democracy  in  southern  Africa;  and 

Whereas,  The  residents  of  Beira,  a  port  city  with  rail 
links  to  several  landlocked  African  nations,  would  bene- 
fit from  the  knowledge  Boston  has  acquired  in  promoting 
port  development  and  sound  municipal  management,  ed- 
ucational and  health  systems,  successful  business  and 
commercial  enterprises,  and  a  thriving  cultural  center; 
and 

Whereas,  The  people  of  both  cities  would  gain  from 
encouraging  cooperation  and  mutual  exchange  in  the  ar- 
eas of  culture,  social  relations,  health  care,  trade  and  ed- 
ucation; and 

Whereas,  The  Mozambique  Support  Network  has  de- 
veloped cooperative  relations  with  many  political,  cul- 
tural and  professional  leaders  of  the  port  city  of  Beira;  has 
sponsored  numerous  visits  by  leading  Mozambique  dip- 
lomats to  the  Boston  area;  and  will  continue  to  build  and 
mobilize  public  support  for  this  project;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mozambique  Support  Network  has  gen- 
erated over  one  thousand  signatures  on  petitions  calling 
for  a  sister-city  relationship  between  Boston  and  Beira; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Mozambique  Support  Network  has 
worked  closely  with  the  City  of  Boston's  Department  of 
Business  and  Cultural  Development,  receiving  support 
for  its  sound  development  of  this  project  from  the  Depart- 
ment's Director  for  the  Boston-Beira  sister-city  relation- 
ship; and 

Whereas,  Boston  can  draw  upon  the  experience  of  its 
own  current  sister-city  relations,  and  those  of  750  other 
cities  which  have,  since  1956,  developed  President 
Dwight  D.  Eisenhower's  call  for  exchanges  between 
Americans  and  peoples  of  other  lands;  and 

Whereas,  Establishment  of  a  twinning  relationship  be- 
tween Boston  and  this  southeastern  African  multiracial 
city  would  energize  our  community  and  help  bring  the 
diverse  peoples  of  the  city  together  to  work  coopera- 
tively; Therefore,  Be  It 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  supports  the 
formal  establishment  of  a  sister-city  relationship  between 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  City  of  Beira,  Mozambique.

Whereas,  The  state's  insurance  division  recently  ap- 
proved a  67  percent  increase  for  Medex  coverage  for 
Massachusetts  senior  citizens;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  estimated  that  the  increased  cost 
will  amount  to  an  approximate  increase  of  $400  per  year 
per  subscriber;  and 

Whereas,  Approximately  300,000  Massachusetts  el- 
derly citizens  utilize  Medex  coverage  to  cover  costs 
which  are  not  picked  up  by  Medicare;  and 

Whereas,  Many  elderly  will  find  the  added  cost  of  $33 
a  month  to  be  a  financial  hardship;  and 

Whereas,  Although  Medex  offers  three  different  plans: 
Medex  2,  3,  and  Standard,  most  subscribers  choose  Me- 
dex 3,  and  this  is  the  option  most  directly  affected  by  the 
increase;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  herein  assem- 
bled, wishes  to  state  its  adamant  opposition  to  this  sub- 
stantial increase,  and  respectfully  petitions  the  state  leg- 
islature to  freeze  Medex  costs  until  such  time  as  the 
insurance  division  can  justify  why  such  a  large  increase 
has  to  be  portioned  out  to  this  one  group;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  respectfully 
petitions  the  state  legislature  to  inquire  why  the  cost  can- 
not be  extended  to  all  subscribers  in  a  far  smaller  incre- 
ment, thus  alleviating  the  burden  on  one  particular

CALLING  ON  LEGISLATURE  TO  OPPOSE 
FURTHER  CUTS  IN  LOCAL  AID  IN  1990  AND  1991 

Coun.  SALERNO  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  lost  more  than  $20 
million  in  local  aid  for  Fiscal  Year  1990;  and 

Whereas,  The  loss  of  local  aid  resulted  in  budget  cuts 
in  40  City  Departments,  a  reduction  of  600  positions  in 
the  City's  workforce,  and  reduced  services  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Hospitals  and  the  Inspectional  Serv- 
ices Department;  and 

Whereas,  The  State  of  Massachusetts  faces  a  $500  mil- 
lion deficit  for  FY  1990;  and 

Whereas,  State  officials  have  recently  indicated  that 
that  deficit  could  be  eliminated  by  withholding  local  aid 
payments  in  Fiscal  Year  1990;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  estimated  that  the  City  of  Boston  would 
lose  an  additional  $23  million  in  local  aid  for  Fiscal  Year 
1990,  resulting  in  the  need  for  further  reduction  in  serv- 
ices and  personnel,  if  the  State's  1990  budget  were  bal- 
anced by  further  cuts  in  local  aid;  and 

Whereas,  The  Governor's  initial  proposal  for  the 
State's  Fiscal  Year  1991  budget  includes  an  estimated  re- 
duction in  local  aid  of  $86  million;  and 

Whereas,  City  officials  estimate  that  further  reduc- 
tions in  local  aid  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  Fiscal  Year 


1991  would  result  in  a  loss  over  $5  million,  forcing  a 
second  year  of  cuts  in  City  services;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting 
assembled,  does  hereby  call  on  the  Massachusetts  Legis-

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chapter 
XVIII,  Section  18-1.3,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
Paragraph  6  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
paragraph: 

6.  Cemetery  Grave  Opening  Charges.  The  charge  to 
be  paid  to  the  Cemetery  Division  of  the  Parks  and  Recre- 
ation Department  for  opening  a  grave  for  an  interment  or 
removal  between  the  hours  of  8:00  a.m.  and  3:00  p.m., 
hereinafter  called  regular  cemetery  hours,  on  any  day 
other  than  a  Saturday,  Sunday,  or  legal  holiday,  shall  be 
a  minimum  of  three  hundred  fifty  ($350.00)  dollars;  and 
the  charge  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid  for  opening  a  grave  for 
an  interment  or  removal  during  regular  cemetery  hours, 
on  a  Saturday  or  a  legal  holiday,  shall  be  a  minimum  of 
four  hundred  twenty-five  ($425.00)  dollars;  provided 
that  the  charge  to  be  paid  aforesaid  for  opening  a  grave 
for  an  interment  or  removal  of  the  remains  of  an  infant 
dying  before  attaining  the  age  of  six  months,  during  reg- 
ular cemetery  hours,  shall  be  a  minimum  of  seventy-five 
($75.00)  dollars;  and  the  charge  for  opening  a  grave  for 
an  interment  or  removal  of  the  cremated  remains  of  any 
deceased  person,  during  regular  cemetery  hours,  shall  be 
a  minimum  of  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars;  and  the 
charge  for  opening  a  grave  for  an  interment  of  the  re- 
mains of  a  poor  and  indigent  person,  during  regular  cem-

(b)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  apply  to  housing  or  land 
intended  or  suitable  for  housing  which  is  specifically  ex- 
empted from  coverage  by  this  Act. 

(c)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  apply  to  the  leasing  or 
rental  to  two  or  fewer  roomers,  boarders  or  lodgers. 

Section  Four.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  prohibit  a  reli- 
gious organization,  association  or  society,  or  any  non- 
profit institution  or  organization  operated,  supervised, 
or  controlled  by  or  in  conjunction  with  a  religious  orga- 
nization, association,  or  society,  from  limiting  the  sale 
rental  or  occupancy  of  dwellings  which  it  owns  or  oper-

LENCY)

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause  ( 1 )  of  Section  eight 
of  Article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission  was 
created  to  ensure  equal  access  to  housing  for  the  people 
of  Boston  through  the  enforcement  of  existing  fair  hous- 
ing laws;  and 

Whereas,  The  powers  of  the  Boston  Fair  Housing 
Commission  are  not  equal  to  those  of  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD),  the 
federal  fair  housing  enforcement  agency;  and 


Section  Five.  Any  person  who  violates  the  provision  of 
this  Act  as  to  discriminatory  housing  practices  shall  be 
subject  to  orders  for  temporary  and  equitable  relief,  at- 
torneys' fees  and  costs,  compensatory  damages  and  civil 
penalty  of  not  more  than  $50,000  or  punitive  damages. 

Section  Six.  The  Commission  shall  have  power  to: 

(i)  Seek  judicial  action  for  temporary  or  preliminary 
relief  pending  final  disposition  of  a  complaint;  and  upon 
issuance  of  a  final  order;

(iii)  Grant  injunctive  or  other  equitable  relief,  or  seek 
such  relief  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction; 

(iv)  Assess  a  civil  penalty  up  to  $50,000  against  any 
person  who  violates  this  Act  or  arrange  to  have  adjudi- 
cated in  court  at  agency  expense  the  award  of  punitive 
damages  against  the  such  person. 

Section  Seven. 

(A)  The  actions  of  the  Commission  shall  be  subject  to 
judicial  review  upon  application  by  any  party  aggrieved 
by  a  final  agency  order; 

(B)  Judicial  review  of  the  Commission's  action  shall 
be  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  with  authority  to 
grant  to  any  party,  such  temporary  relief,  restraining  or- 
der, or  other  order  as  the  court  determines  is  just  and 
proper,  affirm,  modify,  or  set  aside,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
the  order,  or  remand  the  order  for  further  proceedings; 
and  enforce  the  order  to  the  extent  that  the  order  is  af- 
firmed or  modified. 

Section  Eight.  An  aggrieved  person  includes  any  per- 
son who  claims  to  have  been  injured  by  a  discrimanatory 
housing  practice  or  believes  that  such  person  will  be  in- 
jured by  a  discriminatory  housing  practice  that  is  about  to 
occur. 

An  aggrieved  person,  with  or  without  filing  a  com- 
plaint at  the  Commission,  may  commence  a  civil  action 
in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  no  later  than  two  (2) 
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years  atter  the  occurrence  or  termination  of  a  discrimina- 
tory practice.  The  computation  of  such  2-year  period 
shall  not  include  any  time  during  which  an  administrative 
proceeding  is  pending  with  respect  to  a  complaint  or 
charge  based  upon  this  discriminatory  housing  practice. 
If  an  alleged  discriminatory  practice  is  substantiated,  an 
aggrieved  person  shall  have  available  any  and  all  penal- 
ties pursuant  to  Section  5  of  the  Act.  This  section  does 
not  preclude  the  right  of  any  aggrieved  person  to  seek 
relief  under  M.G.L.  151B. 

Section  Nine.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage.

Whereas,  The  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission  was 
created  to  ensure  equal  access  to  housing  for  the  people 
of  Boston  through  the  enforcement  of  existing  fair  hous- 
ing laws;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  should  not  tolerate  prac- 
tices creating  barriers  to  safe  and  decent  housing  for  any- 
one because  of  his/her  race,  color,  religious  creed,  mari- 
tal status,  handicap,  children,  national  origin,  sex,  age, 
ancestry,  sexual  preference,  military  status,  or  source  of 
income;  and 

Whereas,  A  1981  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  (HUD)  study  conducted  by  Abt  As- 
sociates found  9  out  of  every  10  blacks  seeking  rental 
housing  in  the  City  of  Boston  were  likely  to  be  discrimi- 
nated against  and  a  1984  follow  up  study  found  similar 
levels  of  discrimination  against  Hispanics,  Southeast 
Asians  as  well  as  blacks;  and 

Whereas,  Since  1984,  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Com- 
mission has  investigated  463  cases  of  alleged  discrimina- 
tion in  the  sale  and  rental  of  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston 
and  is  currently  finding  probable  cause  to  substantiate 
those  allegations  at  the  rate  of  28  percent;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  been  ordered  to

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  proposed 
supplemental  appropriation  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  M.G.L.  C.  150E,  s.l,  et  seq.  in  the 
amount  of  $13,600,000  to  fully  fund  the  FY90  cost 
of  a  collective  bargaining  agreement  between  the 
School  Committee  and  the  Boston  Teachers  Union.  I 
urge  you  to  approve  this  supplemental  appropriation. 

This  contract  provides  for  a  potential  major  change 
in  the  way  schools  in  the  City  of  Boston  are  man- 
aged; change  which  can  significantly  improve  the  ed- 
ucation of  our  children.  By  giving  parents,  teachers, 
and  school  administrators  a  shared  responsibility  in 
school  management,  we  are  providing  a  setting  in 
which  to  foster  and  encourage  new  approaches  to  the 
way  students  are  taught. 

We  are  also  establishing  a  framework  in  which 
those  who  are  in  most  direct  contact  with  Boston's 
children  take  on  a  new  responsibility  for  educational 
performance.  Boston's  children  deserve  an  opportu- 
nity to  take  advantage  of  this  new  willingness  of 
teachers  to  be  accountable  for  educational  achieve- 
ments. Improving  Boston's  schools  will  both  enhance 
he  lives  of  the  children  involved  and  help  to  assure  a 
stable,  well  educated  work  force  in  the  future. 

Funding  for  this  contract  reflects  the  priority  I 
place  on  education.  As  currently  structured,  the  con- 
tract also  better  reflects  the  fiscal  constraints  facing 
the  City  in  coming  years.  The  supplemental  request 
accompanying  this  contract  will  be  support  from  two 
sources;  $11,960,000  from  the  city's  budgetary  fund 
balance,  so-called  "free  cash",  and  $1,640,000  from 
increased  interest  income  to  the  City  for  FY  90. 

Given  the  difficult  fiscal  situation  facing  the  City 
due  to  reductions  in  local  aid,  I  am  particularly 
aware  of  the  need  for  reliable  recurring  revenues  to 


support  the  future  cost  of  this  contract,  as  well  as  all 
other  operating  expenses  of  the  City.  The  FY91 
budget  I  am  preparing  to  submit  to  you  in  April  will 
be  based  upon  recurring  revenue  sources  sufficient  to 
support  recurring  operating  costs. 

This  contract  has  been  described  as  opening  the 
way  for  a  significant  improvement  in  the  way  Boston 
schools  operate.  I  urge  you  to  approve  this  supple- 
mental request  so  that  we  may  move  forward  with 
these  important  changes.

LENDING  INFORMATION  OF  MUNICIPAL 
DEPOSITORIES

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
on  January  24,  1990,  Docket  Number  0229,  which 
seeks  to  require  lending  information  from  municipal 
depositories. 

We  share  the  same  goals  on  this  issue  and  yet  the 
Council  has,  for  the  second  time,  passed  an  ordi- 
nance on  this  subject  which  goes  beyond  the  Coun- 
cil's authority.  My  reasons  for  disapproval,  therefore, 
are  in  most  respects  similar  to  those  reasons  which  I 
cited  in  my  disapproval  letter  dated  December  29, 
1989,  on  a  similar  ordinance.  The  proposed  ordi- 
nance constitutes  an  impermissible  interference  by  the 
Council  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive  and  adminis- 
trative business  of  the  City.  Additionally,  the  ordi- 
nance is  in  conflict  with  the  City  Charter  which  pro- 
hibits the  Council  from  directly  or  indirectly  taking 
part  in  the  making  of  City  contracts.  (See,  St.  1948, 
c.  452,  s.  17G  as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376, 
8.1.)  Despite  the  few  changes  made  to  that  earlier 
version,  the  fundamental  legal  problems  still  remain. 
The  technical  inaccuracies  as  to  the  number  of  com- 
mission members  and  their  terms  also  remain. 

I  reiterate  my  understanding  and  support  for  the 
Council's  desire  to  conduct  business  only  with  those 


banks  which  serve  all  areas  of  Boston  fairly  and  re- 
sponsibly. I  am  confident  that  the  two  executive  or- 
ders which  I  issued  in  September  of  1989  regarding 
linked  deposits  and  the  creation  of  the  Community 
Banking  Commission  will  effectively  promote  the 
City's  compelling  policy  goals  regarding  fair  and 
equitable  banking  practices  in  the  City  of  Boston.

Thank  you  for  conveying  to  my  attention  a  copy  of 
the  City  Council's  Resolution  concerning  Eastern 
Airlines.  Massport  is  very  much  aware  of  the  issues 
raised  by  the  Council  concerning  Eastern  Airlines 
and  has  closely  monitored  Eastern  operations  at  Lo- 
gan Airport.  Public  safety  is  of  paramount  impor- 
tance in  all  Massport  operations,  and  we  work 
closely  with  the  FAA  to  insure  that  all  airline  opera- 
tions meet  Federal  standards  for  safety  and  security. 

Please  note,  however,  that  the  standards  for  mainte- 
nance and  repair  of  commercial  aircraft  are  estab- 
lished and  enforced  by  the  Federal  government,  and 
Massport  is  prohibited  from  imposing  additional  or 
alternative  rules  for  carriers  operating  at  Logan.  As 
for  the  case  of  Burlington  Express,  it  is  my  under- 
standing that  the  Pittston  strike  has  been  resolved. 

In  any  case,  the  City  Council  should  be  aware  that 
Federal  law,  including  the  Interstate  Commerce 
clause  of  the  U.  S.  Constitution,  prohibits  state  and 
local  authorities  from  preventing  the  free  passage  of 
interstate  commerce.  As  an  airport  proprietor,  Mass- 
port  may  fine  air  carriers  for  violating  environmental 
rules,  may  charge  reasonable  landing  fees  to  cover 
operating  expenses,  and  may  require  certain  levels  of 
service  within  Massport-owned  facilities.  We  may 
not,  however,  ban  aircraft  from  landing  at  Logan,  nor 
can  we  prevent  them  from  taking  off  if  they  have 
paid  their  fees.  There  is  no  "landing  license"  as  such 
at  Logan  or  other  public  airports,  and  we  are  there- 
fore unable  to  comply  with  the  City  Council's  request 
that  we  revoke  the  "landing  licenses"  of  Eastern  and 
Burlington  Express. 

On  behalf  of  Massport 's  Board,  I  would  nonethe- 
less like  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  Council's 
statement  of  concern  about  public  safety  at  Logan, 
and  I  would  further  assure  the  Council  that  we  will 
do  everything  we  can  to  require  that  Eastern  and  all 
other  carriers  at  Logan  provide  the  public  with  ade- 
quate standards  of  service  in  all  aspects  of  air  travel.

fires,  breaks,  vandalism  or  drug  dealing;  and 

Whereas,  Many  owners  list  a  vacant  building,  a 
tenanted  building,  or  a  vacant  lot  as  their  address  for 
assessing  purposes,  making  locating  that  owner  ex- 
tremely difficult;  and

ORDER   ESTABLISHING    "CITY   OF   BOSTON- 
NUBIAN  ANTIQUITIES  TRUST" 

Couns.  SCONDRAS  and  MENINO  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Ordered,  That  there  is  hereby  established  in  the 
City  of  Boston  a  trust  fund  to  be  known  as  the  "City 
of  Boston-Nubian  Antiquities  Trust"  to  be  used  for 
the  preservation,  conservation,  display,  publication, 
publicizing,  research,  educational  outreach,  field- 
work,  excavation,  study,  acquisition  and  general  ben- 
efit of  and  for  the  Nubien/ Ancient  Near  Eastern  col- 
lection of  Antiquities  and  Artifacts  of  the  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts/Boston.  The  City  of  Boston-Nubian  Antiq- 
uities Trust  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  board, 
known  as  Trustee,  and  shall  include  the  following  in- 
dividuals: 

a.  the  Director  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts/Bos- 
ton; 

b.  A  Trustee  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts/Boston 
designated  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Museum; 

c.  the  Curator  of  the  Department  of  Egyptian  and 
Ancient  Near  Eastern  Art  of  the  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts/Boston; 

d.  the  Commissioner  of  Arts  and  Humanities  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  ex  officio,  or  his  or  her  des- 
ignee; 

e.  the  City  Council  President,  ex  officio,  or  his  or 
her  designee. 

Each  trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  a 
term  of  five  years  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  the 
month  following  the  appointment  and  until  a  succes- 
sor is  appointed.  Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur 
in  said  board  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise, 
said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  appointment,  in 
the  manner  aforesaid,  of  another  trustee,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  the  residue  of  the  unexpired  term.  No 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  receive  any  pe- 
cuniary compensation  for  his  or  her  services  as 
trustee. 

The  City  of  Boston-Nubian  Antiquities  Trust  shall 
have  the  authority  to  take  and  hold  any  monies,  real 
and  personal  estate  which  may  be  donated,  appropri- 
ated, granted,  bequeathed,  or  devised  to  it  and  ac- 
cepted by  the  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  and  the  ex- 
pressed purpose  of  this  trust.  Money  received  by  it 
shall  be  invested  by  the  collector-treasurer  or  the  city 
under  the  direction  of  the  trustees:  and  all  securities 
belonging  to  the  trust  shall  be  placed  in  the  custody 
of  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city:  provided,  al- 
ways, that  both  the  principal  and  income  thereof  shall 
be  invested  and  appropriated  according  to  the  terms 
of  donation,  devise  or  bequest.  The  Trustees  shall 
have  the  power  to  direct  the  collector-treasurer  to 
make  payments  or  distributions  from  income  and/or 
principal,  from  the  funds  of  the  trust  in  such  amounts 
and  for  such  purposes  in  accordance  with  this  order 
as  the  trustees  may  from  time  to  time  select  and  de- 
termine. Nothing  contained  herein  shall  restrict  the 
trustees  from  bringing  a  petition  in  equity  in  the  pro- 
bate court  or  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  to  be  per- 
mitted to  invest  or  appropriate  the  prinicpal  or  in- 
come of  funds  or  property  held  by  the  trust  in  such 
manner  as  the  court  may  be  final  decree  authorize; 
and  the  trust  is  hereby  authorized  to  invest  and  ap- 
propriate in  accordance  with  such  decree. 
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On  motion  of  Coun.  IANNELLA  the  order  was 
placed  on  the  table.

DISAPPROVING  ORDER  ESTABLISHING 
CITY  NUBIAN  ANTIQUITIES  TRUST

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  Feb- 
ruary 14,  1990,  Docket  No.  0312,  which  would  establish 
in  the  City  of  Boston  a  trust  fund  to  be  known  as  the  City 
of  Boston-Nubian  Antiquities  Trust. 

I  regret  that  I  am  compelled  to  disapprove  this  order 
based  upon  legal  analysis  by  the  Law  Department.  My 
reason  for  disapproval  is  that  the  trust,  as  described  in  the 
order,  is  inconsistent  with  both  the  lawful  powers  of  City 
government  under  the  Charter,  and  with  the  "anti-aid" 
amendment  of  the  state  Constitution. 

The  purpose  of  the  Nubian  Antiquities  Trust  is  to  bene- 
fit the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.  The  Nubian  collection  does 
not  belong  to  the  City,  nor  is  the  City  under  any  obliga- 
tion to  maintain  it.  Further,  the  Museum  is  not  an  agency 
of  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Law  Department  has  advised  me  that  the  estab- 
lishment of  such  a  fund  is  in  excess  of  the  corporate 
powers  of  the  City  under  the  Home  Rule  Amendment, 
Amended  Article  89  of  the  Massachusetts  Constitution, 
and  the  City  Charter.1 

I  am  also  concerned  that  the  cost  of  administering  the 
fund  under  the  order  before  me  would  fall  upon  the  City 
in  violation  of  the  anti-aid  amendment  to  the  state  Consti- 
tution, Article  46,  which  provides  that  "public  funds" 
may  not  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  private  institutions 
such  as  the  Museum. 

While  I  am  advised  by  the  Law  Department  that  the 
anti-aid  amendment  would  not  apply  to  trust  funds  estab- 
lished by  private  parties,  establishment  of  the  Nubian 
Antiquities  Trust  by  corporate  act  of  the  City  would  con- 
vert any  funds  received  by  the  trust  to  public  funds  for  the 
purposes  of  the  anti-aid  amendment. - 

As  I  believe  that  the  foregoing  requires  my  disapproval 
of  the  order  before  me,  I  omit  any  discussion  of  the  nu- 
merous technical  legal  faults  which  I  am  advised  that  the 
order  before  me  contains. 

While  creation  of  a  trust  of  this  nature  may  be  possible. 


as  a  private  action,  for  example  by  the  Museum  itself  or 
by  an  association  of  concerned  citizens,  it  is  not  permissi- 
ble as  an  act  of  City  government.  I  applaud  the  Councils' 
intentions  and  I  am  hopeful  that  some  appropriate  solu- 
tion to  this  problem  can  be  found.  I  have  asked  Robert 
Finneran,  my  council  liaison,  to  coordinate  efforts  be- 
tween my  Administration  and  the  Council  to  find  a  more 
appropriate  vehicle  to  achieve  the  laudable  purpose  in- 
tended by  your  order.

REPORT  ON  ORDER  FOR  SUPPLEMENTAL  AP- 
PROPRIATION OF  $13,600,000  TO  FUND  FY90 
COST  OF  COLLECTIVE  BARGAINING  AGREE- 
MENT BETWEEN  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  AND 
BOSTON  TEACHERS  UNION 

Coun.  MENINO,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0274,  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
order  for  supplemental  appropriation  of  $13,600,000  to 
fund  the  cost  of  a  collective  bargaining  agreement  be- 
tween the  School  Committee  and  the  Boston  Teachers 
Union  (referred  February  7)  with  no  recommendation: 

On  July  25th,  1989,  the  School  Committee  signed  a 
contract  with  the  Boston  Teachers'  Union.  At  that  time 
the  Mayor  agreed  to  fund  the  contract  only  if  new  reve- 
nues were  available  to  support  the  additional  costs. 
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In  November,  1989,  the  Mayor  had  filed  in  the  legisla- 
ture a  sales  tax  bill  to  provide  funds  for  the  contract.  Ro- 
bert Ciolek,  acting  Director  of  Administrative  Services, 
was  quoted  in  a  November  12th  article  in  the  Boston 
Globe  as  saying  "Conceptually  the  teachers'  contract  is 
very  good  .  .  .  but  at  this  time,  we  do  not  have  the  money 
to  pay  for  it."  Nevertheless,  on  November  22nd  a  supple- 
mental was  submitted  by  the  Mayor  to  the  City  Council  to 
fund  the  first  year  of  the  contract.  That  supplemental  was 
rejected  by  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  as  it  was 
not  accompanied  by  a  funding  source.  That  rejection  was 
ruled  by  the  City's  Law  Department  as  nullifying  the 
teachers'  contract.  Subsequently,  on  December  14th,  the 
teachers  went  on  strike  for  one  day  and  threatened  to 
strike  again  in  January. 

The  Mayor  then  suggested  that  a  one-year  contract 
would  be  more  feasible.  In  a  December  17th  Boston 
Globe  article  he  was  quoted  as  saying  to  Edward  Doherty, 
BTU  President,  that  he  "would  not  endanger  the  City's 
financial  future  by  agreeing  to  fund  a  multi-year  contract 
because  of  the  State's  worsening  economic  condition 
could  result  in  more  local  aid  cuts  in  Boston."  As  we  are 
well  aware,  the  State's  fiscal  picture  has  not  improved 
since  December. 

On  January  21,  1990,  a  new  agreement  was  reached 
between  the  City,  the  School  Committee  and  the  teach- 
ers' union.  Ironically,  the  total  two  year  cost  for  the  new 
contract  is  $1M  more  than  the  original  contract.  The 
third  year  is  subject  to  negotiation. 

On  February  6,  1990,  the  Mayor  submitted 
Docket  No.  0274  —  Message  and  order  for  supple- 
mental appropriation  of  $13,600,000  to  fund  the 
FY90  cost  of  a  collective  bargaining  agreement  be- 
tween the  School  Committee  and  the  Boston  Teach- 
ers' Union. 

The  main  source  being  used  to  support  the  appropria- 
tion was  "free  cash"  —  a  source  that  had  originally  been 
suggested  as  possible  funding  for  the  soaring  Police  De- 
partment overtime  expenses. 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  held  a  hearing  on 
February  12,  1990  relating  to  that  docket.  The  contract 
provisions  and  their  costs  were  discussed  in  detail .  The 
Committee  was  told  that  the  most  important  result  of  the 
contract  would  be  the  implementation  of  school  based 
management.  It  is  important  to  note,  the  first  step,  the 
creation  of  the  Steering  and  Management  Committee  has 
yet  to  take  place.  School  based  management  cannot  be 
fully  implemented  until  Year  2  of  the  contract. 

Councillors,  School  Department  personnel  and  inter- 
ested private  citizens  present  at  the  hearing  seemed  to  be 
in  agreement  as  to  the  need  for  changes  in  the  operation 
of  the  school  system.  However,  the  City's  Budget  Direc- 
tor, Barbara  Gottschalk  and  the  president  of  the  School 
Committee,  Dan  Burke,  declined  to  be  specific  when 
asked  to  elaborate  on  how  collective  bargaining  agree- 
ments would  be  funded  and  on  the  negative  effects  lim- 
ited resource  might  have  on  school  programs  and  basic 
City  services  in  FY9 1 . 

Letters  were  sent  to  Ms.  Gottschalk,  Mr.  Burke  and  to 
the  Mayor,  requesting  information  that  would  give  the 
Committee  and  the  Council  as  a  whole  a  more  complete 
view  of  the  financial  picture  for  fiscal  year  1991 .  To  date, 
the  Committee  has  not  received  answers  from  the  Mayor 
or  the  School  Committee  and  has  received  incomplete 
and  vague  answers  from  the  budget  director. 

The  School  Committee  has  presented  a  preliminary 
FY91  budget  of  $420. 8M.  This  "maintenance  of  effort" 
budget  includes  a  $34. 8M  reserve  for  collective  bargain- 
ing. The  School  Committee  states  in  its  cover  letter  to  the 
Mayor  that  it  will  "review  and  reassess  its  budget  re- 
quest" and  "will  make  whatever  cuts  it  finds  reasonable 
to  bring  its  submission  into  line  with  the  City's  financial 
resources."  The  School  Committee  also  warns  that  it 
"may  not  be  able  to  achieve  a  balanced  budget  without 


drastic  staff  reductions  and  the  wholesale  elimination  of 
programs  vital  to  both  the  education  of  our  children  and 
to  the  future  well-being  of  this  city."  This  statement 
clearly  conflicts  with  the  progress  that  is  supposed  to 
result  from  the  implementation  of  school-based  manage- 
ment. 

I  have  requested  that  the  budget  director  submit  a  re- 
vised figure  for  the  School  Department's  FY91  spending 
authority  that  reflects  the  effects  of  the  BTU  contract. 
The  director  has  yet  to  respond. 

The  budget  director  did  submit  to  the  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means  estimates  for  debt  service  and  pensions 
in  FY9 1 .  The  net  increase  needed  for  those  expenses  is 
$3.0M.  New  collective  bargaining  costs  in  FY91  could 
range  from  $46. 4M  to  $52. 9M  depending  on  percentage 
increases  and  personnel  levels.  Adding  to  these  increases 
growing  non-salary  expenses,  the  expenditures  for  cur- 
rent service  levels  in  FY91  would  far  exceed  projected 
revenues.  (The  Municipal  Research  Bureau  has  esti- 
mated increases  in  revenue  to  be  no  more  than  $46M;  the 
Administration  has  yet  to  dispute  that  number.) 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  feels  that  the  Ad- 
ministration has  not  provided  a  reasonable  forecast  for 
FY91  for  all  City  services  that  would  allow  a  more  in- 
formed consideration  of  the  supplemental  appropriation 
before  the  Council  —  an  appropriation  that  locks  the  City 
into  a  multi-year  agreement.  We  are  now  being  asked  to 
approve  this  appropriation  on  blind  faith.  It  is  the  Com- 
mittee's purpose  and  responsibility  to  review  all  fiscal 
matters  thoroughly  and  until  is  has  the  complete  coopera- 
tion of  the  Administration  and  the  School  Committee, 
that  is  impossible  in  this  matter. 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  report  on  Docket  No.  0274 
is  being  submitted  without  recommendation. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  HENNIGAN  CASEY  moved  suspension  of  the 
rules  and  passage  of  the  foregoing  order. 

Coun.  TRAVAGLINI  moved  the  previous  question. 

The  motion  was  not  carried,  by  standing  vote.

ORDINANCE  RELATIVE  TO  DAMAGES  FROM 
CONSTRUCTION  PROJECTS  ON  STREETS 
AND  OTHER  PUBLIC  WAYS 

Coun.  SCONDRAS  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Ninety 
An  Ordinance  Relative  to  Damages 

from  Construction  Projects 

on  Streets  and  Other  Public  Ways. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  During  the  recent  seven-month  excavation 
of  Huntington  Avenue  as  part  of  an  extensive  project 
which  involved  the  Commonwealth,  the  City,  Boston 
Edison  and  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission,  the  con- 
tractors physically  isolated  a  small  one-room  store  so  ex- 
tensively that  distributors  were  unable  to  deliver  supplies 
to  the  store  and  customers,  many  of  whom  were  elderly, 
were  discouraged  from  patronizing  the  store;  and 

Whereas,  The  store,  which  was  the  sole  source  of  in- 
come for  its  owner  and  her  children  for  the  past  eleven 
years,  has  been  driven  out  of  business  by  these  problems; 
and 

Whereas,  Several  other  businesses  on  Huntington  Ave- 
nue suffered  similar  damage  during  this  construction 
project;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  evident  that  the  "improvements"  to 
Huntington  Avenue  were  undertaken  without  a  plan  for 
minimizing  the  disruption  and  damage  the  project  would 
cause  to  abutting  businesses  and  property  owners;  and 

Whereas,  Similar  problems  will  occur  on  a  much 
grander  scale  in  connection  with  the  depression  of  the 
Central  Artery,  unless  we  ensure  otherwise;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  cannot  afford  the  unnecessary  loss 
of  jobs  and  revenues,  and  the  damage  to  small  businesses 
which  result  from  such  poorly  planned  activities  on  its 
streets  and  sidewalks;  and 

Whereas,  Consultations  with  the  Commonwealth's 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  with  contractors  have 
failed  to  resolve  the  difficulties  to  our  satisfaction;  and 

Whereas,  We  have  a  responsibility  to  ensure  that  ac- 
tivities undertaken  to  improve  the  streets  and  other  public 
ways  of  the  City  are  done  in  a  way  that  minimizes  hard- 
ship to  abutters  and  businesses  in  the  area,  and  which 
indemnifies  any  small  businesses  which  are  damaged  as  a 
result  of  such  projects;  Now,  Therefore 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions. 

When  used  in  this  ordinance: 

A.  "Major  road  construction  project"  shall  mean  a 
construction  project  involving  a  street  or  other 
roadway  within  the  City  which  is  expected  to  con- 
tinue in  excess  of  six  months  and  to  cost  more 
than  one  million  dollars  to  complete; 

B.  "Affected  area"  shall  mean  the  immediate  area 
disrupted  by  a  major  road  construction  project,  as 
determined  by  the  Transportation  Department; 

C.  "Small  business"  shall  mean  a  business  which 
(1)  has  fewer  than  twenty  full-  and  part-time  em- 
ployees, and  (2)  had  a  yearly  sales  volume  of  less 
than  one  million  dollars  during  its  most  recent 
fiscal  year;  and 

D.  "Completion  of  a  major  construction  project" 
shall  mean  the  date  on  which  the  Transportation 
Department  accepts  the  project  as  finished. 

Section  2.  Disruption  Mitigation  Plan 

The  plans  for  all  major  road  construction  projects  shall 
include  a  plan  for  minimizing  the  disruption  to  be  caused 
to  both  small  businesses  and  residents  within  the  affected 


area.  The  types  of  disruption  which  must  be  minimized 
shall  include,  but  shall  not  be  limited  to,  disruption  in  the 
flow  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian  traffic,  loss  of  parking, 
interruption  of  utilities,  storage  of  construction  equip- 
ment, noise  and  dust,  rodent  infestations,  deliveries  to 
the  construction  site  and  to  small  businesses,  and  damage 
to  landscaping.  This  disruption  mitigation  plan  must  be 
approved  by  the  Transportation  Department  prior  to  the 
start  of  construction.  No  officer  in  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment issuing  a  permit  necessary  for  a  major  road  con- 
struction project  shall  issue  such  a  permit  until  the  Trans- 
portation Department  has  approved  that  project's 
disruption  mitigation  plan.  In  addition,  no  officer  autho- 
rized to  enter  into  any  contract  for  conducting  any  part  of 
a  major  road  construction  project  on  any  street,  roadway 
or  other  land  owned  by  the  City  or  any  of  its  agencies 
shall  enter  into  such  a  contract  unless  that  contract  incor- 
porates the  provisions  of  the  disruption  mitigation  plan 
approved  by  the  Transportation  Department. 
Section  3.  Disruption  Impact  Fund. 

A.  All  major  road  construction  projects  shall  set 
aside  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
of  the  expected  total  cost  of  the  project  as  a  contin- 
gency fund  for  the  reimbursement  of  damages  to 
small  businesses  caused  by  disruption  due  to  the 
project.  This  disruption  impact  fund  shall  be  de- 
posited with  the  Public  Facilities  Department 
prior  to  the  start  of  construction.  No  permit  is- 
sued by  any  officer  in  charge  of  the  department 
with  respect  to  a  major  road  construction  project 
shall  be  valid  if  the  disruption  impact  fund  is  not 
on  deposit  with  the  Public  Facilities  Department. 

B.  If  a  small  business  within  the  affected  area: 

1 .  suffers  a  decline  in  its  gross  receipts  equal  to 
or  greater  than  thirty  percent  for  any  period  of 
ninety  consecutive  days  during  the  course  of 
the  construction  work  and 

2 .  that  decline  can  be  reasonably  attributed  to  the 
disruption  caused  by  the  major  road  construc- 
tion project, 

then  that  small  business  is  eligible  for  reimburse- 
ment from  the  disruption  impact  fund  in  an 
amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  decline  in  its 
gross  receipts  which  is  reasonably  attributable  to 
the  disruption  of  the  project.  For  the  purposes  of 
determining  a  decline  in  gross  receipts,  gross  re- 
ceipts for  the  current  ninety-day  period  shall  be 
compared  with  the  average  of  the  small  business 's 
gross  receipts  for  the  same  ninety-day  period  in 
the  previous  two  fiscal  years. 

C.  The  Public  Facilities  Department  shall  adminis- 
ter the  disruption  impact  fund.  The  Public  Facili- 
ties Department  shall  prepare  and  distribute  ap- 
plication forms  for  small  businesses  to  use  to 
document  their  claims.  Eligibility  for  reimburse- 
ments from  the  disruption  impact  fund,  however, 
shall  not  be  determined  by  the  Public  Facilities 
Department.  Eligibility  for  the  reimbursements 
shall  be  determined  by  arbitration,  in  accordance 
with  the  Commercial  Arbitration  Rules  of  the 
American  Arbitration  Association.  Fees  due  for 
arbitration  shall  be  paid  by  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  out  of  the  disruption  impact  fund. 
The  Public  Facilities  Department  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  disbursing  the  reimbursements  from  the 
disruption  impact  fund  to  those  small  businesses 
the  arbitrator  determines  to  be  eligible. 

D.  Small  businesses  may  apply  to  the  Public  Facili- 
ties Department  for  reimbursements  from  the  dis- 
ruption impact  fund  as  soon  as  they  believe  they 
meet  the  eligibility  criteria,  but  they  must  apply 
no  later  than  thirty  days  after  completion  of  the 
major  road  construction  project. 

E.  All  applicants  for  reimbursements  from  the  dis- 
ruption impact  fund  are  subject  to  a  review  by  the 
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Arson  Prevention  Commission,  Rent  Equity 
Board,  Human  Rights  Commission  and  Fair 
Housing  Commission.  If  these  reviews  produce 
findings  judged  by  the  Public  Facilities  Depart- 
ment, in  its  sole  discretion,  to  be  adverse,  then 
the  Public  Facilities  Department  shall  not  refer 
that  application  to  arbitration  and  that  applicant 
shall  be  deemed  ineligible  for  any  reimburse- 
ments. 
F.  Reimbursements  shall  be  made  to  eligible  small 
businesses  only  if  adequate  funds  remain  availa- 
ble in  the  disruption  impact  fund. 
G.  When  ninety  days  have  passed  after  the  comple- 
tion of  a  major  road  construction  project  and  all 
outstanding  claims  for  reimbursement  made  to 
the  Public  Facilities  Department  have  been  fi- 
nally resolved,  the  Public  Facilities  Department 
shall  return  any  funds  remaining  in  the  disruption 
impact  fund  to  the  person  or  persons  who  origi- 
nally deposited  those  funds  with  the  Public  Facili- 
ties Department  on  the  project's  behalf. 
Section  4.  Severability. 

If  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  holds  any  provi- 
sion or  section  of  this  ordinance  to  be  unconstitutional  or 
otherwise  invalid,  that  decision  shall  in  no  way  affect  or 
impair  the  other  provisions  and  sections.

Whereas,  Legislation  pending  before  the  Legislature, 
Senate  Bill  No.  897,  would  create  a  rebuttable  presump- 
tion that  a  juvenile  charged  with  first  or  second  degree 
murder  ought  to  be  tried  as  an  adult;  Be  It  Therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  fully  assem- 
bled, does  hereby  endorse  and  support  the  passage  of 
Senate  Bill  No.  897  and  directs  the  City  Clerk  to  forward 
copies  of  this  communication  to  the  Governor,  the  Senate 
President  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives.

Ordained,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
Chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applicable  law, 
as  follows: 

Section  One.  There  shall  be  within  the  City  of  Boston  a 
special  commission,  to  be  known  as  the  Community/Po- 
lice Collaborative  Commission.  Commission  members 
shall  serve  without  compensation;  provided,  however, 
that  each  member  may  be  reimbursed  by  the  Commis- 
sion for  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by  them  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties.  The  Commission  shall  con- 
sist of  thirteen  (13)  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor: 

(A)  Six  (6)  Boston  residents  who  have  displayed  a 
commitment  to  improving  public  safety  and  preserv- 
ing constitutional  rights  in  those  Boston  neighbor- 
hoods most  adversely  impacted  by  violent  crime.  One 
of  these  six  residents  shall  be  appointed  as  chairperson 
of  the  Commission; 

(B)  The  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  ex- 
officio  or  his  designee; 

(C)  The  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council  ex- 
officio  or  his  designee; 

(D)  The  president  of  an  association  representing  the 
interests  of  minority  law  enforcement  officials  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(E)  The  president  of  a  police  union  in  the  City  of 
Boston; 

(F)  The  president  of  a  bar  association  in  the  City  of 
Boston; 

(G)  The  president  of  an  association  representing  the 
interests  of  African- American  attorneys  in  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts; 

(H)  A  chairperson  of  an  organization  promoting  civil 
rights  in  the  Greater  Boston  area. 

Section  Two.  The  Commission  shall  be  charged  with, 
but  not  limited  to:  recommending  a  strategy  to  the  Boston 
Police  Department  regarding  searches  and  enforcement 
of  constitutional  rights;  and  fostering  better  relations  be- 
tween the  Police  Department  and  community  residents. 
The  Commission  shall  make  its  formal  recommendations 
to  the  Mayor,  the  Police  Commissioner,  and  the  City 
Council  21  days  after  its  creation.  The  Commission  shall 
conduct  at  least  two  public  hearings,  one  at  Boston  City 
Hall  and  one  in  the  Greater  Roxbury  neighborhood,  to 
receive  the  input  of  community  residents.  Upon  the  sub- 
mission of  its  formal  recommendations  to  the  Mayor, 
Police  Commissioner,  and  the  City  Council,  the  Com- 
mission shall  dissolve  and  this  ordinance  shall  expire. 

Section  Three.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

Coun.  BOLLING  oved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and 
the  order  be  passed.

An  Ordinance  Creating  a  Commission  on  Domestic 

Violence 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 
Whereas,  In  the  City  of  Boston,  domestic  violence 
complaints  exceeded  8,000  calls  to  the  Boston  Police  De- 
partment in  1989;  and 

Whereas,  Domestic  violence  was  the  cause  of  1,818 
arrests  from  July  to  November  of  1989;  and 

Whereas,  Domestic  violence  is  the  cause  of  death  by  a 
spouse  every  22  days,  and  death  by  a  family  member 
every  10  days  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  no  adequate  figures  for  the 
amount  of  police  funding  and  resources  contributed  to 
domestic  violence  cases;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  sufficient  lack  of  law  enforcement 
resources  to  handle  the  high  percentage  of  domestic  vio- 
lence cases;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Police  Department  has  no  com- 
prehensive guidelines  for  arresting  and  prosecuting  the 
abuser  and  rehabilitating  the  victim;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  could  benefit  from  the 
achievements  of  programs  in  other  cities  that  have  low- 
ered the  number  of  domestic  violence  cases  with  docu- 
mented success;  and 

Whereas,  A  commission  with  knowledge  of  the  do- 
mestic violence  problem  should  be  established  to  identify 
comprehensive  city-wide  solutions;  therefore  be  it  or- 
dained 

Section  One.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  within  the  Po- 
lice Department  a  commission,  to  be  known  as  the  Com- 
mission on  Domestic  Violence,  consisting  of  nine  (9) 
members:  the  President  of  the  City  Council  or  his/her 
designee;  the  advisor  to  the  Mayor  on  Women's  issues;  a 
representative  from  the  Boston  Police  Department's  Do- 
mestic/Violence Assistance  Unit;  a  representative  from 
the  Suffolk  County  District  Attorney's  Office;  a  repre- 
sentative from  a  battered  women's  shelter  and  counsel- 
ing center;  a  representative  from  a  Boston  legal  group 
which  provides  legal  advocacy  for  battered  women;  a 
representative  from  a  local  hospital  having  a  program 
specifically  dealing  with  domestic  violence;  a  represent- 
ative from  an  abuser's  counseling  center;  a  victim  of  do- 
mestic violence  to  be  nominated  by  area  counseling  cen- 
ters. Members  shall  serve  without  compensation  but  may 
be  reimbursed  for  expenses  necessarily  incurred.  The 
Commission  shall  meet  monthly,  the  time  and  place  of 
such  meetings  to  be  set  so  as  to  maximize  the  ability  of 
commissioners  to  participate  in  the  commission's  delib- 
erations. 

Section  Two.  The  duties  of  the  Commission  shall  in- 
clude but  are  not  limited  to: 

A)  compiling  statistics  on  the  extent  of  domestic  vio- 
lence in  the  city;  including  but  not  limited  to  the  vari- 
ous types  of  emotional,  mental,  sexual  and  physical 
abuse; 

B)  determining  the  extent  of  assistance  and  services 
needed  for  the  victims  of  domestic  violence; 

C)  working  with  the  Police  Department  to  ensure  their 
cooperation  with  counseling  agencies; 

D)  working  with  the  Police  Department  to  create  a  pol- 
icy which  calls  for  the  sharing  of  information  between 
the  Police  and  counseling  agencies  to  ensure  the  pro- 
tection of  victims; 
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E)  studying  ways  to  increase  assistance  and  legal  advo- 
cacy from  law  enforcement  officials  and  counseling 
agencies  to  facilitate  the  prosecution  of  assailants; 

F)  reviewing  programs  used  by  law  enforcement  offi- 
cials and  counseling  agencies  in  other  cities  and  ob- 
serving those  components  which  make  their  programs 
successful; 

G)  designing  and  implementing  programs  which 
would  decrease  the  incidence  of  domestic  violence. 
Section  Three.  The  Commission  shall  report  its  find- 
ings and  recommendations  in  a  report  to  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council  within  one  year  of  its  formation.  Upon 
the  filing  of  such  report,  the  terms  of  the  Commissioners 
shall  end  and  this  ordinance  shall  expire.

Ordered:  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order  be,  and  hereby  is.  approved  under  Clause 
(1)  of  Section  eight  of  Article  two.  as  amended,  of 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation 
be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows,  except  for 
clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only:  — 

Section  1 .  The  city  of  Boston  may  by  ordinance 
create  a  neighborhood  council  in  each  neighborhood 
designated  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  shall  propose 
to  the  city  council  an  initial  definition  of  neighbor- 


hoods comprising  all  of  the  area  of  the  city  of  Boston 
within  six  months  after  the  adoption  of  this  act.  The 
Authority  shall  base  its  determination  on  its  Neigh- 
borhood Maps,  neighborhood  definitions  appertaining 
to  neighborhood  councils  created  under  the  Neighbor- 
hood Initiative  Plan  dated  June  1985  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  this  act  or  their  successors,  traditional 
boundaries,  and  testimony  by  residents  in  public 
hearings  held  across  the  city,  and  shall  follow  pre- 
cinct lines  where  practical.  The  city  council  shall 
adopt,  amend  or  reject  the  proposal  by  the  Authority 
within  two  months  after  its  receipt  from  the  Author- 
ity. Thereafter,  upon  petition  from  any  neighborhood 
council,  city  councillor  or  two  hundred  residents  ol 
Boston,  the  city  council  in  consultation  with  the  Au- 
thority may  approve  revisions  of  neighborhood 
boundaries  following  public  hearing  to  take  effect  at 
the  next  election  of  the  affected  council  or  councils; 
provided,  that  the  city  council  shall  not  consider 
boundary  changes  affecting  less  than  one  thousand 
residents,  and  provided,  further,  that  each  boundary 
or  part  thereof  shall  not  be  changed  for  a  period  of 
at  least  four  (4)  years  after  its  adoption. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  adoption  of  this  act,  the  cor- 
poration counsel  of  the  city  of  Boston  shall  review 
current  bylaws  of  existing  neighborhood  councils  cre- 
ated under  the  Neighborhood  Initiative  Plan  dated 
June  1985  for  conformity  with  this  act.  Wherever 
said  counsel  determines  said  bylaws  to  be  inconsis- 
tent with  this  act.  he  or  she  shall  set  out  his  or  her 
determination  in  writing.  At  such  time  as  said  bylaws 
conform  to  this  act.  said  counsel  shall  certify  this  de- 
termination in  writing.  Each  of  said  neighborhood 
councils  shall  assume  the  powers  and  duties  of  neigh- 
borhood councils  under  this  act  only  upon  being  so 
certified  by  said  counsel  under  this  section. 

Upon  certification  by  the  corporation  counsel, 
neighborhood  councils  eligible  under  this  section  may 
continue  to  follow  their  existing  bylaws  with  regard 
to  election  procedures,  the  number  of  members  on 
the  council,  whether  councillors  are  elected  or  ap- 
pointed, whether  elected  councillors  are  elected  from 
districts  or  from  the  neighborhood  at  large,  how 
many  councillors  are  elected  from  each  district,  the 
terms  of  office  of  councillors,  and  the  boundaries  of 
the  election  districts;  provided  that  said  bylaws  shall 
no  longer  be  inconsistent  with  any  provision  of  this 
act  governing  neighborhood  councils  created  under 
section  nine  of  this  act  at  least  six  (6)  months  prior 
to  that  regular  city  election  occurring  at  least  two  (2) 
years  after  the  adoption  of  this  act:  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  election  districts  for  an  elected  coun- 
cil consider  the  representation  on  the  neighborhood 
council  of  the  race  and  national-origin  minorities 
consisting  of  persons  Black,  Latino.  Asian  or  Native- 
American;  and  provided,  finally,  that  the  number  of 
inhabitants  per  elected  neighborhood  councillor  in 
each  district  shall  not  be  ten  percent  less  than  nor  ten 
percent  more  than  the  mean  number  of  inhabitants 
per  elected  neighborhood  councillor  in  any  other  dis- 
trict in  the  neighborhood,  where  the  number  of  in- 
habitants in  each  district  shall  be  determined  from 
the  latest  available  federal  decennial  census  of  the 
population.  Nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  con- 
strued so  as  to  limit  the  applicability  of  the  General 
Laws  governing  public  bodies  generally  to  said 
neighborhood  councils  or  to  permit  the  bylaws  of  the 
certified  neighborhood  council  to  be  inconsistent  with 
any  other  provision  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  The  creation  of  a  neighborhood  council 
in  a  neighborhood  designated  under  the  previous  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  in  which  neighborhood  on  the  date  of 
the  passage  of  this  act  no  neighborhood  council  cre- 
ated under  the  Neighborhood  Initiative  Plan  dated 
June  1985  or  its  successor  is  in  existence  and  in 
good  standing,  shall   be   initiated  by   filing  with  the 
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election  commission  a  petition  signed  by  at  least  two 
hundred  registered  voters  of  the  neighborhood;  pro- 
vided that  no  neighborhood  council  may  be  created 
in  any  neighborhood  for  which  a  Planning  and  Zon- 
ing Advisory  Committee  is  operated  and  for  which 
the  zoning  commission  has  not  adopted  a  rezoning 
amendment  to  the  zoning  regulations;  except  that  a 
neighborhood  council  may  be  created  under  this  sec- 
tion at  any  time  beginning  three  (3)  years  after  the 
initial  adoption  of  an  interim  planning  overlay  district 
for  said  neighborhood. 

The  election  commission  shall  furnish  forms  for 
such  petition  within  five  days  to  any  registered  voter 
of  the  neighborhood  requesting  them.  No  petition 
shall  contain  or  be  accompanied  by  any  indication  of 
party  or  political  affiliation  of  any  eligible  voter. 
Within  ten  days  after  the  filing  of  the  petition,  the 
election  commission  shall  certify  the  signatures  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  fifty-seven  of  chapter  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty-two  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty-eight,  as  amended.  All  referendum  petitions 
that  do  not  bear  the  required  number  of  certifiable 
names  shall  be  invalid. 

Any  eligible  voter  may  make  an  objection  to  a  pe- 
tition within  four  days  of  its  certification  as  provided 
in  section  fifty-seven  A  of  said  chapter  four  hundred 
and  fifty-two. 

The  election  commission  shall  file  the  ballot  ques- 
tion prepared  in  accordance  with  the  following  in- 
structions with  the  city  clerk  no  later  than  the  thirty- 
fifth  day  prior  to  the  election: 

Shall  a  neighborhood  council  be  created  YES 
for  the  neighborhood  of  (the  name  of  the  NO 
appropriate  neighborhood),  as  proposed? 

The  ballot  question  shall  be  presented  to  the  regis- 
tered voters  of  the  neighborhood  specified  in  the  peti- 
tion at  the  first  regular  city  or  state  election  held  on 
or  after  the  sixtieth  day  following  the  certification  of 
the  petition  in  a  manner  determined  by  the  election 
commission.  The  election  commission  shall  cause  the 
conspicuous  posting  of  neighborhood  maps  at  each 
polling  place. 

Section  4.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the 
question  of  creating  a  neighborhood  council  under 
the  previous  section  of  this  act  is  in  the  affirmative, 
the  city  council  shall  by  ordinance  establish,  within 
the  first  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  beginning  of  the  next 
municipal  year,  the  initial  form  of  the  neighborhood 
council  for  the  neighborhood  according  to  this  sec- 
tion. After  a  public  hearing  is  held  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, the  city  council  shall  determine  the  number  of 
members  who  shall  serve  on  the  newly  created  neigh- 
borhood council,  the  number  of  neighborhood  coun- 
cillors to  be  elected  at  large  and  from  districts,  and 
whether  neighborhood  councillors  shall  be  elected  at 
1)  regular  city  or  state  elections  at  which  only  regis- 
tered voters  of  the  neighborhood  or  respective  district 
may  vote  or  2)  special  elections  at  which  eligible  vot- 
ers as  defined  in  section  sixteen  of  this  act  may  vote 
for  candidates  in  their  neighborhood  or  district.  Each 
neighborhood  council  shall  consist  of  at  least  seven- 
teen but  no  more  than  twenty-one  members.  Up  to 
one-quarter  of  the  members  of  each  neighborhood 
council  may  be  elected  at  large  from  the  neighbor- 
hood, with  the  remainder  elected  from  districts;  ex- 
cept that  in  neighborhoods  having  a  population  of 
less  than  7,000  people,  any  proportion  of  councillors 
may  be  elected  at  large. 

The  city  council  in  consultation  with  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  shall  draw  the  initial 
boundaries  of  such  districts,  which  shall,  where  pos- 
sible, follow  the  center  lines  of  known  streets  and 
ways  or  other  well-defined  boundaries,  including  pre- 
cinct lines.  In  establishing  these  districts  within  each 
neighborhood,  the  city  council  shall  consider  the  rep- 
resentation on  the  neighborhood  council  of  the  race 


and  national-origin  minorities  consisting  of  persons 
Black,  Latino.  Asian  or  Native-American.  The  num- 
ber of  inhabitants  per  neighborhood  councillor  in 
each  district  shall  not  be  ten  percent  less  than  nor  ten 
percent  more  than  the  mean  number  of  inhabitants 
per  neighborhood  councillor  in  any  other  district  in 
the  neighborhood,  and  the  number  of  councillors  in  a 
district  shall  never  exceed  one  per  thousand  inhabit- 
ants of  the  district.  The  number  of  inhabitants  in 
each  district  shall  be  determined  from  the  latest 
available  federal  decennial  census  of  the  population. 
The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  shall  cause 
such  districts  to  be  depicted  on  maps. 

The  election  commission  shall  within  thirty  days 
certify  the  report  and  provide  for  the  election  of  a 
neighborhood  council  in  the  neighborhood  at  the  next 
city  or  state  election. 

Section  5.  Either  the  neighborhood  council  exercis- 
ing authority  under  this  act  or  any  twenty-five  resi- 
dents of  the  neighborhood  may  petition  the  city  coun- 
cil for  a  revision  of  the  boundaries  of  election 
districts  for  the  neighborhood  council,  and  the  city 
council  may  approve  or  reject  any  change.  The 
neighborhood  council  shall  petition  to  redraw  the  dis- 
tricts by  January  first  of  the  second  year  commencing 
after  the  date  of  the  federal  decennial  census  of  the 
population  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section.  No  redrawing  of  the  districts  shall  take  shall 
effect  until  the  election  commission  certifies  that  no 
district  contains  a  greater  number  of  inhabitants  than 
is  allowed  under  the  provisions  of  the  previous  sec- 
tion. 

Section  6.  Original  jurisdiction  is  hereby  vested  in 
the  superior  court  of  the  county  of  Suffolk  upon  peti- 
tion of  twenty-five  taxpayers  of  the  neighborhood 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  court  for  judicial  review 
of  the  certification  of  the  election  districts  for  a 
neighborhood  by  the  election  commission  where  the 
petition  alleges  that  the  drawing  of  the  districts  is  not 
in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  7.  Any  resident  of  the  neighborhood  who 
is  18  years  of  age  or  older  and  who  is  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States  of  America  or  a  documented  non- 
U.S.  citizen  may  be  nominated  for  election  to  and  be 
elected  to  a  neighborhood  council  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  for  the  officers,  ap- 
pointed or  otherwise,  and  employees  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  following  city  em- 
ployees and  officials:  1)  anyone  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  2)  anyone  appointed  under  ordinance.  3)  any 
employee  of  the  city  of  Boston  with  a  pay  grade  of 
"MM"  or  of  "R8"  or  higher,  and  4)  all  employees 
and  officials  of  the  Office  of  the  Mayor,  the  City 
Council,  the  Office  of  Neighborhood  Services,  the 
Public  Facilities  Department,  the  Real  Property  De- 
partment, the  Zoning  Commission,  the  Board  of  Ap- 
peals and  the  Inspectional  Services  Department;  pro- 
vided that  the  city  council  may  authorize  a 
neighborhood  council  in  its  bylaws  to  permit  persons 
not  residents  of  the  neighborhood  to  be  nominated 
and  elected  to  the  neighborhood  council. 

Section  8.  A  neighborhood  council  in  bylaws  ap- 
proved by  the  corporation  counsel  of  the  city  of 
Boston  may  choose  to  hold  its  election  either  1)  at 
regular  state  or  regular  city  elections,  at  which  only 
registered  voters  of  the  neighborhood  or  respective 
district  may  vote,  or  2)  at  a  special  election  on  a  date 
not  coinciding  with  a  city  or  state  election,  at  which 
eligible  voters  as  defined  in  section  sixteen  of  this  act 
may  vote  for  candidates  in  their  neighborhood  and 
district. 

Section  9.  Unless  the  neighborhood  council  has 
adopted  bylaws  approved  by  the  corporation  counsel 
of  the  city  of  Boston  to  the  contrary,  the  members  of 
a  neighborhood  council  shall  be  elected  by  official 
ballot  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
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tion. 

During  the  period  outlined  in  section  fifty-five  of 
chapter  four  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  forty-eight,  as  amended,  the 
election  commission  shall  issue  forms  for  nomination 
petitions  within  five  days  to  any  eligible  voter  of  the 
neighborhood  requesting  them.  No  petition  shall  con- 
tain or  be  accompanied  by  any  indication  of  party  or 
political  affiliation  of  any  eligible  voter.  A  nomina- 
tion petition  shall  not  relate  to  more  than  one  candi- 
date nor  to  more  than  one  office. 

No  nomination  petition  sheet  shall  be  received  or 
be  valid  unless  the  written  acceptance  of  the  candi- 
date thereby  nominated  is  endorsed  thereon,  notwith- 
standing any  provision  of  section  three  A  of  chapter 
fifty  of  the  General  Laws  to  the  contrary.  The  elec- 
tion commission  shall  publicize  the  availability  of 
nomination  petitions  for  elections  under  this  section 
by  advertising  in  community  newspapers,  posting  no- 
tices in  municipal  buildings  in  the  neighborhood  open 
to  the  public  and  on  its  official  bulletin  board,  and 
by  undertaking  aggressive  outreach  to  encourage  pro- 
spective candidates  from  among  members  of  orga- 
nized labor  and  from  race  and  national-origin  minori- 
ties consisting  of  persons  Black,  Latino,  Asian  and 
Native-American. 

The  nomination  petition  shall  be  signed,  in  the 
case  of  a  candidate  for  neighborhood  councillor  from 
a  district,  by  at  least  twenty-five  residents  of  the  dis- 
trict qualified  to  vote  for  such  candidate  or,  in  the 
case  of  a  neighborhood  councillor-at-large,  by  at 
least  one  hundred  residents  of  the  neighborhood  qual- 
ified to  vote  for  such  candidate  in  like  manner  and 
under  like  restrictions  as  provided  in  section  fifty-six 
of  said  chapter  four  hundred  and  fifty-two.  Within 
ten  days  after  the  filing  of  the  petition,  the  election 
commission  shall  certify  the  signatures  in  accordance 
with  section  fifty-seven  of  said  chapter  four  hundred 
and  fifty-two,  as  amended.  All  nomination  petitions 
that  do  not  bear  the  required  number  of  certifiable 
names  shall  be  invalid. 

Any  eligible  voter  may  make  an  objection  to  a  pe- 
tition within  four  days  of  its  certification  as  provided 
in  section  fifty-seven  A  of  said  chapter  four  hundred 
and  fifty-two. 

On  the  first  day  other  than  a  legal  holiday  or  Sat- 
urday or  Sunday  following  the  final  disposition  of 
any  objections  filed,  the  election  commission  shall 
post  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  city  hall  and  in  at 
least  one  public  building  in  the  neighborhood  the 
names,  residences  and  neighborhood  districts  of  can- 
didates for  neighborhood  councillor.  As  soon  as  pos- 
sible thereafter,  the  election  commission  shall  prepare 
the  ballots  in  accordance  with  section  fifty-eight  of 
said  chapter  four  hundred  and  fifty-two,  except  that 
they  shall  list  only  each  candidate's  name,  address 
and  neighborhood  district,  if  any.  At  every  election, 
each  voter  shall  be  instructed  and  entitled  to  vote  for 
not  more  than  the  number  of  candidates  for  neighbor- 
hood councillor-at-large  as  may  be  elected  to  such 
office  in  that  neighborhood,  and  in  no  case  more 
than  six,  and  for  not  more  than  the  number  of  candi- 
dates for  district  neighborhood  councillor  as  may  be 
elected  in  the  voter's  district,  and  in  no  case  more 
than  six.  The  election  commission  shall  determine  the 
order  of  names  on  the  ballot  for  each  office  in  the 
manner  described  in  section  fifty-nine  of  said  chapter 
four  hundred  and  fifty-two,  as  amended.  The  provi- 
sions of  sections  sixty-three  and  sixty-four  of  said 
chapter  four  hundred  and  fifty-two,  as  amended,  shall 
apply  to  the  ballots  used  in  neighborhood  council 
elections. 

The  election  commission  shall  determine  the  results 
of  the  election  in  accordance  with  section  sixty  of 
said  chapter  four  hundred  and  fifty-two,  as  amended. 

In  any  election  under  this  section,  the  persons  in 


such  number  as  may  be  elected  to  the  office  of 
neighborhood  councillor-at-large,  or  in  each  district 
to  the  office  of  district  neighborhood  councillor,  who 
receive  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  deemed 
elected  to  said  office.  If  the  election  for  neighbor- 
hood councillor-at-large  or  for  district  neighborhood 
councillor  in  any  district  results  in  a  tie  vote  among 
candidates  receiving  the  lowest  number  of  votes, 
which,  but  for  said  tie  vote,  would  entitle  a  person 
receiving  the  same  to  be  deemed  elected,  all  persons 
participating  in  said  tie  vote  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
not  been  elected  to  said  office.  Any  vacancies  created 
by  such  failure  to  elect  shall  be  filled  by  the  duly 
elected  members  of  the  neighborhood  council  by 
electing  one  of  the  two  candidates  so  no  elected  to 
such  office  by  majority  vote. 

Section  10.  Any  resident  of  the  neighborhood  or 
district,  as  the  case  may  be,  who  is  at  least  eighteen 
years  of  age  or  older  and  who  is  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  of  America  or  a  documented  non-U. S. 
citizen,  may  sign  a  petition  for  a  referendum  or  of 
nomination  for  office;  provided,  that  such  residency 
is  evidenced  in  the  list  of  residents  or,  if  there  is  no 
address  for  the  person  on  the  list  of  residents,  in  the 
list  of  registered  voters. 

Only  persons  18  years  of  age  or  older  who  are  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States  of  America  or  documented 
non-U. S.  citizens  and  who  are  residents,  as  deter- 
mined according  to  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
shall  be  eligible  to  vote  on  the  question  of  creating  a 
neighborhood  council  in  her  or  his  neighborhood 
and,  if  the  corporation  counsel  of  the  city  of  Boston 
has  approved  elections  on  special  election  days,  on 
the  election  of  neighborhood  councillors-at-large  in 
her  or  his  neighborhood  and  of  the  neighborhood 
councillors  from  her  or  his  district;  provided  that  the 
city  council  may  authorize  a  neighborhood  council  in 
its  bylaws  to  permit  persons  not  residents  of  the 
neighborhood  to  vote  for  candidates  for  election  to 
the  neighborhood  council.  The  election  commission 
shall  require  identification  and  proof  of  residency  of 
each  voter  at  the  poll  or  entrance  to  the  neighbor- 
hood meeting.  The  strongest  proof  of  residency  shall 
be  the  residents  list  for  the  neighborhood  of  the 
voter.  Where  the  residents  list  bears  no  address  for 
the  voter,  then  the  voter  may  present  any  of  the  fol- 
lowing documents  bearing  her  or  his  name  and  ad- 
dress as  proof  of  residence:  1)  a  bill  from  the  water 
and  sewer,  energy,  or  telecommunications  utility  serv- 
ing the  address,  2)  a  driver's  license,  3)  a  residential 
lease,  4)  a  United  States  Passport,  5)  a  resident  work 
permit  for  a  non-U. S.  citizen,  or  6)  a  paycheck  or 
paycheck-stub;  provided,  that  where  applicable  said 
document  shall  be  dated  within  the  six  months  pre- 
ceding the  election  date.  In  the  absence  of  all  of  the 
aforementioned  proof  of  residency,  the  voter  may 
submit  a  letter  bearing  her  or  his  name  and  address 
as  recipient  and  the  postmark  of  the  United  States 
Postal  Service,  dated  within  the  six  months  preceding 
the  election  date;  provided,  that  the  ballot  of  a  voter 
whose  residency  is  evidenced  solely  by  such  a  letter 
shall  automatically  be  considered  and  treated  as  a 
contested  ballot,  and  provided,  further,  that  such 
voter  shall  give  an  oath  that  he  or  she  attests  under 
the  penalty  of  perjury  that  said  address  is  true  and 
correct. 

Any  eligible  voter  of  the  neighborhood  may  chal- 
lenge the  eligibility  of  any  voter  at  the  poll.  The 
election  commission  shall  administer  an  oath  to  the 
challenger  that  the  challenger  attests  under  penalty  of 
perjury  to  the  validity  of  her  or  his  evidence  against 
the  voter.  The  election  commission  shall  then  deter- 
mine the  eligibility  of  the  voter  upon  a  preponderance 
of  the  evidence.  The  ballot  of  each  voter  whose  resi- 
dency in  the  neighborhood  or  district  is  judged  to  be 
in  doubt  shall  be  enclosed  in  an  envelope  bearing  the 
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name  and  address  of  the  voter  and  the  challenger  and 
held  by  the  election  commission  until  such  time  as 
uncontested  ballots  have  been  counted.  At  that  time, 
the  election  commission  shall  determine  whether  any 
voter  voted  more  than  once  in  the  neighborhood  by 
checking  contested  ballots  against  the  names  of  those 
who  voted  and  shall  not  count  any  contested  ballot  of 
any  voter  who  voted  more  than  once.  The  election 
commission  shall  then  determine  whether  the  number 
of  remaining  contested  ballots  is  equal  to  or  greater 
than  the  margin  of  decision  on  any  question  or  elec- 
tion voted  on.  If  this  determination  is  in  the  affirma- 
tive, the  election  commission  shall  check  the  address 
given  for  each  contested  ballot  in  accordance  with 
section  eleven  of  chapter  twenty-nine  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  as  amended,  place 
the  name  of  verified  residents  on  the  residents  list, 
and  count  into  the  vote  totals  those  ballots  cast  by 
such  verified  residents  of  the  neighborhood  and  dis- 
trict. 

Section  11.  Duly  elected  neighborhood  councillors 
shall  take  office,  in  the  case  of  councillors  elected  at 
a  regular  city  or  state  election,  on  the  first  day  of 
January  following  their  election,  or  in  the  case  of 
councillors  elected  at  a  special  election  approved  by 
the  city  council,  on  the  first  day  of  the  third  month 
that  begins  after  the  election,  and  shall  serve  for  a 
two-year  term.  No  person  may  serve  as  district 
neighborhood  councillor  or  as  neighborhood 
councillor-at-large  for  more  than  two  consecutive 
terms. 

At  a  public  meeting,  the  neighborhood  council 
shall  fill  vacancies  among  its  membership  with  the 
candidate  in  the  previous  election  for  the  office  re- 
ceiving the  second  largest  total  of  votes  or,  if  said 
candidate  did  not  recfive  at  least  twenty-five  (25) 
percent  of  the  total  votes  cast  or  is  unwilling  to  ac- 
cept said  office,  by  electing  by  majority  vote  any 
candidate  eligible  for  such  office  under  the  previous 
section;  provided,  that  at  least  four  weeks  prior  to 
the  election  the  council  shall  notify  the  public  and  all 
candidates  unsuccessful  in  the  previous  election  for 
such  office. 

Section  12.  Except  where  contrary  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  all  special  acts  governing  elections 
for  other  municipal  offices  in  the  city  of  Boston  shall 
apply  to  any  election  held  pursuant  to  this  act.  Ex- 
cept where  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and 
all  special  acts  governing  elections  for  other  munici- 
pal offices  in  the  city  of  Boston,  chapters  fifty 
through  fifty-seven,  inclusive,  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  apply  to  any  election  held  pursuant  to  this  act, 
except  that  section  eighteen  of  chapter  fifty-five  of 
the  General  Laws  shall  not  apply  in  any  given  year 
to  candidates,  as  defined  in  section  one  of  said  chap- 
ter fifty-five,  who  incur  expenditures  not  exceeding 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  that  year.  Any  viola- 
tion of  the  election  provisions  of  this  act  shall  consti- 
tute a  violation  of  the  special  acts  governing  elections 
for  other  municipal  offices  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Section  13.  Except  on  approval  of  a  petition  by  the 
neighborhood  council,  the  zoning  commission  shall 
give  the  neighborhood  council  or  councils  in  whose 
neighborhoods  the  affected  project  or  district  is  lo- 
cated ninety  days  notice,  or  such  other  notice  to 
which  the  council  consents,  prior  to  approval  of  a 
zoning  regulation  or  amendment  thereof  under  sec- 
tion three  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  as  amended, 
concerning  any  of  the  following:  a)  a  change  in  a 
zoning  regulation  classifying  or  regulating  a  district 
or  districts  peculiar  to  that  one  neighborhood,  or  b) 
creation,  amendment  or  repeal  of  any  overlay  district 
in  whole  or  in  part  within  the  neighborhood.  Except 
on  approval  of  a  petition  by  the  neighborhood  coun- 
cil, the  zoning  commission  shall  give  the  neighbor- 


hood council  or  councils  in  whose  neighborhood  the 
affected  project  or  district  is  located  thirty  days  no- 
tice, or  such  other  notice  to  which  the  council  con- 
sents, prior  to  approval  of  a  zoning  regulation  or 
amendment  thereof  under  section  two  of  said  chapter 
six  hundred  and  sixty-five,  concerning  any  of  the  fol- 
lowing: a)  a  change  in  the  treatment  of  a  particular 
use  or  regulation  in  a  type  of  district,  b)  by  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  particular  new  use  across  all  types 
of  districts,  or  c)  a  change  in  dimensional  regulations 
regarding  a  type  of  district.  During  the  respective  no- 
tice period,  the  commission  may  not  take  such 
action,  unless  the  council  makes  its  recommendations 
for  the  commission  to  consider  in  its  decision.  Any 
neighborhood  council  may  petition  the  zoning  com- 
mission, for  which  the  council  shall  not  be  required 
to  pay  any  fee,  to  adopt  an  amendment  of  a  zoning 
regulation  affecting  property  in  its  neighborhood. 

Section  14.  At  least  seven  days  prior  to  making  a 
decision  on  any  application  for  a  permit  for  a  project 
to  cost  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  or 
for  a  permit  to  join  or  subdivide  lots,  the  building 
commissioner  shall  notify  the  neighborhood  council 
or  councils  in  whose  neighborhood  the  project  is  to 
be  located.  At  the  same  time  that  the  official  sends  a 
copy  of  the  notice  of  an  appeal  to  the  board  of  ap- 
peal under  section  eight  of  chapter  six  hundred  and 
sixty-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
six,  as  amended,  the  building  commissioner  of  the 
city  of  Boston  or  other  administrative  official  who 
approves  and  denies  permits  under  the  provisions  of 
the  zoning  regulations  or  amendment  thereof  shall 
send,  first-class  postage-prepaid,  a  copy  of  the  notice 
of  appeal  to  the  neighborhood  council  or  councils  in 
whose  neighborhood  in  which  the  property  that  is  the 
subject  of  the  appeal  is  located. 

For  the  purposes  of  sections  eight  and  eleven  of 
said  chapter  six  hundred  and  sixty-five,  as  amended, 
each  neighborhood  council  shall,  with  regard  to 
properties  in  its  neighborhood,  constitute  a  board  of 
the  city  and  may  exercise  the  powers  granted  to  other 
such  boards  in  said  sections,  except  with  regard  to 
those  portions  of  any  decision  made  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  State  Building  Code.  Except  in  those  ap- 
peals initiated  by  the  neighborhood  council,  the 
board  of  appeal  shall  give  the  neighborhood  council 
in  whose  neighborhood  the  property  is  located  twenty 
days  notice,  or  such  other  notice  to  which  the  coun- 
cil consents,  prior  to  hearing  any  appeal  under  sec- 
tions eight,  nine  or  ten  of  said  chapter  six  hundred 
and  sixty-five,  except  with  regard  to  those  portions  of 
any  decision  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  State 
Building  Code  and  except  also  with  regard  to  an  ap- 
peal for  a  variance  to  change  a  non-conforming  use 
in  a  way  that  does  not  affect  occupancy  in  an  owner- 
occupied  dwelling  for  three  or  fewer  families,  during 
which  time  the  board  may  not  take  such  action  under 
said  sections,  unless  the  council  makes  its  recommen- 
dations for  the  board  to  consider  in  its  decision.  The 
board  of  appeal  shall  immediately  mail  to  said  neigh- 
borhood council  notice  of  each  such  decision. 

Section  15.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  "pro- 
ject" shall  mean  the  erection  or  extension  of  any 
structure  or  part  thereof,  or  the  change  of  use  of  any 
structure  or  land,  for  which  a  building  or  use  permit 
is  required;  "publicly  owned  property"  shall  mean 
vacant  land  or  abandoned  buildings  in  the  possession 
of  any  municipal  agency;  and  "request  for  proposal" 
shall  mean  a  solicitation  of  project  proposals  that 
may  outline  any  of  the  development  concept  and  use, 
density,  design,  and  affordability  guidelines  for  a 
project. 

At  least  sixty  (60)  days,  or  such  other  time  to 
which  the  neighborhood  council  and  the  municipal 
agency  consent,  prior  to  advertising  the  request  for 
proposals  for  leasing  or  selling  publicly  owned  prop- 
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cm  subject  to  conditions  on  its  use,  or  undertaking  a 
project  on  publicly  owned  property,  a  municipal  ag- 
ency shall  notify  the  neighborhood  council  in  whose 
neighborhood  the  property  is  located,  during  which 
time  the  agency  may  not  take  such  action,  unless  the 
council  makes  its  recommendations  lor  the  agency  to 
consider  in  its  decision,  whether  such  agency  action 
is  contemplated  under  the  provisions  of  clause  (d)  of 
section  for  forty-six  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
twenty-one  B  of  the  General  Laws,  sections  thirty- 
one,  thirty-one  A  and  thirty-one  B  of  chapter  tour 
hundred  and  eighty-six  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  nine,  clause  (b)  of  section  eleven  of  chapter 
six  hundred  and  forty-three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  eighty-three,  or  any  other  statute  autho- 
rizing any  municipal  agency  to  undertake  or  cause 
the  undertaking  of  a  project  on  publicly  owned  prop- 
erty; except  for  conditions  limiting  use  to  or  projects 
for  dwellings  for  three  or  fewer  families.  The  neigh- 
borhood council  may  provide  the  municipal  agency 
its  recommendations  regarding  the  request  for  pro- 
posals and  the  tentative  and  final  designation  of  de- 
velopers or  purchasers  of  the  publicly  owned  prop- 
erty. 

Section  16.  Prior  to  demolition  under  section 
eleven  of  chapter  one  hundred  twenty-one  B  of  the 
General  Laws,  prior  to  demolition  or  approval  of  a 
relocation  plan  under  paragraph  three  of  section  thir- 
teen of  chapter  six  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  as  amended,  and 
prior  to  approval  of  a  relocation  plan  under  chapter 
seventy-nine  A  of  the  General  Laws,  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  or  the  city  clerk  of  the  city, 
as  the  case  may  be.  shall  give  ninety  days  notice  to 
the  neighborhood  council  in  whose  neighborhood  the 
property  is  located,  during  which  time  the  authority 
or  the  city  council,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  not  take 
such  action,  unless  the  neighborhood  council  makes 
its  recommendations  for  the  authority  or  the  city 
council  to  consider  in  its  decision. 

Section  17.  At  the  same  time  that  the  license- 
holder  or  applicant  is  notified  of  a  hearing  on  any 
action  set  forth  in  paragraph  fa)  below,  and  at  least 
thirty  days  prior  to  initiating  or  taking  any  action  set 
forth  in  paragraphs  (b)  or  (c)  below,  during  which 
time  the  agency  or  department  may  not  take  such 
action,  unless  the  neighborhood  council  makes  its 
recommendations  for  the  agency  or  department  to 
consider  in  its  decision  the  appropriate  agency  or  de- 
partment of  the  city  shall  notify  the  neighborhood 
council  in  whose  neighborhood  the  affected  property 
is  located: 

a)  approval,  revocation  or  suspension,  change  of 
dimensions  or  capacity,  or  transfer  to  a  different 
owner  or  to  a  different  location  of  a  license  for  1)  all 
alcoholic  beverages,  2)  wine  and  malt  beverages,  3) 
package  store/all  alcoholic  beverages,  4)  package 
store/wine  and  malt  beverages,  5)  new  common  vict- 
ualer  with  a  seating  capacity  of  twenty  or  more,  or 
6)  a  dormitory  by  the  Licensing  Board  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  whether  under  chapter  one  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  or  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty  of  the 
General  Laws  or  section  four  of  chapter  two  hundred 
and  ninety-one  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
six,  as  amended,  except  for  licenses  effective  for 
seven  days  or  less; 

b)  addition  or  revision  of  traffic  plans  by  the 
transportation  department  under  section  two  of  chap- 
ter two  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  acts  of  nine- 
teeh  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  as  amended;  and 

c)  taking  by  eminent  domain,  whether  under  sec- 
tion thirty-one  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-six 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  clause  (a) 
of  section  one  of  chapter  four  hundred  seventy-four 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six.  or 
chapters  seventy-nine  and  eighty  A  of  the  General 


Laws. 

Section  18.  Every  agency  and  department  of  the 
city,  to  which  a  neighborhood  council  has  the  right 
under  this  act  to  give  recommendations  within  a 
specified  time  period  prior  to  the  making  of  a  deci- 
sion by  the  agency  or  department,  shall  give  great 
weight  to  the  recommendations  of  the  council  in 
making  its  decision.  In  any  case,  if  the  neighborhood 
council  fails  to  provide  its  recommendations  in  writ- 
ing within  the  specified  time  period,  the  agency  or 
department  may  make  its  decision  at  any  time  after 
the  expiration  of  the  specified  period.  Unless  other- 
wise specifically  provided  in  this  act,  such  agency  or 
department  shall  provide  to  the  council  within  thirty 
days  of  such  decision  a  written  explanation  of  its  rea- 
sons for  any  substantial  deviation  in  its  decision  from 
the  recommendations. 

Section  19.  With  regard  to  properties  in  its  neigh- 
borhood, each  neighborhood  council  shall  constitute  a 
municipal  board  for  the  purposes  of  paragraph  thir- 
teen of  section  thirteen  of  chapter  six  hundred  fifty- 
two  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  as 
appearing  in  section  two  of  chapter  eight  hundred  and 
fifty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
five,  and  may  exercise  the  same  right  to  bring  suit  as 
granted  therein  to  other  such  municipal  boards.  With 
regard  to  properties  in  its  neighborhood,  each  neigh- 
borhood council  shall  constitute  a  person  aggrieved 
for  the  purposes  of  section  six  C  of  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-one  A  and  section  forty-seven  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  B  of  the  General 
Laws. 

Section  20.  In  addition  to  any  general  or  specific 
powers  granted  in  this  act.  each  neighborhood  coun- 
cil shall  have  authority  to: 

a)  adopt  and  amend  bylaws,  which  shall  not  take 
effect  until  the  corporation  counsel  of  the  city  of 
Boston  has  certified  that  such  bylaws  or  amendment 
thereof  are  consistent  with  this  act  and  state  and  fed- 
eral law; 

b)  accept  grants,  gifts  and  other  aid  from  the  fed- 
eral government  or  any  agency  thereof,  the  common- 
wealth or  any  agency,  authority,  division  or  subdivi- 
sion thereof,  or  any  charitable  foundation,  division  or 
subdivision  thereof,  or  any  charitable  foundation,  pri- 
vate corporation  or  individual  and,  notwithstanding 
the  provisions  of  section  fifty-three  of  chapter  forty- 
four  of  the  General  laws  or  the  provisions  of  section 
two  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  as  amended,  to 
expend  the  same  without  appropriation;  provided, 
that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  autho- 
rize a  neighborhood  council  to  undertake  develop- 
ment projects  or  to  accept  or  receive  money  or  any- 
thing of  value  from  any  person  with  an  application  or 
appeal  pending  before  the  neighborhood  council  or 
before  any  agency  of  the  city  of  Boston; 

c)  sue  and  be  sued,  including  to  bring  suit  against 
other  agencies,  departments,  and  other  governmental 
bodies  of  the  city  of  Boston  including  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  and  the  Licensing  Board  of 
the  City  of  Boston  as  specifically  provided  elsewhere 
in  this  act;  provided  that  in  any  suit  brought  against 
any  such  agency,  department  or  other  governmental 
body  of  the  city  of  Boston,  the  neighborhood  council 
shall  retain  its  own  counsel  outside  the  law  depart- 
ment of  the  city  of  Boston;  and  provided  further  that 
the  neighborhood  council  shall  not  pay  for  such 
counsel  out  of  any  funds  appropriated  by  the  city 
council  and  the  mayor. 

d)  conduct  investigations,  make  studies,  surveys 
and  plans,  undertake  theoretical  and  empirical  re- 
search, and  disseminate  information  relative  to  com- 
munity development  and  any  other  matter  deemed  by 
it  to  be  material  to  the  exercise  of  its  powers  and  du- 
ties under  this  act: 
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e)  employ,  remove  and  fix  the  compensation  of 
such  staff  and  consultants  as  it  may  deem  necessary; 
provided  that  the  provisions  of  chapter  thirty-one  of 
the  General  Laws  shall  not  apply  to  employees  of 
any  neighborhood  council;  and 

f)  execute  all  contracts  and  do  all  other  things 
necessary  or  convenient  for  the  exercise  of  its  powers 
and  performance  of  its  duties  under  this  act. 

Section  21.  As  the  first  order  of  business  at  its 
first  meeting  each  year,  each  neighborhood  council 
shall  elect  from  its  members  a  chairperson,  a  vice- 
chairperson  and  a  clerk  for  a  term  of  one  year,  and 
shall  consider,  as  its  second  order  of  business,  its  by- 
laws. Each  neighborhood  council  shall  adopt  bylaws 
governing  the  procedures  for  exercising  its  authority, 
subject  to  the  specific  requirements  of  this  act  and  of 
sections  twenty-three  A,  twenty-three  B  and  twenty- 
three  C  of  chapter  thirty-nine  of  the  General  Laws; 
provided,  that  a  majority  of  the  members  of  each 
council  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  council;  and 
provided,  further,  that  a  concurring  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  a  given  council  in  attendance  at 
the  meeting  of  the  council  shall  be  required  to  take 
any  action  otherwise  authorized  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  unless  otherwise  specifically  provided 
herein.  The  mayor  or  her  or  his  designee  or  any  city 
councillor  her  or  his  designee  may  attend  and  address 
any  meeting  of  a  neighborhood  council. 

Each  neighborhood  council  shall  cause  notices  of 
meetings  and  hearings  to  be  published  in  a  newspa- 
per of  circulation  generally  limited  to  its  neighbor- 
hood and  shall  post  these  notices  on  the  official  bul- 
letin board  of  the  council  and  in  municipal  buildings 
open  to  the  public  in  its  neighborhood  at  least  ten 
days  in  advance  of  the  meeting  or  hearing.  Each 
neighborhood  council  shall  make  the  notice  and 
agenda  of  such  meetings  and  hearings  available  to  the 
public.  Meetings  of  the  neighborhood  councils  shall 
be  held  in  buildings  accessible  to  physically  handi- 
capped persons,  as  specified  in  the  regulations 
adopted  pursuant  to  section  thirteen  A  of  chapter 
twenty-two  of  the  General  Laws.  If  a  resident  of  the 
neighborhood  of  a  neighborhood  council  so  requests 
at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  meeting,  the  neighbor- 
hood council  may  request  that  the  city  provide  at  the 
meeting  of  the  neighborhood  council  a  qualified  in- 
terpreter for  deaf  or  hearing-impaired  persons,  as  de- 
fined in  section  ninety-two  A  of  chapter  two  hundred 
and  twenty-one  of  the  General  Laws,  or  an  appropri- 
ate language  interpreter,  as  defined  in  section  one  of 
chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-one  C  of  the  General 
Laws. 

The  records  of  each  neighborhood  council  shall  be 
subject  to  section  ten  of  chapter  sixty-six  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  to  the  extent  that  they  are  public  records, 
as  defined  in  clause  twenty-six  of  section  seven  of 
chapter  four  of  the  General  Laws.  Each  neighbor- 
hood council  shall  file  with  the  city  clerk  a  copy  of 
the  minutes  certified  by  the  secretary  of  the  council 
or  any  recorded  transcription  of  each  meeting  within 
thirty  days  thereof. 

Section  22.  No  neighborhood  council  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  supervision  or  control  of  any  officer  or 
board,  except  as  provided  by  this  act.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  the 
General  Laws  only,  the  city  of  Boston  shall  constitute 
the  public  employer  of  the  members  and  employees 
of  each  neighborhood  council.  For  the  purposes  of 
chapter  two  hundred  sixty-eight  A  of  the  General 
Laws  only,  the  members  and  employees  of  neighbor- 
hood councils  shall  be  considered  special  municipal 
employees  off  the  city  of  Boston,  and  the  mayor  shall 
be  considered  the  official  responsible  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  neighborhood  councillors. 

Section  23.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  sever- 
able, and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  uncon- 


stitutional by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the 
decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any 
of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  24.  This  act  shall  take  effect  ninety  days 
after  its  passage;  provided  that  the  provisions  of  this 
act  requiring  notice  of  a  matter  to  be  given  by  an  ag- 
ency, department,  or  other  governmental  body  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  including  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  and  the  Licensing  Board  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  shall  not  apply  to  any  such  matter  pending 
before  any  such  agency,  department  or  governmental 
body  on  the  date  of  passage  of  this  act.

REPORT  OR  ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPE- 
CIAL LAW  TO  EMPOWER  BOSTON  FAIR 
HOUSING  COMMISSION  TO  ENFORCE  BY 
JUDICIAL  POWER  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  TI- 
TLE VIII  AND  IMPOSE  CIVIL  PENALTIES 

Coun.  BYRNE,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Housing,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  267,  order  for  a  petition  for 
a  special  law  to  empower  the  Boston  Fair  Housing 
Commission  to  enforce  by  judicial  power  the  provi- 
sions of  Title  VIII  and  impose  civil  penalties  (re- 
ferred January  31)  recommending  passage  of  the  or- 
der in  the  following  new  draft: 

Ordered:-  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause 
(1)  of  Section  eight  of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation 
be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows,  except  for 
clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only:- 

Section  One.  Definitions 

(A)  "Housing  Accommodations"  shall  be  defined 
as  any  building,  structure  or  portion  thereof  which  is 
used  or  occupied  or  is  intended,  arranged  or  de- 
signed to  be  used  or  occupied  as  the  home,  residence 
or  sleeping  place  of  one  or  more  human  beings  and 
any  vacant  land  which  is  offered  for  sale  or  lease  for 
the  construction  or  location  thereon  of  any  such 
building,  structure  or  portion  thereof. 

(B)  "Aggrieved  Person"  shall  be  defined  as  any 
person  who  claims  to  have  been  injured  by  a  dis- 
criminatory housing  practice  or  believes  such  person 
will  be  injured  by  a  discriminatory  housing  practice 
that  is  about  to  occur. 

(C)  "Person"  shall  be  defined  as  one  or  more  indi- 
viduals, partnerships,  associations,  corporations,  legal 
representatives,  trustees,  trustees  in  bankruptcy,  re- 
ceivers, and  the  Commonwealth  and  all  political  sub- 
divisions and  boards  or  commissions  thereof. 

Section  Two.  Classes  protected  by  this  act  include 
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race,  color,  religious  creed,  marital  status,  handicap, 
military  status,  children,   national  origin,  sex,  age, 
ancestry,  sexual  preference  and  source  of  income. 
Section  Three. 

(a)  All  housing  accommodations  in  the  City  of 
Boston  are  subject  to  this  act,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

(b)  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  housing  ac- 
commodations which  are  specifically  exempted  from 
coverage  by  this  Act. 

(c)  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  leasing  or 
rental  to  two  or  fewer  roomers,  boarders,  or  lodgers 
who  rent  a  unit  in  a  licensed  lodging  house. 

Section  Four.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  prohibit  a 
religious  organization,  association  or  society,  or  any 
nonprofit  institution  or  organization  operated,  super- 
vised, or  controlled  by  or  in  conjunction  with  a  reli- 
gious organization,  association,  or  society,  from  lim- 
iting the  sale,  rental  or  occupancy  of  housing 
accommodations  which  it  owns  or  operates  for  other 
than  a  commercial  purpose  to  persons  of  the  same 
religion,  or  from  giving  preference  to  such  persons, 
unless  membership  in  such  religion  is  restricted  on 
account  of  race,  color,  marital  status,  handicap,  mili- 
tary status,  children,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  ances- 
try, sexual  preference  or  source  of  income. 

Section  Five.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  discriminatory 
housing  practices  are  prohibited,  provided,  however, 
that  no  practice  shall  be  prohibited  hereunder  unless 
such  practice  is  also  prohibited  by  the  federal  Fair 
Housing  Act  or  Chapter  151  B  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws. 

Section  Six.  Any  person  who  violates  the  provision 
of  this  act  as  to  discriminatory  housing  practices 
shall,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  Seven  of 
this  act,  be  subject  to  orders,  temporary,  equitable 
and  legal,  including  compensatory  damages,  punitive 
damages  or  civil  penalties  and  attorneys'  fees  and 
costs. 

Section  Seven.  There  shall  be  a  Boston  Fair  Hous- 
ing Commission  (the  "Commission")  established  pur- 
suant to  Chapter  10  of  the  City  of  Boston  Ordinances 
of  1982.  The  Commission  shall  have  jurisdiction  of 
all  housing  accommodations  subject  to  this  act  and 
shall  have  the  following  powers  and  duties  as  to  such 
housing  accommodations,  except  as  to  those  housing 
accommodations  in  any  building  or  structure  contain- 
ing one,  two,  three  or  four  dwelling  units,  one  of 
which  is  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  as  his/her 
permanent  residence;  provided,  that  no  building  or 
structure  shall  be  considered  occupied  by  the  owner 
thereof  unless  all  beneficial  owners  occupy  one  or 
more  dwellings  therein  as  their  permanent  residence: 

(A)  Seek  judicial  action  for  temporary  or  prelimi- 
nary relief  pending  final  disposition  of  a  complaint; 
and  upon  issuance  of  a  final  order: 

(B)  Grant  compensatory  damages  or  arrange  to 
have  adjudicated  in  court  at  the  Commission's  ex- 
pense the  award  of  compensatory  damages  to  an  ag- 
grieved person; 

(C)  Grant  injunctive  or  other  equitable  relief,  or 
seek  such  relief  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction; 

(D)  Assess  a  civil  penalty  against  any  such  person 
found  to  have  violated  this  Act: 

(1)  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars 
if  the  person  has  not  been  adjudged  to  have  commit- 
ted prior  discriminatory  housing  practice: 

(2)  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  if  the  person  has  been  adjudged  to  have 
committed  one  other  discriminatory  housing  practice 
during  the  five  year  period  ending  on  the  date  of  the 
filing  of  the  complaint;  and 

(3)  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars if  the  person  has  been  adjudged  to  have  commit- 
ted two  or  more  discriminatory  housing  practices 
during  the  seven  year  period  ending  on  the  date  of 


the  filing  of  the  complaint;' 

(E)  Arrange  to  have  adjudicated  in  court  at  the 
Commission's  expense  the  award  of  punitive  damages 
against  such  person; 

(F)  Award  reasonable  attorney's  fees  and  costs  to 
any  prevailing  complainant;  and 

(G)  Adopt  rules  and  regulations  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  and  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  Commission  in  connection  therewith. 

Section  Eight. 

(A)  The  actions  of  the  Commission  shall  be  subject ' 
to  judicial  review  upon  application  by  any  party  ag- 
grieved by  a  final  agency  order; 

(B)  Judicial  review  of  a  final  Commission  order 
shall  be  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  with  au- 
thority to  grant  to  any  party,  such  temporary  relief, 
restraining  order,  or  other  order  as  the  court  deter- 
mines is  just  and  proper;  affirm,  modify,  or  set 
aside,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  order,  or  remand  the 
order  for  further  proceedings;  and  enforce  the  order 
to  the  extent  that  the  order  is  affirmed  or  modified. 

Section  Nine.  An  aggrieved  person,  with  or  with- 
out filing  a  complaint  at  the  Commission  and  without 
regard  to  the  status  of  such  complaint,  may  com- 
mence a  civil  action  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion no  later  than  two  years  after  the  occurrence  or 
termination  of  a  discriminatory  housing  practice,  or 
the  breach  of  a  conciliation  agreement  entered  into 
with  the  Commission,  whichever  occurs  last,  to  ob- 
tain appropriate  relief  with  respect  to  such  discrimi- 
natory housing  practice  or  breach;  provided,  however, 
that  if  an  aggrieved  person  has  consented  to  a  concil- 
iation agreement,  such  aggrieved  person  may  not  file 
a  civil  action  with  respect  to  the  alleged  discrimina- 
tory housing  practice  which  forms  the  basis  for  such 
complaint  except  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  such 
agreement;  and  provided,  further,  that  an  aggrieved 
person  may  not  commence  a  civil  action  with  respect 
to  an  alleged  discriminatory  housing  practice  if  a 
hearing  commissioner  determines  that  probable  cause 
exists  and  a  hearing  has  commenced  before  the  Com- 
mission. The  computation  of  such  two-year  period  as 
to  an  alleged  discriminatory  housing  practice,  but  not 
as  to  a  breach  of  a  conciliation  agreement,  shall  not 
include  any  time  during  which  an  administrative  pro- 
ceeding is  pending  with  respect  to  a  complaint  based 
upon  such  discriminatory  housing  practice.  If  the 
court  finds  that  a  discriminatory  housing  practice  has 
occurred  or  is  about  to  occur,  an  aggrieved  person 
shall  have  available  any  and  all  remedies  pursuant  to 
Sections  Six  and  Seven  of  this  act.  This  section  does 
not  preclude  the  right  of  any  aggrieved  person  to 
seek  relief  under  M.G.L.  C  151B. 

Section  Ten.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage.

Whereas,  There  must  be  an  increased  availability 
of  youth  development  resources  in  those  neighbor- 
hoods plagued  with  violent  crime,  as  well  as  greater 
congruity  between  the  education/training  of  the  City's 
youth  and  the  future  economic  and  employment 
trends  of  the  City,  if  there  are  to  be  viable  alterna- 
tives to  the  drug  economy;  and  , 

Whereas.  The  Youth  Services  Commission  was  cre- 
ated to  advise  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  on 
ways  to  expand  and  coordinate  counseling,  employ- 
ment, health,  educational  and  recreational  programs 
for  the  youth  in  Boston;  Therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Youth  Services  Commission  pre- 
pare a  comprehensive  report  which  should  include, 
without  limitation,  the  following: 

1.  A  Demographic  Profile  of  the  City's  youth 
population  which  should  include,  without  limitation, 
neighborhood,  race,  educational  attainment,  and  attri- 
tion rates; 

2.  A  Youth  Needs  Assessment  of  those  neighbor- 
hoods experiencing  the  highest  level  of  violent  crime.

Ordered: -That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order  be,  and  hereby  is.  approved  under  Clause 
(1)  of  Section  eight  of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation 
be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows,  except  for 
clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only:- 

Section  1 .  Section  1  of  chapter  665  of  the  acts  of 
1956,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  77  of  the 
acts  of  1958,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  the  first  two  paragraphs  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  five  paragraphs:- 

As  used  in  sections  one  to  fourteen,  inclusive,  of 
this  act:  (a)  "neighborhood"  shall  include  any  resi- 
dential, commercial,  or  industrial  areas  which  to- 
gether comprise  a  clearly  defined  geographic  area 
within  a  neighborhood,  as  defined  herein,  shall  also 
be  deemed  to  be  a  neighborhood  for  purposes  of  this 
act;  (b)  "neighborhood  council"  shall  include  any 
neighborhood  council  created  pursuant  to  an  order  of 
the  mayor  or  an  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Boston;  and 
(c)  "residential  neighborhood  organization"  shall  in- 
clude any  non-profit  organization  of  residents  in  a 
neighborhood  which  (1)  has  at  least  twenty-five 
members;  (2)  allows  any  resident  of  the  neighbor- 
hood to  join  as  a  member;  (3)  has  as  a  principal  pur- 
pose the  preservation  of  the  quality  of  residential  life 
in  the  neighborhood;  and  (4)  has  been  in  existence 
for  at  least  two  years. 

There  shall  be  in  the  city  planning  department  of 
the  city  of  Boston,  or  in  such  other  department  of 
said  city  as  the  city  council  of  said  city  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor  of  said  city  shall  from  time  to 
time  determine,  a  board,  known  as  the  zoning  com- 
mission, consisting  of  fifteen  zoning  commissioners 
and  three  alternate  zoning  commissioners.  Eleven 
zoning  commissioners  and  two  alternate  zoning  com- 
missioners shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject 
to  confirmation  by  the  city  council,  as  follows:  — 
one  commissioner  from  two  candidates  nominated  by 
the  Associated  Industries  of  Massachusetts,  one  com- 
missioner from  two  candidates  nominated  by  the 
Boston  Central  Labor  Union,  one  commissioner  from 
two  candidates  nominated  by  the  Boston  Real  Estate 
Board,  one  commissioner  from  two  candidates  nomi- 
nated one  by  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects  and 
one  by  the  Boston  Society  of  Landscape  Architects, 
one  commissioner  from  two  candidates  nominated  by 
the  Boston  Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  one  commis- 
sion from  two  candidates  nominated  by  the  Greater 
Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  one  commissioner 
from  two  candidates  nominated  by  the  Massachusetts 
Motor  Truck  Association,  Inc.,  one  commissioner 
from  two  candidates  nominated  by  the  Master  Build- 
ers Association  of  Boston;  three  commissioners  se- 
lected at  large  by  the  mayor,  of  whom  one  shall  own 
alone  or  with  one  or  more  other  persons,  and  shall 
occupy  in  whole  or  in  part  as  her  or  his  place  of  res- 
idence, a  dwelling  house  having  not  more  than  three 
dwelling  units;  and  two  alternate  commissioners  se- 
lected at  large  by  the  mayor.  There  shall  in  addition 
be  four  zoning  commissioners  and  one  alternate  zon- 
ing commissioner  appointed  by  the  mayor  from  ten 
nominations  by  the  city  council.  Each  commissioner 
and  alternate  commissioner  appointed  upon  nomina- 


tion of  the  city  council  shall  have  served  as  a  mem- 
ber of  a  neighborhood  council  for  at  least  one  year 
or  as  an  officer  or  member  of  the  board  of  directors 
or  similar  governing  body  of  a  residential  neighbor- 
hood organization  for  at  least  one  year.  All  zoning 
commissioners  and  alternate  zoning  commissioners 
appointed  under  this  section  shall  be  residents  of 
Boston. 

The  zoning  commissioners  initially  appointed  upon 
nomination  under  this  section  shall  serve,  in  the  case 
of  the  commissioners  appointed  upon  nomination  of 
the  Associated  Industries  of  Massachusetts,  the 
Boston  Central  Labor  Union,  and  the  Boston  Real 
Estate  Board,  for  a  term  expiring  three  years,  in  the 
case  of  the  commissioners  appointed  upon  nomination 
of  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects  or  the  Boston  So- 
ciety of  Landscape  Architects,  the  Boston  Society  of 
Civil  Engineers,  and  the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  for  a  term  expiring  two  years,  and  in  the 
case  of  the  commissioners  appointed  upon  nomination 
of  the  Massachusetts  Motor  Truck  Association,  Inc., 
and  the  Master  Builders  Association  of  Boston,  for  a 
term  expiring  one  year,  from  May  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  fifty-eight.  The  zoning  commissioners 
initially  selected  at  large  under  this  section  shall 
serve,  according  to  the  provisions  of  their  respective 
appointments,  for  terms  expiring,  in  the  case  of  one 
commissioner,  three  years,  in  the  case  of  another 
commissioner,  two  years,  and  in  the  case  of  the  other 
commissioner,  one  year  from  said  May  first.  The  al- 
ternate zoning  commissioners  selected  at  large  shall 
be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring  May  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  ninety-two.  As  the  term  of  appointment 
of  any  aforementioned  zoning  commissioner  or  alter- 
nate zoning  commissioner  initially  appointed,  or  of 
any  zoning  commissioner  or  alternate  zoning  com- 
missioner succeeding  any  aforementioned  commis- 
sioner to  office,  expires,  her  or  his  successor  shall  be 
appointed  in  like  manner  as  such  commissioner  for  a 
term  of  three  years.  An  alternate  zoning  commis- 
sioner selected  at  large  shall  act,  upon  designation  by 
the  chairperson  of  the  zoning  commission,  with  the 
duties  and  powers  of  a  zoning  commission  appointed 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  city  council,  only  in 
the  absence  or  abstention  due  to  conflict  of  interest  of 
any  such  zoning  commissioner. 

The  zoning  commissioners  and  alternate  zoning 
commissioner  initially  appointed  upon  nomination  of 
the  city  council  under  this  section  shall  serve  for  a 
term  expiring  on  May  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
ninety-one.  As  the  term  of  appointment  of  any  zon- 
ing commissioner  or  alternate  zoning  commissioner 
initially  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the  city  coun- 
cil, or  of  any  zoning  commissioner  or  alternate  zon- 
ing commissioner  subsequently  appointed  upon  nomi- 
nation of  the  city  council,  expires,  her  or  his 
successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  as  such 
commissioner  or  alternate  commissioner  for  a  term  of 
two  years.  The  alternate  zoning  commissioner  ap- 
pointed upon  nomination  of  the  city  council  shall  act. 
upon  designation  by  the  chairperson  of  the  zoning 
commission,  with  the  powers  and  duties  of  a  zoning 
commissioner  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the  city 
council,  only  in  the  absence  or  abstention  due  to  con- 
flict of  interest  of  any  such  zoning  commissioner. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  zoning  commis- 
sioner or  of  an  alternate  zoning  commissioner  shall 
be  filled  in  the  same  manner  for  the  unexpired  term 
of  appointment.  A  zoning  commissioner  shall  be  au- 
tomatically deemed  to  have  vacated  such  office  if  he 
or  she  has  failed  to  attend  more  than  one-third  of  the 
meetings  of  the  commission,  including  hearings,  held 
within  a  twelve-month  period  during  her  or  his  term 
of  appointment  to  such  office;  provided  that  there 
were  at  least  three  meetings  of  the  commission,  in- 
cluding hearings,  during  such  twelve  month  period. 
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No  person  nay  assume  the  duties  and  powers  of  a 
zoning  commissioner  or  alternate  zoning  commis-

such  regulation  or  amendment.  Such  notice  shall  be 
published  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to  sueh  hearing 
in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  general  circulation  in 
the  city  of  Boston  and.  where  the  regulation  or 
amendment  affects  a  specific  zoning  district,  in  a 
newspaper  of  circulation  in  the  neighborhood  in 
which  the  zoning  district  is  located.  Sueh  notice  shall 
(a)  refer  to  this  act.  (b)  give  the  time  and  place  of 
the  public  hearing,  and  (c)  either  state  the  express 
terms  of  the  proposed  regulation  or  amendment,  or 
state  the  general  subject  thereof,  a  description  of  the 
changes  that  the  regulation  or  amendment  would  ef- 
fect, and  the  times  when  and  the  place  where  a  copy 
of  the  express  terms  thereof  may  be  obtained.  Such 
notice  shall  also  be  sent  by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  at 
least  twenty  days  prior  to  said  hearing,  to  any  person 
or  entity  filing  written  request  for  notice  of  hearings, 
such  request  to  be  renewed  yearly  in  December,  and 
in  the  case  of  general  regulations  and  amendments, 
to  all  neighborhood  councils  or,  in  the  case  of  a  reg- 
ulation or  amendment  affecting  a  specific  zoning  dis- 
trict, to  the  neighborhood  council  for  the  neighbor- 
hood in  which  the  zoning  district  is  located.  Such 
public  hearing  shall  be  held  in  the  evening  and. 
where  the  regulation  or  amendment  affects  a  specific 
zoning  district,  at  a  suitable  location  in  such  zoning 
district  or,  in  the  event  there  is  no  such  location  in 
sueh  zoning  district,  in  the  nearest  zoning  district 
having  a  location  suitable  for  a  public  hearing.  Such 
public  hearing  by  the  zoning  commission  shall  be  at- 
tended by  not  less  than  eight  of  the  members  of  the 
zoning  commission:  and  if  less  than  eight  members 
are  present  at  any  public  hearing,  the  members  actu- 
ally present  may  adjourn  the  same  by  proclamation 
to  such  tie  and  place  as  they  deem  advisable,  and 
further  notice  thereof  shall  not  be  necessary.  The 
zoning  commission  shall  administer  an  oath  to  all 
persons  testifying  at  said  hearing,  in  which  said  per- 
sons shall  attest  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  per- 
jury to  the  truthfulness  of  their  testimony.  After  such 
notice  and  hearing  the  zoning  commission,  by  the 
concurrent  vote  of  not  less  than  nine  of  its  members, 
may  adopt  or  reject  the  proposed  regulation  or 
amendment,  or  may  adopt  a  regulation  or  amendment 
in  substantial  accord  with  the  proposed  regulation  or 
amendement.  Votes  of  the  zoning  commission  adopt- 
ing a  zoning  regulation  or  amendment  thereof  shall 
be  subject  to  the  same  provisions  of  law  in  respect  to 
approval  by  the  mayor  as  orders  or  votes  of  the  city 
council  of  the  city,  except  that  the  concurrent  vote  of 


not  less  than  twelve  members  of  the  zoning  commis- 
sion shall  be  necessary  to  pass  such  a  regulation  or 
amendment  over  the  veto  of  the  mayor. 

A  resident  ol  the  city  of  Boston  or  any  owner  of 
property  therein  may  petition  the  zoning  commission 
to  adopt  an  amendment  of  a  zoning  regulation,  but 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  have  her  or  his  proposed 
amendment  considered  by  the  commission  unless  he 
or  she  pays  the  city  such  sum.  if  any.  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  established  by  zoning  regulation  as 
the  estimated  average  cost  to  the  city  of  a  hearing  on 
a  proposed  amendment  of  a  zoning  regulation.  Any 
neighborhood  council  or  residential  neighborhood  or- 
ganization may  petition  the  zoning  commission  to 
adopt  an  amendment  of  a  zoning  regulation  which 
would  affect  property  in  its  neighborhood  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  have  its  proposed  amendment  consid- 
ered by  the  commissioner  without  paying  the  city  the 
aforesaid  sum. 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  665  is  further  amended  by 
striking  the  first  paragraph  of  section  8,  as  most  re- 
cently amended  by  section  4  of  chapter  296  of  the 
acts  of  1973.  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing seven  paragraphs:- 

There  is  hereby  established  in  the  city  of  Boston  a 
board  to  be  called  the  board  of  appeal,  to  consist  of 
seven  members  and  three  alternate  members.  Five 
members  and  two  alternative  members  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
city  council,  in  the  following  manner:  the  first  mem- 
ber from  two  candidates,  or  to  be  nominated  by  the 
Boston  Real  Estate  Board  and  one  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Real  Estate  Board:  the  second  member  from  two 
candidates,  one  to  be  nominated  by  the  Boston  Soci- 
ety of  Architects  and  one  by  the  Boston  Society  of 
Civil  Engineers;  the  third  member  from  three  candi- 
dates, one  to  be  nominated  by  the  Master  Builders 
Association,  one  by  the  Building  Trades  Employers' 
Association  and  one  by  the  Building  Contractors  As- 
sociation of  Massachusetts,  Inc.;  the  fourth  member 
from  two  candidates  to  be  nominated  by  the  Building 
Trades  Council  of  Boston  and  Vicinity;  and  the  fifth 
member  and  two  alternate  members  to  be  selected  at 
large  by  the  mayor.  Two  members  and  one  alternate 
member  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  from  si\ 
candidates  nominated  by  the  city  council.  Each  mem- 
ber and  alternate  member  appointed  upon  nomination 
of  the  city  council  shall  have  served  as  a  member  of 
a  neighborhood  council  for  at  least  one  year  or  as  an 
officer  or  member  of  the  board  of  directors  or  simi- 
lar governing  body  of  a  residential  neighborhood  or- 
ganization for  at  least  one  year.  Members  and  alter- 
nate members  of  said  board  shall  be  residents  of  the 
city  of  Boston;  provided  that  any  member  of  said 
board  as  of  May  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine,  who  is  not  a  resident  of  the  city  of  Boston  may 
complete  her  or  his  current  term  of  appointment 
without  changing  her  or  his  residency. 

Appointments  of  said  members  and  alternate  mem- 
bers subject  to  confirmation  by  the  city  council  shall 
be  for  a  term  of  five  years.  One  alternate  member 
initially  appointed  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  city 
council  under  this  section  shall  serve  for  a  term  ex- 
piring on  May  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
one.  The  other  alternate  member  initially  appointed 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  city  council  under  this 
section  shall  serve  for  a  term  expiring  on  May  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-three.  An  alternate 
member  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  city  council 
shall  act.  upon  designation  by  the  chairperson  of  the 
board,  with  the  duties  and  powers  of  a  member  ap- 
pointed subject  to  confirmation  by  the  city  council, 
only  in  the  absence  or  abstention  due  to  conflict  of 
interest  of  any  such  member. 

Appointments  of  said  members  and  alternate  mem- 
bers upon  nomination  of  the  city  council  shall  for 
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terms  of  two  years.  The  board  members  and  alternate 
member  initially  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the 
city  council  under  this  section  shall  serve  for  a  term 
expiring  on  May  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
one.  An  alternate  board  member  appointed  upon 
nomination  of  the  city  council  shall  act,  upon  desig- 
nation by  the  chairperson  of  the  board,  with  the  du- 
ties and  powers  of  a  board  member  appointed  upon 
nomination  of  the  city  council,  only  in  the  absence  or 
abstention  due  to  conflict  of  interest  of  any  such 
board  member. 

Vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  an  unexpired  term  of 
appointment  in  the  same  manner  in  which  original 
appointments  are  required  to  be  made.  No  person 
may  assume  the  duties  and  powers  of  a  member  or 
alternate  member  of  the  board  who  has  not  been  ap- 
pointed to  such  office  in  accordance  with  this  act. 
and  no  member  or  alternate  member  of  the  board 
shall  continue  to  serve  after  her  or  his  term  of  ap- 
pointment has  expired,  unless  he  or  she  has  been  re- 
appointed to  such  office  in  accordance  with  this  act. 

Each  member  of  the  board  of  appeal  shall  receive 
for  every  day  or  part  thereof  of  actual  services  two 
hundred  dollars  or  such  other  sums  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  city  council  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor;  but  no  member  shall  so  receive 
in  any  one  year  more  than  twenty-four  thousand  dol- 
lars or  such  other  sum  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
fixed  by  the  city  council  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor. 

In  addition  to  being  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  A  of  the  General 
Laws,  no  member  or  alternate  member  shall  partici- 
pate in  hearing  or  deciding  (a)  any  appeal  involving 
property  in  which  he  or  she  has  held  an  ownership 
interest,  or  received  compensation  for  services  ren- 
dered, within  two  years  of  the  date  the  appeal  was 
filed  with  the  board,  and  (b)  any  appeal  involving 
property  in  the  same  zoning  district  and  seeking  re- 
lief from  the  same  provisions  of  the  zoning  regula- 
tions as  any  other  appeal  pending  before  the  board  in 
which  the  member  or  alternate  member  has  a  finan- 
cial or  legal  interest.  A  violation  of  this  paragraph 
shall  be  punishable  in  the  same  manner  as  a  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  section  nineteen  of  chapter  two 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  A  of  the  General  Laws  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  twenty- 
one  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  A. 

The  board  shall  establish  rules  and  regulations  for 
its  own  procedure  not  inconsistent  with  this  section. 

Section  4.  Said  section  8,  as  amended  by  section  4 
of  said  chapter  296,  is  further  amended  by  striking 
the  last  three  paragraphs  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  four  paragraphs:- 

Said  board  of  appeal  shall  fix  a  reasonable  time  for 
the  hearing  of  any  appeal;  provided  that  a  hearing 
shall  be  held  in  the  evening  at  a  suitable  location  in 
the  zoning  district  in  which  the  property  which  is  the 
subject  of  the  appeal  is  located  or,  in  the  event  there 
is  no  such  location  in  the  zoning  district,  in  the  near- 
est zoning  district  having  a  location  suitable  for  a 
public  hearing,  if,  under  the  appeal,  the  appellant 
proposes  to  do  any  of  the  following:  (a)  erect  a  resi- 
dential building  having  a  gross  floor  area  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  or  more  square  feet,  or  a  mixed-use  or 
non-residential  building  having  a  gross  floor  area  of 
fifty  thousand  or  more  square  feet;  (b)  enlarge  or  ex- 
pand a  residential  building  so  as  to  increase  its  gross 
floor  area  by  twenty-five  thousand  or  more  square 
feet,  or  a  mixed-use  or  non-residential  building  so  as 
to  increase  its  gross  floor  area  by  fifty  thousand  or 
more  square  feet;  (c)  renovate  or  rehabilitate  twenty- 
five  thousand  or  more  square  feet  of  the  gross  floor 
area  of  a  residential  building,  or  fifty  thousand  or 
more  square  feet  of  the  gross  floor  area  of  a  mixed- 
use  or  non-residential  building;  or  (d)  establish  or 


change  to  conditional  or  forbidden  uses  the  use  or 
uses  of  twenty-five  thousand  or  more  square  feet  of 
the  gross  floor  area  of  any  building.  With  respect  to 
all  other  appeals,  said  board  of  appeal  shall  schedule 
hearings  by  city  council  district,  with  hearings  of  ap- 
peals in  no  more  than  two  city  council  districts  to  be 
scheduled  on  any  given  day.  Said  board  shall  give  at 
least  twenty  days  public  notice  of  any  hearing  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  city  of  Boston 
and  in  a  newspaper  of  circulation  in  the  neighbor- 
hood in  which  the  property  which  is  the  subject  of 
the  appeal  if  located.  Said  board  shall  also  send  no- 
tice by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  at  least  twenty  days 
prior  to  the  hearing  to  the  appellant;  to  the  owners  of 
all  property  deemed  by  the  board  to  be  affected 
thereby,  as  they  appear  on  the  then  most  recent  local 
tax  list;  and  to  person  or  entity  filing  written  request 
lor  notice  of  hearings,  such  request  to  be  renewed 
yearly  in  December;  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority;  and  to  the  neighborhood  council  in  whose 
neighborhood  the  property  which  is  the  subject  of  the 
appeal  is  located,  and  said  notice  shall  identify  any 
specific  variance  or  exception,  including  a  condi- 
tional use.  which  the  appellant  is  seeking,  if  any.  Ex- 
cept for  appeals  involving  residential  buildings  of  no 
more  than  six  units,  the  board  of  appeal  shall  cause  a 
notice  of  the  hearing  to  be  posted  on  the  property 
which  is  the  subject  of  the  appeal  at  least  twenty 
days  prior  to  the  hearing. 

At  the  hearing  any  party  whether  or  not  entitled  to 
notice  thereof  may  appear  in  person  or  by  agent  or 
attorney.  The  board  of  appeals  shall  administer  an 
oath  to  all  persons  testifying  at  said  hearing,  in 
which  said  persons  shall  attest  under  the  pains  and 
penalties  of  perjury  to  the  truthfulness  of  their  testi- 
mony. No  such  hearing  shall  be  held  on  any  day  on 
which  a  state  or  municipal  election,  preliminary  elec- 
tion or  primary  is  held  in  said  city. 

In  acting  upon  such  appeal,  said  board  of  appeal 
may,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
reverse  or  affirm  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  may  modify, 
any  order  or  decision,  and  may  make  such  order  or 
decision  as  ought  to  be  made,  and  to  that  end  shall 
have  all  the  powers  of  the  board  or  officer  from 
whom  the  appeal  is  taken  and  may  direct  the  issue  of 
a  permit.  The  board  may  also  continue  the  hearing 
so  that  the  appellant  may  meet  with  the  neighborhood 
council,  or  any  residential  neighborhood  organization 
in  the  neighborhood  in  which  the  property  which  is 
the  subject  of  the  appeal  is  located,  to  discuss  the  ap- 
peal, and  the  board  may  deny  the  appeal  in  the  event 
the  appellant  fails  to  do  so.  The  concurring  vote  of 
five  members  of  said  board  of  appeal  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  reverse  any  order  or  decision  of  any  adminis- 
trative official  under  this  act,  or  to  decide  in  favor  of 
the  appellant  on  any  matter  upon  which  it  is  required 
to  pass  under  any  zoning  regulation  or  amendment 
thereof,  or  to  effect  any  variance  in,  or  exception  to, 
the  application  of  any  such  regulation  or  amendment. 

Said  board  of  appeal  shall  cause  to  be  made  a  de- 
tailed record  of  all  its  proceedings,  which  record 
shall  set  forth;  the  reasons  for  its  decisions;  in  an  ap- 
peal in  which  a  variance  is  granted,  the  specific  con- 
ditions referred  to  in  section  nine  of  this  act,  suffic- 
ient to  warrant  a  finding  that  a  literal  enforcement  of 
the  provisions  of  the  zoning  regulation  being  varied 
would  cause  substantial  hardship  to  the  appellant;  the 
vote  of  each  member  participating  therein;  the  ab- 
sence of  a  member  or  her  or  his  failure  to  vote;  and 
any  conditions  or  provisos  to  which  the  granting  of 
any  variance  or  exception,  including  a  conditional 
use,  was  made  subject  at  the  hearing.  Such  record 
shall  be  reviewed  and  approved  by  the  law  depart- 
ment, and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  building  commis- 
sioner of  the  city,  within  thirty  days  of  the  hearing. 
Such  record  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection.  The 
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board  shall  mail  notice  of  such  decision  forthwith  to 
each  party  in  interest  as  aforesaid,  to  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority,  to  the  neighborhood  council 
in  whose  neighborhood  the  property  which  is  the 
subject  of  such  decision  is  located,  to  every  person 
or  entity  receiving  notice  of  the  hearing,  and  to  every 
person  present  at  the  hearing  who  requests  that  notice 
be  sent  to  her  or  him  and  states  the  address  to  which 
such  notice  is  to  be  sent. 

Section  5.  Section  1  1  of  said  chapter  665,  as 
amended  by  section  I  of  chapter  669  of  the  acts  of 
1974,  is  further  amended  by  striking  the  first  para- 
graph and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
paragraph  :- 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  said  board 
of  appeal,  whether  or  not  previously  a  part  of  the 
proceeding,  including  any  neighborhood  council  or 
residential  neighborhood  organization  in  whose 
neighborhood  the  property  which  is  the  subject  of 
such  decision  is  located,  or  any  municipal  board  or 
officer,  may  appeal  to  the  superior  court  sitting  in 
equity  for  the  county  of  Suffolk  or,  in  the  event  that 
such  decision  is  concerned  with  any  building  or  place 
used,  or  intended  or  permitted  for  use,  as  a  place  of 
human  habitation,  to  the  housing  court  of  the  city  of 
Boston;  provided  that  such  appeal  is  filed  in  either  of 
said  courts  within  twenty  days  after  such  decision  is 
filed  with  the  building  commissioner,  unless  such  de- 
cision was  not  filed  with  the  building  commissioner 
within  thirty  days  after  the  hearing,  in  which  case 
the  appeal  may  be  filed  in  either  of  said  courts 
within  thirty  days  after  such  decision  is  filed  with 
building  commissioner.  In  the  case  of  an  appeal  filed 
by  a  neighborhood  council  or  a  residential  neighbor- 
hood organization  which  is  unincorporated,  such  ap- 
peal may  be  filed  in  the  name  of  the  officers  of  such 
council  or  organization.  The  court  may  require  the 
plaintiffs  to  file  a  surety  bond,  after  a  hearing  on  a 
motion  filed  by  the  defendant  property  owner  in 
whose  favor  the  decision  of  the  board  was  rendered; 
provided  that  the  court  shall  not  require  the  filing  of 
a  surety  bond  in  an  amount  exceeding  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars;  and  provided  further,  that  the  court 
shall  not  require  the  filing  of  any  surety  bond  in  any 
appeal  of  a  variance  in  which  the  decision  of  the 
board  fails  to  identify  the  specific  conditions  referred 
to  in  section  nine  of  this  act,  sufficient  to  warrant  a 
finding  that  a  literal  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of 
the  zoning  regulation  being  varied  would  cause  a 
substantial  hardship  to  the  defendant  property  owner. 
The  court  shall  award  said  surety  bond  to  the  defend- 
ant property  owner  only  if  the  decision  of  the  board 
is  affirmed  and  the  court  finds  that  the  appeal  from 
such  decision  was  frivolous  or  brought  with  malice 
or  in  bad  faith.  Failure  by  the  board,  in  granting  any 
variance,  to  identify  in  its  decision  the  specific  con- 
ditions referred  to  in  section  nine,  sufficient  to  war- 
rant a  finding  that  a  literal  enforcement  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  zoning  regulation  being  varied  would 
cause  substantial  hardship  to  the  defendant  property 
owner,  shall  be  ground  for  annulment  of  such  deci- 
sion. The  foregoing  remedy  shall  be  exclusive;  but 
the  parties  shall  have  all  rights  of  appeal  and  excep- 
tion as  in  other  equity  cases. 

Section  6.  Said  chapter  665  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  section  12,  as  amended  by  sec- 
tion 2  of  said  chapter  669,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  section:- 

Section  12.  The  superior  court  or,  in  the  event  that 
the  premises  involved  are  used  or  intended  or  permit- 
ted for  use  as  a  place  of  human  habitation,  the  hous- 
ing court  of  the  city  of  Boston  sitting  as  aforesaid, 
shall  have  jurisdiction  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  the  provisions  of  the  State  Building  Code, 
any  zoning  regulation  or  amendment  thereof  adopted 
under  this  act,  or  any  decision  of  the  board  of  appeal 


under  the  State  Building  Code  or  under  any  zoning 
regulation  or  amendment  adopted  under  this  act,  in- 
cluding any  condition  or  proviso  in  such  decision, 
and  may  restrain  by  injunction  violation  thereof.  Any 
person  aggrieved  by  any  such  violation,  whether  or 
not  previously  a  party  to  any  prior  administrative  or 
judicial  proceeding,  including  any  neighborhood 
council  or  residential  neighborhood  organization  in 
whose  neighborhood  the  property  which  is  the  sub- 
ject of  the  violation  is  located,  shall  have  standing  to 
commence  an  action  for  such  enforcement  in  either 
of  said  courts.  In  the  case  of  an  action  filed  by  a 
neighborhood  council  or  a  residential  neighborhood 
organization  which  is  unincorporated,  such  petition 
may  be  filed  in  the  name  of  the  officers  of  such 
council  or  organizations.

Whereas,  A  keystone  of  American  democracy  is  the 
right  of  every  citizen  to  be  a  candidate  for  public  office. 
Americans  being  a  people  self-governed,  and. 

Whereas,  Even  prior  to  adoption  of  the  United  States 
Constitution,  the  Massachusetts  State  Constitution,  the 
oldest  surviving  form  of  government  in  the  world,  guar- 
anteed citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  the  right  to  secure 
rotation  in  office,  and  to  fill  offices  by  popular  election, 
and, 

Whereas,  Contrary  to  this  tradition  of  ballot  access, 
both  the  Democratic  and  Republican  parties  in  Massa- 
chusetts have  enacted  rules  denying  a  place  on  the  pri- 
mary ballot  to  those  who  do  not  receive  a  particular  per- 
centage of  convention  delegate  votes,  and. 

Whereas,  It  has  been  proposed  that  the  Democratic 
Party  in  Massachusetts  abolish  this  anti-democratic  re- 
quirement, therefore  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in  meeting  as- 
sembled, declares  itself  in  support  of  abolition  of  the  so- 
called  "15%"  rule,  in  favor  of  allowing  the  voters  to 
choose  from  all  of  the  candidates  nominated  by  petition, 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved:  That  the  Clerk  be,  and  hereby  is.  directed  to 
dispatch  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  to  every  member  of  the 
Democratic  State  Committee,  and  to  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  and  President  of  the  Senate  of  the  Great  and  Gen- 
eral Court. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 


ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
RE  ANTI-DRUG  PARKING  TAX 

Coun.  SALERNO  offered  the  following: 

Ordered.  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  ( 1 )  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1.  As  used  inthischaper.  the  following  words, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  indicates,  shall  have  the  fol- 
lowing meanings: 

"Collector-Treasurer,"  the  collector-treasurer  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

' '  Freeze  Zone , ' '  that  portion  of  the  City  of  Boston  des- 
ignated as  the  "Freeze  area"  by  the  United  States  Envi- 
ronmental Protection  Agency  as  described  in  volume  40, 
part  52,  section  1 128(b)  of  the  Code  of  Federal  Regula- 
tions which  is  incorporated  by  reference.  "Motor  vehi- 
cle," as  defined  in  section  1  of  Chapter  90  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Laws. 

"Nonresidential  parking  facilities,"  any  parking  fa- 
cility as  defined  herein  other  than  (a)  one  provided  or 
leased  to  occupants  of  a  residence  on  the  same  or  other 
premises  for  use  only  in  connection  with  as  an  accessory 
to  the  occupancy  of  such  residence:  or  (b)  one  operated 
exclusively  by  an  owner  or  lessee  of  a  hotel,  motel  or 
lodging  house,  as  defined  in  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  64G.  or  a  trailer  park  to  the  extent  that  the 
parking  facility  is  provided  to  guests  or  tenants  of  such 
hotel,  motel,  lodging  house,  or  trailer  park  for  no  addi- 
tional consideration. 

"Operator,"  any  person  operating  an  off-street,  un- 
metered  parking  facility  including  but  not  limited  to  the 
owner  or  proprietor  of  such  premises,  lessee,  sublessee, 
mortgagee  in  possession,  licensee  or  any  other  person 
otherwise  operating  such  parking  facility,  and  including 
the  commonwealth  and  political  subdivisions,  agencies 
and  authorities  thereof. 

"Parking  facilities,"  any  premises  in  the  Freeze  Zone 
of  the  City  of  Boston  utilized  in  whole  or  in  part  for  the 
provisions  of  nonresidential,  unmetered,  off-street  park- 
ing for  motor  vehicles,  whether  in  a  building  or  not,  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to.  facilities  open  to  the  public 
for  a  fee  and  facilities  provided  by  and  employer  for  use 
by  customers,  employees,  or  licensees. 

"Parking  fee."  the  consideration  received,  for  the 
transfer  of  the  right  to  use  a  parking  space,  upon  an  ex- 
press or  implied  contract  or  under  a  lease  or  otherwise 
whether  or  not  separately  stated,  and  whether  or  not  paid 
provided  or  allowed  by  the  person  on  whose  behalf  the 
motor  vehicle  is  parked  or  stored  or  by  some  other  per- 
son. 

"Parking  space,"  that  portion  of  a  parking  facility  for- 
mally allocated  to  the  use  of  single  motor  vehicle. 


"Person,"  an  individual,  partnership,  trust  or  associa- 
tion, joint  stock  company,  corporation,  whether  charita- 
ble or  otherwise,  society,  club,  organization,  institution, 
estate  receiver,  trustee,  assignee,  referee  or  any  other 
person  acting  in  a  fiduciary  or  representative  capacity 
when  appointed  by  a  court  or  otherwise,  or  any  combina- 
tion of  individuals  acting  as  a  unit. 

"Transfer  of  the  right  to  use,"  that  transfer  of  rights 
which  occurs  whenever  a  motor  vehicle  enters  a  parking 
facility  for  consideration. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  not  be 
construed  to  include  parking  facilities  operated  by  the 
United  States  or  an  instrumentality  thereof. 

Section  3 .  The  City  of  Boston  may  impose  an  excise  on 
the  transfer  of  the  right  to  use  any  space  in  a  nonresiden- 
tial parking  facility.  Such  excise  shall  be  imposed  at  a 
rate  to  be  determined  by  the  City  Council,  not  to  exceed 
15  percent  of  the  parking  fee  for  each  transfer  of  the  right 
to  use  the  space. 

Section  4.  The  excise  imposed  under  this  chapter  shall 
be  paid  by  the  person  using  such  space  to  the  operator  and 
each  operator  shall  collect  from  the  person  using  the 
space  the  full  amount  of  the  excise  imposed  by  this  chap- 
ter. 

Section  5.  The  amount  of  the  excise  collected  by  the 
operator  from  the  person  using  such  parking  space  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  stated  and  charged 
separately  from  the  parking  fee  by  the  operator  at  the 
time  that  any  transfer  of  the  right  to  use  such  parking 
space  is  made. 

Section  6.  On  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  each  cal- 
endar month,  every  operator  of  a  nonresidential  parking 
facility,  in  which  the  transfer  of  the  right  to  use  any  park- 
ing space  on  which  an  excise  is  payable  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  chapter  has  occurred  during  the  preceding 
calendar  month,  shall  file  a  sworn  return  with  the 
collector-treasurer,  in  such  form  as  the  collector- 
treasurer  shall  prescribe,  giving  such  information  as  the 
collector-treasurer  shall  require  for  the  determination  of 
the  excise  imposed  by  this  chapter.  Said  excise  shall  be 
due  and  payable  on  or  before  the  due  date  of  the  return. 

Section  7.  Every  operator  shall  keep  and  preserve  suit- 
able records  of  the  number  of  such  transfers  of  the  right 
to  use  parking  spaces  and  such  other  books  and  accounts 
as  the  collector-treasurer  may  require  to  determine  the 
amount  of  the  excise  due  under  this  chapter. 

Section  8.  Any  operator  who  knowingly  fails  to  file  a 
return  as  provided  in  section  6,  or  who  knowingly  files  a 
fraudulent  return,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $500  for 
each  such  failure  or  fraudulent  return.  Delinquent  ex- 
cises shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  12  percent  per  an- 
num from  the  date  on  which  they  were  first  due  and  pay- 
able. Sums  due  the  City  of  Boston  under  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  may  be  recovered  by  the  city  in  an  action 
brought  in  the  name  of  the  collector-treasurer  and  shall 
be  deposited  into  the  Anti-Drug  Parking  Tax  Fund  estab- 
lished in  section  nine  of  this  chapter. 

Section  9.  Not  later  than  thirty  days  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  chapter,  the  collector-treasurer  shall  set  up  on 
the  books  of  the  city  a  separate  fund  entitled  the  City  of 
Boston  Anti-Drug  Parking  Tax  Fund.  Such  fund  shall  be 
maintained  as  provided  in  this  chapter  by  the  collector- 
treasurer.  All  receipts  from  the  excises  established  under 
this  chapter  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Anti-Drug  Parking 
Tax  Fund.  All  amounts  so  deposited  shall  be  used  solely 
to  pay  the  cost  of  administration  and  collection  of  said 
excises  and  to  pay  and  provide  for  the  Office  of  Drug 
Control  Policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  programs 
administered  or  coordinated  by  such  office,  so  long  as 
such  office  and  programs  exist,  under  such  appropriation 
and  supplementary  appropriation  orders  as  the  mayor 
may  submit  and  the  city  council  approve  in  accordance 
with  the  city  charter.  During  those  periods  that  the  Office 
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of  Drug  Control  Policy  and  programs  administered  or 
coordinated  by  such  office  do  not  exist,  all  receipts  from 
the  excises  established  under  this  chapter  shall  be  depos- 
ited into  the  general  fund  of  the  city. 

Section  10.  The  administration  of  this  chapter  is 
hereby  vested  in  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  all  tonus  necessary  and  proper  for  the  en- 
forcement of  this  chapter  shall  be  prescribed  and  fur- 
nished by  the  collector-treasurer.  The  collector- 
treasurer  may  prescribe  regulations  not  inconsistent  with 
law.  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
which  regulations  when  reasonably  designed  to  carry  out 
the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  provision  hereof  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  proper  interpretation  of  such 
provisions.  The  collector-treasurer  shall  furnish  the  city 
council  and  the  commissioner  of  revenue  of  the  com- 
monwealth with  a  copy  of  any  regulations  proposed  to  be 
prescribed  under  this  section  and  shall  publish  such  pro- 
posed regulation  in  the  City  Record.  Such  regulation 
shall  be  effective  twenty  days  after  the  date  of  publication 
unless  prior  thereto  the  city  council,  by  majority  vote  of 
all  its  members,  shall  vote  to  rescind  such  regulation.  All 
remedies  provided  by  chapter  sixty  of  the  General  Laws 
or  otherwise  provided  by  law  shall  be  available  to  and  are 
hereby  vested  in  the  collector-treasurer  for  the  proper 
administration  and  enforcement  of  this  chapter. 

Section  II.  This  chapter  shall  take  effect  in  the  City  of 
Boston  on  the  first  day  of  the  month  following  its  pas- 
sage.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  THE  OFFICE 
OF  DRUG  CONTROL  POLICY 

Coun.  SALERNO  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Ninety 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Office  of  Drug  Control 

Policy 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  One.  Establishment  of  the  Office  of  Drug  Con- 
trol Policy 

There  shall  be  established  in  the  City  of  Boston  the 
Office  of  Drug  Control  Policy  (the  Office).  The  Office 
shall  be  administered  by  the  Drug  Policy  Director  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  There  shall  be  estab- 
lished within  the  Office  a  Division  of  Substance  Abuse 
and  Violence  Prevention  (the  Division).  The  Director 
may  organize  the  Office  as  (s)he  deems  necessary  for  the 
successful  completion  of  the  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  the  Office. 
Section  Two.  Development  of  the  Boston  Peace  Plan 

The  Boston  Peace  Plan  (the  Plan),  a  comprehensive 
anti-drug  and  violence  plan  for  the  City  of  Boston,  shall 
be  developed  by  the  Director  in  coordination  with  the 
Boston  Peace  Council  as  established  in  Section  Six  and 
the  Inter-Departmental  Task  Force  as  established  in  Sec- 
tion Four  D.  The  Plan  shall  include  clearly  defined  goals, 
a  schedule  for  implementation  of  programs,  a  proposed 
budget  for  the  expenditure  of  funds  which  shall  be  appro- 
priated from  the  Anti-Drug  Parking  Tax  Fund  and  shall 
be  comprised  of,  but  not  limited  to,  the  following  compo- 
nents: 


A)  Substance  Abuse  and  Violence  Prevention  pro- 
grams administered  by  the  Division  including  but 
not  limited  to  the  following: 

1 .  Family  resource  centers  for  each  neighborhood 
established  and  administered  by  the  Division  to 
provide  family  support  groups,  drop-in  counsel- 
ling, and  crisis  assistance  for  families. 

2.  An  ethics  and  life  skills  curriculum  to  be  devel- 
oped in  coordination  with  the  Boston  Public 
Schools  for  grades  K  through  12.  Substance 
abuse  prevention  specialists  shall  develop  ethics 
and  life  skills  curricula  for  each  school  which 
shall  teach  students  basic  values  and  life  skills. 

3.  A  drop  out  prevention  program  to  be  developed  in 
coordination  with  the  Boston  Public  Schools 
which  will  provide  drop-out  prevention  special- 
ists to  be  located  in  middle  and  high  schools  to 
work  with  at-risk  students  and  youths  not  cur- 
rently enrolled  in  school.  Drop-out  prevention 
specialists  shall  assist  youths  in  entering  alterna- 
tive school  programs  and/or  finding  employment. 

4.  Youth  outreach  programs  which  shall  include 
providing  the  Division  of  Community  Schools 
within  the  Public  Facilities  Department  with  ad- 
ditional youth  advocates  and  peer  leaders  for  the 
youth  outreach  program  funded  through  the 
Anti-Drug  Parking  Tax  Fund. 

5.  A  community  counseling  center  to  be  established 
and  administered  by  the  Division  to  provide  pro- 
fessional counseling  to  families  and  youths  who 
are  referred  by  family  counsellors,  prevention 
specialists  or  youth  advocates. 

6.  A  prevention  on  training  program  to  be  estab- 
lished and  administered  by  the  Division  to  train 
students  and  adults  to  become  prevention  special- 
ists, family  counsellors,  youth  advocates  and  so- 
cial workers. 

B)  Law  Enforcement  Programs  including  but  not  lim- 
ited to  the  following: 

1.  Police  training  and  education  programs,  devel- 
oped in  coordination  with  the  Boston  Police  De- 
partment, expanding  police  academy  training  to 
include  courses  providing  an  economic,  socio- 
logical and  psychological  understanding  of  inner- 
city  neighborhoods  and  establishing  a  commu- 
nity internship  program  which  will  assign  cadets 
and  officers  to  six  month  internships  working  in 
communities  in  which  their  police  sector  exists. 

2.  A  hiring  plan  developed  in  coordination  with  the 
Boston  Police  Department  to  expand  the  Boston 
Police  Department  to  2,300  police  officers.  Offi- 
cers hired  above  the  number  of  officers  at  the  time 
of  passage  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  assigned  to 
those  neighborhoods  with  the  highest  levels  of 
crime. 

3.  A  sector  integrity  plan  developed  in  coordination 
with  the  Boston  Police  Department  which  shall 
consist  of  assigning  police  officers  to  the  same 
police  sector  on  the  same  work  shift  on  a  consist- 
ent basis  and  include  increased  use  of  foot  patrols. 

4.  Increased  support  for  the  Neighborhood  Crime 
Watch  Program  of  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment. 

C)  Criminal  Justice  Programs  including  but  not  limited 
to  the  following: 

1 .  A  community  reporting  center  established  in  co- 
ordination with  the  Penal  Institutions  Department 
providing  supervision,  rehabilitation,  education, 
training  and  restitution  programs  to  first  and  sec- 
ond time  non-violent  narcotic  trafficking  and  gun 
law  offenders. 

2.  A  plan  developed  in  coordination  with  the  Suffolk 
County  Sheriff  and  the  Commissioner  of  the  Pe- 
nal Institutions  Department  to  increase  prison  ca- 
pacity. 
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D)  Substance  Abuse  Treatment  Programs  including 
but  not  limited  to  the  following: 

1.  Satellite  treatment  programs,  provided  through 
the  Community  Counselling  Center,  which  will 
provide  outpatient  drug  treatment  in  community 
agencies,  churches  and  schools  in  drug  and  crime 
impacted  neighborhoods. 

2.  Increased  detoxification  and  residential  treat- 
ment, in  coordination  with  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  to  be  provided  through  ex- 
isting programs  and  specifically  targeted  to 
women,  children  and  those  assigned  to  treatment 
as  a  condition  of  their  sentence. 

E)  Housing  and  Employment  Training  Programs  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  the  following: 

1 .  A  transitional  housing  program  in  coordination 
with  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  to  support  al- 
cohol and  drug  free  housing  for  those  completing 
substance  abuse  treatment  programs. 

2.  An  evening  vocational  training  program,  devel- 
oped in  coordination  with  the  Boston  School  De- 
partment, located  at  the  Boston  School  Depart- 
ment's occupational  resource  center  to  provide 
access  to  job  training  and  counselling  to  youths 
who  have  dropped  out  of  school  and  to  adults  who 
need  vocational  training. 

3.  A  Vocational  Compact  developed  in  coordination 
with  business  and  unions  to  facilitate  the  employ- 
ment and  training  of  graduates  of  the  occupational 
resource  center. 

Section  Three.  Restrictions  on  Allocation  of  the  Anti- 
Drug  Parking  Tax  Fund. 
The  Director  ofthe  Office  of  Drug  Control  Policy  shall 
develop  the  Boston  Peace  Plan  and  its  budget  in  such  a 
way  that: 

A)  At  least  thirty  percent  (30%)  shall  be  allocated  to 
the  Division  of  Substance  Abuse  and  Violence  Pre- 
vention and  programs  which  the  Division  coordi- 
nates. 

B)  At  least  thirty  percent  (30%)  shall  be  allocated  to 
the  Boston  Police  Department  provided  that  all  ad- 
ditional officers  hired  with  these  funds  are  assigned 
according  to  the  Boston  Police  Department's  sector 
integrity  plan  and  in  those  areas  most  impacted  by 
drugs  and  violent  activity. 

Section  Four.  Submission  of  Plan 

The  Plan  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council  within  120  days  of  the  passage  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, and  thereafter  every  year,  on  the  fifteenth  of  Janu- 
ary .  The  Mayor  shall  submit  the  initial  budget  to  the  City 
Council  consistent  with  the  recommendations  contained 
in  the  Plan  within  60  days  of  receipt  of  the  Plan,  and 
thereafter  every  year  a  budget  shall  be  submitted  on  the 
second  Wednesday  in  April. 
Section  Five.  Duties  ofthe  Office 

The  duties  ofthe  Office  shall  include  the  following: 

A)  Informing  City  departments  and  agencies  of  federal 
state  and  and  City  funds  available  for  implementa- 
tion of  the  Plan. 

B)  Monitoring  progress  on  specific  goals  and  timeta- 
bles established  in  the  plan. 

C)  Issuing  an  annual  report  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  outlining  progress  made  toward  goals  de- 
fined in  the  Plan. 

D)  Establishing  a  task  force  to  be  chaired  by  the  Direc- 
tor and  comprised  ofthe  directors  ofthe  following 
City  departments: 

1 )  Boston  Housing  Authority 

2)  Community   Schools  Division  of  the   Public 
Facilities  Department 

3)  Health  ard  Hospitals  Department 

4)  Mayor's   Office   of  Jobs   and   Community 
Services 


5)  Parks  and  Recreation  Department 

6)  Penal  Institutions  Department 

7)  Police  Department 

8)  Boston  Against  Drugs 

9)  Office  of  Intergovernmental  Affairs 
10)  Office  of  Neighborhood  Services 

City  departments,  agencies,  commissions  and  offices 
shall  make  their  services  and  information  in  their  posses- 
sion reasonably  available  to  the  Director  and  his/her  staff 
for  the  purposes  of  developing,  implementing,  and  mon- 
itoring the  Plan. 

E)  Applying  for  any  and  all  state  and  federal  funds  that 
are  or  become  available  for  a  municipality  to  fund 
the  programs  detailed  in  the  Plan. 

F)  Monitoring  the  disbursement,  in  accordance  with 
this  Ordinance,  of  funds  generated  from  the  Anti- 
Drug  Parking  Tax. 

Section  Six.  Duties  ofthe  Division  of  Substance  Abuse 
and  Violence  Prevention 

The  Division  shall  coordinate  and  assist  in  the  imple- 
mentation of  all  substance  abuse  and  violence  prevention 
programs  as  described  in  Section  Two,  Subsection  A  of 
this  Ordinance  and  whatever  other  prevention  programs 
exist  or  are  established  in  the  City.  The  Division  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  promotion  of  all  substance  abuse  and 
violence  prevention  programs  described  in  Section  Two, 
Subsection  A  of  this  Ordinance. 
Section  Seven.  Creation  ofthe  Boston  Peace  Council 

There  shall  be  established  a  Boston  Peace  Council 
made  up  of  working  groups  relating  to  prevention,  law 
enforcement,  criminal  justice,  substance  abuse  treat- 
ment, and  housing  and  job  training.  Members  of  the 
Peace  Council  shall  include  participants  from  the  private 
and  public  sectors  who  have  an  interest  in  and  knowledge 
of  programs  outlined  in  Section  Two,  Subsections  A 
through  E  of  this  Ordinance.  In  addition  to  serving  on  the 
Council,  the  Mayor  shall  request  the  participantion  ofthe 
Governor,  City  Council  president.  School  Committee 
president,  and  residents  of  all  neighborhoods  in  the  City. 
The  Peace  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  in  the 
neighborhoods  to  allow  for  maximum  citizen  participa- 
tion. 
Section  Eight.  Severability 

If  any  provision  or  section  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
held  invalid,  such  provision  or  section  shall  be  consid- 
ered separately  and  apart  from  the  remaining  provisions 
or  sections  of  this  Ordinance,  which  shall  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect. 
Section  Nine.  Effective  Date 

This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

I  transmit  herewith  my  proposed  Fiscal  Year  1991 
Operating  Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
County  of  Suffolk. 

The  Fiscal  Year  1991  budget  recommends  appro- 
priations which  are  supported  by  available  revenues. 
Although  these  revenues  increase  only  2.7  percent 
over  FY90  levels,  they  are  based  upon  an  aggressive 
effort  to  enhance  the  limited  revenue  sources  availa- 
ble to  the  City.  This  effort  is  necessary  to  offset  the 
failure  of  the  Commonwealth  to  maintain  its  commit- 
ment to  provide  local  aid  as  an  essential  component 
of  municipal  financing. 

Within  the  limits  of  available  resources,  my  priori- 
ties for  the  coming  year  are  public  safety,  youth  serv- 
ices, education,  and  health  care.  This  budget  in- 
creases the  current  number  of  uniformed  police 
officers  and  maintains  the  number  of  uniformed  fire 
fighters.  The  proposed  budget  fully  funds  City  re- 
sponsibilities and  initiatives  outlined  in  the  Police  De- 
partment's recently  announced  Anti-gang  Violence 
Strategy. 

The  budget  includes  a  27  percent  increase  in  fund- 
ing for  County  correctional  facilities.  The  City  is 
bearing  this  enormous  additional  cost  despite  past 
commitments  that  the  Commonwealth  would  assume 
all  county  government  costs.  This  funding  is  essen- 
tial, however,  if  we  are  to  maintain  a  criminal  justice 
system  that  supports  the  front  line  work  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department  to  rid  our  streets  of  crime 
and  violence. 

The  Safe  Neighborhoods  Plan  I  am  announcing  to- 
day reflects  a  consensus  developed  after  extensive 
discussion  with  community  leaders  on  how  best  to 
deal  with  recent  outbreaks  of  gang  violence  in 
Boston.  A  three  part  approach  is  essential:  swift  ap- 
prehension and  punishment  for  those  who  break  the 
law;  concentration  of  all  available  resources  to  pro- 
vide healthy  role  models,  positive  alternatives,  and 
needed  educational  and  social  services  to  Boston's 
youth;  and  real  opportunities  for  economic  advance- 
ment for  our  low  income  citizens. 

This  Budget  supports  seven  youth  initiatives  out- 
lined in  the  safe  Neighborhoods  strategy,  which  in- 
cludes: 
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CITY  COUNCIL 


A  Youth  Fund  to  finance  a  wide  range  of  proposals 
including  parent  training  and  mentoring,  parent 
drop-in  centers,  drug  education  and  violence  pre- 
vention campaigns,  parent  and  teen  hot  lines,  im- 
proved coordination  of  existing  services,  and  other 
innovative  ideas  to  help  families  and  neighborhoods 
play  an  active  and  responsible  role  in  eliminating 
gang  violence. 

Increasing  by  125  the  number  of  peer  leaders  and 
adding  additional  youth  advocates  to  support  them. 
Doubling  the  number  of  street  workers  who  will 
work  directly  with  youth,  other  residents,  and  pub- 
lic and  private  organizations  to  address  the  prob- 
lems of  drugs  and  violence  at  the  neighborhood 
level. 

Extending  the  hours  of  recreation  programs  to  pro- 
vide night  time  recreational  alternatives  for  the 
City's  youth,  including  nontraditional  programs 
such  as  a  Late  Night  Basketball  League. 
Establishing  a  Youth  Development  Center  to  pro- 
vide internships  and  other  learning  opportunities  to 
nurture  young  people  as  tomorrow's  leaders. 
Funding  a  violence  prevention  program  to  work 
with  neighborhood  groups  and  organizations 
throughout  the  City  on  strategies  and  techniques  to 
reduce  violence  among  our  young  people. 
Providing  young  people  with  meaningful  work  ex- 
periences during  the  summer  months  by  fully  fund- 
ing the  summer  job  component  of  the  Boston  Youth 
Campaign.  With  support  from  the  Private  Industry 
Council,  we  will  increase  the  number  of  jobs  avail- 
able to  youth  in  the  coming  year. 

Forty-five  percent  of  all  the  additional  dollars  re- 
ceived by  the  City  in  FY91  will  go  to  the  School  De- 
partment, increasing  the  School  Department's  share 
of  total  City  revenue  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year. 
This  increase  reflects  the  City's  continuing  commit- 
ment to  providing  sound  education  which  is  the  key 
to  opportunities  for  our  young  people. 

The  physical  rebuilding  of  Boston  City  Hospital 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  continued  commitment  to 
funding  for  essential  health  care  services.  This 
budget  provides  a  $5.6  million  increase  in  the  budget 
of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals.  These 
funds  will  be  used  to  provide  additional  maternal  and 
child  health  care,  expanded  AIDS  services,  additional 
services  for  the  homeless,  and  an  expanded  violence 
prevention  program. 

In  order  to  provide  funding  for  these  critical  priori- 
ties, I  have  again  for  the  second  time  in  as  many 
years  had  to  reduce  a  great  many  departmental  ap- 
propriations. These  reductions  include  Arts  and  Hu- 
manities (-8.8%),  Business  and  Cultural  Affairs 
(-10.4%),  OBPE  (-10.8%),  Elderly  (-4.6%),  Capital 
Planning  (-2.2%),  Consumer  Affairs  (-5.6%),  Human 
Rights  (-4.0%),  Library  (-1.8%),  Licensing  Board 
(-9.8%),  Neighborhood  Services  (-4.8%),  Parks 
(-6.5%),  Policy  Office  (-11.3%),  Mayor's  Office 
(-3.4%),  Press  Office  (-10.2%),  PFD  (-8.6%),  Pub- 
lic Works  (-3.7%),  Rent  Equity  (-3.9%),  and  Retire- 
ment Board  (-6.2%).  The  City  cannot  continue  to 
tolerate  this  level  of  reductions.  Over  the  past  two 
years,  42  departments  or  divisions  have  had  their 
budgets  reduced.  We  must  continue  to  work  together 
to  advocate  for  new  recurring  revenue  sources  for 
Boston,  and  for  all  other  cities  and  towns. 

Solving  the  gang  violence  plaguing  the  streets  and 
neighborhoods  of  Boston  must  be  given  the  highest 
priority.  Within  the  tight  restrictions  of  available 
funding  I  have  directed  every  available  dollar  to  this 
objective. 

I  respectfully  submit  this  budget  proposal  to  the 


City  Council  and  look  forward  to  discussing  it  with 
you  in  the  weeks  ahead.

I  transmit  herewith  an  appropriation  order,  in  the 
amount  of  $385,000,000  for  General  School  Purposes 
for  FY91.  submitted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  as  amended  by 
Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982,  as  further  amended 
by  Chapter  701  of  the  Acts  of  1986  and  Chapter  613 
of  the  Acts  of  1987. 

This  requested  appropriation  for  the  Boston  School 
Department  represents  a  $16.2  million,  or  4.4  per- 
cent, increase  over  the  current  fiscal  fiscal  year  ap- 
propriation. When  combined  with  discretionary  reve- 
nue, this  appropriation  will  support  an  authorized 
spending  level  of  $389.8  million.  The  School  Depart- 
ment project  another  $49.7  million  will  be  available 
in  categorical  grant  funds,  for  a  total  operating 
budget  of  $439.5  million  for  FY91.  In  addition,  the 
City  of  Boston  has  committed  approximately  $165 
million  in  capital  improvements  for  school  facilities. 

Despite  the  fiscal  difficulties  facing  the  City,  pro- 
viding quality  education  to  the  children  of  Boston 
will  remain  of  the  highest  priority  to  this  Administra- 
tion. The  School  Department  will  receive  an  in- 
creased share  of  total  City  revenue  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  year.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  proposed 
supplemental  appropriation  in  the  amount  of 
$4,000,000  to  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospi- 
tals, and  $4,850,000  to  the  Health  Benefits  and  In- 
surance Division  of  the  Administrative  Services  de- 
partment. 

The  supplemental  appropriation  to  the  Health  Bene- 
fits and  Insurance  Division  will  offset  increases  in 
the  cost  of  the  City's  contribution  for  employee 
health  benefits.  The  appropriation  covers  costs  attrib- 
utable to  all  retired  City  and  County  employees.  An 
unusually  high  number  of  School  Department  and 
Health  and  Hospital  employees  retired  at  the  end  of 
FY89  due  to  the  early  retirement  incentives.  Informa- 
tion on  the  number  of  employees  taking  advantage  of 
this  program  was  not  available  until  after  the  FY90 
budget  had  been  approved. 

In  addition,  utilization  reports  that  would  have  pro- 
vided specific  data  on  the  additional  costs  resulting 
from  benefits  recently  mandated  by  state  legislation 
were  not  available  at  the  time  the  FY90  appropriation 
request  was  prepared. 

Rapid  increases  in  employee  health  benefits  due  to 
higher  health  care  costs  are  raising  compensation 
costs  for  all  public  and  private  employers.  I  am  es- 
tablishing an  internal  Insurance  Review  Committee  to 
throughly  examine  additional  steps  which  the  City 
might  take  to  limit  its  future  cost  increases. 

I  am  requesting  that  $4,000,000  be  appropriated  to 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  to  offset  in- 
creased costs  of  physicians  and  medical  supplies  as 
the  result  of  growth  in  the  number  of  OB/GYN,  pe- 
diatrics, and  AIDS  patients.  While  patient  services  in 
each  of  these  areas  has  grown,  BCH's  assumption  of 
AZT  treatment  cost,  coupled  with  the  increased  num- 
ber of  AIDS  patients,  has  proved  particularly  expen- 
sive. 

In  addition,  workers  compensation  costs  in  the 
Health  and  Hospitals  Department  have  been  unex- 
pectedly high  in  the  current  year.  Much  of  this  in- 
crease is  due  to  efforts  to  resolve  long  standing  cases 
and  should  be  effectively  a  one  time  expense. 

Funding  to  support  this  supplemental  request 
comes  from  several  sources:  $6,163,000  from  the 
City's  budgetary  fund  balance;  $982,400  in  increased 
FY90  "paid  detail"  administrative  charges;  increased 
FY90  settlement  revenues  of  approximately  $587,000; 
and  $1,117,600  in  increased  FY90  state  reinburse- 
ments  for  teacher  pension  payments  and  workers 
compensation  cost-of-living  increases  paid  by  the 
City.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  ordinance 
related  to  increasing  various  fees,  fines,  and  charges 
issued  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  City  Council  last  considered  a  general  package 
of  fee,  fine,  and  charge  increases  in  the  spring  of 
1985,  although  some  fine  amounts  addressed  in  this 
ordinance  have  not  been  increased  for  more  than 
seven  years.  Periodic  review  and  necessary  updates  in 
fees,  fines,  and  charges  ensure  that: 

fees  and  license  charges  more  clearly  reflect  the 

cost  associated  with  providing  the  related  service; 

and 

fine  amounts  maintain  their  deterrent  effect. 

This  submission  also  tightens  language  to  more 
clearly  impose  penalties  for  failure  to  obtain  certain 
permits,  and  corrects  minor  inconsistencies  in  some 
ordinances. 

These  proposals  reflect  the  results  of  an  extensive 
review  of  a  broad  range  of  fees,  fines,  and  charges 
conducted  during  the  past  six  months  by  the  Office 
of  Budget  and  Program  Evaluation,  the  Law  Depart- 
ment, and  the  City  agencies  responsible  for  the  ad- 
ministration and  collection  of  the  various  specific 
charges.  The  process  included  a  review  of  current 
costs  of  providing  service,  and  current  fees  and 
charges.  Increased  fees  in  this  proposed  ordinance 
have  been  recommended  where  revenues  no  longer 
support  costs. 

In  the  case  of  fine  increases  related  to  parking  vio- 
lations, the  Commissioner  of  transportation  finds  that 
current  fine  levels  are  no  longer  an  effective  mecha- 
nism for  deterring  illegal  parking. 

Increased  charges  for  municipal  lien  certificates  are 
supported  by  a  schedule  of  increases  outlined  in  state 
statute. 

In  the  accompanying  supporting  materials  which 
are  organized  on  a  departmental  basis,  you  will  find 
the  relevant  sections  of  the  proposed  ordinance,  a  de- 
scription of  the  proposed  changes,  the  costs  associ- 
ated with  providing  the  service  (in  the  case  of  fees 
and  licenses),  and  the  fiscal  impact  of  the  proposed 
increases. 

Without  adoption  of  this  proposed  ordinance,  total 
departmental  revenues  would  decline  by  $15.3  mil- 
lion in  FY91.  This  ordinance  will  increase  depart- 
mental revenues  by  $10.2  million.  However,  total  de- 
partmental revenues  will  still  decline  by  $5.1  million 
in  the  coming  year. 


This  ordinance  represents  a  9.86  percent  increase 
in  the  revenues  currently  generated  by  the  fees  and 
charges  included  in  this  package.  Since  1985  when 
the  Council  last  considered  a  comprehensive  package 
of  increases,  the  CPI-U  for  Boston  has  increased 
21.5  percent  due  to  inflation.  Most  observers  believe 
inflationary  pressures  on  municipal  governments  are 
greater  than  in  the  economy  as  a  whole. 

In  a  period  of  limited  resources,  the  City  must  pru- 
dently manage  all  aspects  of  its  operations,  including 
maintaining  and  appropriately  expanding  recurring 
revenue  sources.  I  urge  your  approval  of  this  pack- 
age.

Whereas,  Statistics  compiled  by  the  Bureau  of 
Communicable  Disease  Control  of  the  Publie  Health 
Department  document  rapidly  rising  rates  of  sexually 
transmitted  diseases  among  Boston  teenagers;  and 

Whereas.  The  Bureau  reports  that  in  1989,  the  rate 
of  infection  for  gonorrhea  among  teenagers  in  Boston 
was  903.7  per  100.000,  up  from  770.4  in  1988  and 
the  rate  of  infection  for  chlamydia,  which  can  lead  to 
pelvic  inflammatory  disease  and  infertility,  was  1.062 
per  100,000,  up  from  821.7  in  1988;  and 

Whereas,  A  study  made  public  yesterday  by  state- 
Public  Health  Commissioner  David  Mulligan  and 
Secretary  of  Human  Services  Philip  Johnston  docu- 
ments the  increase  in  the  rate  of  STDs  and  an  ex- 
traordinary differentials  in  the  rate  of  infection  of 
white,  black,  and  Hispanic  teenagers;  and 

Whereas,  Health  officials  say  these  statistics  indi- 
cate groups  at  risk  of  contracting  human  immunodefi- 
ciency virus  (HIV),  which  causes  AIDS;  and 

Whereas,  The  study  concludes  that  teenagers  ac- 
count for  more  than  25  percent  of  the  annually  re- 
ported eases  of  sexually  transmitted  diseases,  that  one 
out  of  seven  teenagers  in  Massachusetts  contracts  a 
sexually  transmitted  disease  every  year,  that  the  aver- 
age age  of  first  intercourse  is  16,  but  the  age  is 
lower  in  Boston  than  for  teenagers  statewide,  and  that 
among  sexually  active  teenagers,  69  percent  reported 
never  using  condoms  or  using  them  inconsistently; 
Now  Therefore  Be  It 


Ordered.  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Health 
hold  a  hearing  to  investigate  the  increasing  rate  of 
sexually  transmitted  diseases  among  teenagers  and  the 
extraordinary  differentials  in  the  rate  of  infection 
among  white,  black,  and  Hispanic  teenagers.

DISAPPROVING  ORDER  ACCEPTING  PROVI- 
SIONS OF  SECTION  40  OF  CHAPTER  653  OF 
ACTS  OF  1989

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
March  28,  1990,  accepting  the  provisions  of  section  40, 
chapter  653  of  the  Acts  of  1989.  My  reasons  for  disap- 
proval are  several. 

This  measure  would,  in  effect,  establish  two  property 
assessment  dates.  As  such,  it  would  destroy  the  concept 
of  a  uniform  assessment  date  currently  practiced 
throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Notwithstanding  pas- 
sage by  the  General  Court,  I  am  advised  that  there  is  a 
serious  legal  doubt  about  the  constitutional  validity  of 
such  a  "related-back"  assessment  scheme.  Acceptance 
of  this  proposed  practice  would  open  cities  and  towns  to 
pressure,  influence  and  threats  by  large  property  owners 
who  have  the  resources  to  contest  the  validity  of  the  stat- 
ute. 

Adoption  of  this  measure  would  also  penalize  new 
construction  by  creating  an  incentive  for  private  devel- 
opers to  relocate  their  developments  to  other  jurisdic- 
tions at  a  time  when  construction  employment  in  Boston 
has  slowed  significantly.  This  is  a  risk  the  people  of 
Boston  can  ill-afford. 

Furthermore,  if  adopted,  the  provision  will  cause  in- 
creased assessment  administrative  costs  associated  with 
valuing  something  which  was  not  in  existence  on  the  re- 
quired assessment  date.  Construction  work  in  progress 
especially  will  require  a  site  visit  and  documentation  to 
inventory  and  value  "new  construction"  as  of  January 
1st,  and  a  second  site  visit  to  document  status  as  of  June 
30th. 

In  sum,  adoption  of  this  measure  potentially  jeopard- 
izes the  entire  property  tax  commitment  of  the  City  of 
Boston  for  FY  1991  by  exposing  the  revenues  of  the  City 
to  taxpayer  legal  challenge,  imposes  substantial  new  ad- 
ministrative costs  on  the  City,  and  creates  a  disincentive 
for  developers  of  new  construction.

1  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
March  28,  1990.  accepting  the  provisions  of  section  57C 
of  chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws  which  authorizes,  at 
local  option,  a  quarterly  tax  billing  system  for  FY  1991 . 

An  analysis  conducted  by  the  Collector-Treasurer  and 
the  Commissioner  of  Assessing  indicates  that  the  bene- 
fits derived  from  quarterly  tax  billing  are  highly  uncer- 
tain. 

First,  the  amount  of  additional  net  revenue  resulting 
from  adoption  of  this  bill  is  unclear.  The  City  presently 
enjoys  a  net  levy  collection  rate  of  99  percent,  an 
achievement  viewed  very  favorably  by  bond  rating  agen- 
cies. Any  proposal  to  alter  the  administration  of  such  a 
successful  collection  system  necessarily  demands  care- 
ful and  deliberate  scrutiny.  For  example,  a  mere  half  per- 
cent drop  in  the  collection  rate  could  negate  any  alleged 
revenue  benefit  potentially  accruing  to  the  City. 

Importantly,  unwanted  taxpayer  confusion  would 
result  from  hasty  adoption  of  this  measure  as  well.  Be- 
cause there  would  be  two  estimated  tax  bills  before  a 
certified  tax  bill  in  January,  many  would  be  confused 
about  when  to  file  an  abatement  application.  Elderly  tax- 
payers would  run  the  risk  of  incurring  interest  for  missed 
or  late  payments,  thereby  jeopardizing  any  appeal  to  the 
Appellate  Tax  Board. 

Adoption  of  a  quarterly  billing  cycle  would  also  im- 
pose new  one-time  and  recurring  administrative  costs 
upon  the  City.  Given  the  uncertainty  of  the  revenue  bene- 
fits of  this  proposal,  the  City  can  ill-afford  the  offsetting 
impact  of  additional  expenses. 

The  City  of  Boston  should  not  bind  itself  financially 
and  administratively  to  a  measure  of  this  magnitude 
without  full  and  careful  review,  including  an  advertised 
public  hearing.  Once  enacted,  acceptance  of  such  a  pro- 
vision may  not  be  rescinded  for  three  years.  In  addition, 
there  is  an  alternative  proposal  before  the  General  Court 
calling  for  the  current  semi-annual  tax  billing  dates  to  be 
advanced  in  the  fiscal  year.  I  have  instructed  the  City's 
Assessor  and  Collector-Treasurer  to  monitor  the  pro- 
gress of  the  proposed  "early  billing"  legislation  in  the 
coming  months.  This  thoughtful  consideration  of  options 
is  critical  before  the  City  commits  itself  to  a  new  billing 
schedule.  For  the  above  mentioned  reasons,  I  must  veto 
this  order.

Whereas.  During  the  recent  seven  month  excavation 
of  Huntington  Avenue  as  part  of  an  extensive  project 
which  involved  the  Commonwealth,  the  City,  Boston 
Edison  and  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission,  the  con- 
tractors physically  isolated  a  small  one-room  store  so  ex- 
tensively that  distributors  were  unable  to  deliver  supplies 
to  the  store  and  customers,  many  of  whom  were  elderly, 
were  discouraged  from  patronizing  the  store;  and 

Whereas,  The  store,  which  was  the  sole  source  of  in- 
come for  its  owner  and  her  children  for  the  past  eleven 
years,  has  been  driven  out  of  business  by  these  problems; 
and 

Whereas,  Several  other  businesses  on  Huntington  Av- 
enue suffered  similar  damage  during  this  construction 
project;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  evident  that  the  "improvements"  to 
Huntington  Avenue  were  undertaken  without  a  plan  for 
minimizing  the  disruption  and  damage  the  project  would 
cause  to  abutting  businesses  and  property  owners;  and 

Whereas,  Similar  problems  will  occur  on  a  much 
grander  scale  in  connection  with  the  depression  of  the 
Central  Artery,  unless  we  ensure  otherwise;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  cannot  afford  the  unnecessary  loss 
of  jobs  and  revenues,  and  the  damage  to  small  businesses 
which  result  from  such  poorly  planned  activities  on  its 
streets  and  sidewalks;  and 

Whereas,  Consultations  with  the  Commonwealth's 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  with  contractors  have 
failed  to  resolve  the  difficulties  to  our  satisfaction;  and 

Whereas,  We  have  a  responsibility  to  ensure  that  ac- 
tivities undertaken  to  improve  the  streets  and  other  pub- 


lic ways  ot  the  City  are  done  in  a  way  that  minimizes 
hardship  to  abutters  and  businesses  in  the  area,  and 
which  indemnifies  any  small  businesses  which  are  dam- 
aged as  a  result  of  such  projects;  now  therefore 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

SECTION  ONE.  DEFINITIONS. 

When  used  in  this  ordinance: 

A.  "Major  road  construction  project"  shall  mean  a 
construction  project  involving  a  street  or  other  roadway 
within  the  City  which  is  expected  to  continue  in  excess  of 
six  months  and  to  cost  more  than  one  million  dollars  to 
complete; 

B.  "Affected  area"  shall  mean  the  immediate  area  dis- 
rupted by  a  major  road  construction  project,  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Transportation  Department; 

C.  "Small  business"  shall  mean  a  business  which  1) 
has  fewer  than  twenty  full  and  part-time  employees,  and 
2)  had  a  yearly  sales  volume  of  less  than  one  million  dol- 
lars during  its  most  recent  fiscal  year;  and 

D.  "Completion  of  a  major  construction  project" 
shall  mean  the  date  on  which  the  Transportation  Depart- 
ment accepts  the  project  as  finished. 

SECTION  TWO.  DISRUPTION  MITIGATION  PLAN 
The  plans  for  all  major  road  construction  projects  shall 
include  a  plan  for  minimizing  the  disruption  to  be  caused 
to  both  small  businesses  and  residents  within  the  affected 
area.  The  types  of  disruption  which  must  be  minimized 
shall  include,  but  shall  not  be  limited  to,  disruption  in  the 
flow  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian  traffic,  loss  of  parking, 
interruption  of  utilities,  storage  of  construction  equip- 
ment, noise  and  dust,  rodent  infestations,  deliveries  to 
the  construction  site  and  to  small  businesses,  and  damage 
to  landscaping.  This  disruption  mitigation  plan  must  be 
approved  by  the  Transportation  Department  prior  to  the 
start  of  construction.  No  officer  in  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment issuing  a  building  permit,  street  occupancy  permit 
or  any  other  permit  necessary  for  a  major  road  construc- 
tion project  shall  issue  such  a  permit  until  the  Transporta- 
tion Department  has  approved  that  project's  disruption 
mitigation  plan.  In  addition,  no  officer  authorized  to  en- 
ter into  any  contract  for  conducting  any  part  of  a  major 
road  construction  project  on  any  street,  roadway  or  other 
land  owned  by  the  City  or  any  of  its  agencies  shall  enter 
into  such  a  contract  unless  that  contract  incorporates  the 
provisions  of  the  disruption  mitigation  plan  approved  by 
the  Transportation  Department. 

SECTION  THREE.  DISRUPTION  IMPACT  FUND. 

A.  All  individuals,  developers  and  general  contractors 
performing  any  part  of  a  major  road  construction  project 
shall  set  aside  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
of  the  expected  total  cost  of  the  road  construction  work 
they  are  performing  as  a  contingency  fund  for  the  reim- 
bursement of  damages  to  small  businesses  caused  by  dis- 
ruption due  to  the  project.  This  disruption  impact  fund 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  Public  Facilities  Department 
prior  to  the  start  of  construction.  No  street  occupation 
permit  or  other  permit  issued  by  any  officer  in  charge  of  a 
department  with  respect  to  a  major  road  construction 
project  shall  be  valid  if  the  disruption  impact  fund  is  not 
on  deposit  with  the  Public  Facilities  Department. 

B.  If  a  small  business  within  the  affected  area: 

1)  suffers  a  decline  in  its  gross  receipts  equal  to  or 
greater  than  twenty  percent  for  any  period  of  sixty  con- 
secutive days  during  the  course  of  construction  work 
and 

2)  that  decline  can  be  reasonably  attributed  to  the 
disruption  caused  by  the  major  road  construction  proj- 
ect, then  that  small  business  is  eligible  for  reimburse- 
ment from  the  disruptive  impact  fund  in  an  amount 
equal  to  the  direct  and  incidental  damage  to  its  business 
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which  is  reasonably  attributable  to  the  disruption 
caused  by  the  project.  Compliance  with  the  disruption 
mitigation  plan  by  those  parties  performing  the  con- 
struction work  in  no  way  affect  any  small  business's 
eligibility  for  reimbursements  from  the  disruption  im- 
pact fund.  For  the  purposes  of  determining  a  decline  in 
gross  receipts,  gross  receipts  for  the  relevant  sixty-day 
period  shall  be  compared  with  the  average  of  the  small 
business's  gross  receipts  for  the  same  sixty-day  period 
in  the  previous  two  fiscal  years. 

C.  The  Public  Facilities  Department  shall  administer 
the  disruption  impact  fund.  However,  eligibility  for  re- 
imbursements from  the  disruption  impact  fund  shall  not 
be  determined  by  the  Public  Facilities  Department. 
Rather,  eligibility  for  the  reimbursements  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  arbitration,  in  accordance  with  the  Commer- 
cial Arbitration  Rules  of  the  American  Arbitration  Asso- 
ciation. 

D.  The  Public  Facilities  Department  shall  prepare  and 
distribute  application  forms  for  small  businesses  to  use  to 
document  their  claims.  Small  businesses  shall  return 
completed  applications  to  the  Public  Facilities  Depart- 
ment. Upon  receiving  a  completed  application  from  a 
small  business,  the  Public  Facilities  Department  1 )  shall 
notify  the  individuals,  developers  or  general  contractors 
responsible  for  depositing  the  project's  disruption  im- 
pact fund  of  the  small  business's  claim,  and  2)  shall  refer 
the  small  business's  claim  to  the  American  Arbitration 
Association  for  arbitration.  The  American  Arbitration 
Association  shall  appoint  an  arbitrator  to  hear  the  small 
business's  claim.  Fees  due  for  arbitration,  including 
compensation  of  the  arbitrator  at  the  rate  of  three  hun- 
dred dollars  per  day,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  out  of  the  disruption  impact  fund. 

E.  The  Public  Facilities  Department  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  disbursing  the  reimbursement  from  the  disruption 
impact  fund  to  those  small  businesses  the  arbitrator  de- 
termines to  be  eligible.  The  individuals,  developers  or 
general  contractors  responsible  for  initially  depositing 
the  disruption  impact  fund  for  the  project  shall  reimburse 
the  disruption  fund  for  all  disbursements  made  from  the 
fund  to  small  businesses  and  for  all  disbursements  made 
to  pay  the  fees  for  the  arbitration.  No  street  occupation 
permit  or  other  permit  issued  by  any  officer  in  charge  of  a 
department  with  respect  to  a  major  road  construction 
project  shall  be  valid  if  the  disruption  impact  fund  is  not 
regularly  replenished  after  the  Public  Facilities  Depart- 
ment makes  disbursements  from  the  fund. 

F.  Small  businesses  may  apply  to  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  for  reimbursements  from  the  disruption  im- 
pact fund  as  soon  as  they  believe  they  meet  the  eligibility 
criteria,  but  they  must  apply  no  later  than  thirty  days  af- 
ter completion  of  the  major  road  construction  project. 
Small  businesses  may  make  successive  reimbursement 
applicants  during  the  course  of  the  construction  work  if 
the  small  business  continues  to  suffer  qualifying  declines 
in  business. 

G.  AH  applicants  for  reimbursements  from  the  disrup- 
tion impact  fund  are  subject  to  a  review  by  the  Arson 
Prevention  Commission,  Rent  Equity  Board,  Human 
Rights  Commission  and  Fair  Housing  Commission. 
When  the  Public  Facilities  Department  refers  a  small  bu- 
siness's claim  to  arbitration,  it  shall  also  inform  the  Ar- 
son Prevention  Commission,  Rent  Equity  Board,  Human 
Rights  Commission  and  Fair  Housing  Commission.  If 
these  reviews  produce  findings  judged  by  the  Public  Fa- 
cilities Department,  in  its  sole  discretion,  to  be  adverse, 
then  the  Public  Facilities  Department  shall  not  make  any 
reimbursements  to  that  applicant  from  te  disruption  im- 
pact fund  and  that  applicant  shall  be  deemed  ineligible 
for  any  reimbursements. 

H.  When  ninety  days  have  passed  after  the  completion 
of  a  major  road  construction  project  and  all  outstanding 
claims  for  reimbursement  made  to  the  Public  Facilities 


Department  have  been  finally  resolved,  the  Public 
Works  Department  shall  return  any  funds  remaining  in 
the  disruption  impact  fund  to  the  individual,  developer  or 
general  contractor  who  originally  deposited  those  funds 
with  the  Public  Facilities  Department. 

SECTION  FOUR.  SEVERABILITY. 

If  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  holds  any  provi- 
sion or  section  of  this  ordinance  to  be  unconstitutional  or 
otherwise  invalid,  that  decision  shall  in  no  way  affect  or 
impair  the  other  provisions  and  sections. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  MENINO  moved  that  the  ordinance  be 
amended  in  Section  Three,  subsection  (D),  by  striking 
clause  2  and  substituting  therefor  the  following  new 
clause:  "shall  refer  the  small  business's  claims  for  ap- 
propriate arbitration".

Whereas,  In  addition,  those  taxpayers  who  are  less  so- 
phisticated in  legal  matters  have  no  way  of  knowing  they 
are  entitled  to  interest,  and,  as  result  are  cheated  of  it, 
therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Collector-Treasurer  be,  and  hereby

MANAGEMENT  PROGRAM

AN    ORDINANCE    ESTABLISHING    A    SOLID 

WASTE  MANAGEMENT  PROGRAM  FOR  THE 

CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Recycling  the  maximum  volume  of  residen- 
tial solid  waste  is  an  integral  component  of  the  City  of 
Boston's  solid  waste  management  strategy;  and 

Whereas,  The  reduction,  reuse  and  recycling  of  solid 
waste  is  a  cost-effective  and  environmentally  sound  ap- 
proach to  solid  waste  disposal;  and 

Whereas.  Section  5  of  chapter  584  of  the  Act  of  1987 
requires  communities  to  pass  recycling  ordinances  in  or- 
der to  participate  in  the  Massachusetts  Regional  Recy- 
cling Program;  and 

Whereas.  The  Massachusetts  Regional  Recycling  Pro- 
gram requires  source  separation  and  municipal  collec- 
tion of  recyclables,  processing  of  the  recyclables  at  a 
state-owned  Materials  Recovery  Facility,  and  the  mar- 
keting of  recyclables  by  a  private  operator;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Regional  Recyling  Pro- 
gram provides  grants  to  participating  communities  for 
land  acquisition  and  construction  of  a  Materials  Recov- 
ery Facility,  public  education,  set  out  containers,  and 
collection  vehicles;  and 

Whereas,  conventional  methods  of  solid  waste  dis- 
posal such  as  landfilling  and  mass  burn  incineration  cre- 
ate hazards  to  public  health,  cause  pollution  of  air  and 
water  resources,  constitute  a  waste  of  natural  resources, 
have  an  adverse  effect  on  land  values,  and  create  public 
nuisances;  and. 

Whereas,  removing  certain  materials  from  the  solid 
waste  stream  will  decrease  the  flow  of  wastes  to  such 
disposal  facilities,  aid  in  the  conservation  and  recovery 
of  valuable  resources,  conserve  energy  in  the  manufac- 
turing process,  and  increase  the  supply  of  reusable  raw 
materials  for  industry;  and. 

Whereas,  technology  and  methods  now  exist  to  dis- 
pose of  solid  wastes  and  recover  resources  with  com- 
mensurate environmental  and  economic  benefits;  and, 

Whereas,  the  City  of  Boston  may  most  appropriately 
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demonstrate  its  long-term  commitment  to  proper  solid 
waste  management  and  help  assure  the  growth  of  mar- 
kets for  products  containing  recycled  materials  by  in- 
creasing the  purchase  of  such  products;  and. 

Whereas,  the  Council  wishes  to  increase,  to  the  maxi- 
mum extent  feasible,  the  percentage  of  the  total  solid 
waste  stream  that  is  reused,  composted,  recycled  or  oth- 
erwise processed  through  methods  other  than  landfilling 
and  mass  burn  incineration;  now,  therefore,  be  it  or- 
dained by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

SECTION  ONE.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this  ordi- 
nance, unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  follow- 
ing terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  "Aluminum":  any  can  container,  foil  wrapping  or 
product  composed  of  aluminum. 

(b)  "City":  the  City  of  Boston. 

(c)  "Commissioner":  the  Commissioner  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  or  his  designee. 

(d)  "Department":  the  Public  Works  Department  of 
the  City  of  Boston. 

(e)  "Glass  container":  any  bottle,  jar  or  container 
composed  of  glass. 

(0  "Metal  can":  any  container  composed  of  metal, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  such  container  com- 
monly used  for  beverages  and  food. 

(g)  "Paper":  any  non-soiled  paper,  including,  but  not 
limited  to.  newspaper,  mixed  paper,  and  corrugated 
cardboard. 

(h)  "Plastic  container":  any  bottle,  carton,  lid  or  tube 
composed  of  rigid  plastic. 

(i)  "Recyclables":  refuse  material  which  the  Com- 
missioner determines  can  be  recycled,  including,  but  not 
limited  to:  aluminum,  glass  containers,  metal  cans,  pa- 
per, plastic  containers  and  yard  waste. 

(j)  "Recycling":  any  process  by  which  refuse  material 
which  would  otherwise  become  solid  waste  are  col- 
lected, separated  or  processed  and  returned  to  the  eco- 
nomic mainstream  in  the  form  of  raw  material. 

(k)  "Residential  owner":  a  person  who  owns  or  is  in 
control  of  residential  permises. 

(1)  "Residential  premises":  any  house,  building  or 
other  structure  used  for  dwelling  purposes. 

(m)  "Set  out  container":  any  container  composed  of 
weatherproof,  insect-proof  and  rodent  proof  material 
such  as  plastic  or  metal  as  defined  by  the  Commissioner. 

(n)  "Yard  waste":  grass,  leaves,  tree  and  brush  cut- 
tings and  similar  material. 

SECTION  TWO.  Separation  and  Collection. 

(a)  On  a  schedule  to  be  determined  by  the  Commis- 
sioner, residential  owners  of  residential  premises  desig- 
nated by  the  Commissioner  shall  separate  recyclables 
from  all  other  refuse  that  they  deposit  at  the  curb  or  other 
pick-up  locations  for  collection  and  shall  place  said  recy- 
clables in  set  out  containers  for  collection. 

(b)  On  a  schedule  to  be  determined  by  the  Commis- 
sioner, the  Department  shall  collect  all  recyclables  de- 
posited as  herein  provided. 

(c)  The  Commissioner  may  develop  and  implement  al- 
ternative recycling  programs  for  residential  premises 
where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioner,  acurbside 
collection  program  is  not  feasible. 

(d)  The  Commissioner  may  adopt  rules  and  regula- 
tions related  to  this  ordinance  and  the  enforcement 
thereof. 

SECTION  THREE.  Enforcement. 

(a)  A  residential  owner  who  participates  in  the  City's 
recycling  program  and  places  non-recyclable  materials 
in  set  out  containers  for  collection  shall  receive  two  writ- 
ten warnings  before  the  City  may  discontinue  its  pick  up 
of  said  owner's  recyclables.  When  a  residential  owner 
demonstrates  compliance  with  this  ordinance  to  the 
Commissioner  by  placing  only  recyclable  materials  in 


set  out  containers,  the  City  shall  resume  collection  ot 
said  owner's  recyclables. 

(b)  Any  person  other  than  a  person  authorized  by  the 
Commissioner  who  collects  recyclables  for  profit  shall 
be  fined  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00).  Each  such  unau- 
thorized collection  at  a  residential  premises  shall  consti- 
tute a  separate  violation  of  this  ordinance.  The  Environ- 
mental Ordinance  Enforcement  Unit  of  the  Public 
Facilities  Department  shall  enforce  this  section  in  ac- 
cordance with  G.L.  c.  40,  s.  21D. 

(c)  The  Commissioner  may  develop  alternative  en- 
forcement actions  and  public  education  programs  where, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioner,  such  action  is  ap- 
propriate. 

SECTION  FOUR.  Limitations  on  Requests  for  Pro- 
posals and  Contracts  Between  the  City  of  Boston  and 
Waste  Management  Companies. 

(a)  The  Commissioner  shall  prepare  a  model  request 
for  proposals  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  which  shall  man- 
date that  at  least  thirty  percent  of  all  trash  collected  by 
any  company  contracted  to  remove  the  city's  trash  shall 
be  recycled  by  that  company  and  bids  received  for  re- 
moval of  city  trash  pursuant  to  such  request  for  proposal 
shall  go  to  that  company  which  guarantees  the  largest 
percent  by  weight  of  recycling,  provided  the  bid  amount 
is  not  greater  than  twenty  percent  of  the  next  lowest  bid- 
der. 

(b)  Any  company  contracted  to  remove  city  trash  shall 
at  a  minimum  arrange  for  the  recycling  of  aluminum, 
glass,  paper,  plastic  containers,  metal  cans,  glass  con- 
tainers, and  the  composting  of  yard  waste  through  meth- 
ods approved  by  the  commissioner. 

SECTION  FIVE.  Incentive  to  Recycling. 

(a)  The  Commissioner  shall  create  an  incentive  pro- 
gram for  participation  in  the  recyling  program,  including 
but  not  limited  to  a  "trash  lottery"  in  which  individuals 
or  neighborhoods  as  defined  by  the  Commissioner  are 
awarded  cash  prize  or  other  awards  for  correctly  separat- 
ing trash  in  accordance  with  the  recycling  program's 
needs  as  defined  by  the  Commissioner. 
SECTION  SIX.  Reporting  Requirements. 

(a)  Pursuant  to  this  Ordinance,  the  Commissioner  shall 
prepare  an  analysis  of  the  recycling  program  including 
but  not  limited  to  rates  of  participation  and  volume  and 
weight  of  the  waste  stream  successfully  recycled  if  such 
information  can  be  reasonably  collected,  such  analysis  to 
be  submitted  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  within  18 
months  of  the  beginning  of  the  citywide  recycling  effort. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  shall  prepare  proposals  for  in- 
creasing participation  in  the  recycling  program  and  shall 
include  an  analysis  of  the  merits  of  user  fees,  mandating 
participation  and  any  sanctions  which  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Commissioner  need  be  considered  to  effectuate  the 
intentions  of  this  ordinance. 

SECTION  SEVEN.  Hazardous  Waste  Requirements. 

(a)  The  Commissioner  shall  prepare  a  list  of  products 
which  are  hazardous  to  the  environment,  which  are  non- 
biodegradable and  which  are  sold  in  one  form  or  another 
in  retail  outlets  within  the  city.  The  Commissioner  shall 
notify  such  retail  outlets  that  by  1993  such  products  shall 
not  be  sold,  nor  products  containing  such  products  may

As  you  know,  in  March  of  each  even-numbered  year, 
the  Board's  mandate  is  to  "study  the  adequacy  of  all  sala- 
ries of  city  officers  whose  compensation  is  set  by  ordi- 
nance." 

The  Board  met  a  number  of  times  and  reviewed  com- 
pensation levels  of  management  positions  cited  in  the 
code  under  Ordinance  5.  section  105.  The  Board  also 
reviewed  and  compared  the  responsibilities  of  members 
of  The  Boston  Zoning  Commission  with  comparable 
government  bodies. 

In  making  our  recommendations  to  you.  of  course,  the 
Board  is  mindful  of  the  City's  fiscal  constraints  brought 
about  by  the  Commonwealth's  year-long  financial  crisis, 
especially  the  impact  of  cuts  in  local  aid.  Notwithstand- 
ing that,  it  is  important  to  point  out  that  competitive  exec- 
utive compensation  policies  promote  efficiency  and  high 
standards  among  public  officials.  Indeed,  the  Board  be- 
lieves public  sector  managment  must  be  every  bit  as  ef- 
fective and  efficient  as  the  private  sector.  As  well,  com- 
pensation rates  are  certainly  one  of  the  key  tools  you  may 
use.  as  chief  executive  officer,  to  attract,  retain,  and  mo- 
tivate managers  who  can  live  up  to  the  high  standards  you 
set  for  public  service.

THE  BOSTON  COMPARABLE 
WORTH  COMMISSION 

The  Boston  Comparable  Worth  Commission  was  es- 
tablished by  ordinance  adopted  by  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil and  approved  by  Mayor  Elynn  on  February  13,  1987. 
This  commission  is  empowered  to  conduct  a  study  to  in- 
vestigate, hold  hearings,  take  testimony,  research  and 
report  the  feasibility  of  implementing  a  pay  equity  plan 
for  the  City  of  Boston  and  its  employees  and  job  posi- 
tions. 

The  Supervisor  of  Personnel  is  coordinating  the  work 
of  both  commissions  throughout  the  study. 

BACKGROUND 

Proper  compensation  of  elected  and  appointed  offi- 
cials, senior  managers,  and  members  of  boards  and  com- 
missions is  a  continuing  concern  to  the  general  public. 

Public  sector  management  must  be  as  effective  as  that 
in  the  private  sector.  Salaries  of  public  officials  and  em- 
ployees must  be  competitive  with  the  private  sector  to 
attract  competent  and  highly  motivated  persons  to  the 
public  service,  and  encourage  the  retention  in  that  serv- 
ice. Retention  is  no  less  important  than  attracting  well- 
qualified  persons  to  public  employment  as  continuity  of 
knowledgeable,  experienced  and  well-informed  leader- 
ship promotes  the  delivery  of  efficient,  continuously 
well-planned,  services  to  the  tax-payers  and  the  general 
public. 

Inadequate  compensation  levels  will  not  attract  the 
kind  of  officials  and  employees  the  public  demands. 
Good  salary  practices  will  encourage  participation  of  cit- 
izens from  all  walks  ol  life  and  will  further  serve  to  make 
government  truly  representative  of  those  it  seeks  to 
serve. 

City  government  is  not  a  simple  task.  The  City's  $1.3 
billion  dollar  operating  budget  may  be  compared  finan- 
cially to  private  corporations.  There  are  nearly  twenty 
thousand  employees  working  for  the  city;  services  pro- 
vided by  Boston  range  from  health,  fire  and  police,  to 
public  roadway  repair,  traffic-control,  housing  and  li- 
censing programs,  and  so  forth.  These  public  needs  iiv  st 
he  met  and  the  stall  employed  must  be  compensated  at 
levels  that  will  attract  the  most  competent 

As  we  have  noted  previously,  the  compensation  plan 
lor  senior  public  officials  was  established  in  1975  and 
has  not  been  regularly  reviewed  since  that  time.  Ad|ust- 
nients  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  lor  some  sala- 
ries, but  no  general  review  and  updating  or  restructuring 
has  occurred  and  remains  to  be  undertaken. 

Boston  recently  commenced  a  Reclassification  and 
Pay  Equity  Study.  The  City  is  to  be  commended  in  its 
efforts  in  this  regard.  The  cooperative  efforts  of  this 


Board  and  the  Comparable  Worth  Commission,  coordi- 
nated by  the  Office  of  Personnel  Management,  will  con- 
tinue to  work  towards  resolving  compensation  issues  lor 
higher  level  managment  and  operational  positions 

FINDINGS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

As  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau  has  written,  "To 
be  competitive  in  attracting  and  retaining  good  manag- 
ment talent,  salaries  ol  the  City's  key  managerial  posi- 
tions should  be  regularly  reviewed  through  a  profes- 
sional job  evaluation  process.  To  meet  the  public  demand 
lor  improved  services  with  limited  resources,  the  City 
needs  qualified  and  experienced  senior  managers  whose 
salaries  are  competitive. ' ' 

The  Compensation  Review  Board  has  scrutinized  the 
salary  levels  of  positions  within  its  mandate.  The  Board 
finds  that  salary  compression  continues  to  be  a  substan- 
tial issue.  Because  of  this  fact,  and  given  the  Board  will 
not  again  review  compensation  rates  for  two  years,  we 
recommend  that  the  minimum  and  maximum  of  salary 
range  lor  each  category  established  under  the  current  or- 
dinance be  raised  by  ten  thousand  dollars. 

This  step  will  help  to  maintain  comparability  with 
other  public  and  private  sector  compensation  levels  and 
afford  the  flexibility  to  recruit  and  retain  highly-qualified 
managers  in  vital  municipal  department  positions. 

The  Board  notes  that  the  Reclassification  and  Pay  Eq- 
uity Study  now  being  conducted  in  its  earliest  stages  will 
have  an  impact  on  the  compensation  rates  for  the  upper- 
level  management  work  force  and  on  elected  and  ap- 
pointed officials.  This  study  will  assist  the  City  to  estab- 
lish a  salary  policy  covering  all  positions.  As  the  study 
proceeds,  this  Board  will  continue  its  meetings  with  the 
Comparable  Worth  Commission  as  coordinated  by  the 
Supervisor  of  Personnel  Management. 

The  board  recommends  that  the  per  diem  rate  for 
members  of  the  Zoning  Commission  be  the  same  as  that 
lor  members  of  the  Board  of  Appeal .

DAMAGES  FROM  CONSTRUCTION  PROJ- 
ECTS ON  STREETS  AND  OTHER  PUBLIC 
WAYS

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
April  25,  1990,  Docket  Number  0336,  relative  to  dam- 
ages from  construction  projects  on  streets  and  other  pub- 
lic ways. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  several.  First,  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  violates  both  State  municipal  finance 
laws  and  City  Charter  provisions.  See  G.L.  c.  44,  s.  53, 
and  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G,  as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c. 
376,  s.  1 .  To  the  extent  it  purports  to  govern  civil  relation- 
ships, the  proposal  violates  s.  7  of  the  Home  Rule 
Amendment.  See  Article  89  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Furthermore,  the  proposed  ordinance  raises  equal  pro- 
tection issues  under  the  State  and  Federal  Constitutions 
because  the  businesses  would  be  treated  differently  de- 
pending upon  such  factors  as  business  size,  gross  re- 
ceipts, and  length  of  time  at  an  affected  location.  More- 
over, the  proposal  raises  constitutional  due  process  issues 
because  it  contains  no  provisions  for  notice  and  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard  for  those  who  are  required  to  make 
payments  into  the  disruption  impact  fund. 

Another  problem  is  the  financial  and  legal  ability 
which  the  City  may  incur  if  the  arbitration  procedure  es- 
tablished to  determine  eligibility  awards  damages  to  a 
business  owner  and  there  are  insufficient  monies  in  the 
disruption  impact  fund  to  pay  such  an  award.  The  City 
could  be  required  to  pay  the  award  from  City  funds  or 
would  be  obligated  to  initiate  and  pursue  costly  litigation 
to  recover  funds  from  a  contractor.  By  contrast,  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  might  allow  for  a  windfall  recovery  be- 
cause damages  would  be  available  under  both  the  ordi- 
nance and  by  way  of  a  tort  action  against  the  City  and  the 
contractor  under  a  nuisance  theory. 

I  nevertheless  share  the  Council's  concern  that  small 
businesses  may  be  adversely  affected  by  major  roadway 
construction  projects.  Therefore,  I  am  directing  the 
Commissioner  of  Transportation,  the  Director  of  the 
Public  Facilities  Department  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  to  take  the  following  steps:  (1)  Develop  a 
plan  whereby  major  roadway  construction  projects  must 
include  comprehensive  construction  management  plans 
designed  to  minimize  the  impacts  of  construction;  (2) 
Evaluate  the  possibility  of  implementing  a  small  business 
assistance  program,  such  as  the  loan  fund  established 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  MBTA  for  the  Orange  Line 
relocation,  for  selected  projects.  I  believe  that  these  steps 
will  prevent  problems  arising  and  will  effectively  assist 
small  businesses  along  the  path  of  a  major  roadway  con- 
struction project.

Whereas,  Historically,  the  South  African  government 
has  moderated  apartheid  laws  only  when  corporations 
withdrew  foreign  capital  through  international  economic 
sanctions  and  multinational  corporate  withdrawal;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
community  has  made  its  desire  for  divestment  clear  via 
the  1200-strong  petition  recently  submitted  to  Paul  Gray, 
President  of  MIT,  and  the  1986  referendum  where  under- 
graduates voted  58  percent  in  favor  of  divestment  and 
graduate  students  and  faculty  voted  4  to  1  in  favor;  and 

Whereas,  MIT  currently  has  about  $289  million  in- 
vested in  companies  doing  business  in  South  Africa,  de- 
creasing from  $309  million  in  the  period  from  1988  to 
1989; and 

Whereas,  MIT  has  not,  however,  divested  from  any 
companies  with  South  African  interests,  and  has  actually 
invested  in  several  new  ones,  including  Coca-Cola  and 
Raychem;  and 

Whereas,  South  African  leaders,  Nelson  Mandela  and 
Bishop  Desmond  Tutu,  among  others,  have  called  for 
sanctions  as  the  appropriateness  of  divestment  is  no 
longer  in  question;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Congress,  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  and  the  City  of  Boston  have 
passed  legislation  which  established  economic  sanctions 
against  South  Africa  as  public  policy;  Be  It  Therefore

YANCEY  said  that  at  the  beginning  of  this  session  the 
Council  had  honored  members  of  the  Vilnius,  Lithuania 
legislature,  City  Council,  in  support  of  their  efforts  for 
democracy.

He  stated  that  this  is  a  resolution,  not  an  order,  and 
urged  that  the  Council  vote  the  matter  up  or  down  this 
afternoon  in  order  to  send  a  clear  message  concerning 
their  position  on  this  issue.

OR  REPLACEMENT  WORKERS 

Couns.  SCONDRAS  and  SALERNO  offered  the  fol- 
lowing:

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Ninety 

An  Ordinance 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  must  protect  the  peaceful 
enjoyment  of  its  resources  by  citizens,  visitors,  and  tour- 
ists, and; 

Whereas,  The  desire  of  all  citizens  and  the  first  and 
foremost  responsibility  of  government  is  to  preserve  the 
public  peace  and  prevent  violence,  and; 

Whereas,  The  enjoyment  of  personal  and  real  property 
of  the  citizens,  visitors,  and  tourists  is  endangered  when 
labor  disputes  are  unnecessarily  and  unwarrantedly  ag- 
gravated by  strikebreakers,  and: 

Whereas,  The  employment  of  strikebreakers  to  re- 
place employees  who  are  locked  out  or  who  are  on  strike 
has  resulted  in  inconvenience,  strife,  injuries,  fatalities, 
and  destruction  of  real  and  personal  property,  and; 

Whereas,  The  Pittston  Mine  strike,  the  International 
Paper  strike,  the  Greyhound  Bus  strike,  the  Colonial 
Meat  strike,  the  Hormel  strike,  the  General  Electric 
strike,  and  the  Kohler  strike  bring  vivid  memories  of 
shootings,  beatings,  property  destruction,  fear,  intimi- 
dation, and  violence,  and; 

Whereas,  Robert  Waterhouse.  a  striking  Greyhound 
worker,  was  run  over  and  killed  in  Redding,  California 
by  a  Greyhound  bus  driven  by  replacement  worker,  and: 

Whereas,  Implicit  in  contract  negotiations  and  legal 
strikes  is  an  agreement  that  strikes  are  a  legitimate  part  of 
labor  disputes,  and; 

Whereas.  State  and  federal  law  specifically  list  situa- 
tions and  industries  in  which  strikes  are  not  allowed, 
thereby  making  clear  that  strikes  are  a  legitimate  right 
retained  by  workers  during  other  labor  disputes:  and 

Whereas,  The  use  of  strikebreakers  or  replacement 
workers  breaks  this  well  known  and  accepted  agreement 
that  workers  have  the  right  to  strike,  and  can  as  a  result 
lead  to  extremely  tense  and  at  times  violent  outcomes 
endangering  the  public  safety;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  under  its  police  powers 
has  the  right  and  obligation  to  protect  the  public  and  not 
to  waste  police  resources,  and; 

Whereas,  In  the  case  of  the  Greyhound  strike,  many 
police  who  could  have  been  employed  protecting  the 
public  in  other  details  had  to  be  employed  protecting  the 
Greyhound  station,  in  part  because  Greyhound  against 
the  advice  of  many  chose  to  widely  advertise  for  replace- 


ment workers  and  chose  to  conduct  interviews  and  hiring 
at  the  Greyhound  station  while  knowing  full  well  this 
would  understandably  antagonize  those  participating  in  a 
legal  strike,  and: 

Whereas,  Greyhound  has  not  yet  paid  for  the  details 
necessary  to  protect  the  company,  knowing  their  failure 
to  pay  puts  greater  stress  on  limited  safety  resources  and 
city  revenues; 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  ordained  in  the  City  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

SECTION  1.  POLICY 

It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  regulate 
the  conduct  oi  employers  who  attempt  to  replace  em- 
ployees who  are  members  of  or  are  associated  with  a 
labor  organization  engaged  in  a  dispute  resulting  in  a  le- 
gal strike  or  a  lockout  involving  the  employer  in  order  to 
protect  the  safety,  convenience,  and  peaceful  enjoyment 
of  the  residents,  and  tourists  of  the  city  of  Boston. 

SECTION  2.  DEFINITIONS 

When  used  in  this  ordinance,  the  following  terms  shall 
have  the  following  meanings: 

A.  "EMPLOYEE".  Any  person  who  performs  serv- 
ices for  wages  or  salary  under  a  contract  of  employment. 
express  or  implied,  tor  an  employer. 

B.  "EMPLOYER".  Any  individual,  partnership,  or 
corporation  who  employs  any  employee  to  perform  serv- 
ices for  a  wage  or  salary  and  includes  any  agent  of  any 
employer  acting  directly  or  indirectly. 

C.  "LABOR" ORGANIZATION".  Any  organization 
of  any  kind  or  any  agency  or  employee  representation 
committee  or  plan  in  which  employees  participate  and 
which  exists  for  the  purpose,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  deal- 
ing with  employers  concerning  grievances,  labor  dis- 
putes, wages,  rates  of  pay,  hours  of  employment  or  con- 
ditions of  work. 

D.  "LOCKOUT".  A  refusal  by  an  employer  to  permit 
his  employees  to  work  as  a  result  of  a  dispute  with  such 
employees  that  affects  wages,  hours,  and  other  terms  and 
conditions  of  employment  of  said  employees,  provided, 
however,  that  a  lockout  shall  not  include  a  termination  of 
employment  for  reasons  deemed  proper  under  Massa- 
chusetts state  and  federal  law. 

E.  "REPLACEMENT  WORKER".  Any  individual 
hired  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  either  permanently  or 
temporarily  an  employee  who  is  currently  engaged  in  a 
lawful  strike  or  who  is  locked  out  by  his  or  her  employer. 

F.  "STRIKE".  Any  concerned  act  of  the  employees  in 
a  lawful  refusal  of  the  employees  to  perform  work  or 
services  for  the  employer,  provided  such  acts  are  not  rec- 
ognized as  unlawful,  under  Massachusetts  State  or  Fed- 
eral law.  and  if  the  employees  are  represented  by  a  labor 
organization,  that  the  said  labor  organization  shall  have 
appriwed  or  sanctioned  the  act. 

G.  "STRIKEBREAKER".  Any  person  who  custom- 
arily and  repeatedly  offers  himself  or  herself  for  employ- 
ment for  the  duration  of  a  strike  or  lockout  in  the  place  of 
an  employee  involved  in  a  strike  or  lockout. 

SECTION  3.  UNLAWFUL  CONDUCT 

A.  It  shall  be  unlawful  in  the  city  of  Boston  for  any 
employer  wilfully  and  knowingly  to  employ  any  strike- 
breaker to  replace  employees  who  are  either  on  strike 
against  or  locked  out  by  such  employer. 
"B  It  shall  be  unlawful  in  the  city  of  Boston  for  any 
employer  not  directly  involved  in  a  strike  or  lockout  to 
recruit,  secure  or  offer  to  secure  employment  for  any 
strikebreaker  or.  any  replacement  worker  where  it  is 
found  that  such  action  is  likely  to  cause  a  threat  to  the 
public  safety,  violence,  or  harm  to  persons  or  program. 

C.  It  shall  be  unlawful  in  the  city  of  Boston  for  any 
employer  to  employ  one  or  more  replacement  workers. 
where  is  is  found  that  such  hiring  of  replacement  workers 
is  likely  to  cause  a  threat  to  the  public  safety,  violence,  or 
harm  to  persons  or  property. 
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D.  The  findings  required  under  part  B  and  C  of  this 
section  shall  be  satisfied  either  way: 

1.  Deployment  by  the  Huston  Police  Department  of 
detail  officers  or  regular  officers  in  order  to  preserve 
the  public  peace,  prevent  violence,  prevent  intimida- 
tion, or  prevent  threats  to  the  public  safety  in  associa- 
tion with  a  strike  or  a  lockout,  or 

2.  A  determination  by  the  Police  Commissioner  that 
one  or  more  actions  taken  in  association  with  hiring 
replacement  workers  is  likely  to  cause  a  threat  to  the 
public  peace  or  public  safety,  violence,  intimidation, 
or  harm  to  persons  or  property. 

SECTION  4.  PENALTIES 

A.  The  Police  Commissioner  shall  punish  any  em- 
ployer or  any  person  violating  the  unlawful  conduct  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  under  the  provisions  of  M.G.L. 
Chapter  40,  Section  2  Id.  Each  strikebreaker  or  replace- 
ment worker  employed,  recruited  or  secured  for  employ- 
ment, and  each  attempt  or  offer  to  recruit  or  secure  em- 
ployment, in  violation  ol  any  provision  of  the  unlawful 
conduct  section  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  construed  as  a 
separate  and  succeeding  offense.  Each  day  or  part 
thereof  of  violation  of  any  provision  of  the  unlawful  con- 
duct section  of  this  ordinance,  whether  such  violation  be 
continuous  or  intermittent,  shall  be  construed  as  a  sepa- 
rate and  succeeding  offense.  Each  violation  shall  carry  a 
penalty  of  $200  dollars. 

SECTION  5.  EFFECTIVE  DATE 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  pas- 
sage. 

SECTION  6.  SEVERABILITY 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  severable  and 
if  any  one  or  more  provisions,  or  parts  or  subparts 
thereof,  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  in- 
valid by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  the  decision 
of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remain- 
ing provisions  or  parts  thereof.

of  the  Acts  of  1982,  as  further  amended  by  Chapter  701 
of  the  Acts  of  1986  and  Chapter  613  of  the  Acts  of  1987. 

This  requested  appropriation  for  the  Boston  School 
Department  represents  a  $16.2  million  or  4.4  percent  in- 
crease over  the  current  fiscal  year  appropriation.  When 
combined  with  discretionary  revenue,  this  appropriation 
will  support  an  authorized  spending  level  of  $389.8  mil- 
lion. The  School  Department  projects  another  $49.7  mil- 
lion will  be  available  in  categorical  grant  funds,  for  a 
total  operating  budget  of  $439.5  million  for  FY91.  In 
addition,  the  City  of  Boston  has  committed  approxi- 
mately $165  million  in  capital  improvements  for  school 
facilities. 

Despite  the  fiscal  difficulties  facing  the  City,  provid- 
ing quality  education  to  the  children  of  Boston  will  re- 
main of  the  highest  priority  to  this  Administration.  The 
School  Department  will  receive  an  increased  share  of  to- 
tal City  revenue  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year.  Over  a 
two-year  period,  the  School  Department  has  received  a 
$42.4  million  (12.4  percent)  increase  in  appropriation.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  retransmit  herewith  my  proposed  Fiscal  Year 
1991  Operating  Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  County  of  Suffolk. 

The  Fiscal  Year  1991  budget  recommends  appro- 
priations which  are  supported  by  available  revenues. 

Although  these  revenues  increase  only  2.7  percent 
over  FY90  levels,  they  are  based  upon  an  aggressive 
effort  to  enhance  the  limited  revenue  sources  availa- 
ble to  the  City.  This  effort  is  necessary  to  offset  the 
failure  of  the  Commonwealth  to  maintain  its  commit- 
ment to  provide  local  aid  as  an  essential  component 
of  municipal  financing. 

Within  the  limits  of  available  resources,  my  priori- 
ties for  the  coming  year  are  public  safety,  youth  serv- 
ices, education,  and  health  care.  This  budget  in- 
creases the  current  number  of  uniformed  police 
officers  and  maintains  the  number  of  uniformed  fire- 
fighters, the  proposed  budget  fully  funds  City  respon- 
sibilities and  initiatives  outlined  in  the  Police  Depart- 
ment's recently  announced  Anti-gang  Violence 
Strategy. 

The  budget  includes  a  27  percent  increase  in  fund- 
ing for  County  correctional  facilities.  The  City  is 
bearing  this  enormous  additional  cost  despite  past 
commitments  that  the  Commonwealth  would  assume 
all  county  government  costs.  This  funding  is  essen- 
tial, however,  if  we  are  to  maintain  a  criminal  justice 
system  that  supports  the  front  line  work  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department  to  rid  our  streets  of  crime 
and  violence. 

The  Safe  Neighborhood  Plan  I  recently  announced 
reflects  a  consensus  developed  after  extensive  discus- 
sion with  community  leaders  on  how  best  to  deal 
with  recent  outbreaks  of  gang  violence  in  Boston.  A 
three  part  approach  is  essential:  swift  apprehension 
and  punishment  for  those  who  break  the  law;  concen- 
tration of  all  available  resources  to  provide  healthy 
role  models,  positive  alternatives,  and  needed  educa- 
tional and  social  services  to  Boston's  youth;  and  real 
opportunities  for  economic  advancement  for  our  low 
income  citizens. 

This  budget  supports  seven  youth  initiatives  out- 
lined in  the  Safe  Neighborhood  strategy,  which  in- 
cludes: 
A  Youth  Fund  to  finance  a  wide  range  of  proposals 
including  parent  training  and  monitoring,  parent 
drop-in  centers,  drug  education  and  violence  pre- 
vention campaigns,  parent  and  teen  hot  lines,  im- 
proved coordination  of  existing  services,  and  other 
innovative  ideas  to  help  families  and  neighborhoods 
play  an  active  and  responsible  role  in  eliminating 
gang  violence. 

Increating  by  125  the  number  of  peer  leaders  and 
adding  additional  youth  advocates  to  support  them. 
Doubling  the  number  of  street  workers  who  will 
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work  directly  with  youth,  other  residents,  and  pub- 
lic and  private  organizations  to  address  the  prob- 
lems of  drugs  and  violence  at  the  neighborhood 
level. 

Extending  the  hours  of  recreation  programs  to  pro- 
vide  nighttime   recreational   alternatives   for  the 
City's  youth,   including  nontraditional  programs 
such  as  a  Late  Night  Basketball  League. 
Establishing  a  Youth  Development  Center  to  pro- 
vide internships  and  other  learning  opportunities  to 
nurture  young  people  as  tomorrow's  leaders. 
Funding  a  violence  prevention  program  to  work 
with    neighborhood    groups    and    organizations 
throughout  the  City  on  strategies  and  techniques  to 
reduce  violence  among  our  young  people. 
Providing  young  people  with  meaningful  work  ex- 
periences during  the  summer  months  by  fully  fund- 
ing the  summer  job  component  of  the  Boston  Youth 
Campaign.  With  support  from  the  Private  Industry 
Council,  we  will  increase  the  number  of  jobs  avail- 
able to  youth  in  the  coming  year. 
Forty-five  percent  of  all  the  additional  dollars  re- 
ceived by  the  City  in  FY91  will  go  to  the  School  De- 
partment,  increasing  the  School  Department's  share 
of  total  City  revenue  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year. 
This  increase  reflects  the  City's  continuing  commit- 
ment to  providing  sound  education  which  is  the  key 
to  opportunities  for  our  young  people. 

The  physical  rebuilding  of  Boston  City  Hospital 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  continued  commitment  to 
funding  for  essential  health  care  services.  This 
budget  provides  a  $5.6  million  increase  in  the  budget 
of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals.  These 
funds  will  be  used  to  provide  additional  maternal  and 
child  health  care,  expanded  AIDS  services,  additional 
services  for  the  homeless,  and  an  expanded  violence 
prevention  program. 

In  order  to  provide  funding  for  these  critical  priori- 
ties, I  have  again  for  the  second  time  in  as  many 
years  had  to  reduce  a  great  many  departmental  ap- 
propriations. These  reductions  include  Arts  and  Hu- 
manities (-8.8%),  Business  and  Cultural  Affairs 
(-10.4%),  OBPE  (-10.8%),  Elderly  (-4.6%),  Capital 
Plannning  (-2.2%),  Consumer  Affairs  (-5.6%),  Hu- 
man Rights  (-4.0%),  Library  (-1.8%),  Licensing 
Board  (-9.8%),  Neighborhood  Services  (-4.8%), 
Parks  (-6.5%),  Policy  Office  (-11.3%),  Mayors  Or- 
fice  (-3.4%),  Press  Office  (-10.2%),  PFD  (-8.6%), 


Public  Works  (-3.7%),  Rent  Equity  (-3.9%),  and  Re- 
tirement Board  (-6.2%).  The  City  cannot  continue  to 
tolerate  this  level  of  reductions.  Over  the  past  two 
years,  42  departments  or  divisions  have  had  their 
budgets  reduced.  We  must  continue  to  work  together 
to  advocate  for  new  recurring  revenue  sources  for 
Boston,  and  for  all  other  cities  and  towns. 

Solving  the  gang  violence  plaguing  the  streets  and 
neighborhoods  of  Boston  must  be  given  the  highest 
priority.  Within  the  tight  restrictions  of  available 
funding  I  have  directed  every  available  dollar  to  this 
objective. 

I  respectfully  resubmit  this  budget  proposal  to  the 
City  Council.

REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE  RE  HIRING  STRIKE- 
BREAKERS OR  REPLACEMENT  WORKERS 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee 
on  Government  Operations,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0708,  ordinance  re  hiring  of 
strikebreakers  or  replacement  workers  (referred  May 
23)  recommending  passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the 
following  new  draft: 

Whereas,  the  City  of  Boston  must  protect  the 
peaceful  enjoyment  of  its  resources  by  citizens,  visi- 
tors, and  tourists,  and; 

Whereas,  the  desire  of  all  citizens  and  the  first  and 
foremost  responsibility  of  government  is  to  preserve 
the  public  peace  and  prevent  violence,  and; 

Whereas,  the  enjoyment  of  personal  and  real  prop- 
erty of  the  citizens,  visitors,  and  tourists  is  endan- 
gered when  labor  disputes  are  unnecessarily  and  un- 
warrantedly  aggravated  by  strikebreakers,  and; 

Whereas,  the  employment  of  strikebreakers  to  re- 
place employees  who  are  locked  out  or  who  are  on 
strike  has  resulted  in  inconvenience,  strike,  injuries, 
fatalities,  and  destruction  of  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty, and; 

Whereas,  the  Pittston  Mine  strike,  the  International 
Paper  strike,  the  Greyhound  Bus  strike,  the  Colonial 
Meat  strike,  the  Hormel  strike,  the  General  Electric 
strike,  and  the  Kohler  strike  bring  vivid  memories  of 
shootings,  beatings,  property  destruction,  fear,  intimi- 
dation, and  violence,  and; 

Whereas,  Robert  Waterhouse,  a  striking  Greyhound 
worker,  was  run  over  and  killed  in  Redding,  Califor- 
nia by  a  Greyhound  bus  driven  by  replacement 
worker,  and; 

Whereas,  implicit  in  contract  negotiations  and  legal 
strikes  is  an  agreement  that  strikes  are  a  legitimate 
part  of  labor  disputes,  and; 

Whereas,  state  and  federal  law  specifically  list  situ- 
ations and  industries  in  which  strikes  are  not  allowed, 
thereby  making  clear  that  strikes  are  a  legitimate 
right  retained  by  workers  during  other  labor  disputes; 
and 

Whereas,  the  use  of  strikebreakers  or  replacement 
workers  breaks  this  well  known  and  accepted  agree- 
ment that  workers  have  the  right  to  strike,  and  can  as 
a  result  lead  to  extremely  tense  and  at  times  violent 
outcomes  endangering  the  public  safety;  and 

Whereas,  the  City  of  Boston  under  its  police 
powers  has  the  right  and  obligation  to  protect  the 
public  and  not  to  waste  police  resources,  and; 

Whereas,  in  the  case  of  the  Greyhound  strike, 
many  police  who  could  have  been  employed  protect- 
ing the  public  in  other  details  had  to  be  employed 
protecting  the  Greyhound  station,  in  part  because 
Greyhound  against  the  advice  of  many  chose  to 
widely  advertise  for  replacement  workers  and  chose 
to  conduct  interviews  and  hiring  at  the  Greyhound 
station  while  knowing  full  well  this  would  under- 
standably antagonize  those  participating  in  a  legal 
strike,  and; 

Whereas,  Greyhound  has  not  yet  paid  for  the  de- 
tails necessary  to  protect  the  company,  knowing  their 
failure  to  pay  puts  greater  stress  on  limited  public 
safety  resources  and  city  revenues;  now  therefore  be 
it  ordained  in  the  City  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
SECTION  1.  POLICY 

It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  M.  G.  L.  Ch.  40 
sec.  21,  to  regulate  the  conduct  of  employers  who  at- 
tempt to  replace  employees  who  are  members  of  or 
are  associated  with  a  labor  organization  engaged  in  a 
dispute  resulting  in  a  legal  strike  or  a  lockout  involv- 
ing the  employer  in  order  to  protect  the  safety,  con- 
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venience,  and  peaceful  enjoyment  of  the  residents, 
visitors,  and  tourists  of  the  city  of  Boston. 

SECTION  2.  DEFINITIONS 

When  used  in  this  ordinance,  the  following  terms 
shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

A.  "EMPLOYEE".  Any  person  who  performs 
services  for  wages  or  salary  under  a  contract  of 
employment,  express  or  implied,  for  an  em- 
ployer. 

B.  "EMPLOYER".  Any  individual,  partnership, 
or  corporation  who  employs  any  employee  to 
perform  services  for  a  wage  or  salary  and  in- 
cludes any  agent  of  any  employer  acting  di- 
rectly or  indirectly. 

C.  "LABOR  ORGANIZATION".  Any  organiza- 
tion of  any  kind  or  any  agency  or  employee 
representation  committee  or  plan  in  which  em- 
ployees participate  and  which  exists  for  the 
purpose,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  dealing  with 
employers  concerning  grievances,  laobr  dis- 
putes, wages,  rates  of  pay,  hours  of  employ- 
ment or  conditions  of  work. 

D.  "LOCKOUT".  A  refusal  by  an  employer  to 
permit  his  employees  to  work  as  a  result  of  a 

dispute  with  such  employees  that  affects  wages, 
hours,  and  other  terms  and  conditions  of  em- 
ployment of  said  employees,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  a  lockout  shall  not  include  a  termina- 
tion of  employment  for  reasons  deemed  proper 
under  Massachusetts  state  and  federal  law. 

E.  "REPLACEMENT  WORKER".  Any  individual 
hired  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  either  perma- 
nently or  temporarily  an  employee  who  is  cur- 
rently engaged  in  a  lawful  strike  or  who  is 
locked  out  by  his  or  her  employer. 

F.  "STRIKE".  Any  concerted  act  of  the  employees 

in  a  lawful  refusal  of  the  employees  to  perform 
work  or  services  for  the  employer,  provided 
such  acts  are  not  recognized  as  unlawful  under 
Massachusetts  State  or  Federal  law,  and  if  the 
employees  are  represented  by  a  labor  organiza- 
tion, that  the  said  labor  organization  shall  have 
approved  or  sanctioned  the  act. 

G.  "STRIKEBREAKER".  Any  person  who  cus- 
tomarily and  repeatedly  offers  himself  or  her- 
self for  employment  for  the  duration  of  a  strike 
or  lockout  in  the  place  of  an  employee  involved 
in  a  strike  or  lockout. 

SECTION  3.  UNLAWFUL  CONDUCT. 

A.  It  shall  be  unlawful  in  the  City  of  Boston  for 
any  employer  wilfully  and  knowingly  to  employ  any 
strikebreaker  to  replace  employees  who  are  either  on 
strike  against  or  locked  out  by  such  employer. 

B.  It  shall  be  unlawful  in  the  City  of  Boston  for 
any  employer  not  directly  involved  in  a  strike  or 
lockout  to  recruit,  secure  employment  for  any  strike- 
breaker or,  any  replacement  worker  where  it  is  found 
that  such  action  is  likely  to  cause  a  threat  to  the  pub- 
lic safety,  violence,  or  harm  to  persons  or  property. 

C.  It  shall  be  unlawful  in  the  City  of  Boston  for 
any  employer  to  employ  one  or  more  replacement 
workers,  where  it  is  found  that  such  hiring  of  re- 
placement workers  is  likely  to  cause  a  threat  to  the 
public  safety,  violence,  or  harm  to  persons  or  prop- 
erty. 

D.  The  findings  required  under  part  B  and  C  of 
this  section  shall  be  satisfied  either  by: 

1.  Deployment  of  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment of  detail  officers  or  regular  officers  in 
order  to  preserve  the  public  peace,  prevent 
violence,  prevent  intimidation,  or  prevent 
threats  to  the  public  safety  in  association 
with  a  strike  or  a  lockout,  or 


2.  A  determination  by  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner that  one  or  more  actions  taken  in  as- 
sociation with  hiring  replacement  workers  is 
likely  to  cause  a  threat  to  the  public  peace 
or  public  safety,  violence,  intimidation,  or 
harm  to  persons  or  property. 
SECTION  4.  PENALTIES 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  M.G.L.  Ch. 
40  sec.  21,  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
Each  strikebreaker  or  replacement  worker  employed, 
recruited  or  secured  for  employment,  and  each  at- 
tempt or  offer  to  recruit  or  secure  employment,  in  vi- 
olation of  any  provision  of  the  unlawful  conduct  sec- 
tion of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  construed  as  a 
separate  and  succeeding  offense.  Each  day  or  part 
thereof  of  violation  of  any  provision  of  the  unlawful 
conduct  section  of  this  ordinance,  whether  such  vio- 
lation be  continuous  or  intermittent,  shall  be  con- 
strued as  a  separate  and  succeeding  offense.  Each  vi- 
olation shall  carry  a  penalty  of  Two  Hundred  ($200) 
Dollars. 

SECTION  5.  EFFECTIVE  DATE 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
passage. 

SECTION  6.  SEVERABILITY 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  severable 
and  if  any  one  or  more  provisions,  or  parts  or  sub- 
parts thereof,  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  other- 
wise invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair 
any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or  parts  thereof.

SUPPLEMENTARY  APPROPRIATION  OF 
$2,290,077  FOR  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

Under  the  provisions  of  M.  G.  L.  C.  150E,  sec.  1, 
et  seg.,  I  am  forwarding  to  the  City  Council  an  Or- 
der to  fund  four  recently  negotiated  collective  bar- 
gaining agreements  between  the  School  Committee 
and  unions  representing  School  Department  employ- 
ees in  the  amount  of  $2,290,077. 

This  most  recent  request  by  the  Boston  School 
Committee  for  supplemental  funding,  coming  at  a 
time  when  the  City  is  struggling  to  cope  with  the 
continued  reduction  of  federal  and  state  assistance, 
should  be  viewed  in  the  context  of  the  recent  history 
of  the  City's  financial  support  for  public  education. 

Since  January,  1984,  we  have  increased  the  annual 
appropriation  base  for  the  Boston  School  Department 
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by  more  than  $139  million.  It  the  City  Council  ap- 
proves my  recommendation  of  $385  million  for  the 
coming  fiscal  year,  we  will  have  increased  financial 
support  for  the  schools  by  68  percent  since  the  be- 
ginning of  1984.  since  FY84,  assuming  passage  of 
the  FY91  budget,  City  expenditures  for  all  other  pur- 
poses will  have  grown  by  37  percent. 

As  a  result,  the  School  Department's  share  of  the 
annual  City  budget  has  grown  steadily,  reflecting  the 
increasing  financial  priority  we  have  placed  upon 
public  education. 

At  the  same  time,  we  have  spent  nearly  $81.9  mil- 
lion on  capital  improvements  to  school  buildings.  The 
current  five-year  capital  plan  calls  for  an  additional 
$82.9  million,  bringing  the  total  commitment  for 
school  improvements  to  nearly  $165  million. 

In  February  of  this  year,  I  recommended  that  all  of 
the  budgetary  fund  balance  certified  by  the  state  be 
appropriated  to  the  School  Department  for  FY90.  My 
proposed  FY91  budget  recommends  a  4.4  percent  in- 
crease in  the  School  Department's  appropriation  at 
the  same  time  that  appropriations  for  more  than  40 
departments  and  accounts  are  reduced,  many  for  the 
second  time  in  as  many  years.  The  proposed  FY91 
appropriation  for  public  education,  when  combined 
with  other  external  resources  and  categorical  grant 
funding,  will  provide  the  Boston  School  Department 
with  a  total  operating  budget  of  $439.5  million  for 
the  coming  year.  Given  an  estimated  enrollment  of 
55,000  students,  per  pupil  spending  will  approach 
$8,000  in  FY91. 

Despite  these  increases,  the  School  Department 
continues  to  overspend  its  appropriation  for  the  fifth 
consecutive  year.  According  to  its  own  budget  up- 
dates it  will  run  a  deficit  of  at  least  $1  million  in 
FY90,  despite  the  fact  that  last  October  the  Superin- 
tendent identified  $6  million  "that  would  be  available 
for  other  purposes"  because  of  additional  financial 
assistance  provided  by  the  City  at  the  end  of  FY89. 

Nevertheless,  I  remain  committed  to  directing  all 
available  resources  to  priority  areas  of  government  — 
public  safety,  education,  health  care,  and  youth  serv- 
ices. In  part  because  of  expenditure  controls  and  pru- 
dent management  of  resources  in  other  City  depart- 
ments, approval  of  this  supplemental  appropriation 
will  not  put  the  City  in  a  deficit  position  at  the  close 
of  fiscal  year  1990.  I  recommend  your  approval  of 
this  Order.

After  six  months  on  a  troubled  Boston  School 
Committee,  it  is  very  clear  to  me  that  the  School 
Committee  is  not  working  well  and  needs  a  funda- 
mental change.  The  bottom-line  need  to  serve  this 
city's  children  is  much  more  important  than  any  indi- 
vidual's political  career,  including  my  own.  As  a 
former  Boston  Public  School  student  and  a  parent  of 
two  daughters  who  attend  the  Hernandez  School,  I 
am  especially  aware  of  the  great  dissatisfaction 
among  parents  and  other  city  residents  with  the  lack 
of  success  on  the  two  major  issues  we  have  faced  this 
year,  the  budget  and  the  search  for  a  new  Superin- 
tendent. 

I  am  beginning  to  work  with  people  across  the  city 
to  place  a  non-binding  School  Committee  reform  ref- 
erendum on  this  November's  ballot.

Upon  the  death  of  said  Russell  F 
Fisher,  leaving  Catherine  S.  Fisher,  his  wife  surviv- 
ing him,  the  State-Boston  Retirement  Board  shall  pay 
to  her  so  long  as  she  remains  unmarried,  an  annuity 
in  the  amount  of  three  fourths  of  the  amount  of  the 
pension  payable  to  him,  per  month  at  the  time  of  his 
death.

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Ninety 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  a  Solid  Waste 
Management  Program  for  the  City  of  Boston 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Whereas,  Recycling  the  maximum  volune  of  resi- 
dential solid  waste  is  an  integral  component  of  the 
City  of  Boston's  solid  waste  management  strategy; 
and, 

Whereas,  The  reduction,  reuse  and  recycling  of 
solid  waste  is  a  cost-effective  and  environmentally 
sound  approach  to  solid  waste  disposal;  and. 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Regional  Recycling 
Program  provides  grants  to  participating  communities 
for  land  acquisition  and  construction  of  a  Materials 
Recovery  Facility,  public  education,  set  out  contain- 
ers, and  collection  vehicles;  and. 

Whereas,  To  participate  in  this  program,  munici- 
palities must  require  source  separation  and  provide 
for  separate  collection  of  recyclables;  and. 

Whereas,  Conventional  methods  of  solid  waste  dis- 
posal such  as  landfilling  and  mass  burn  incineration 
create  hazards  to  public  health,  cause  pollution  of  air 
and  water  resources,  constitute  a  waste  of  natural  re- 
sources, have  an  adverse  effect  on  land  values,  and 
create  public  nuisances;  and. 

Whereas,  Removing  certain  materials  from  the 
solid  waste  stream  will  decrease  the  flow  of  wastes  to 
such  disposal  facilities,  aid  in  the  conservation  and 
recovery  of  valuable  resources,  conserve  energy  in 
the  manufacturing  process,  and  increase  the  supply  of 
reusable  raw  materials  for  industry;  and. 

Whereas,  Technology  and  methods  now  exist  to 
dispose  of  solid  wastes  and  recover  resources  with 
commensurate  environmental  and  economic  benefits; 
and, 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  may  most  appropri- 
ately demonstrate  its  long-term  commitment  to  proper 
solid  waste  management  and  help  assure  the  growth 
of  markets  for  products  containing  recycled  materials 
by  increasing  the  purchase  of  such  products;  and. 

Whereas.  The  Council  wishes  to  increase,  to  the 
maximum  extent  feasible,  the  percentage  of  the  total 
solid  waste  stream  that  is  resued,  composted,  recy- 
cled or  otherwise  processed  through  methods  other 
than  landfilling  and  mass  burn  incineration;  now, 
therefore,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of 
Boston,  as  follows; 

Section  One.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this  ordi- 
nance, unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  fol- 
lowing terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  "Aluminum":  any  can  container,  foil  wrapping 
or  product  composed  of  aluminum. 

(b)  "Citizen's  Recycling  Advisory  Committee  or 
"Advisory  Committee":  a  committee  of  no 
more  than  nine  voting  members  who  shall  be 
residents  of  Boston.  The  Boston  Recycling  Co- 


alition, Clean  Water  Action,  and  the  Conserva- 
tion Law  Foundation,  or  such  organization  as 
each  chooses  to  succeed  it,  shall  choose  one 
representative  each  to  be  a  voting  member  of 
the  committee.  In  addition,  the  mayor  shall 
choose  six  voting  members  from  among  twenty 
persons  nominated  by  the  Boston  Recycling 
Coalition,  Clean  Water  Action  and  the  Conser- 
vation Law  Foundation,  each  of  whom  shall 
represent  an  established  neighborhood  organiza- 
tion, civic  association,  or  Neighborhood  Coun- 
cil. The  Department  of  Public  Works'  Recy- 
cling Coordinator  shall  be  an  ex  officio 
member.  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  estab- 
lish rules  and  procedures  for  conduct  of  its 
business. 

(c)  "City":  the  City  of  Boston. 

(d)  "Commissioner":  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
or  that  person's  designee. 

(e)  "Department":  the  Public  Works  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston. 

(f)  "Glass  container":  any  bottle,  jar,  or  other 
container  composed  of  glass,  but  not  including 
containers  composed  of  ceramic. 

(g)  "Metal  can":  any  container  composed  of 
metal,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  such 
container  commonly  used  for  beverages  and 
food. 

(h)  "Paper":  any  non-soiled  paper,  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  newspaper,  mixed  paper,  and 
corrugated  cardboard. 

(i)  "Plastic  container":  any  bottle,  carton,  lid  or 
tube  composed  of  rigid  plastic. 

(j)  "Recyclables":  materials  that  have  the  potential 
to  be  recycled  and  which  are  not  co-mingled 
with  solid  waste  or  contaminated  by  significant 
amounts  of  toxic  substances,  including  but  not 
limited  to  aluminum,  glass  containers,  metal 
containers,  paper,  plastic  containers  and  yard 
waste. 

(k)  "Recycling":  to  recover  materials  or  by- 
products: 

(a)  which  are  to  be  reused;  or 

(b)  which  are  to  be  employed  as  an  ingredi- 
ent or  a  feedstock  in  an  industrial  or  manu- 
facturing precess  to  make  a  product;  or 

(c)  which  are  to  be  employed  in  a  particular 
function  or  application  as  an  effective  sub- 
stitute for  a  commercial  product  or  com- 
modity (other  than  as  a  substitute  for  fuel). 

"Recycle"  does  not  mean  to  recover  energy 
from  the  combustion  of  a  material. 

(1)  "Residential  owner":  a  person  who  owns  or  is 
in  control  or  residential  premises. 

(m)  "Residential  premises":  any  house,  building 
or  other  structure  used  for  dwelling  purposes. 

(n)  "Set  out  container":  any  container  composed 
of  weatherproof,  insect-proof  material  such  as 
plastic  or  metal  as  defined  by  the  Commis- 
sioner. 

(o)  "Solid  waste":  garbage,  refuse  or  other  dis- 
carded material,  including  solid,  liquid,  semi- 
solid, or  contained  gaseous  material,  resulting 
from  industrial,  commercial,  mining  and  agri- 
cultural operations  and  from  community  activi- 
ties. 

(p)  "Yard  waste":  grass,  leaves,  tree  and  brush 
cuttings  and  similar  material,  however  not  to 
exceed  two  (2)  inches  of  solid  wood  in  diame- 
ter. 

Section  Two.  Separation  and  Collection 

On  a  schedule  to  be  determined  by  the  Commis- 
sioner and  with  the  advice  of  the  Advisory  Commit- 
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tee,  residential  premises  designated  by  the  Commis- 
sioner shall  separate  recyclables  from  all  other  solid 
waste  that  they  deposit  at  the  curb  or  other  pick-up 
locations  for  collection  and  shall  place  said  recycla- 
bles in  set  out  containers  for  collection. 

On  a  schedule  to  be  determined  by  the  Commis- 
sioner and  with  the  Advice  of  the  Advisory  Commit- 
tee, the  Department  shall  collect  all  recyclables  de- 
posited as  herein  provided. 

(c)  With  the  advice  of  the  Advisory  Committee  the 
Commissioner  shall  develop  and  implement  alterna- 
tive separation  and  collection  recycling  programs  for 
residential  premises  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Commissioner,  a  curbside  collection  program  is  not 
feasible  for  either  a  specified  geographic  area  or  for 
specific  classes  of  residences. 

(d)  With  the  advice  of  the  Advisory  Committee, 
the  Commissioner  shall  develop  public  education  pro- 
grams to  maximize  the  separation  and  collection  of 
recyclables,  such  programs  shall  begin  at  least  one 
month  before  the  effective  date  of  separation  require- 
ments for  specified  residential  premises. 

(e)  With  the  advice  of  the  Advisory  Committee  the 
Commissioner  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  re- 
lated to  this  section  and  the  enforcement  thereof, 
such  that  all  residential  premises  are  included  in  sep- 
aration and  collection  programs  in  accordance  with 
subsection  (A)  or  (C)  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July, 
1992. 

Section  Three.  Enforcement 

(a)  A  residential  owner  who  participates  in  the 
City's  recycling  program  and  places  non-recyclable 
materials  in  set  out  containers  for  collection  shall  re- 
ceive two  written  warnings  before  the  City  may  dis- 
continue its  pick  up  of  said  owner's  recyclables. 
When  a  residential  owner  demonstrates  compliance 
with  this, ordinance  to  the  Commissioner  by  placing 
only  recyclable  materials  in  set  out  containers,  the 
City  shall  resume  collection  of  said  owner's  recycla- 
bles. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  may  develop  alternative  en- 
forcement actions  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Commissioner,  such  action  is  appropriate 

Section  Four.  Requirements  for  Requests  for  Pro- 
posals and  Contracts  Between  the  City  of  Boston  and 
Waste  Management  Companies. 

(a)  The  Commissioner  shall  prepare  a  model  re- 
quest for  proposals  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  which 
shall  mandate  that  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  percent  of 
all  solid  waste  collected  by  any  company  or  its  sub- 
contractors contracted  to  collect  the  city's  solid  waste 
in  the  contract  following  passage  of  this  ordinance, 
and  at  least  fifty  (50)  percent  of  all  solid  waste  col- 
lected by  any  company  or  its  subcontractors  con- 
tracted to  collect  the  city's  solid  waste  by  January  1, 
1996,  shall  be  recycled  by  that  company.  Such  re- 
quest for  proposals  shall  meet  the  requirements  of 
General  Laws  c.  30B,  s.  6  and  shall  provide  that  se- 
lection of  the  most  advantageous  offer  will  require 
comparative  judgments  of  factors  other  than  price, 
specifically  the  percent  by  weight  of  materials  to  be 
recycled. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  with  the  advice  of  the  Ad- 
visory Committee  shall  include  in  the  Model  Request 
for  Proposals  monetary  incentives  for  exceeding  the 
percentage  of  solid  waste  that  a  contract  guarantees 
shall  be  recycled  and  monetary  penalties  for  failing 
to  meet  the  percentage  of  solid  waste  that  a  contract 
guarantees  shall  be  recycled. 

(c)  No  contract  for  solid  waste  collection  shall  be 
extended  beyond  July  1,  1992  unless  the  extension  in- 
cludes a  provision  requiring  the  company  or  its  sub- 
contractors to  recycle  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  per- 
cent   by    weight    of   the    solid    waste    collected    in 


accordance  with  the  extension  at  the  time  of  its  sign- 
ing and  at  least  fifty  (50)  percent  by  weight  of  the 
solid  waste  collected  by  January  1,  1996  if  the  exten- 
sion continues  to  that  date. 

(d)  Such  contracts  and  extensions  shall  include 
provisions  which  allow  the  commissioner  to  terminate 
the  contract  with,  withhold  payment  to,  or  reduce  the 
payment  to  a  company  if  said  company  fails  to  sat- 
isfy the  provisions  of  that  contract  regarding  recy- 
cling requirements.  The  commissioner  shall  establish 
a  rate  of  monetary  incentive  or  penalty  based  on  the 
amount  above  or  below  the  recycling  percentage 
guaranteed  by  a  contract. 

(e)  Any  contract  to  collect  city  solid  waste  shall  at 
a  minimum  require  the  recycling  of  aluminum,  paper, 
plastic  containers,  metal  cans,  glass  containers,  and 
the  composting  of  yard  waste  in  every  neighborhood 
served  by  that  contract  through  methods  approved  by 
the  commissioner  with  the  advice  of  the  Advisory 
Committee. 

(0  Any  company  found  by  a  court  or  agency  with 
jurisdiction  to  be  in  violation  of  the  environmental 
protection  provisions  of  the  Resource  Conservation 
and  Recovery  Act  or  any  similar  Massachusetts  law 
may  be  debarred  from  contracting  with  the  city  for 
collection  or  removal  of  solid  waste  or  recyclables 
for  a  period  of  three  years  following  the  finding. 

(g)  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  is  autho- 
rized in  accordance  with  the  Massachusetts  Solid 
Waste  Act,  Chapter  584  of  the  Acts  of  1987,  to  take 
all  steps  necessary  to  bring  about  construction  and 
operation  of  a  publicly  funded  Materials  Recovery 
Facility. 

Section  Five.  Incentives  to  Recycling. 

(a)  With  the  advice  of  the  Advisory  Committee, 
the  Commissioner  may  create  an  incentive  program 
for  participation  in  the  recycling  program,  including 
but  not  limited  to  a  "trash  lottery"  in  which  individ- 
uals or  neighborhoods  as  defined  by  the  Commis- 
sioner are  awarded  cash  prize  or  other  awards  for 
correctly  separating  solid  waste  in  accordance  with 
the  recycling  program's  needs  as  defined  by  the 
Commissioner. 

Section  Six.  Reporting  Requirements. 

(a)  Pursuant  to  this  Ordinance,  the  Commissioner 
shall  prepare  an  analysis  of  the  recycling  program  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  rates  of  participation  and 
volume  and  weight  of  the  components  of  the  waste 
stream  successfully  recycled,  such  analysis  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Mayor,  the  City  Council  and  the  Advi- 
sory Committee  within  twelve  (12)  months  of  the  be- 
ginning of  the  citywide  recycling  effort,  and  every 
twelve  (12)  months  thereafter. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  shall  prepare  proposals  for 
increasing  participation  in  the  recycling  program  and 
shall  include  an  analysis  of  the  merits  of  user  fees, 
mandating  participation  and  any  sanctions  which  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  need  be  considered 
to  effectuate  the  intentions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  Seven.  Severability. 

If  any  provision  of  this  chapter  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then 
such  provision  or  section  shall  be  considered  sepa- 
rately and  apart  from  the  remaining  provisions  or 
sections  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect. 

Section  Eight.  Effective  Date. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

REPORT  ON  ORDER  FOR  APPROPRIATION  OF 
$385,000,000  FOR  GENERAL  SCHOOL  PUR- 
POSES FOR  FY91 

Coun.  MENINO,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0753,  message  of  the  Mayor 
and  order  for  the  appropriation  of  $385,000,000  for 
general  school  purposes  for  FY91  (referred  June  6) 
recommending  passage  of  the  order  and  acceptance 
of  the  attached  report. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  held  hearings 
on  the  FY91  school  budget  Tuesday  and  Wednesday, 
June  19th  and  20th.  After  hearing  testimony  from  the 
School  Committee  President  Burke,  Superintendent 
McDonough,  Deputy  Superintendent  Rowe  and  sev- 
eral department  heads,  the  Committee  makes  the  fol- 
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lowing  recommendations  tor  the  FY91  school  budget: 

A.  Process 

Last  year,  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  rec- 
ommended that  the  process  by  which  the  school 
budget  is  submitted  and  reviewed  be  changed.  To  the 
detriment  of  the  school  system,  it  is  clear  this  year 
was  no  different  from  years  past.  Last  year,  chaos 
ruled  the  system  while  the  School  Committee  delayed 
cutting  their  original  budget  to  meet  the  Mayor's  ap- 
propriation level  by  consolidating  schools.  This  year, 
the  threat  of  confusion  is  even  greater  as  the  proposal 
to  lay  off  a  dramatic  number  of  teachers  is  conten- 
tiously  debated  among  city  hall,  the  school  depart- 
ment and  the  community.  Waiting  until  the  last  possi- 
ble moment  to  decide  financial  and  educational 
priorities  does  not  serve  the  school  children  of 
Boston  well.  The  committee  strongly  recommends 
that  the  Mayor's  office  and  the  School  Department 
begin  to  work  cooperatively  on  a  five  year  budget 
perspective.  The  school  budget  should  be  built 
around  a  budget  figure  agreed  upon  by  city  hall  and 
the  school  department.  Debate  during  the  approval 
process  could  then  be  focused  on  the  adequacy  of  the 
Mayor's  appropriation,  rather  than  focusing  on  a  con- 
glomeration of  piece  meal  cuts. 

B.  Cost  Savings 

Certain  factors  must  be  taken  into  account  when 
reviewing  the  school  budget:  even  though  enrollment 
has  declined  in  the  last  five  years,  the  budget  con- 
tinues to  expand  because  the  cost  of  services  pro- 
vided to  the  students  increases  each  year.  Transporta- 
tion contracts  have  not  been  reduced.  Special 
education  rates  do  not  decrease.  With  these  realities 
in  mind,  Boston  must  look  at  providing  services 
through  alternative  methods  —  methods  perhaps  not 
thought  of  before  but  which  make  perfect  sense  in 
these  times  of  fiscal  crisis. 

Second  only  to  delivering  a  quality  education,  the 
goal  of  the  school  department  like  other  city  depart- 
ments, should  be  cost  containment.  The  school  de- 
partment did  not  have  cost  savings  in  mind  when  it 
made  the  following  choices,  which  came  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  committee  during  this  year's  hearings: 

•  to  leave  boxes  of  unopened  and  reusable  text- 
books and  supplies  at  a  closed  school; 

•  to  take  principals  from  one  zone  on  a  harbor 
cruise  using  state  school  improvement  monies; 

•  to  spend  $336,000  more  in  FY  91  for  a  new  tel- 
ephone system  while  teachers  starve  for  enough  text- 
books and  materials. 

The  following  recommendations  are  offered  as  a 
means  to  contain  costs: 

•  The  Citywide  Educational  Coalition  estimates 
special  education  costs  increased  150%  from  1978-87 
and  special  education  transportation  costs  have  dou- 
bled. The  school  department  should  invest  time  and 
money  into  more  "in  house"  special  education  pro- 
grams. Models  such  as  the  McKinley  Program  and 
the  Ahern  School  should  be  replicated  with  haste. 

Other  school  districts  in  the  state  have  tried  similar 
programs  with  much  success  and  savings. 

•  A  shared  busing  (putting  students  from  different 
schools  on  the  same  bus)  policy  should  be  the  rule 
rather  than  an  exception.  During  the  budget  hearings, 
the  director  of  transportation  said  shared  busing  will 
be  piloted  in  each  zone.  With  transportation  costs 
skyrocketing  more  than  28%  over  the  past  2  years, 
cost  saviang  methods  such  as  shared  busing  need  the 
school  department's  full  attention. 

•  The  school  department  and  city  hall  should  move 
quickly  to  consolidate  the  school  police  and  the  mu- 
nicipal police.  Estimates  on  consolidation  savings 
range  from  $400,000  to  $lm. 


C.  Tregor 

As  noted  in  last  year's  recommendations,  the  ex- 
penditure of  the  Tregor  reserve  should  be  followed  to 
the  letter  of  the  law.  Chapter  701  of  the  Acts  of  1986 
requires  that  the  school  department  establish  a  re- 
serve and  that  no  expenditures  be  made  before  May 
1st  without  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council.  The  School  Department  has  never  come  be- 
fore the  Council  for  approval  to  spend  the  Tregor  re- 
serve. This  year,  when  asked  if  the  school  depart- 
ment would  be  spending  the  Tregor  reserve,  school 
officials  said  they  would  only  expend  it  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Auditor,  the  Auditor  is  not  empowered 
to  make  such  decisions  and  should  be  held  responsi- 
ble for  upholding  the  proper  and  lawful  procedure  by 
withholding  expenditures  of  the  reserve  until  the  City 
Council  has  approved  it.

due  process  protections,  as  well  as  the  Massachusetts 
Constitution's  Home  Rule  Amendment. 

I  have  always  supported  our  working  men  and  women 
in  their  struggle  for  decent  wages  and  working  condi- 
tions. There  can  be  no  excuse  when  lawlessness  and  vio- 
lence are  used  against  those  who  exercise  their  right  to 
strike.  However,  the  answer  to  the  painful  incidents  of 
such  lawlessness  is  not  to  pass  laws  which  are  themselves 
illegal.  Such  action  would  offer  false  hope  to  workers, 
would  result  in  costly  litigation  which  the  City  would 
lose,  and  would  contribute  the  cynicism  which  many 
now  feel  toward  government.  There  is  a  lawful  vehicle 
for  addressing  this  problem  in  the  form  of  federal  legisla- 
tion sponsored  by  Senator  Kennedy,  which  is  now  pend- 
ing in  Congress,  S.  2112,  amending  the  National  Labor 
Relations  Act  and  the  Railway  Labor  Act.  That  legisla- 
tion deserves  our  strong  support.

Coun.  IANNELLA,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  submits  the  following  re- 
port and  makes  the  following  recommendations: 

Work  should  proceed  on  renovating  all  elevators  in 
City  Hall  to  improve  response  and  travel  time,  handi- 
capped access  and  safety. 

Signage  should  be  developed  to  clearly  indicate  the  lo- 
cation of  all  offices  in  City  Hall. 

One  of  the  three  elevators  on  the  South  side  should  start 
at  the  third  floor  w  ith  the  other  two  elevators  in  that  bank 
going  from  floor  1  to  9. 

No  work  other  than  upgrading  to  state  of  the  art  should 
he  done  on  the  City  Council  elevator. 

These  recommendations  would  save  $175,000,  plus 
interest  and  put  to  rest  the  perception  of  discourtesy  to  the 
Councillors  and  avoid  a  jurisdictional  dispute. 

July  18.  1990. 
Committee  of  the  Whole: 

The  Council  recessed  to  go  into  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  at  1:30  p.m.  on  Wednesday.  July  18.  1990. 

Appearing  before  the  Committee  were  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Real  Property.  Frank  Jones,  and  Mr.  Joseph 
Lewin  of  the  Public  Facilities  Department.  No  one  testi- 
fied from  the  Office  of  Capital  Planning. 

Mr.  Lewin  accepted  full  responsibility  and  blame  for 
the  late  notification  to  the  Council  about  the  elevator 
project.  He  apologized  for  the  fact  that  the  Council  was 
only  notified  on  Friday  that  the  work  was  scheduled  to 
start  on  Monday.  The  work  had  originally  been  scheduled 
lo  start  in  September.  He  admitted  that  the  last  formal 
communication  with  the  Council  concerning  the  eleva- 
tors was  in  August  1989.  He  said  he  meant  no  disrespect. 

Frank  Jones.  Commissioner  of  Real  Property  said  that 
his  relationship  with  Lisa  Chapnick  and  Mary  Nee  show 
that  they  have  high  respect  for  the  Council  and  that  this  as 
a -SNAFU". 

Councillor  Iannella  said  that  more  people  come  in  on 
the  third  floor  than  the  Congress  Street  entrance  or  the 
first  floor.  He  said  that  most  people  come  into  this  build- 
ing looking  for  the  second  floor:  voter  registration, 
births,  deaths  and  marriages,  to  pay  tax  bills,  etc.  He  said 
that  at  least  one  elevator  should  start  on  the  third  floor. 

Councillor  Kelly  said  that  in  the  seven  years  he  has 
been  in  City  Hall  he  has  yet  to  see  all  three  elevators 
operating  simultaneously.  He  said  there  was  more  traffic 
in  City  Hall  when  the  elevators  were  installed.  They 
should  be  able  to  be  made  to  work  well. 

Joe  Lewin  of  PFD  said  that  the  major  portion  of  the 
contract  is  to  repair  the  elevators.  Two  studies  have  been 
done  —  one  in  1975  and  one  in  1988.  Both  studies  show  a 
basic  capacity  problem. 

Councillor  Kelley  said  three  elevators  working  well 
should  be  able  to  service  city  hall. 

He  said  he  would  make  commonsense  suggestions: 
signage  should  be  improved,  efficiency  of  all  elevators 
should  be  improved  and  then  if  this  doesn't  work  discuss 
with  the  Councillors  any  changes  in  the  Council  elevator. 

Councillor  Iannella  pointed  out  that  the  Council  has 
jurisdiction  over  all  the  rooms  of  the  City  Council.  The 
elevator  is  under  the  council  jurisdiction. 

Councillor  O'Neil  said  that  he  intends  to  file  a  17F 
order  for  information  on  change  orders.

ORDINANCE  TO  PROTECT  THE  STRATOS- 
PHERIC OZONE  LAYER  BY  RESTRICTING 
THE  PRODUCTION,  USE  AND  EMISSION 
OF  OZONE-DESTRUCTIVE  COMPOUNDS 

Coun.  SALERNO,  SCONDRAS,  and  BOLLING 
offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  atmospheric  ozone  layer  protects  life 
by  absorbing  harmful  ultraviolet  (UV-B)  radiation 
emitted  by  the  sun  before  it  reaches  Earth.  This  at- 
mospheric layer  is  currently  being  destroyed  by  the 
emmission  of  man-made  compounds;  and 

Whereas,  For  every  one  percent  drop  in  ozone,  a 
2-3  percent  rise  in  UV-B  radiation  occurs,  leading  to 
increased  skin  cancer,  including  usually  fatal  malig- 
nant melanoma,  increases  in  eye  diseases,  crop  dam- 
age, and  harm  to  aquatic  life;  and 

Whereas,  Chlorine  released  from  chlorofluoracar- 
bons  (CFCs),  halons,  carbon  tetrachloride,  and 
methyl  chloroform  rise  into  the  stratosphere  and  de- 
stroy ozone  molecules;  and 

Whereas,  Increased  production  and  use  of  CFCs 
and  halons  have  caused  the  levels  of  chlorine  in  the 
atmosphere  to  rise  nearly  50  percent  in  the  last  dec- 
ade; at  the  same  time,  scientific  studies  have  shown

that  stratospheric  ozone  levels  over  North  America 
have  fallen  by  up  to  three  percent  (from  1969  to 
1986),  by  as  much  as  60  percent  over  Antarctica  and 
equal  or  greater  amounts  over  the  Arctic;  and 

Whereas,  The  U.  S.  is  responsible  for  over  a  quar- 
ter of  the  world's  production  and  consumption  of 
CFCs;  and 

Whereas,  Ozone  destroyers  are  also  a  major  cause 
of  the  "greenhouse  effect,"  reflecting  the  Earth's  heat 
to  increase  the  average  global  temperature  and  cause 
serious  climate  changes.  The  greenhouse  effect  could 
cause  droughts  to  become  more  commonplace,  and 
raise  sea  levels,  flooding  coastal  and  wetlands  areas, 
and 

Whereas,  Many  of  the  same  chemicals  that  destroy 
ozone  and  cause  the  greenhouse  effect  are  also  toxic 
to  humans,  causing  cancer,  birth  defects,  or  liver  and 
kidney  damage;  therefore 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY  COUNCIL  OF 
BOSTON,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  PROVI- 
SIONS OF  MASSACHUSETTS  GENERAL  LAW 
CHAPTER  43B,  SECTION  13,  AND  ANY  OTHER 
APPLICABLE  LAW,  AS  FOLLOWS: 
Section  1:  Purpose. 

(a)  To  reduce  atmospheric  pollution  which  endan- 
gers public  health,  safety,  and  the  environment,  by 
bringing  the  earliest  possible  end  to  the  use,  produc- 
tion, and  emission  of  ozone-destroying  substances. 

(b)  To  encourage  the  development  and  use  of  safe 
alternatives  to  CFCs  and  other  ozone  destroyers. 
Section  2:  Definitions. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  words  shall 
have  the  following  meaning: 

"Board"  or  "Board  of  Health",  the  Trustees  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

"Commissioner",  the  Commissioner  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

"Chlorofluorocarbon"  or  "CFC",  a  family  of  rela- 
tively volatile  substances  containing  carbon,  fluorine, 
and  chlorine,  which  includes,  without  limitation, 
CFC-11,  CFC- 12,  CFC-22  (also  known  as  "HCFC- 
22")  CFC-113,  CFC-114,  CFC-115,  CFC-500,  and 
CFC-502. 

"City"  shall  mean  all  territory  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Boston,  County  of  Suffolk, 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

"Department"  or  "Department  of  Health",  the  De- 
partment of  Health  and  Hospitals  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

"CFC  Food  Packaging  Product",  any  container, 
carton,  box,  cup,  lid,  plate,  bowl,  tray,  or  wrapping 
of  any  kind,  which  is  or  may  be  used  to  contain, 
package,  store,  insulate,  or  serve  any  food  and/or 
beverage,  where  any  ozone-destructive  compound  has 
been  used  in  the  manufacture  or  production  of  such 
item. 

"Halon",  any  fully  halogenated  carbon  compound 
containing  bromine,  and  chlorine  and/or  fluorine, 
which  includes,  without  limitation,  Halon-1301, 
Halon-1211,  and  Halon-2402. 

"Ozone-Destructive  Compound",  any  CFC,  Halon, 
the  chemical  compounds  of  methyl  chloroform  and 
carbon  tetrachloride,  or  any  other  chemical  com- 
pound hereafter  designated  by  the  Board  of  Health  in 
regulations  as  being  an  "Ozone-Destructive  Com- 
pound." 

"Person",  any  individual,  domestic  or  foreign  cor- 
poration, government  agency,  partnership,  firm,  joint 
stock  company,  trust,  association,  or  any  other  public 
or  private  entity  engaged  in  business  or  in  providing 
a  service,  in  the  City. 

"Produce",  to  engage  in  the  manufacture  of  a 
product. 


"Rigid  or  Flexible  Foam  Containing  or  Utilizing 
any  Ozone-Destructive  Compound",  any  rigid  or 
flexible  foam,  such  as  styrofoam  or  thermoplastic 
foam,  building  insulation,  or  any  other  rigid  or  flexi- 
ble foam  that  contains  within  any  closed  cell  any 
Ozone-Destructive  Compound  in  any  manner  during 
the  manufacturing  process. 
Section  3:  Reporting  Requirements. 

Within  passage  of  the  Ordinance,  any  person  pro- 
ducing, selling,  offering  for  sale,  or  using  in  manu- 
facturing, research,  or  service  industry  any  Halon,  or 
more  than  twenty-five  pounds  per  annum  of  CFC- 
113,  CFC-114,  CFC-115,  methyl  chloroform,  or  car- 
bon tetrachloride,  or  more  than  twenty-five  pounds 
per  annum  of  CFC-11,  CFC-12,  or  CFC-22  for  pur- 
poses of  servicing  or  recharging  refrigeration  or  air 
conditioning  equipment,  shall  file  a  report  with  the 
Commissioner  of  Health,  setting  forth  the  amount  by 
weight,  of  any  and  all  such  materials  which  were 
produced,  used  in  manufacturing,  research,  or  serv- 
ice industry,  or  sold  by  said  person  during  the  pre- 
ceding year.  Within  one  year  of  the  adoption  of  this 
Ordinance,  persons  required  to  have,  or  secure  the 
use  of,  equipment  for  recycling  or  reclamation  of 
ozone-destructive  compounds  pursuant  to  this  Ordi- 
nance shall  file  a  report  with  documentation  that  such 
equipment  has  been  obtained,  or  that  the  use  of  such 
equipment  has  been  secured.  The  reports  required  by 
this  section  shall  be  updated  and  filed  annually  there- 
after. For  a  corporation,  all  such  reports  shall  be 
signed  and  attested  to  by  a  corporate  officer  holding 
the  position  of  President  of  Vice-President.  For  an 
unincorporated  association,  all  such  reports  shall  be 
signed  and  attested  to  by  a  principal  of  the  associa- 
tion, or  by  the  highest  ranking  officer. 
Section  4:  Restrictions  on  the  Manufacture,  Sale, 
or  Use  of  Ozone-Destructive  Compounds. 

(a)  Effective  January  1,  1992,  no  Person  within  the 
City  shall  produce  any  Ozone-Destructive  Com- 
pound. 

(b)  Effective  January  1,  1992,  no  person  shall  use 
any  Ozone-Destructive  /compound  in  any  process  or 
activity  involving  the  manufacturing,  production, 
cleansing,  degreasing,  or  sterilization  of  any  sub- 
stance or  product,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  section. 

(c)  Effective  January  1,  1991,  no  person  shall 
package  any  product  with  rigid  or  flexible  foam  con- 
taining or  utilizing  any  Ozone-Destructive  Com- 
pound. 

(d)  Effective  January  1,  1991,  no  person  engaged 
in  the  sale  or  distribution  of  food  or  food  packaging 
materials  shall  purchase,  obtain,  sell,  store,  distribute 
or  otherwise  provide  to  any  other  person  any  CFC 
Food  Packaging  Material. 

(e)  Exemptions: 

(1)  This  Section  shall  not  apply  to  the  study  or  re- 
search of  the  effects  of  the  release  of  Ozone- 
Destructive  Compounds  into  the  environment  or  the 
development  of  alternative  technologies,  where  such 
compounds  are  necessary  for  conducting  such  study 
and  research. 

(2)  Subsections  (b),  (C)  and  (d)  of  the  section  shall 
not  apply  to  the  use  of  Ozone-Destructive  Com- 
pounds in  any  household,  motor  vehicle,  retail,  or 
commercial  refrigeration  or  air  conditioning  unit. 

(3)  Medical  applications  for  which  no  safe  non- 
ozone  destructive  alternatives  are  available  shall  be 
exempt  from  subsection  (b)  of  this  Section.  As  safe 
non-ozone  destructive  alternatives  become  available, 
all  persons  using  Ozone-Destructive  Compounds  un- 
der this  exemption  shall  convert  to  safe  non-ozone 
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destructive  substances  and  products,  consistent  with 
regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

(4)  Extensions  to  the  deadlines  may  be  granted  by 
the  Board  of  Health  pursuant  to  Section  16. 
Section    5:    Prohibition    of   the    Use    of   Ozone- 
Destructive  Compounds  in  Building  Insulation. 

Effective  January  1,  1991,  no  person  shall  install 
any  building  insulation  which  contains  or  utilizes  an 
Ozone-Destructive  Compound.  Simultaneously  with 
the  filing  of  a  building  permit  application  for  con- 
struction of  any  building  or  structure,  whether  com- 
mercial, industrial,  residential  or  other,  all  applicants 
for  building  permits  shall  submit  a  written  verifica- 
tion to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department  certifying  that  the  insulation  to  be  in- 
stalled does  not  contain  an  Ozone-Destructive  Com- 
pound. 

Section  6:  Recovery  and  Disposal  of  Ozone- 
Destructive  Compounds  Contained  in  Building  In- 
sulation. 

No  person  shall  erect,  construct,  enlarge,  alter,  re- 
pair, move,  improve,  remove,  convert,  renovate,  or 
demolish  any  building  or  structure  which  requires  the 
removal  of  existing  insulation  that  contains  an  Ozone- 
Destructive  Compound  without  recovering  or  prop- 
erly disposing  of  such  insulation  consistent  with  any 
procedures  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  this 
Ordinance,  and  all  applicable  state  and  federal  stat- 
utes and  regulations. 

Section  7:  Recycling  of  Ozone-Destructive  Com- 
pounds Used  as  Coolants  in  Refrigeration  or  Air 
Conditioning  Units. 

(a)  Within  one  year  of  the  adoption  of  the  rules  of 
this  Ordinance,  all  persons  that  repair,  service,  or 
provide  for  the  maintenance  of  any  refrigeration  or 
air  conditioning  unit  or  system,  including  both  mo- 
bile and  stationary  systems,  shall  adopt  and  imple- 
ment a  system  to  ensure  that  during  repairs,  servic- 
ing and  maintenance,  Ozone-Destructive  Compounds 
will  not  be  released  into  the  environment,  but  will  be 
recaptured  and  recycled  in  compliance  with  reason- 
able guidelines  set  forth  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

(b)  Within  one  year  of  the  adoption  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, all  persons  retaining  motor  vehicles  on  their 
premises  for  the  purpose  of  reselling  said  vehicles  in 
parts  shall  recover  utilizing  appropriate  recovery 
equipment,  all  ozone  destructive  coolants  from  each 
vehicle  containing  an  air  conditioner  within  three 
business  days  after  said  vehicle  arrives  on  the  prem- 
ises Persons  affected  by  this  restriction  shall  not  al- 
low such  coolants  to  be  released  into  the  atmosphere, 
and  shall  ensure  that  such  coolants  are  reused  or  re- 
cycled. 

Section  8:  Restrictions  on  the  Sale  and  Use  of 
CFC  Refrigerants. 

Effective  January  1,  1991,  no  person  within  the 
city  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  CFC  coolant  suitable 
for  use  in  mobile  air  conditioners,  or  in  commercial 
or  residential  air  conditioners  in  quantities  smaller 
than  fifteen  pounds,  or  to  persons  not  owning  appro- 
priate equipment  for  the  recovery  or  recycling  of 
CFC  coolents. 

Section  9:  Disposal  of  Refrigeration  or  Air  Condi- 
tioning Unit  or  System. 

Effective  January  1,  1991,  the  City  and  any  person 
that  accepts  residential  or  commercial  waste  for  dis- 
posal shall  be  prohibited  from  disposing  of  any  re- 
frigeration or  air  conditioning  equipment  without  first 
recapturing  and  recycling  any  Ozone-Destructive 
Compound  used  as  a  coolant  in  said  unit  or  system, 
or  without  first  ensuring  that  such  coolant  will  be  re- 


captured and  recycled  within  three  working  days  after 
said  unit  or  system  arrives  on  the  premises. 
Section   10:  Restrictions  on  the  Use  of  Halons  in 
Fire  Extinguishers. 

(a)  Effective  January  1,  1991,  no  person  shall  sell 
or  offer  for  sale  fire  extinguishers  for  consumer  ap- 
plications which  contain  Halons  or  other  Ozone- 
Destructive  Compounds. 

(b)  Effective  January  1,  1991,  no  person  shall  use 
fire  extinguishers  that  contain  Halons  or  other  Ozone- 
Destructive  Compounds  for  the  purpose  of  testing  or 
training,  except  as  required  by  law. 

Section  11:  Reclamation  of  Halons  from  Portable 
Fire  Extinguishing  Systems  or  Units. 

Within  six  months  of  the  adoption  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, all  persons  that  repair,  service,  or  provide  for 
the  maintenance  of  any  portable  fire  extinguishing 
system  or  unit  which  utilizes  Halon  shall  adopt  and 
implement  a  recycling  system  whereby  any  Halon 
used  in  such  a  unit  or  system  will  not  be  released 
into  the  environment  during  repair,  service,  or  main- 
tenance, but  will  be  recaptured  and  recycled  in  com- 
pliance with  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health. 
Section  12:  Restrictions  on  the  Use  of  Ozone- 
Destructive  Compounds  in  Certain  Consumer 
Products. 

Effective  with  the  adoption  of  this  Ordinance  and 
regulations  thereunder,  no  person  shall  sell  or  use 
plastic  party  streamers  and  novelties,  propelled  noise 
horns,  cleaning  solutions,  consumer  electronics  or 
photographic  equipment  containing  ozone-destructive 
compounds. 
Section  13:  Use  of  Safe  Substitutes. 

To  the  extent  that  safer  substitutes  for  particular 
uses  have  been  designated  by  an  authoritative  body, 
substances  listed  or  covered  under  M.  G.  L.  c.  11  IF 
(the  Massachusetts  Right  to  Know  Law)  shall  not  be 
used  as  replacements  for  the  substances  prohibited  by 
the  Ordinance.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  an 
authoritative  body  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Pro- 
tection, the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health,  the  Massachusetts  Toxics  Use  Reduction  In- 
stitute, the  U  S  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  or 
sub-bodies  of  such  agencies. 
Section  14:  Warning  Labels 

Effective  January  1,  1991,  no  container  in  which 
CFCs,  Halons,  or  other  Ozone-Destructive  Com- 
pounds are  stored  or  transported,  no  product  contain- 
ing such  substances,  nor  any  product  manufactured 
with  a  process  that  uses  said  substance  shall  be  sold 
or  offered  for  sale  unless,  at  the  time  of  sale,  it  bears 
a  clearly  legible  and  prominently  displayed  label  stat- 
ing in  red  letters  on  a  white  background  the  follow- 
ing: 

"Contains  [or  manufactured  with],  a  substance 
which  harms  public  health  and  the  environment 
by  destroying  ozone  in  the  stratosphere." 

Said  label  shall  be  no  less  than  three  square  inches 
in  size  and  shall  be  permanently  affixed  on  said  con- 
tainer or  product,  except  that  for  products  of  less 
than  70  square  inches  total  surface  area,  such  label 
may  alternatively  be  affixed  on  a  tag  prominently  in 
all  sales  displays  at  the  point  sale  and  purchase,  and 
temporarily  on  the  product  itself. 
Section  15:  Extensions  from  the  Deadlines. 

Extensions  from  the  deadlines  of  section  five  of  the 
Ordinance  may  be  granted  if  the  applicant  for  such 
an  extension  demonstrates  to  the  Board  of  Health  by 
a  preponderance  of  credible  evidence  either  that: 

(a)  No  substitute  for  an  essential  use  is  currently 
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available,  and  the  user  is  incapable  of  taking  mea- 
sures to  study,  develop,  or  apply  non-ozone  destruc- 
tive compounds;  or 

(b)  Despite  the  availability  of  alternatives  of  tech- 
nologies needed  to  comply  with  this  Ordinance,  the 
user  is  unable  to  meet  the  deadlines  specified  herein 
for  their  application.  Such  user  must  include  with 
their  application  a  detailed  schedule  which  represents 
the  most  expeditious  schedule  upon  such  user  is  ca- 
pable of  coming  into  compliance.  Such  schedule  shall 
contain  verifiable  milestones  for  compliances,  such  as 
the  dates  by  which  contracts  will  be  entered  and  the 
date  of  final  compliance. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  section,  no 
extensions  shall  be  granted  from  the  prohibition  on 
the  manufacture  of  Ozone-Destructive  Compounds. 

Prior  to  granting  a  requested  extension  of  the  dead- 
lines of  this  Ordinance,  the  Board  of  Health  shall 
conduct  a  public  hearing,  with  written  notice  given  at 
the  expense  of  the  applicant  at  least  45  days  prior  to 
the  hearing,  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in 
the  City.  The  failure  of  an  applicant  to  provide  ade- 
quate evidence  to  meet  the  burden  of  proof  estab- 
lished by  this  section  shall  be  sufficient  cause  to 
deny  an  application  for  an  extension,  and  credible  ev- 
idence presented  by  members  of  the  public  at  the 
public  hearing  shall  be  considered  in  the  Board  of 
Health  determination  as  to  whether  to  grant  an  exten- 
sion. 

In  the  case  of  any  extension  granted,  public  hear- 
ings shall  be  conducted  by  the  Board  of  Health  every 
six  months  to  review  progress  in  coming  into  compli- 
ance, and  to  adjust  the  timetables  where  earlier  com- 
pliance is  shown  to  be  feasible. 
Section  16:  Regulations. 

Within  four  months  of  adoption  of  this  Ordinance, 
the  Board  of  Health  shall  issue  reasonable  regulations 
to  implement  this  Ordinance.  The  Board  may,  if  nec- 
essary, issue  extensions  for  the  use  of  specific  com- 
pounds in  products  or  services  where  the  user  meets 
the  extension  criteria  described  in  section  16,  or 
where  it  is  demonstrated  that  compliance  with  a  pro- 
vision of  the  Ordinance  would  make  compliance  with 
related  Federal  or  State  requirements  impossible.  The 
requirements  of  sections  three  through  seventeen  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  become  effective  after  such  regu- 
lations are  issued,  and  have  been  approved  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Environment  Protection 
if  and  to  the  extent  that  said  department  requires 
such  approval  under  M.  G.  L.  c.  Ill  sec.  31C. 
Section  17:  Enforcement  and  Fines. 

(a)  The  principal  duty  for  enforcement  of  the  Ordi- 
nance, except  where  noted  otherwise,  rests  with  the 
Commissioner  of  Health.  Other  officials  and  depart- 
ments of  the  City,  including  the  Police  Department. 
Inspectional  Services  Department,  and  the  environ- 
mental Departmental  shall  have  the  authority  to  assist 
the  Commissioner  in  enforcement,  and  to  utilize  all 
rights  of  enforcement  specified  in  this  section. 

(b)  Whoever  violates  any  of  this  Ordinance  or  any 
order,  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  or  adopted  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  liable 
for  criminal  punishment,  for  the  first  offense,  by  a 
fine  or  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  for  each  subsequent  offense,  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
paragraph  each  day  or  part  thereof  of  violation  of  a 
given  rule  or  regulation  whether  such  violation  be 
continuous  or  intermittent  shall  be  construed  as  a 
separate  and  succeeding  offense.  A  first-time  viola- 
tion of  reporting  or  labeling  requirements  under  this 


Ordinance  shall  constitute  a  single  violation  for  pur- 
poses of  this  section,  except  that  willful  misrepresen- 
tation of  fact  in  relation  to  compliance  with  any  sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance,  or  an  intentional  violation  of 
any  provision  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  constitute  a 
separate  violation  for  each  day  until  such  misrepre- 
sentation or  intentional  violation  is  corrected. 

(c)  As  authorized  under  M.  G.  L.  40  section  2 ID, 
any  person  taking  cognizance  of  a  violation  of  a  spe- 
cific Ordinance,  by-law,  rule  or  regulation  which  that 
person  is  empowered  to  enforce,  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  enforcing  person,  as  an  alternative  to  initiat- 
ing criminal  proceedings  prescribed  in  subsection  (b), 
may  give  to  the  offender  a  written  notice  to  appear 
before  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion thereof  at  any  time  during  office  hours,  not  later 
then  twenty-one  days  after  the  date  of  such  notice. 
Such  notice  shall  be  in  triplicate  and  shall  contain  the 
name  and  address,  if  known,  of  the  offender,  the  spe- 
cific offense  charged,  and  the  time  and  place  for  his 
required  appearance.  Such  notice  shall  be  signed  by 
the  enforcing  person,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  of- 
fender whenever  practicable  in  acknowledgement  that 
such  notice  has  been  received. 

The  enforcing  person  shall,  if  possible,  deliver  to 
the  offender  a  copy  of  said  notice  at  the  time  and 
place  of  the  violation.  If  it  is  not  possible  to  deliver 
a  copy  of  said  notice  to  the  offender  at  the  time  and 
place  of  the  violation,  said  copy  shall  be  mailed  or 
delivered  by  the  enforcing  person,  or  by  his  com- 
manding officer  or  the  head  of  his  department  or  by 
any  person  authorized  by  such  a  commanding  officer, 
department  head  to  the  offenders  last  known  address, 
within  fifteen  days  after  the  said  violation.  Such  no- 
tice as  so  mailed  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  notice, 
and  a  certificate  of  the  person  so  mailing  such  notice 
that  it  has  been  mailed  in  accordance  with  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  thereof. 

Any  person  notified  to  appear  before  the  clerk  of  a 
district  court  as  herein  before  provided  may  so  ap- 
pear and  confess  the  offense  charged,  either  person- 
ally or  through  a  duly  authorized  agent  or  by  mailing 
to  such  clerk  with  notice  of  such  clerk  with  notice  of 
such  specific  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  three  hun- 
dred dollars  as  the  official  shall  fix  as  penalty  for 
said  violation  of  this  Ordinance  or  regulation.  Such 
payment  shall  if  mailed  be  made  only  by  postal  no- 
tice, money  order,  or  check.  The  payment  to  the 
clerk  of  such  sum  shall  operate  as  final  disposition  of 
the  case.  An  appearance  under  this  paragraph  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  be  a  criminal  proceeding.  No  per- 
son notified  to  appear  before  the  clerk  of  a  district 
court  shall  be  required  to  report  to  any  probation  of- 
ficer, and  no  record  of  the  case  shall  be  entered  in 
any  probation  records. 

If  any  person  so  notified  to  appear  desires  to  con- 
test the  violation  alleged  in  the  notice  to  appear  and 
also  to  avail  himself  or  herself  of  the  procedure  es- 
tablished pursuant  to  this  section,  that  person  may 
within  twenty-one  days  after  the  date  of  the  notice, 
request  a  hearing  in  writing.  Such  hearing  shall  be 
held  before  a  district  court  judge,  clerk,  or  assistant 
clerk,  as  the  court  shall  direct,  and  if  the  judge, 
clerk,  or  assistant  clerk  shall,  after  hearing,  find  that 
the  violation  occurred  and  that  it  was  committed  by 
the  person  so  notified  to  appear,  the  person  so  noti- 
fied shall  be  permitted  to  dispose  of  the  case  by  pay- 
ing the  specific  sum  of  money  fixed  as  a  penalty  as 
aforesaid,  or  such  lesser  amount  as  the  judge,  clerk, 
or  assistant  clerk,  shall  order,  which  payment  shall 
operate  as  a  final  disposition  of  the  case.  If  the 
judge,  clerk,  or  assistant  clerk,  shall  after  hearing. 
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find  that  alleged  violation  did  not  occur  or  was  not 
committed  by  the  person  notified  to  appear,  that  find- 
ing shall  be  entered  in  the  docket,  which  shall  oper- 
ate as  final  disposition  of  the  case.  Proceedings  held 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be 
criminal  proceedings.  No  person  disposing  of  a  case 
by  payment  of  such  a  penalty  shall  be  required  to  re- 
port to  any  probation  office  as  a  result  of  such  viola- 
tion, nor  shall  any  record  of  the  case  be  entered  in 
the  probation  records. 

If  any  person  so  notified  to  appear  before  the  clerk 
of  the  district  court  fails  to  pay  the  fine  provided 
hereunder  within  the  time  specified  or,  having  ap- 
peared, does  not  confess  the  offense  before  the  clerk 
or  pay  the  sum  of  money  fixed  as  a  penalty  after  a 
hearing  and  finding  as  provided  in  the  preceding  par- 
agraph, the  clerk  shall  notify  the  enforcing  person 
who  issued  the  original  notice,  who  shall  determine 
whether  to  apply  for  the  issuance  of  a  complaint  for 
the  violation  of  the  appropriate  ordinance,  by-law, 
rule  or  regulation. 

As  used  in  this  section  the  term  "district  court" 
shall  include,  within  the  limits  of  their  jurisdiction, 
the  municipal  court  of  the  city  of  Boston  and  the 
housing  courts  of  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  county 
of  Suffolk. 

The  notice  to  appear  provided  for  herein  shall  be 
printed  in  such  form  as  the  chief  justice  of  the  mu- 
nicipal court  of  the  city  of  Boston  has  or  may  have 
prescribed  pursuant  to  M.  G.  L.  c.  40  sec.  21D. 

(d)  Any  citizen  may  file  a  written  complaint  with 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  regarding  an  alleged  vio- 
lation of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance.  The  Com- 
missioner shall  investigate  such  allegation  within  30 
days  of  the  receipt  of  this  Ordinance,  and  shall  take 
any  enforcement  action  needed  to  ensure  compliance. 

(e)  For  the  purposes  of  administration  and  enforce- 
ment of  this  ordinance  and  regulations  thereunder, 
the  Commissioner,  Board  of  Health,  and  their  agents 
and  employees  shall  have  the  authority  to  enter  upon 
privately  owned  land  and  facilities  for  the  purpose  of 
performing  their  duties  under  this  Ordinance,  and 
may  secure  samples  of  products  or  materials  as  nec- 
essary for  the  enforcement  of  this  Ordinance  and  reg- 
ulations thereunder. 

(f)  Upon  request  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Board 
of  Health,  the  Corporation  Counsel  shall  take  legal 
action  for  enforcement  under  civil  law.  Upon  request 
of  the  Commissioner,  the  chief  of  police  shall  take 
legal  action  for  enforcement  under  criminal  law. 
Section  18:  Annual  Report  to  the  City  Council. 

The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  annually  submit 
a  report  to  the  City  Council  including  (a)  details  on 
present  production  and  use  of  Ozone-Destructive 
Compounds  by  persons  within  the  City;  (b)  details  on 
fines  imposed  and  their  dispensation;  (c)  recom- 
mended amendments  to  this  ordinance. 
Section  19:  Municipal  Procurement. 

Effective  thirty  days  after  the  enactment  of  this  Or- 
dinance, the  City  and  all  its  offices  and  agencies 
thereof  shall  not  purchase  any  CFC  Food  Packaging, 
nor  shall  any  City-sponsored  event  utilize  such  pack- 
aging. 
Section  20:  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  servera- 
ble  and  if  any  one  or  more  provisions,  or  parts  or 
subparts  thereof,  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or 
otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  im- 
pair any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or  parts  thereof.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  A  SOLID  WASTE 
MANAGEMENT  PROGRAM  FOR  THE  CITY 
OF  BOSTON 
Coun.  YANCEY  moved  that  Docket  No.  0584  be 
discharged  from  the  Committee  on  Waste  Manage- 
ment and  Recycling. 

Coun.  YANCEY  moved  substitution  and  passage  of 
the  ordinance  in  the  following  new  draft: 

Ordinance  Establishing  a  Comprehensive  Recycling 
Program  for  the  City  of  Boston 

Councillors  Scondras,  Salerno,  Hennigan  Casey, 
Kelly,  McCormack,  McLaughlin,  Menino,  O'Neil, 
Travaglini,  Iannella,  Boiling,  Byrne,  and  Yancey,  of- 
fered the  following: 

Whereas,  Recycling  the  maximum  quantity  of  resi- 
dential and  commercial  solid  waste  is  an  integral 
component  of  the  City's  solid  waste  management 
strategy;  and, 

Whereas,  The  reduction,  reuse  and  recycling  of 
solid  waste  is  an  environmentally  sound  approach  to 
solid  waste  disposal;  and, 

Wheres,  The  Massachusetts  Regional  Recycling 
Program  provides  grants  to  participating  communities 
for  land  acquisition  and  construction  of  a  Materials 
Recovery  Facility,  public  education,  set  out  contain- 
ers, and  collection  vehicles;  and, 

Whereas,  To  participate  in  this  program,  munici- 
palities must  adopt  source  separation  programs  and 
provide  for  separate  collection  of  recyclables;  and, 

Whereas,  Removing  certain  materials  from  the 
solid  waste  stream  will  decrease  the  flow  of  wastes  to 
conventional  disposal  facilities  such  as  landfills  and 
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mass  burn  incinerators,  aid  in  the  conservation  and 
recovery  of  valuable  resources,  conserve  energy  in 
the  manufacturing  process,  and  increase  the  supply  of 
reusable  raw  materials  for  industry;  and. 

Whereas,  Technology  and  methods  now  exist  to 
dispose  of  solid  wastes  and  recover  resources  with 
commensurate  environment  and  economic  benefits; 
and, 

Whereas,  The  City  may  most  appropriately  demon- 
strate its  long-term  commitment  to  proper  solid  waste 
management  and  help  assure  the  growth  of  markets 
for  products  containing  recycled  materials  by  increas- 
ing the  purchase  of  such  products;  and, 

Whereas,  The  City  wishes  to  increase,  to  the  maxi- 
mum extent  feasible,  the  percentage  of  the  total  solid 
waste  stream  that  is  reused,  composted,  recycled  or 
otherwise  processed  through  methods  other  than  land- 
filling  and  mass  burn  incineration;  and, 

Whereas,  Citizen  input  and  paticipation  is  critical 
to  the  success  of  a  Citywide  recycling  program,  and 
the  Mayor  will  appoint  a  Recycling  Advisory  Com- 
mittee as  one  aspect  of  this  participation;  and. 

Whereas,  The  City  recognizes  that  meeting  recy- 
cling targets  will  be  dependent  on  the  successful  sit- 
ing, funding,  and  construction  in  a  timely  manner  of 
materials  handling  facilities  and  composting  facilities 
in  or  near  the  City;  the  capacities  of  which  will  need 
to  total  50,000  tons  per  year  by  July  1,  1992,  87,500 
tons  per  year  by  July  1,  1995,  and  125,000  tons  per 
year  by  July  1,  1998,  in  order  to  achieve  a  City  goal 
of  50  percent  recycling;  and  now, 

Therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  invested  in  it 
by  law,  including  without  limitation,  G.  L.  c.  40, 
s.8H,  the  following  ordinance  shall  be  enacted: 

SECTION  ONE.  Recycling  Program  Established. 
Pursuant  to  G.  L.  c.  40,  s.8H,  there  is  hereby  estab- 
lished in  the  City  of  Boston  a  Recycling  Program  the 
requirements  of  which  are  set  forth  herein. 

SECTION  TWO.  Purposes.  The  purpose  of  the  Re- 
cycling Program  is  to  define  goals  and  mechanisms 
for  maximizing  the  percentage  of  Boston's  residential 
solid  waste  which  is  recycled.  The  Program  will  fur- 
ther seek  to  facilitate  greater  recycling  levels  within 
the  commercial  sector,  and  identify  ways  in  which 
the  City's  purchasing  policies  can  encourage  recy- 
cling. 

SECTION  THREE.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this 
ordinance,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the 
following  terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  "Aluminum":  any  can,  container,  foil  wrapping 
or  product  composed  solely  of  aluminum. 

(b)  "City":  the  City  of  Boston. 

(c)  "Commissioner":  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  or 
that  person's  designee. 

(d)  "Department":  the  Public  Works  Department  of 
the  City  of  Boston. 

(e)  "District";  waste  collection  districts  as  defined 
by  the  Commissioner. 

(f)  "Glass  container":  any  bottle,  jar,  or  other  con- 
tainer composed  of  glass,  but  not  including  contain- 
ers composed  of  ceramic. 

(g)  "Materials  Recovery  Facility":  a  processing 
plant  that  receives  as  input  a  stream  of  recyclable 
material  separated  from  municipal  solid  waste. 

(h)  "Metal  can":  any  container  composed  of  metal, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  such  container 
commonly  used  for  beverages  and  food. 

(i)  "Paper":  any  non-soiled  paper,  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  newspaper,  mixed  paper,  and  corru- 
gated cardboard. 

(j)  "Plastic  container":  any  bottle,  carton,  lid  or 
tube  composed  of  rigid  plastic. 


(k)  "Recyclables":  materials  that  have  the  potential 
to  be  recycled  and  which  are  not  co-mingled  with 
solid  waste  or  contaminated  by  significant  amounts  of 
toxic  substances,  including  but  not  limited  to  alumi- 
num, glass  containers,  metal  containers,  paper,  plas- 
tic containers  and  yard  waste. 

(1)  "Recycling":  to  recover  materials  or  by- 
products: 

(1)  which  are  to  be  reused;  or 

(2)  which  are  to  be  employed  as  an  ingredient  or 
a  feedstock  in  an  industrial  or  manufacturing 
process  to  make  a  product;  or 

(3)  which  are  to  be  employed  in  a  particular 
function  or  application  as  an  effective  substi- 
tute for  a  commercial  product  or  commodity 
(other  than  as  a  substitute  for  fuel).  "Recycle" 
does  not  mean  to  recover  energy  from  the 
combustion  of  a  material. 

(m)  "Residential  owner":  a  person  who  owns  or  is 
in  control  of  residential  premises. 

(n)  "Residential  premises":  any  house,  building  or 
other  structure  used  for  dwelling  purposes  which  re- 
ceives waste  collection  service  from  the  City. 

(o)  "Residential  wastestream":  all  solid  waste 
which  the  City  is  responsible  for  collecting  from  resi- 
dential premises. 

(p)  "Set  out  container":  any  container  composed  of 
weatherproof  material  such  as  plastic  or  metal  as  de- 
fined by  the  Commissioner. 

(q)  "Solid  waste":  garbage,  refuse  or  other  dis- 
carded material,  including  solid,  liquid,  semisolid,  or 
contained  gaseous  material,  resulting  from  residential 
or  commercial  activities. 

(r)  "Yard  waste":  grass,  leaves,  tree  and  brush  cut- 
tings and  similar  material. 

SECTION  FOUR.  Recycling  Mechanisms. 

(a)  On  a  schedule  to  be  determined  by  the  Com- 
missioner, residential  premises  designated  by  the 
Commissioner  shall  separate  specified  recyclables 
from  all  other  solid  waste  that  they  deposit  at  the 
curb  or  other  pickup  locations  for  collection  and 
shall  place  said  recyclables  in  set-out  containers  for 
collection.  The  Department  shall  arrange  for  the  col- 
lection of  all  said  recyclables  either  through  require- 
ments of  the  regular  district  waste  collection  contract 
or  through  such  other  arrangements  as  the  Commis- 
sioner determines  to  be  most  advantageous  to  the 
City. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  shall  develop  and  implement 
alternative  recycling  programs  for  residential  prem- 
ises where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioner,  a 
curbside  collection  program  is  not  feasible  for  either 
a  specified  geographic  area  or  for  specific  classes  of 
residences. 

(c)  The  Commissioner  shall  develop  public  educa- 
tion programs  to  maximize  the  separation  and  collec- 
tion of  recyclables.  The  Department  may  implement 
these  programs  in  conjunction  with  the  Boston  Public 
Schools,  Neighborhood  Councils,  community  groups, 
private  schools,  businesses,  labor  organizations,  and 
other  interested  or  affected  parties.  The  education 
programs  may  include  flyers,  print  and  electronic 
media,  public  events,  or  any  other  promotional  tech- 
niques which  the  Commissioner  determines  will  as- 
sure the  greatest  level  of  compliance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance.  Such  programs  shall  begin  at 
least  one  month  before  the  effective  date  of  separa- 
tion requirements  for  specified  residential  premises, 
or  a  month  before  the  start  of  operation  of  any  alter- 
native programs. 

(d)  The  Commissioner  may  adopt  rules  and  regula- 
tions to  further  the  effective  implementation  of  recy- 
cling programs. 
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(e)  The  Commissioner  shall  determine  the  most 
cost-effective  and  appropriate  means  to  bring  about 
the  construction  and  operation  of  a  Materials  Recov- 
ery Facility  or  other  similar  facility  to  ensure  ade- 
quate capacity  for  processing  recyclables  collected  by 
the  Department  and  its  contractors  under  this  ordi- 
nance. The  Commissioner  shall  report  the  initial 
findings  of  this  evaluation  to  the  Mayor  not  later  than 
July  1,  1991;  and  shall  at  that  time  seek  whatever 
authority  may  be  necessary  to  authorize  the  procure- 
ment and/or  construction  of  such  facility.  The  Com- 
missioner may  from  time  to  time  conduct  additional 
evaluations  of  this  nature  in  light  of  changing  market 
conditions  and  shall  report  in  a  timely  manner  to  the 
Mayor  the  results  of  such  evaluations. 

(f)  The  Commissioner  shall  ensure  that  all  separa- 
tion and  collection  programs  and  all  contracts  for 
separation,  collection,  and  disposal  are  consistent 
with  all  state  and  federal  solid  waste  laws  and  regula- 
tions, including  but  not  limited  to,  310  CMR  19.017: 
"Waste  Control". 

(g)  The  Citywide  targets  as  defined  throughout  this 
Ordinance  shall  describe  the  total  amount  of  recy- 
cling of  the  residential  wastestream  occurring  within 
the  City  at  the  revelant  point  in  time.  This  shall  in- 
clude the  results  obtained  through  recycling  of  return- 
able plastic,  glass,  and  metal  containers  which  are  re- 
turned for  deposit.  The  Commissioner  shall  prepare 
by  July  1,  1991  a  standard  methodology  consistent 
with  that  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  De- 
partment of  Environmental  Protection  for  quantifying 
the  recycling  results  for  returnable  containers,  and 
shall  utilize  that  methodology  annually  in  the  prepa- 
ration of  reports  required  by  this  Ordinance  on  the 
results  of  the  recycling  program. 

SECTION  FIVE.  Recycling  Targets  and  Contracts. 

(a)  Through  the  mechanism  described  above,  the 
Department  shall  ensure  that  at  least  twenty-eight 
(28)  percent  by  weight  of  the  residential  wastestream 
is  recycled  Citywide  during  the  fiscal  year  beginning 
July  1,  1992;  at  least  thirty-eight  (38)  percent  during 
the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1995;  and  at  least 
fifty  (50)  percent  during  the  fiscal  year  beginning 
July  1,  1998;  assuming  that  the  Department  is  able 
to  secure  access  to  a  state-funded  or  private  Materials 
Recovery  Facility  or  facility  or  facilities  with  equiva- 
lent capabilities  by  the  applicable  date.  At  a  mini- 
mum, the  Department  shall  institute  various  separa- 
tion and  collection  programs  geographically  located 
in  each  of  its  districts  to  recycle  aluminum,  newspa- 
per, plastic  containers,  metal  cans,  glass  containers, 
and  yard  waste  in  order  to  meet  the  first  Citywide 
target.  The  Department  shall  implement  such  pro- 
grams with  the  goal  of  maximizing  participation  and 
the  percentage  of  the  wastestream  by  weight  that  is 
recycled  within  each  district.  In  areas  where  partici- 
pation and  diversion  rates  are  lower  than  the  City- 
wide  rates,  the  Department  shall  focus  extra  re- 
sources to  develop  alternative  educational  and 
collection  approaches  in  order  to  attempt  to  bring 
such  rates  up  to  the  Citywide  rates.  In  order  to  meet 
the  later  targets,  the  Department  may  add  additional 
recylables  as  the  Commissioner  determines  their  re- 
cycling to  be  feasible. 

(b)  If,  after  diligent  effort  to  secure  access  to  a 
Materials  Recovery  Facility  or  similar  facility  or  fa- 
cilities providing  the  required  recycling  capacity,  said 
capacity  remains  unavailable  as  of  the  first  of  the 
above  target  dates,  the  Commissioner  shall  notify  the 
Mayor  of  the  lack  of  capacity.  Upon  such  notifica- 
tion, the  Department  shall  nevertheless  ensure  that  at 
least  twenty  (20)  percent  by  weight  of  the  residential 


wastestream  is  recycled  Citywide  during  the  fiscal 
year  beginning  July  1,  1992.  The  Department  shall 
continue  its  efforts  to  secure  access  to  the  required 
recycling  capacity  as  described  above;  if  it  remains 
unavailable,  upon  notification  to  the  Mayor,  the  De- 
partment shall  nevertheless  ensure  that  at  least 
twenty-five  (25)  percent  by  weight  of  the  residential 
wastestream  is  recycled  during  the  fiscal  year  begin- 
ning July  1,  1995;  and  thirty-five  (35)  percent  during 
the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1998.  If,  at  any 
time  between  these  dates,  access  is  secured  to  the  re- 
quired recycling  capacity,  the  higher  target  specified 
in  section  5  (a)  shall  apply. 

(c)  The  Commissioner  is  hereby  authorized,  in 
conformity  with  all  applicable  laws,  to  seek  requests 
for  proposals,  and  to  advertise  for,  award,  and  super- 
vise contracts  in  such  a  way  as  to  further  the  effec- 
tiveness of  the  Recycling  Program.  In  carrying  out 
said  powers  and  duties,  the  Commissioner  shall  con- 
sider taking  and  is  authorized  to  take  the  following 
actions: 

(1)  preparing  a  medel  request  for  proposals  and 
issue  contracts  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  which 
shall  mandate  that  any  company  contracted  to 
collect  the  City's  solid  waste  shall  recycle  a 
specified  percentage  of  waste  which  the  Commis- 
sioner determines  is  necessary  to  meet  the  targets 
defined  in  paragraph  (a)  or  paragraph  (b),  if  ap- 
plicable. The  Commissioner  may  set  lower  tar- 
gets for  a  contractor  in  cases  where  the  Depart- 
ment has  instituted  other  recycling  programs  in 
that  contractor's  district; 

(2)  including  in  the  model  request  for  proposals 
monetary  or  other  incentives  for  exceeding  the 
percentage  of  solid  waste  that  a  contract  guaran- 
tees shall  be  recycled  and  monetary  or  other  pen- 
alties for  failing  to  meet  the  percentage  of  solid 
waste  that  a  contract  guarantees  shall  be  recy- 
cled; 

(3)  electing,  for  a  district  where  the  Department 
has  instituted  special  arrangements  to  recycle  one 
or  more  materials  which  effectively  remove  those 
materials  from  the  waste  being  handled  by  the 
district  waste  collection  contractor,  to  reduce  the 
recycling  percentage  requirement  for  that  con- 
tract by  an  amount  not  to  exceed  a  reasonable 
projection  of  the  diversion  percentage  to  be  at- 
tained by  the  special  arrangements.  Such  percent- 
age shall  be  based  either  on  actual  results  ob- 
tained in  a  previous  year  or  on  a  specifically 
documented  calculation  of  projected  results  which 
shall  specify  the  assumed  percentage  of  the  over- 
all wastestream,  the  participation  rate,  and  the 
actual  materials  capture  rate.  The  Department 
shall  maintain  a  database  of  total  waste  quantities 
and  amounts  diverted  by  recycling  programs  in 
order  to  support  the  above  calculations  when  they 
are  necessary; 

(4)  not  extending  a  contract  or  making  a  new 
contract  for  solid  waste  collection  beyond  July  1, 
1992  unless  the  extension  includes  the  applicable 
provisions  of  paragraphs  (1)  through  (3)  herein; 

(5)  including  in  such  contracts  and  extensions  as 
described  herein  provisions  which  allow  the 
Commissioner  to  terminate  the  contract  with, 
withhold  payment  to,  or  reduce  the  payment  to  a 
company  if  said  company  fails  to  satisfy  the  pro- 
visions of  that  contract  regarding  recycling  re- 
quirements. The  Commissioner  may  establish  a 
rate  of  monetary  or  other  incentive  or  penalty 
based  on  the  amount  above  or  below  the  recy- 
cling percentage  guaranteed  by  a  contract; 

(6)  prohibiting  any  company  found  by  a  court  or 
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agency  with  jurisdiction  to  be  in  violation  of  the 
environmental  protection  provisions  of  any  Mass- 
achusetts law  from  contracting  with  the  City  for 
collection  or  removal  of  solid  waste  or  recycla- 
bles  for  a  period  of  up  to  three  years  following 
the  finding. 
SECTION  SIX.  Enforcement  and  Incentives, 
(a)  No  residential  owner  who  participates  in  the 
City's  recycling  program  shall  place  non-recyclable 
materials  in  set  out  containers.  The  City  may  discon- 
tinue its  pick  up  of  any  such  owner's  recyclables  fol- 
lowing two  written  warnings.   When  a  residential 
owner  demonstrates  compliance  with  this  ordinance 
to  the  Commissioner  by  placing  only  recyclable  ma- 
terials in  set  out  containers,  the  City  shall  resume 
collection  of  said  owner's  recyclables. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  may  develop  alternative  en- 
forcement actions  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Commissioner,  such  action  is  appropriate. 

(c)  The  Commissioner  may  create  an  incentive  pro- 
gram for  participation  in  the  recycling  program,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  a  "recycling  lottery",  in 
which  individuals  or  neighborhoods  as  defined  by  the 
Commissioner  are  awarded  cash  prizes  or  other 
awards  for  correctly  separating  solid  waste  in  accord- 
ance with  the  recycling  program's  needs  as  defined 
by  the  Commissioner. 

SECTION  SEVEN.  Reporting  Requirements. 

(a)  The  Commissioner  shall  prepare  an  analysis  of 
the  recycling  program  including  but  not  limited  to 
rates  of  participation  and  volume  and  weight  of  the 
components  of  the  waste  stream  successfully  recy- 
cled, and  the  net  cost  of  the  City's  solid  waste  man- 
agement system.  The  Commissioner  shall  prepare  by 
July  1,  1991  a  methodology  for  calculating  and  pre- 
senting the  City's  net  cost  of  its  solid  waste  manage- 
ment. Such  analysis  shall  be  reported  to  the  Mayor 
within  two  (2)  months  after  the  end  of  each  fiscal 
year,  once  the  citywide  recycling  program  has  begun. 
Such  reports  shall  list  the  actual  percentage  of  recy- 
cling attained  for  each  district  for  the  past  year,  in- 
cluding contractor  performance  as  measured  against 
the  target  established  pursuant  to  Section  5  (c)  (1) 
above,  the  results  of  any  alternative  programs,  and 
the  City's  net  cost  for  its  solid  waste  management 
system,  as  well  as  projections  of  each  of  these  items 
for  the  coming  year. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  shall  prepare  proposals  for 
increasing  participation  in  the  recycling  program  and 
shall  include  an  analysis  of  the  merits  of  user  fees, 
mandatory  participation  and  sanctions. 


SECTION  EIGHT.  Commercial  Recycling. 

The  Director  of  the  Environment  Department  shall, 
within  six  months  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordi- 
nance, adopt  and  implement  regulations  to  ensure  a 
substantia]  increase  in  the  quantity  of  office  waste  pa- 
per recycled  in  Boston.  The  Director  shall  also  re- 
search the  feasibility  of  expanding  this  program  to 
other  recyclable  materials  and  make  recommendations 
as  necessary  to  the  Mayor. 

SECTION  NINE.  Purchasing  Policy. 

The  City  Purchasing  Agent  shall,  within  six  (6) 
months  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  re- 
search the  feasibility  of  revising  procurement  specifi- 
cations in  order  to  establish  a  preference  for  those 
products  containing  recycled  materials,  wherever  fea- 
sible, and  shall  recommend  appropriate  purchasing 
policy  amendments  to  the  Mayor. 

SECTION  TEN.  Fiscal  Constraints. 

Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  re- 
quire the  City  to  increase  its  net  costs  incurred  for 
solid  waste  management. 

SECTION  ELEVEN.  Severability. 

If  any  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then 
such  provision  or  section  shall  be  considered  sepa- 
rately and  apart  from  the  remaining  provisions  or 
sections  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect. 

SECTION  TWELVE.  Effective  Date. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

The  motion  was  carried;  the  ordinance  in  the  new 
draft  was  passed.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  order  to  ap- 
prove the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  commercial  develop- 
ment bonds  in  a  principal  amount  of  $17,500,000.  The 
Boston  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority 
(BIDFA's)  Board  of  Directors,  acting  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  40D  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  adopted  a  favorable  resolution  with  respect  to  this 
commercial  development  project. 

The  construction  and  improvement  plans  of  95  Berke- 
ley Street  include  the  following: 

The  construction  of  a  99,000  square  foot  commer- 
cial office  building.  This  facility  represents  a  first- 
class  office  space  rented  exclusively  to  non-profit 
tenants. 
I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  order  as  expe- 
ditiously as  possible  so  that  this  important  development 
project  may  proceed  as  described.

Whereas,  Community  Development,  Inc.  (the  "Bor- 
rower"), which  term  includes  in  this  resolution  any  par- 
ent, subsidiary  or  other  affiliate  of  the  Borrower,  has  pro- 
posed financing  by  tax-exempt  revenue  bonds  (the 
"Bonds")  to  be  issued  by  City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts 
(the  "City"),  acting  by  and  through  its  Industrial  Devel- 
opment Financing  Authority  (the  "Authority"),  of  up  to 


$17,500,000  to  finance  the  cost  of  acquiring,  construct- 
ing, improving  and  equipping  a  building  located  at  95 
Berkeley  Street.  Boston,  Massachusetts  which  consti- 
tutes an  industrial  development  facility  (as  such  term  is 
defined  in  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40D 
(the  "Act"))  (hereinafter  "the  Project")  to  be  owned  and 
used  by  the  Borrower;  and 

Whereas,  The  Borrower  has  expressed  its  willingness 
to  make  payments  sufficient  to  (i)  pay  the  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  Bonds,  (ii)  pay  the  fees  of  the  Authority  in 
connection  with  the  Bonds  and  the  reasonable  expenses 
of  the  City  and  the  Authority  incurred  in  connection  with 
the  Bonds,  and  (iii)  reimburse  the  City  and  the  Authority 
for  or  indemnify  the  City  and  the  Authority  against  any 
such  expenses  or  costs  incurred  hereafter  in  the  event  that 
the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  are  not  accomplished 
as  contemplated;  and 

Whereas.  The  Borrower  presently  employes  230  per- 
sons and  upon  completion  of  the  Project,  as  contem- 
plated, the  Project  will  provide  permanent  full  or  part 
time  employment  for  approximately  310  persons  at  the 
Project  within  the  next  two  years  and  thereby  contribute 
to  the  alleviation  of  unemployment  on  the  City,  provide 
security  against  future  unemployment  in  the  City  and 
benefit  the  economy  of  the  City  and  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts:  and 

Whereas,  The  Borrower  has  undertaken  to  cooperate 
with  public  and  community  agencies  engaged  in  man- 
power recruitment  and  training  to  pursue  as  a  goal,  to  the 
extent  consistent  with  state  and  federal  law.  and  to  the 
extent  appropriate  to  the  Project  the  furnishing  of  at  least 
50  percent  of  new  jobs  or  new  hires  at  the  Project  to  City 
residents,  at  least  25  percent  of  new  jobs  or  new  hires  to 
minorities,  and  at  least  25  percent  of  new  jobs  or  new 
hires  to  women;  and 

Whereas,  The  Borrower  hereby  pledges  to  cooperate 
with  public  and  community  agencies  engaged  in  foster- 
ing minority  and  women  owned  business  enterprises  and 
hereby  also  pledges  to  pursue  and  to  use  its  best  efforts  to 
legally  obligate  its  tenants  to  pursue  as  a  goal  the  place- 
ment of  contracts  for  goods  and  services  with  enterprises 
based  in  the  City,  and  enterprises  owned  by  minorities 
and  women;  and 

Whereas,  The  estimated  cost  of  the  Project  is 
$17,500,000  and  the  Borrower  has  indicated  its  willing- 
ness to  finance  any  costs  of  the  Project  in  excess  of 
$17,500,000  other  than  by  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  and 
it  appears  that  the  cost  of  the  Project  of  such  portion 
thereof  as  is  not  financed  through  other  sources  may  be 
financed  through  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and 

Whereas,  The  financing  in  part  or  in  whole  of  this  Proj- 
ect through  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue  bonds  is  in- 
tended to  induce  the  Company  to  acquire,  construct,  im- 
prove and  equip  the  Project  in  the  City  for  its  benefit;  and 

Whereas.  The  Authority  has  adopted  an  initial  favor- 
able resolution  approving  the  Project  and  the  estimated 
costs  thereof  and  authorizing  the  issuance  of  Bonds  in  a 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $17,5000,000  to  finance 
the  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Project  not  financed  by 
other  sources,  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  being  subject  to 
the  making  of  a  loan  agreement  and  other  agreements 
with  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  the  Act  and  to  certain  other 
conditions;  and 

Whereas,  By  adopting  this  order  or  by  taking  other 
action  in  connection  with  the  Project  or  the  Bonds,  the 
City  or  the  Authority  does  not  and  cannot  provide  any 
assurance  that  the  Project  is  financially  viable  or  sound, 
that  amounts  owing  on  the  Bonds  will  be  paid,  that  any 
collateral  which  may  be  pledged  to  secure  the  Bonds 
would  be  sufficient  to  repay  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  in 
the  event  of  default  and  foreclosure,  or  that  interest  on  the 
Bonds  is  excludable  from  gross  income  for  federal  in- 
come tax  purposes  or  exempt  from  Massachusetts  in- 
come taxation;  and  neither  the  Project  nor  any  prospec- 
tive purchaser  of  the  Bonds  nor  any  other  person  shall 
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rely  upon  the  City  or  the  Authority  with  respect  to  such 
matters;  and 

Whereas,  This  Council  has  been  advised  that  notice  of 
a  public  hearing  relating  to  the  proposed  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  in  a  principal  amount  of  approximately 
$17,500,000  to  finance  the  Project  was  published  in  Tlie 
Boston  Herald  on  July  12,  1990  and  that  such  public 
hearing  will  be  held  on  July  25,  all  as  described  in  such 
published  notice;  and 

Whereas.  The  Project  is  located  in  a  predominantly 
commercial  area  for  which  a  commercial  area  revitaliza- 
tion  plan  (the  "Plan")  has  been  adopted  by  the  City  and 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Communities  and  Develop- 
ment, the  purpose  of  which  Plan  is  to  prevent  and  reverse 
decay  in  the  Project  area,  and  the  Project  is  consistent 
with  the  Plan; 

Now.  Therefore.  Be  It: 

Ordered,  That  the  Project,  its  estimated  cost  and  the 
financing  of  the  Project  through  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds 
pursuant  to  the  Act,  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$17,500,000,  be,  and  the  same  hereby  are.  approved: 
provided,  however,  that  the  Bonds  shall  not  constitute  a 
general  obligation  or  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the 
City;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered.  That  it  is  also  the  intent  of  this  Council  that 
this  Order  constitutes  the  approval  required  by  Section 
147(0  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986.  as 
amended,  and  that  the  approval  granted  by  this  Order 
shall  serve  as  an  inducement  for  the  Borrower  to  under- 
take the  Project.

Whereas.  The  Commission  has  determined  that  the 
discontinued  area,  owned  in  fee  by  the  City  of  Boston, 
comprising  approximately  1.1 14  square  feet,  is  no  longer 
required  for  public  purposes,  and  after  further  determi- 
nation, that  said  discontinued  area  has  a  fair  market  value 
of  $17,000;  now.  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered.  That  notwithstanding  the  Order  of  this  Coun- 
cil. Docket  No.  89-1 107,  read  and  approved  a  first  time 
on  September  13,  1989,  read  and  approved  a  second  time 
on  October  4,  1989,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  Octo-

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  order  for  the 
sale  of  approximately  1,114  square  feet  of  land  for  ap- 
proximately $17,000.00,  to  Suffolk  University,  said  land 
being  a  sub-surface  portion  of  Cambridge  Street  in  the 
Boston  Proper  District  of  the  City  of  Boston.  By  letter 
dated  August  23,  1989  an  Order  was  transmitted  to  your 
Honorable  Body  to  authorize  the  sale  of  said  land  for 
$75,000.  However,  it  was  subsequently  discovered  that  a 
survey  had  been  transmitted  to  the  appraisers  specifying 
the  size  of  the  parcel  as  5.015  square  feet  rather  than 
1,114  square  feet.  The  revised  purchase  price  of  $17,000 
is  based  on  the  same  dollar  amount  per  square  foot  estab- 
lished previously  by  the  appraisers,  but  reflects  the  true 
size  of  the  discontinued  parcel  (1,114  square  feet). 

Suffolk  University  wishes  to  purchase  this  land  to  aug- 
ment its  existing  property  abutting  Cambridge  Street  so 
as  to  more  effectively  carry  out  its  redevelopment  of  this 
parcel  and  to  continue  its  tradition  of  academic  excel- 
lence in  the  City  of  Boston. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  Order  as  it  has 
been  determined  that  the  subject  property  is  no  longer 
required  for  public  purposes.

Boston  residents  to  choose  between  paying  for  housing, 
food  and  other  essentials  and  satisfying  the  greed  of  oil 
company  executives  and  gas  station  owners;  and 

Whereas,  Higher  gasoline  and  oil  prices  push  Boston's 
and  Massachusetts'  economy  deeper  into  recession, 
thereby  exacerbating  the  increasing  rate  of  unemploy- 
ment: and 

Whereas.  Higher  gasoline  and  oil  prices  reduce  eco- 
nomic activity  in  Massachusetts,  reduce  overall  tax  reve- 
nues at  a  time  when  the  state  budget  is  precariously  bal- 
anced, and  increase  the  likelihood  that  the  gasoline  tax 
will  be  challenged,  thereby  threatening  Massachusetts' 
ability  to  capture  federal  funds,  make  improvements  to 
the  infrastructure,  and  provide  work  for  thousands  of  un- 
employed construction  workers;  and 

Whereas.  The  United  States  buys  only  5  percent  of  our 
gasoline  from  Iraq  and  Kuwait,  and  according  to  the 
Mid-East  Report,  this  amount  can  easily  be  replaced  by 
gasoline  produced  by  alternate  suppliers,  such  as  Can- 
ada, Mexico,  and  Venezuela,  and  in  fact  50  percent  of  the 
gasoline  can  be  replaced  by  Saudi  Arabia  alone;  and 

Whereas,  All  of  the  gasoline  currently  being  pumped 
was  bought  before  the  invasion  of  Kuwait,  and  the  only 
reason  prices  have  increased  is  because  speculators  have 
increased  prices  in  the  futures  market,  which  in  turn  de- 
termines the  cost  of  gasoline  on  the  spot  market,  while  oil 
companies  and  service  stations  buy  most  gasoline  and  oil 
and  the  more  realistic  prices  found  in  longer  term  con- 
tracts; and 

Whereas,  Spokespersons  for  Mobil  and  Exxon  have 
admitted  that  their  oil  supplies  have  not  been  reduced  by 
the  invasion  of  Kuwait;  and 

Whereas.  Senator  Kennedy  has  expressed  "serious 
concerns  that  oil  producers  and  distributors  are  misusing 
the  current  crisis  as  an  excuse  to  abuse  customers,"  and 
stated  that,  "There  is  no  justification  for  oil  price  profi- 
teering"; and 

Whereas,  Senator  Kerry  has  stated  that  "there  is  a  glut 
of  oil  on  the  market  and  that  any  interruption  of  oil  from 
the  Middle  East  should  take  between  60  and  90  days  to  be

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Whereas,  Massachusetts  Citizen  Action  has  charged 
that,  "The  blame  rests  squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
oil  companies.

Whereas,  On  subsequent  occasions  the  BRA  has

An  Ordinance  Providing  for  the  Denial, 

Revocation  or  Suspension  of  Licenses 

and  Permits  for  Failure  to  Pay 

City  Taxes  and  other  Municipal  Charges. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chapter 

XVI,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  at  the  beginning 

thereof  the  following  section: 

16.  License  and  Permit  Denial.  Revocation  or  Sus- 
pension. 

The  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  deny  any  application 
for,  or  revoke  or  suspend  any  license  or  permit,  including 
renewals  and  transfers  thereof,  issued  by  any  City  board, 
officer  or  department,  to  any  person,  corporation  or 
business  enterprise  who  has  neglected  or  refused  to  pay 
any  local  taxes,  fees,  assessments-,  betterments  or  any 
other  municipal  charges,  in  accofdafice  with  the  follow- 
ing provisions: 

a.  The  Collector-Treasurer  shall  annually  furnish  to 
each  City  department,  board,  commission  or  division, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  licensing  authority,  that 
issues  licenses  or  permits,  including  renewals  and 
transfers  thereof,  a  list  of  any  person,  corporation,  or 
business  enterprise,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  party, 
that  has  neglected  or  refused  to  pay  any  local  taxes, 
fees,  assessments,  betterments  or  other  municipal 
charges  for  not  less  than  a  twelve-month  period,  and 
that  has  not  filed  in  good  faith  a  pending  application  for 
an  abatement  of  such  taxes  or  a  pending  petition  before 
the  appellate  tax  board. 

b.  The  licensing  authority  may  deny,  revoke  or  sus- 
pend any  license  or  permit,  including  renewals  and 
transfers  thereof,  or  any  party  whose  name  appears  on 
said  list  furnished  to  the  licensing  authority  from  the 
Collector-Treasurer;  provided,  however,  that  written 
notice  is  given  to  the  party  and  the  Collector-Treasurer, 
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as  required  by  applicable  provisions  of  law.  and  that 
the  party  is  given  a  hearing  by  the  licensing  authority. 
to  he  held  not  earlier  than  fourteen  days  after  the  li- 
censing authority  sends  said  notice  by  regular  mail  to 
the  party.  Said  list  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  for  the 
denial,  revocation  or  suspension  of  said  license  or  per- 
mit to  any  party.  The  Collector-Treasurer  shall  have 
the  right  to  intervene  in  any  hearing  conducted  with 
respect  to  such  license  or  permit  denial,  revocation  or 
suspension.  Any  findings  made  by  the  licensing  au- 
thority with  respect  to  such  license  or  permit  denial, 
revocation  or  suspension  shall  be  made  only  for  the 
purposes  of  such  proceeding  and  shall  not  be  relevant 
to  or  introduced  in  any  other  proceeding  at  law.  except 
for  any  appeal  from  such  license  or  permit  denial,  rev- 
ocation or  suspension.  Any  license  or  permit  denied, 
revoked  or  suspended  under  this  section  shall  not  be 
reissued,  renewed  or  transferred  until  the  licensing  au- 
thority receives  a  certificate  issued  by  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  that  the  party  is  in  good  standing  with  re- 
spect to  any  and  all  local  taxes,  fees,  assessments, 
betterments  or  other  municipal  charges  payable  to  the 
City  as  of  the  date  of  issuance  oi  said  certificate. 

c.  Any  party  shall  be  given  the  opportunity  to  enter 
into  a  payment  agreement  with  the  Collector- 
Treasurer,  thereby  allowing  the  licensing  authority  to 
issue  a  certificate  which  indicates  the  conditions  of  the 
agreement  upon  which  the  license  or  permit  is  granted, 
and  the  validity  of  said  license  or  permit  shall  be  condi- 
tioned upon  the  satisfactory  compliance  with  said 
agreement.  Failure  to  comply  with  said  agreement 
shall  be  grounds  for  the  revocation  or  suspension  of 
said  license  or  permit;  provided,  however,  that  the 
party  be  given  notice  and  a  hearing  as  required  by  ap- 
plicable provisions  of  law. 

d.  The  licensing  authority  may  waive  the  denial. 
revocation  or  suspension  of  a  license  or  permit  to  a 
party  if  he  finds  there  is  no  direct  or  indirect  business 
interest  by  the  property  owner,  its  officers  or  stock- 
holders, if  any,  or  members  of  his  immediate  family,  as 
defined  inG.L.  c.  268A.  s.  1 ,  in  the  party's  business  or 
activity  conducted  in  or  on  said  property. 

This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  the  following  licenses 
and  permits:  open  burning  permits.  G.L.  c.  48.  s.13: 
bicycle  permits.  G.L.  c.  85,  s.  1 1  A;  licenses  for  the  sale 
of  articles  for  charitable  purposes.  G.L.  c.  101,  s.33; 
children  work  permits.  G.L.  c.  149.  s.69;  licenses  for 
clubs,  societies,  associations  or  other  organizations  dis- 
pensing food  or  beverages,  G.L.  e.  140.  s.21E;  dog  li- 
censes, G.L.  c.  140.  s.137;  fishing,  hunting,  and  trap- 
ping licenses.  G.L.  c.  131,  S.  12;  marriage  licenses,  G.L. 
c.  207,  s.28;  and  licenses  for  theatrical  events,  public 
exhibitions  and  the  like  issued  pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  140. 
s.181.

Inc.,  for  a 
project  at  95  Berkeley  Street  (referred  August  8)  recom- 
mending passage  of  the  order  in  the  following  new  draft: 

Whereas,  Community  Development,  Inc.  (the  "Bor- 
rower"), which  term  includes  in  this  resolution  any  par- 
ent, subsidiary  or  other  affiliate  of  the  Borrower,  has  pro- 
posed financing  by  tax-exempt  revenue  bonds  (the 
"Bonds")  to  be  issued  by  City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts 
(the  "City"),  acting  by  and  through  its  Industrial  Devel- 
opment Financing  Authority  (the  "Authority"),  of  up  to 
$20,000,000  to  finance  the  cost  of  acquiring,  construct- 
ing, improving  and  equipping  a  building  located  at  95 
Berkeley  Street.  Boston.  Massachusetts,  which  consti- 
tutes an  industrial  development  facility  (as  such  term  is 
defined  in  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40D 
(the  "Act"))  (hereinafter  "the  Project")  to  be  owned  and 
used  by  the  Borrower;  and 

Whereas.  The  Borrower  has  expressed  its  willingness

it  appears  that  the  cost  of  the  Project  or  such  portion 
thereof  as  is  not  financed  through  other  sources  may  be 
financed  through  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds:  and 

Whereas.  The  financing  in  part  or  in  whole  of  this  Proj- 
ect through  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue  bonds  is  in- 
tended to  induce  the  Company  to  acquire,  construct,  im- 
prove and  equip  the  Project  in  the  City  for  its  benefit;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  adopted  an  initial  favor- 
able resolution  approving  the  Project  and  the  estimated 
costs  thereof  and  authorizing  the  issuance  of  Bonds  in  a 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $20,000,000  to  finance 
the  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Project  not  financed  by 
other  sources,  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  being  subject  to 
the  making  of  a  loan  agreement  and  other  agreements 
with  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  the  Act  and  to  certain  other 
conditions:  and 

Whereas,  By  adopting  this  order  or  by  taking  other 
action  in  connection  with  the  Project  or  the  Bonds,  the 
City  or  the  Authority  does  not  and  cannot  provide  any 
assurance  that  the  Project  is  financially  viable  or  sound, 
that  amounts  owing  on  the  Bonds  will  be  paid,  that  any 
collateral  which  may  be  pledged  to  secure  the  Bonds 
would  be  sufficient  to  repay  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  in 
the  event  of  default  and  foreclosure,  or  that  interest  on  the 
Bonds  is  excludable  from  gross  income  for  federal  in- 
come tax  purposes  or  exempt  from  Massachusetts  in- 
come taxation;  and  neither  the  Project  nor  any  prospec- 
tive purchaser  of  the  Bonds  nor  any  other  person  shall 
rely  upon  the  City  or  the  Authority  with  respect  to  such

This  Council  has  been  advised  that  notice  ot 
a  public  hearing  relating  to  the  proposed  issuance  of  the

LAW  REORGANIZING  BOSTON  SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE,  SUBJECT  TO  VOTER  AP- 
PROVAL

Ordered.  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause  ( 1 )  of  Section  eight 
of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  chapter 
605  of  the  acts  of  1982.  chapter  452  of  the  acts  of  1948  as 
amended  by  chapter  376  of  the  acts  of  195 1 ,  sections  one 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  to  one  hundred  and  thirty-four, 
inclusive,  of  chapter  forty-three  of  the  General  Laws,  or 
any  other  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  begin- 
ning on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1992.  there  shall  be 
in  the  City  of  Boston  a  school  committee  consisting  of 
seven  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor  from  a  list  of 
individuals  nominated  by  the  educational  nomination 
panel.  Members  of  the  school  committee  shall  be  resi- 
dents of  Boston  and  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years, 
except  that  of  those  school  committee  members  initially 
appointed  under  this  section,  two  shall  serve  for  a  term  of 
four  years,  two  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  two 
shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  one  shall  serve  for 
a  term  of  one  year.  School  committee  members  initially 
appointed  under  this  section  shall  begin  their  terms  on  the 
first  Monday  of  January,  1992.  The  Mayor  shall  desig- 
nate one  member  of  the  committee  as  president.  Vacan- 
cies shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  of  an  appoint- 
ment in  the  same  manner  in  which  original  appointments 
are  made  pursuant  to  this  section. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  gen- 
eral or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  there  shall  be  in  the 
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City  of  Boston  an  educational  nominating  panel  consist- 
ing of  fifteen  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor  as  fol- 
lows: 

At  least  one  member  shall  be  a  representative  of  the  City- 
wide  Parents"  Council;  at  least  one  shall  be  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Special  Needs  Parents'  Advisory  Committee; 
at  least  one  shall  be  a  representative  of  the  Bilingual  Mas- 
ter Parents'  Advisory  Council;  at  least  one  shall  be  a  rep- 
resentative of  each  of  the  four  zone  planning  councils;  at 
least  one  shall  be  a  representative  of  an  educational  advo- 
cacy organization  in  Boston  and  the  remaining  panel 
members  shall  represent  higher  education,  business,  or- 
ganized labor,  community-based  organizations  and  the 
citizenry  at-large. 

Members  of  the  educational  nominating  panel  shall  be 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  shall  serve  for  a  term 
of  two  years  from  the  date  of  their  appointment.  The 
Mayor  shall  designate  one  member  of  the  panel  as  chair- 
man. All  members  of  the  panel  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation, but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  neces- 
sarily incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The 
panel  shall  establish  rules  governing  its  own  procedures 
not  inconsistent  with  this  section. 

The  educational  nominating  panel  shall  nominate  three 
individuals  for  each  mayoral  appointment  to  the  school 
committee.  All  individuals  nominated  by  the  panel  shall 
be  Boston  residents  and  shall  possess  skills  and  qualifica- 
tions needed  to  improve  public  education  in  Boston,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  experience  as  parents  or  in  the 
fields  of  education,  management  or  finance.  The  panel 
shall  strive  to  nominate  individuals  who  reflect  the  eth- 
nic, racial,  and  socioeconomic  diversity  of  the  city  and 
the  population  of  the  Boston  Public  Schools. 

The  educational  nominating  panel  shall  present  to  the 
mayor  its  initial  list  of  nominees  for  appointment  to  the 
school  committee  on  or  before  November  1,  1991. 
Thereafter,  the  panel  shall  present  its  list  of  nominees  to 
the  mayor  no  later  than  sixty  days  prior  to  the  expiration 
of  the  term  of  a  school  committee  member.  The  mayor 
shall  notify  the  educational  nominating  panel  of  any  va- 
cancy on  the  school  committee.  The  panel  shall,  within 
thirty  days  of  such  notification,  submit  to  the  mayor  its 
nominees  for  appointment  to  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  3 .  This  act  shall  be  submitted  for  acceptance  by 
the  voters  of  the  city  in  the  form  of  the  following  question 
to  be  placed  on  the  ballot  in  Boston  at  the  next  general 
state  election  to  be  held  in  the  year  1990: 

"Shall  the  current  thirteen  member  school  committee 
structure  be  changed  to  a  new  seven-member  school 
committee,  appointed  by  the  mayor  from  a  list  of 
Boston  residents  selected  by  a  nominating  panel  com- 
prised of  parents,  educators,  community  leaders,  busi- 
ness and  labor  leaders." 
If  a  majority  of  those  voting  upon  this  question  vote  in  the 
affirmative,  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Ordered,  That  these  determinations  be  converted  into 
a  proposal  for  changes  of  city  and  state  law;  and  Be  It 
Further 

Ordered,  That  the  newly  defined  jobs,  if  any,  be  ad- 
vertised, along  with  qualifications,  that  candidates'  re- 
sumes and  references  be  secured,  that  candidates  be  in- 
terviewed, and  that  hiring  decisions  be  based  on  merit, 
and  that  all  information  relating  to  hiring  be  available  to 
all  members  of  the  City  Council  for  their  review.

Although  no  single  plan  or  proposal  for  reform  em- 
erged as  a  consensus  plan,  nearly  everyone  in  attend- 
ance, including  several  members  of  the  school  commit- 
tee, agreed  that  maintenance  of  the  current  13-member 
elected  school  committee  is  unacceptable. 

A  great  deal  of  support  was  expressed  last  evening  for 
a  plan  that  contains  the  following  elements: 

1 .  A  substantial  reduction  in  the  size  of  the  committee. 

2.  A  school  committee  with  a  mayorally  appointed 
component  that  will  make  the  mayor  more  accountable 
for  the  fiscal  and  educational  policy  that  drives  our 
school  system. 

3 .  A  school  committee  with  an  elected  component  that 
allows  voters  to  have  a  direct  voice  in  its  selection. 

4.  A  school  committee  that  can  reflect  the  racial  and 
ethnic  composition  of  the  city  and  the  school  population. 

5.  A  school  committee  that  can  accomodate  a  greater 
role  for  parental  participation. 

It  is,  therefore,  the  intention  of  the  committee  to  con- 
tinue its  work  to  forge  a  consensus  plan  for  school  com- 
mittee reform  that  incorporates  these  elements;  a  plan 
that  can  achieve  broad  support  by  the  city  council,  the 
mayor  and  the  legislature  and  approval  by  the  voters.

FOR  CITY  BUILDINGS  IN  ANTICIPATION 
OF  RISING  FUEL  COSTS

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
August  22.  1990,  Docket  No.  0988.  That  order 
would  direct  the  City  Purchasing  Agent  to  immedi- 
ately purchase  and  store  an  adequate  supply  of  oil  for 
City  buildings  in  anticipation  of  rising  fuel  costs.  Ad- 
ditionally, that  order  would  direct  the  City  Council  to 
file  legal  actions  against  private  oil  and  gasoline  sup- 
pliers to  roll  back  prices  where  price  gouging  has  oc- 
curred and  to  notify  such  suppliers  of  the  City's  in- 
tent to  file  legal  actions  should  price  gouging  occur. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  twofold.  First,  this 
problem  has  been  addressed  at  the  state  level.  The 
Attorney  General  has  recently  promulgated  regula- 
tions making  it  an  unfair  or  deceptive  act  or  practice 
under  the  Massachusetts  Consumer  Protection  Act 
(the  Act)  for  any  petroleum-related  business  to  en- 
gage in  price  gouging  during  a  market  emergency. 
(See  G.  L.  c.  93A,  s.  2).  These  regulations  deal  with 
the  subject  of  price  gouging  in  a  unform  and  compre- 
hensive manner,  and  enable  the  Attorney  General  of 
the  Commonwealth  to  bring  an  action  in  the  public 
interest  if  he  has  reason  to  believe  that  a  petroleum- 
related  business  is  selling  or  offering  to  sell  any  pe- 
troleum product  at  an  unconscionably  high  price. 

Additionally,  the  provision  of  the  order  directing 
the  City  Purchasing  Agent  to  arrange  for  the  immedi- 
ate purchase  and  storage  of  oil  violates  the  City 
Charter  provision  which  prohibits  the  City  Council 
from  taking  part  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive  or 
administrative  business  of  the  City.  (See,  St.  1948,  c. 
452,  a.  17G  as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1). 

Although  I  am  in  complete  agreement  with  the 
Council  regarding  the  importance  of  preventing  price 
gouging  by  the  suppliers  of  petroleum  products,  I  am 
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confident  that  the  Attorney  General  will  continue  to 
take  whatever  steps  are  necessary  to  protect  the  pub- 
lic interest.

LAW  TO  CREATE  VOCATIONAL  EDUCA- 
TION DEPARTMENT  SEPARATE  FROM 
SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

Coun.  BOLLING  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  filled  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order  be.  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause 
(1)  of  Section  eight  of  Article  two.  as  amended,  of 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation 
be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows,  except  for 
clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only:- 

Whereas,  Vocational  education  offers  students  an 
opportunity  to  acquire  the  skills  and  training  neces- 
sary to  obtain  employment  in  a  variety  of  occupa- 
tions, including  the  building  and  construction  trades; 
and 

Whereas,  A  host  of  studies,  including  reports  by 
the  Boston  Employment  Commission,  the  Mayor's 
Policy  office  and  Dr.  James  Jennings  and  William  Jo- 
seph Moore  for  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Ed- 
ucation, have  documented  the  flaws  of  the  present 
vocational  education  system;  and 

Whereas.  For  example,  the  program's  headquarters, 
the  Hubert  Humphrey  Occupational  Resource  Center, 
is  severely  underutilized,  serving  only  1,100  students 
out  of  a  3,000  seat  capacity;  and 

Whereas,  Only  10  of  31  vocational  education  pro- 
grams complied  with  state  rules  as  of  1989  and  the 
state  Board  of  Education  placed  Boston's  vocational 
education  program  on  probation  in  March,  1989;  and 

Whereas,  a  quality  vocational  education  system  is 
needed  to  prepare  young  people  to  take  advantage  of 
the  jobs  created  by  large  construction  projects  such 
as  the  Central  Artery/Third  Harbor  Tunnel  project; 
and 

Whereas,  All  reports  on  the  subject  recommend  a 
change  in  governance  as  a  vital  component  to  im- 
proving the  quality  of  vocational  education  in  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  The  State  Board  of  Education  is  threaten- 
ing to  take  over  Boston's  vocational  education  system 
if  the  city  does  not  reform  and  improve  the  system; 

Whereas,  The  State  Board  of  Education  has  indi- 
cated that  reform  of  the  system  must  include  a 
change  in  governance  structure;  THEREFORE  BE  IT 
ORDERED 

SECTION  ONE.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
chapter  605  of  the  acts  of  1982  as  amended  by  chap- 
ter 343  of  the  acts  of  1986,  chapter  452  of  the  acts 
of  1948  as  amended  by  chapter  376  of  the  acts  of 
1951  and  as  further  amended  by  chapter  190  of  the 
acts  of  1952,  sections  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
to  one  hundred  and  thirty-four,  inclusive,  of  chapter 
forty-three  of  the  General  Laws,  or  any  other  general 
or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  pursuant  to  chapter 
572  of  the  acts  of  1908,  beginning  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January,  1992,  there  shall  be  in  the  City  of 
Boston  a  Department  of  Vocational  Education  to  be 
under  the  charge  of  a  board,  known  as  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  Vocational  Education,  consisting  of  seven 
members  appointed  by  the  mayor  as  follows:  one 
shall  be  a  representative  of  organized  labor;  one  shall 
be  a  representative  of  the  business  community  in 
Boston;  one  shall  be  a  representative  of  a  community 
college  in  Boston;  one  shall  be  a  representative  of  an 
institution  of  higher  education  in  the  greater  Boston 
area;  one  shall  be  a  representative  of  an  organization 
providing  alternative  education  in  Boston;  one  shall 
be  a  representative  of  an  educational  advocacy  orga- 
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nization  in  Boston;  and  one  shall  be  a  parent  of  a 
student  in  the  voeational  education  system  in  the  city 
of  Boston.  The  mayor  shall  also  appoint  a  student  in 
the  voeational  system  to  serve  as  an  advisory  member 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees:  provided,  however,  the  stu- 
dent shall  not  be  a  voting  member.  The  mayor  shall 
strive  to  appoint  trustees  who  reflect  the  racial  and 
ethnic  diversity  of  the  student  population  of  the  voca- 
tional education  system. 

The  trustees  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years, 
except  that  of  those  trustees  initially  appointed  under 
this  section,  two  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years, 
two  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  two 
shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  one  shall 
serve  for  a  term  of  one  year.  The  trustees  shall  serve 
without  compensation,  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for 
expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  special  mu- 
nicipal employees  for  the  purposes  of  chapter  two 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  A  of  the  General  Laws.  Va- 
cancies shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  of  an 
appointment  in  the  same  manner  in  which  the  origi- 
nal appointments  are  made  pursuant  to  this  section. 

SECTION  TWO.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have 
the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  vocational  educa- 
tion department,  and  shall  exercise  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  in  relation  to  the  care  and  man- 
agement of  the  vocational  education  system,  including 
the  management  and  operation  of  the  Hubert  H. 
Humphrey  Occupational  Resource  Center  at  Madison 
Park,  as  presently  performed  by  the  Boston  School 
Committee  and  shall  have  the  powers  and  discharge 
the  duties  which  have  been  imposed  by  law  upon  the 
school  committees  of  cities  and  towns  with  respect  to 
vocational  education. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  comply  with  any  and 
all  court  orders  heretofor  issued  to  date  imposed 
upon  the  Boston  Public  School  system. 

SECTION  THREE.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
prepare  annually  and  submit  to  the  mayor  an  estimate 
in  detail  of  the  appropriations  required  for  the  voca- 
tional education  department  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 
Thereafter,  the  mayor  may  maintain,  reduce,  or  in- 
crease the  recommended  budget  and  shall  then  sub- 
mit the  budget  to  the  city  council  for  approval.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  expend  all 
appropriations  made  for  the  purposes  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

SECTION  FOUR.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  ap- 
point and  contract  with  a  Director  of  Vocational  Edu- 
cation. The  trustees  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  the 
Director.  The  Director  shall  upon  taking  employment 
be,  and  during  such  employment  remain,  a  resident 
of  the  city  of  Boston  as  the  term  resident  may  be  de- 
fined by  ordinance.  The  trustees  may  remove  the  Di- 
rector for  just  cause  by  a  vote  of  four-sevenths  of  the 
members  after  proper  notice  and  public  hearing. 

SECTION  FIVE.  The  Director  shall  have  the  ex- 
clusive authority  to  appoint,  assign,  reassign,  sus- 
pend, lay-off,  promote,  demote,  remove  and  dismiss 
any  employee  of  the  vocational  educational  system. 
In  exercising  his/her  authority  under  this  section  the 
Director  shall  have  the  authority  and  powers,  and  be 
subject  to  the  limitations,  otherwise  applicable  to  the 
Boston  School  Committee  with  respect  to  collective 
bargaining  agreements  pursuant  to  section  1A  of 
chapter  231  of  the  acts  of  1906  as  most  recently 
amended  by  chapter  613  of  the  acts  of  1987.

"moderate"  nonattainment  of  carbon  monoxide  stand- 
ards; and 

Whereas.  Boston  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Federal 
Government  if  the  City  continues  to  fail  to  meet  Fed- 
eral Air  Quality  standards:  and 

Whereas.  Between  70  and  90  percent  of  carbon 
monoxide  in  the  air  is  generated  by  motor  vehicles; 
and 

Whereas.  The  idling  of  motor  vehicle  engines  con- 
tributes significantly  to  these  emissions,  harming 
public  health:  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  State  Law  prohibiting  the 
idling  of  motor  vehicles  for  longer  than  five  minutes; 
and 

Whereas.  There  is  little  enforcement  of  this  statute, 
as  evidenced  by  the  high  number  of  complaints  about 
this  problem;  and 

Whereas.  The  City  of  New  York  recently  began  a 
program    to    enforce    its    nineteen-year-old    statute 
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against  idling  of  motor  vehicles,  indicating  that  such 
an  effort  can  be  carried  out;  and 

Whereas.  The  Committee  on  Environment  and 
Public  Works  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  in- 
vestigating the  problem  of  pollution;  therefore  it  be 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Environment  and 
Public  Works  hold  a  public  hearing  to  discuss  ways

Chapter  452  of  the 
Acts  of  1948  as  amended  by  Chapter  376  of  the  Acts 
of  1951  and  as  further  amended  by  Chapter  190  of 
the  Acts  of  1952.  sections  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  to  one  hundred  and  thirty-four,  inclusive,  of 
Chapter  forty-three  of  the  General  Laws,  or  any 
other  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the 
school  committee  in  the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby 
abolished.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  tranmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  order  ap- 
propriating $9,071,952  of  the  total  $18,628,934  certi- 
fied as  available  by  the  Director  of  Accounts  to  meet 
the  current  expenses  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
County  of  Suffolk.  Approval  of  this  order  will  offset 
reductions  in  Boston's  state  aid  enacted  by  the  legis- 
lature in  July,  1990,  and  will  assure  that  the  City's 
FY91  budget  remains  in  balance. 

By  statute  the  Department  of  Revenue  cannot  cer- 
tify a  municipal  tax  rate  until  budgeted  expenditures 
are  matched  by  available  revenues.  Your  action  on 
this  Order  will  also  help  assure  timely  certification  of 
the  tax  rate  and  collection  of  the  property  tax  levy. 

In  recent  years,  the  amount  of  budgetary  fund  bal- 
ance available  for  appropriation  has  been  certified  in 
mid-winter  after  the  City's  prior  fiscal  year  balance 
sheet  has  been  finalized.  This  year,  in  order  to  offset 
cherry  sheet  reductions,  the  City  has  requested  certi- 
fication based  on  an  estimated  balance  sheet.  This 
early  certification  will  allow  us  to  maintain  the  serv- 
ices provided  in  the  City's  FY91  budget.  We  cannot 
let  these  services  to  the  people  of  Boston  be  reduced 
while  resources  are  available  to  maintain  them. 

Using  the  budgetary  fund  balance  to  offset  state  aid 
reductions  means  that  these  funds  will  not  be  availa- 
ble for  supplemental  appropriations  as  they  have  been 
in  the  past.  We  will  be  monitoring  expenditures  even 
more  carefully  with  this  constraint  in  mind. 

Adequate  revenue  growth  for  City  remains  threat- 
ened by  continued  state  fiscal  difficulties.  Until  the 
City  is  given  broader  authority  to  raise  revenues  in- 
dependently, we  should  continue  to  take  advantage  of 
available  resources  to  maintain  needed  City  services. 

I  respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  this  order  by 
your  Honorable  Body.

follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  errors. 

Changes  of  form  only : 

Section  One.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 452  of  the  acts  of  1 948 ,  as  amended  by  chapter  376  of 
the  acts  of  1951,  chapter  605  of  the  acts  of  1982,  as 
amended  by  chapter  343  of  the  acts  of  1986,  sections  one 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  to  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
four,  inclusive,  of  chapter  forty-three  of  the  General 
Laws ,  or  any  other  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary , 
beginning  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1992.  there 
shall  be  in  the  city  of  Boston  a  school  committee  consist- 
ing of  nine  members,  five  to  be  elected,  one  from  each  of 
five  districts,  at  the  regular  municipal  election  to  be  held 
in  the  November  of  1991  and  four  to  be  appointed  by  the 


mayor.  The  elected  members  shall  be  elected  from  dis- 
tricts, the  lines  for  which  shall  be  drawn  by  the  city  coun- 
cil by  ordinance  after  public  hearing;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  such  districts  shall  be  initially  drawn  in 
sufficient  time  to  allow  candidates  to  qualify  for  the  regu- 
lar municipal  election  to  be  held  in  November  of  1991, 
and;  provided  further  that  once  such  districts  have  been 
approved  they  shall  not  be  substantially  altered  except  on 
those  ocassions  when  the  city  council  is  required  to  con- 
sider redistricting  its  own  council  districts  in  accordance 
with  state  law.  In  making  his  appointments,  the  mayor 
shall  seek  to  select  individuals  who  possess  skills  and 
qualifications  needed  to  improve  public  education  in 
Boston  including,  but  not  limited  to,  experience  as  a 
Boston  public  school  parent  or  in  the  fields  of  education, 
management  or  finance.  The  mayor  shall  strive  to  ap- 
point individuals  who  reflect  the  ethnic,  racial  and  socio- 
economic diversity  of  the  city  and  the  population  of  the 
Boston  public  schools.  School  committee  members  shall 
serve  for  a  term  of  four  years;  provided,  however,  of 
those  school  committee  members  initially  appointed  un- 
der this  section,  two  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years 
and  two  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years.  School  com- 
mittee members  initially  elected  and  appointed  under  this 
section  shall  begin  their  terms  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January,  1992. 

The  school  committee  shall  annually  elect  one  of  its 
members  as  president.  If  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  an  appointed  school  committee  member  said  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  of  an  appointment  in 
the  same  manner  in  which  the  original  appointment  was 
made  pursuant  to  this  section.  If  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  an  elected  school  committee  member  said  va- 
cancy shall  be  filled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  nineteen  of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  chapter  342  of  the  acts  of 
1983.  School  committee  members  shall  be  residents  of 
Boston  and  shall,  in  the  case  of  those  elected  by  district, 
reside  in  the  district  from  which  they  were  elected. 

Section  Two.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 231  of  the  acts  of  1906,  as  most  recently  amended  by 
section  one  of  chapter  613  of  the  acts  of  1987,  or  any 
other  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  commencing 
in  1 992  there  shall  be  established  by  election  in  each  pub- 
lic school  in  Boston  a  principal  or  headmaster  selection 
and  evaluation  committee  ("Selection  Committee") 
consisting  exclusively  of  and  elected  exclusively  by  par- 
ents of  children  currently  enrolled  in  that  school  ("cur- 
rent parents").  Election  of  each  such  Selection  Commit- 
tee shall  be  held  within  sixty  days  after  the 
commencement  of  the  regular  school  year  and  shall  oc- 
cur at  two  year  intervals;  provided,  however,  that  the 
election  results  shall  be  void  and  no  Selection  Committee 
shall  be  elected  for  that  year  if,  as  determined  by  the 
superintendent,  less  than  fifty  percent  of  the  current  par- 
ents participated  in  such  election,  in  which  case  a  new 
election  will  be  held  the  following  year  under  the  same 
criteria.  Elected  members  shall  serve  for  two  year  terms 
and  shall  not  hold  over  at  the  expiration  of  their  term.  If 
an  elected  member  vacates  his  position  for  whatever  rea- 
son, or  is  compelled  to  vacate  because  he  is  no  longer  a 
current  parent,  the  remaining  members  of  the  Selection 
Committee  shall,  by  majority  vote  of  those  present  and 
voting,  select  a  qualified  individual  to  fill  the  remainder 
of  the  term.

Couns.  SALERNO,  BYRNE,  and  SCONDRAS  of- 
fered the  following: 

Whereas,  Boston  Harbor  is  one  of  the  most  polluted 
waterways  in  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  According  to  the  U.S.  Environmental  Pro- 
tection Agency,  23%  of  the  fish  in  the  Boston  Harbor 
have  visible  tumors  and  82  %  are  diseased;  and 

Whereas,  Swimming  and  other  recreational  activities 
in  the  Boston  Harbor  are  unsafe;  and 

Whereas,  Approximately  20,000  pounds  of  industrial 
toxic  chemicals  are  presently  discharged  into  the  Boston 
Harbor  every  week;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  believed  that  the  majority  of  toxic  pollu- 
tion in  the  Boston  Harbor  is  due  to  industrial  pollution; 
and 

Whereas,  A  clean  Boston  Harbor  would  bring  eco- 
nomic benefits  to  the  city  in  the  form  of  increased  com- 
mercial fishing,  tourism,  and  jobs;  and 

Whereas,  In  light  of  the  Federal  Clean  Water  Act,  the 
federal  courts  have  ordered  the  cleanup  of  the  Boston 
Harbor;  and 

Whereas,  The  cleanup  project  is  expected  to  cost  more 
than  $6.5  billion;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Au- 
thority (MWRA)  was  created  and  charged  with  the  task 
of  designing  and  implementing  a  plan  to  clean  the  Boston 
Harbor;  and

ing the  water  and  sewer  rates  charged  to  the  43  communi- 
ties it  services,  including  the  City  of  Boston,  and;

Commission,  average  residential  rates  will  rise  drasti- 
cally during  the  coming  years,  reaching  an  average 
yearly  fee  of  $1,200;  and

volume  of  water  used  and  discharged  rather  than  the  tox- 
icity of  the  discharge;  and

tial discharge  and  that  from  industrial  discharge;  there-

STATEMENT  OF  COUNCILLOR  KELLY 

Having  received  unanimous  consent  to  make  a  state- 
ment. Councillor  Kelly  said  that  he  just  wanted  to  put  on 
the  November  ballot  the  following  question:  "Shall  the 
Boston  School  Committee  work  to  adopt  a  non- 
discriminatory school  assignment  policy  that  would  al- 
low students  to  attend  the  schools  of  their  choice,  irre- 
spective of  the  racial  composition  of  said  school?" 

He  said  he  believed  that  doing  so  would  probably  be 
the  most  democratic  thing  that  this  body  could  possible 
do.  He  said  that  if  75  percent  of  the  parents  do  not  vote  in 
favor  of  this  question,  the  Council  would  never  hear 
from  him  again  on  this  issue. 


STATEMENT  OF  COUNCILLOR  SCONDRAS 

Having  received  unanimous  consent  to  do  so.  Council- 
lor Scondras  said  he  would  like  to  share  with  his  col- 
leagues some  of  the  reasons  for  being  so  adamant  in  op- 
posing suspension  of  the  rules. 

In  the  first  place,  he  said,  the  order  is  illegal.  It  is  not 
possible  for  the  Boston  City  Council  to  place  on  a  ballot 
in  November  a  non-binding  referendum.  It  can  only  be 
put  on  the  ballot  in  municipal  elections. 

Secondly,  bringing  it  up  at  this  time  when  the  Council 
is  attempting  to  reform  the  school  system  conveys  the 
impression  (he  believes  intentionally)  that  there  is  some 
connection  between  the  Council's  efforts  to  reform  the 
school  system  and  Mr.  Kelly's  racial  theories  about  the 
problems  of  the  Boston  school  system.

Whereas,  A  returnable  filing  fee.  refunded  on  bal- 
lot qualification,  would  serve  to  weed  out  insincere 
candidates;  therefore  be  it: 

Ordained;  City  of  Boston  Code  Title  2-9  is 
amended  by  adding  the  following: 

CBC  2-9.3  Filing  fees.  City  elections. 

Every  candidate  for  municipal  office  at  a  prelimi- 
nary election  or  special  preliminary  election,  at  the 
time  he  or  she  applies  in  person  for  nomination  pa- 
pers to  be  imprinted  by  the  city  with  his  or  her  name 
and  office  being  sought,  shall  present  a  certified 
check  in  the  amount  of  $450  made  payable  to  the 
City  of  Boston  Election  Commission.  Such  payment 
shall  be  refunded  to  the  candidate  or  his  or  her  au- 
thorized agent  after  the  Election  Department  has  cer- 
tified papers  filed  on  the  candidate's  behalf  contain- 
ing signatures  of  voters.

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code.  Ordinances,  Chap- 
ter XVI.  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  at  the  be- 
ginning thereof  the  following  section: 

16.  License  and  Permit  Denial,  Revocation  or 
Suspension. 

The  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  deny  any  applica- 
tion for,  or  revoke  or  suspend  any  license  or  permit, 
including  renewals  and  transfers  thereof,  issued  by 
any  City  board,  officer  or  department,  to  any  person, 
corporation  or  business  enterprise  who  has  neglected 
or  refused  to  pay  any  local  taxes,  fees,  assessments, 
betterments  or  any  other  municipal  charges,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  following  provisions: 

a.  The  Collector-Treasurer  shall  annually  furnish  to 
each  City  department,  board,  commission  or  divi- 
sion, hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  licensing  authority, 
that  issues  licenses  or  permit,  including  renewals  and 
transfers  thereof,  a  list  of  any  person,  corporation,  or 
business  enterprise,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
party,  that  has  neglected  or  refused  to  pay  any  local 
taxes,  fees,  assessments,  betterments  or  other  munici- 
pal charges  for  not  less  than  a  twelve-month  period, 
and  that  has  not  filed  in  good  faith  a  pending  appli- 
cation for  an  abatement  of  such  taxes  or  a  pending 
petition  before  the  appellate  tax  board. 

b.  The  licensing  authority  may  deny,  revoke  or  sus- 
pend any  license  or  permit,  including  renewals  or 
suspend  any  license  or  permit,  including  renewals 
and  transfers  thereof,  of  any  party  whose  name  ap- 
pears on  said  list  furnished  to  the  licensing  authority 
from  the  Collector-Treasurer;  provided,  however,  that 
written  notice  is  given  to  the  party  and  the  Collector- 
Treasurer,  as  required  by  applicable  provisions  of 
law,  and  that  the  party  is  given  a  hearing  by  the  li- 
censing authority,  to  be  held  not  earlier  than  fourteen 
days  after  the  lcensing  authority  sends  said  notice  by 
regular  mail  to  the  party.  Said  list  shall  be  prima  fa- 
cie evidence  for  the  denial,  revocation  or  suspension 
of  said  license  or  permit  to  any  party.  The  Collector- 
Treasurer  shall  have  the  right  to  intervene  in  any 
hearing  conducted  with  respect  to  such  license  or 
permit  denial,  revocation  or  suspension.  Any  findings 
made  by  the  licensing  authority  with  respect  to  such 
license  or  permit  denial,  revocation  or  suspension 
shall  be  made  only  for  the  purposes  of  such  proceed- 
ing and  shall  not  be  relevant  to  or  introduced  in  any 
other  proceeding  at  law,  except  for  any  appeal  from 
such  license  or  permit  denial,  revocation  or  suspen- 
sion, any  license  or  permit  denied,  revoked  or  sus- 
pended under  this  section  shall  not  be  reissued,  re- 
newed or  transferred  until  the  licensing  authority 
received  a  certificate  issued  by  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  that  the  party  is  in  good  standing  with  re- 
spect to  any  and  all  local  taxes,  fees,  assessments, 
betterments  or  other  municipal  charges  payable  to  the 
City  as  of  the  date  of  issuance  of  said  certificate. 

c.  Any  party  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  enter 
into  a  payment  agreement  with  the  Collector- 
Treasurer,  thereby  allowing  the  licensing  authority  to 
issue  a  certificate  which  indicates  the  conditions  of 
the  agreement  upon  which  the  license  or  permit  is 
granted,  and  the  validity  of  said  license  or  permit 
shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  satisfactory  compliance 
with  said  agreement.   Failure  to  comply  with   said 


agreement  shall  be  grounds  for  the  revocation  or  sus- 
pension of  said  license  or  permit;  provided,  however, 
that  the  party  be  given  notice  and  a  hearing  as  re- 
quired by  applicable  provisons  of  law. 

d.  The  licensing  authority  may  waive  the  denial, 
revocation  or  suspension  of  a  license  or  permit  to  a 
party  if  he  finds  there  is  no  direct  or  indirect  busi- 
ness interest  by  the  property  owner,  its  officers  or 
stockholders,  if  any,  or  members  of  his  immediate 
family,  as  defined  in  G.L.  c  268A,  §1,  in  the  party's 
business  or  activity  conducted  in  or  on  said  property. 

This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  the  following  li- 
censes and  permits:  open  burning  permits,  G.L.  c. 
48,  4j  1 3 ;  bicycle  permits,  G.L.  c.  85,  §  1 1  A;  licenses 
for  the  sale  articles  for  charitable  purposes,  G.L.  c 
101,  §33;  children  work  permits,  G.L.  c.  149,  §69; 
licenses  for  clubs,  societies,  associations  or  other  or- 
ganizations dispensing  food  or  beverages,  G.L.  c. 
140,  §21E;  dog  licenses,  G.L.  c.  140,  §137;  fishing, 
hunting,  and  trapping  licenses,  G.L.  c.  131,  §12; 
marriage  licenses.  G.L.  c.  207,  §28;  and  licenses  for 
theatrical  events,  public  exhibitions  and  the  like  is- 
sued pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  140,  §181. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  re- 
peal the  constitutional  provision  that  a  state  census  be 
taken  and  used  as  the  basis  for  determining  state  rep- 
resentative, senatorial  and  councillor  districts.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  place  restrictions  on  the 
State's  use  of  consultants.  It  would  place  various  lim- 
its on  the  amount  of  profit,  overhead  charges  and  ex- 
penses that  the  State  could  pay  consultants.  It  would 
limit  the  duration  of  consultant  contracts  to  two  years 
and  any  extension  to  one  year,  and  it  would  limit  the 
degree  to  which  such  contracts  could  be  changed  to 
require  payments  in  excess  of  the  original  contract. 
The  proposed  law  would  limit  to  $100,000  the 
amount  the  State  could  pay  on  a  consultant  contract 
with  an  individual  and  would  require  all  other  con- 
sultant contracts  in  excess  of  $25,000  to  be  sought 
through  competitive  bidding.  It  would  prohibit  con- 
sultants from  supervising  State  employees,  and  it 
would  limit  the  use  of  consultants  as  substitutes  for 
State  employee  positions. 

In  addition,  the  proposed  law  would  place  limits  on 
the  total  amount  of  money  State  agencies,  depart- 
ments and  Authorities  could  spend  on  consultants 
each  year.  Subsidiary  provisions  would  also  establish 
a  method  for  these  entities  to  gradually  come  into 
compliance  with  the  new  spending  limits  and  would 
give  authority  to  the  State  Secretary  of  Administra- 
tion and  Finance,  on  request,  to  permit  some  spend- 
ing in  excess  of  the  new  limits,  the  proposed  law 
would  also  require  State  agencies,  departments  and 
Authorities  as  well  as  the  Secretary  of  Administration 
and  Finance  to  submit  yearly  reports  concerning  the 
State's  consultant  contracts  to  certain  legislative  com- 
mittees and  to  the  Inspector  General.

SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  change  the  state  income 
tax  rate,  affect  language  contained  in  certain  tax  pro- 
visions, and  regulate  the  setting  of  fees  by  state  agen- 
cies and  authorities. 

The  proposed  law  would  set  the  state  income  tax 
rate  on  Part  B  taxable  income  (in  general,  earned  in- 
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come)  at  4.25%  for  1991  and  4.625%  for  1992,  ex- 
cept for  income  from  unemployment  compensation, 
alimony.  Massachusetts  bank  interest,  rental  income, 
pension  and  annuity  income,  and  IRA/Keogh  deduc- 
tions, which  would  be  taxed  at  5%. 

The  proposed  law  also  provides  that  the  fee  im- 
posed by  any  state  agency  or  authority  shall  be  no 
more  than  the  fee  that  was  in  effect  on  or  before 
June  30,  1988.  The  state  Secretary  of  Administration 
would  determine  the  amount  to  be  charged  for  any 
service,  registration,  regulation,  license,  fee,  permit 
or  other  public  function,  except  for  the  rates  of  tui- 
tion or  fees  at  state  colleges  and  universities  or  any 
fees  or  charges  relative  to  the  administration  and  op- 
eration of  the  state  courts.  Any  increase  or  decrease 
in  a  fee,  or  the  establishment  of  any  new  fee,  would 
require  the  approval  of  the  Legislature.  Any  increase 
in  a  fee  would  not  apply  to  persons  65  years  of  age 
or  older.  No  state  agency  or  authority  could  collect 
any  fee  which  exceeds  the  administrative  costs  di- 
rectly incurred  by  the  state  agency  or  authority  to 
produce  and  process  the  application  for  any  license 
or  permit.  The  Secretary  of  Administration  must  re- 
port information  concerning  fees  to  the  Legislature 
on  an  annual  basis. 

The  proposed  law  provides  that  for  tax  periods 
commencing  on  or  after  January  1,  1991,  language 
in  certain  provisions  of  the  Massachusetts  general 
laws  relating  to  taxes  shall  be  the  same  as  it  was  on 
August  2,  1989,  or  the  effective  date  of  the  proposed 
law,  whichever  language  yields  less  tax  revenue.  The 
tax  provisions  affected  include  sections  relating  to  the 
surtax  on  business  income,  corporate  excise  taxes,  S 
corportion  taxes,  taxes  on  security  corporations,  taxes 
on  Part  A  income  (in  general,  unearned  income), 
bank  taxes,  excise  taxes  on  alcoholic  beverages  and 
cigarettes,  excise  taxes  on  deeds,  estate  taxes,  pay- 
ments to  the  Commonwealth  relating  to  horse  and 
dog  racing,  payments  to  the  Commonwealth  relating 
to  boxing  and  sparring  matches,  taxes  on  utility  com- 
panies, gasoline  taxes,  taxes  on  insurance  companies, 
excise  taxes  on  motor  vehicles,  taxes  on  urban  devel- 
opment corporations,  sales  tax,  use  tax,  room  occu- 
pancy excise  tax,  property  taxes,  and  taxes  on  pro- 
ceeds from  raffles  and  bazaars.

The  proposed  law  would  set  the  minimum  number 
of  signatures  needed  on  independent  or  minor  party

SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  regulate  the  distribution 
to  cities  and  towns  of  the  Local  Aid  Fund,  which 
consists  of  a  least  40%  of  the  revenue  generated  by 
the  state  income,  sales,  and  corporate  taxes,  as  well 
as  the  balance  of  the  State  Lottery  Fund. 

Subject  to  appropriation  by  the  legislature,  the 
State  Treasurer  would  distribute  the  Local  Aid  Fund 
to  cities  and  towns  on  a  quarterly  basis,  and  each 
city  or  town  would  receive  at  least  the  same  amount 
of  local  aid  it  received  in  the  previous  fiscal  year  un- 
less the  total  Local  Aid  Fund  decreases. 

In  fiscal  year  1992,  if  there  has  been  any  increase 
over  the  fiscal  year  1989  fund,  half  of  the  increase 
would  be  distributed  in  accordance  with  the  distribu- 
tion formula  used  for  fiscal  year  1989,  and  half 
would  be  distributed  to  each  city  and  town  in  propor- 
tion to  its  population. 

In  each  year  after  1992,  if  the  fund  increases,  the 
excess  would  be  distributed  through  a  formula  de- 
vised by  the  state  Secretary  of  Administration  and  Fi- 
nance, with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Local  Gov- 
ernment Advisory  Committee.  If  the  fund  decreases 
after  1992,  each  town  or  city  will  have  the  amount  it 
receives  decreased  by  the  same  percentage. 

This  proposed  law  also  requires  that  the  Treasurer 
publish  an  annual  report  about  the  Local  Aid  Fund, 
that  the  state  Auditor  publish  an  annual  audit  of  the 
Account,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  Administration 
and  Finance  issue  to  each  city  and  town  an  estimate 
of  funds  it  will  receive  from  the  Local  Aid  fund. 

Each  city  or  town  would  be  allowed  to  bring  a 
lawsuit  to  force  distribution  of  the  account,  and 
would  be  entitled  to  a  late  pavement  fee  if  distribu- 
tion is  not  timely.

ORDERED:  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy 
of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under 
Clause  (1)  of  Section  eight  of  Article  two,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that 
legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only:— 

SECTION  ONE.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
chapter  452  of  the  acts  of  1948,  as  amended  by 
chapter  376  of  the  acts  of  1951,  chapter  605  of  the 
acts  of  1982,  as  amended  by  chapter  343  of  the  acts 
of  1986,  sections  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  to 
one  hundred  and  thirty-four,  inclusive,  of  chapter 
forty-three  of  the  General  Laws,  or  any  other  general 
or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  beginning  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  1992,  there  shall  be  in  the  city 
of  Boston  a  school  committee  consisting  of  nine 
members,  five  to  be  elected,  one  from  each  of  five 
districts,  at  the  regular  municipal  election  to  be  held 
in  November  of  1991  and  four  to  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor.  The  elected  members  shall  be  elected  from 
districts,  the  lines  for  which  shall  be  drawn  by  the 
city  council  by  ordinance  after  public  hearing;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  such  districts  shall  be  initially 
drawn  in  sufficient  time  to  allow  candidates  to  qual- 
ify for  the  regular  municipal  election  to  be  held  in 
November  of  1991,  and;  provided  further  that  once 
such  districts  have  been  approved  they  shall  not  be 
substantially  altered  except  on  those  occasions  when 
the  city  council  is  required  to  consider  redistricting 
its  own  council  districts  in  accordance  with  state  law. 
In  making  his  appointments,  the  mayor  shall  seek  to 
select  individuals  who  possess  skills  and  qualifica- 
tions needed  to  improve  public  education  in  Boston 
including,   but  not  limited  to,  experience  as  Boston 
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public  school  parents  or  in  the  fields  of  education, 
management  or  finance.  The  mayor  shall  strive  to  ap- 
point individuals  who  reflect  the  ethnic,  racial  and 
socioeconomic  diversity  of  the  city  and  the  popula- 
tion of  the  Boston  public  schools.  School  committee 
members  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years;  pro- 
vided, however,  of  those  school  committee  members 
initially  appointed  under  this  section,  two  shall  serve 
for  a  term  of  three  years  and  two  shall  serve  for  a 
term  of  two  years.  School  committee  members  ini- 
tially elected  and  appointed  under  this  section  shall 
begin  their  terms  on  the  first  Monday  of  January, 
1992.  The  school  committee  shall  annually  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  all  the  members  elect  one  of  its  mem- 
bers as  president.  If  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  an  appointed  school  committee  member  said  va- 
cancy shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  of  an  ap- 
pointment in  the  same  manner  in  which  the  original 
appointment  was  made  pursuant  to  this  section.

HONORING  MEMORY  OF  CORPORAL  ROBERT 
ENGLEHART,  POW  CASUALTY  IN  KOREAN 
WAR

Whereas,  Over  35  years  ago  army  corporal  Robert 
Englehart  of  Roxbury  died  in  captivity  as  a  military 
prisoner  during  the  Korean  War;  and 

Whereas,  He  earlier  had  been  wounded  in  combat 
serving  with  the  24th  Infantry  Division  but  recovered 
and  returned  to  duty;  and 

Whereas,  Corporal  Englehart  in  another  engage- 
ment was  taken  during  heavy  fighting  and  declared  a 
prisoner  of  war  through  the  United  Nations  com- 
mand; and 

Whereas,  He,  along  with  others,  tried  escaping  but 
was  recaptured  and  died  before  repatriation,  his  re- 
mains eventually  being  brought  home  for  burial  in 
West  Roxbury  in  1955;  and 

Whereas,  The  Irish-American  Veterans'  Association 
of  Massachusetts,  Incorporated,  of  Roslindale,  has  re- 
quested the  naming  of  an  intersection  in  his  memory; 
therefore  be  it: 

Resolved,  The  Boston  City  Council  endorses  the 
request  to  designate  the  intersection  of  Aldworth 
Street  at  Centre  Street,  Jamaica  Plain  in  memory  of 
army  corporal  Robert  Englehart,  a  casualty  of  the 
Korean  War.

ORDINANCE  GOVERNING   FINANCIAL  ELIGI- 
BILITY, CEILING  AND  MAXIMUM  RENTS. 
EXCLUSIONS.  AND  TRANSFER  POLICIES 
OF  BHA 
Couns.     KELLY,     O'NEIL,     IANNELLA,     and 
BYRNE  offered  the  following:

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and 
An  Ordinance  Governing  Financial  Eligibility,  Ceiling 
and  Maximum  Rents,  Exclusions,  and  Transfer  Poli- 
cies of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 


OCTOBER  17,  1990 
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Be  it  ordained  bya  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  88  of  the  Acts  of  1989  pro- 
vides that  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  (BHA)  shall 
be  managed  and  controlled  by  an  administrator  who 
is  appointed  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Boston;  and 

WHEREAS,  Prior  to  1989  tenants  in  BHA  state- 
assisted  developments  were  required  to  pay  25%  of 
their  income,  or  the  ceiling  rent,  whichever  was 
lower,  but  in  1989  the  BHA  eliminated  ceiling  rents, 
even  though  tenants  in  the  BHA's  federally  assisted 
developments  continued  to  have  the  benefit  of  ceiling 
rent  policy;  and 

WHEREAS,  Although  state  and  federal  regulations 
cover  many  aspects  of  public  housing,  they  do  not 
extensively  address  the  issues  of  eligibility  for  con- 
tiued  occupancy,  transfers,  or  ceiling  or  maximum 
rents,  or  exclusions  of  certain  income  from  baseline 
income  guidelines;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  revised  regulations,  public 
housing  tenants  are  now  required  to  pay  rent  based 
upon  the  income  of  their  children,  age  18  and  older, 
even  though  such  children  do  not  make  a  total  contri- 
bution of  their  income  to  the  family;  and 

WHEREAS,  Tenants  who  currently  reside  in  BHA 
developments  are  concerned  that  the  policies  govern- 
ing transfers  during  rehabilitation  of  apartments  are 
vague  and  arbitrarily  employed;  be  it 

RESOLVED,  Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it 
by  law,  including  without  limiation,  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  be  it  declared  by 
the  City  of  Boston  as  follows; 

SECTION  1  FINANCIAL  ELIGIBILITY  The 
BHA  shall,  consistent  with  State  and  Federal  statutes 
and  regulations  and  this  ordinance,  establish  financial 
eligibility  standards  for  continued  occupancy  of  pub- 
lic housing  residents.  No  household  may  remain  in 
public  housing  administered  by  the  BHA  if  its  annual 
net  income,  as  defined  herein,  exceeds  $50,000  for  a 
household  of  from  one  to  five  members,  or  $60,000 
for  a  household  of  six  or  more  members,  and  such 
income  remains  in  excess  of  such  levels  for  more 
than  twelve  months,  as  determined  at  regular  annual 
intervals.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  annual  net 
income  shall  be  gross  annual  income,  as  defined  by 
applicable  state  and  federal  guidelines,  with  the  fol- 
lowing exclusions  and  deductions: 

(a)  All  income  of  household  members  other  than 
head  of  household  and  his  or  her  spouse,  or  co- 
signor  of  the  lease  (if  residing  in  the  same  unit); 

(b)  All  income  of  household  members  who  are 
full-time  students,  other  than  the  head  of  household 
and  his  or  her  spouse  or  co-signer  of  the  lease  (if  re- 
siding in  the  unit); 

(c)  Ten  percent  of  gross  household  income  where 
head  of  household  is  62  or  older. 

(d)  All  medical  expenses  (including  the  cost  of 
medical  insurance)  actually  incurred  by  the  house- 
hold; 

(e)  All  expenses  incurred  by  the  household  for 
child  care  or  care  of  an  incapacitated  or  sick  family 
member,  where  such  care  enables  a  head  of  house- 
hold to  work; 

(f)  Three  hundred  dollars  ($300)  per  household 
member  other  than  the  head  of  household,  or  such 
greater  amount  as  might  be  applicable  under  federal 
regulations; 

(g)  Amounts  paid  for  support  of  a  person  or  per- 
sons not  residing  with  the  household  but  for  whose 
support  one  or  more  members  of  the  household  is  le- 
gally responsible  (this  deduction  does  not  include 
payments  for  the  support  of  children  away  from 
home  for  purposes  of  voluntary  or  normal  education); 


(h)  Income  of  totally  unemployable  veterans  whose 
disability  occurred  in  connection  with  military  serv- 
ice, and  widows  or  other  survivors  receiving  death 
benefits  following  death  in  military  service,  in  ac- 
cordance with  that  version  of  760  C.M.R.  s. 
4.02(5)(h)  in  existence  at  the  time  of  passage  of  this 
ordinance; 

(i)  Expenses  required  for  homemaking  and  house- 
hold maintenance  by  a  handicapped  person  unable  to 
carry  out  such  activities,  and  travel  expenses  above 
those  considered  normal  of  handicapped  persons  who 
are  physically  unable  to  use  public  transportation  in 
connection  with  routine,  predictable  and  necessary 
activities  such  as  commuting  to  work,  grocery  shop- 
ping and  doctor  visits;  and 

(0  All  the  exclusions  from  gross  income  found  at 
that  versions  on  760  C.M.R.  s.  4.02(4)  in  existence 
at  the  time  of  passage  of  this  ordinance. 

If  a  tenant  household  is  found  to  exceed  the  in- 
come limits  for  eligibility  for  continued  occupancy,  it 
may  continue  to  occupy  its  apartment  for  twelve 
months.  If  at  the  end  of  twelve  months  the  tenant 
does  not  meet  the  income  limits  for  continued  occu- 
pancy it  shall  be  determined  to  no  longer  qualify  for 
public  housing. 

Should  any  standards  established  by  this  ordinance 
be  in  conflict  with  those  imposed  bya  statute  or  regu- 
lation by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  (HUD)  or  the  Executive  Of- 
fice of  Communities  and  Development  (EOCD),  the 
BHA  shall  seek  a  waiver  from  such  agencies  permit- 
ting it  to  apply  the  standards  described  in  this  ordi- 
nance in  lieu  of  those  imposed  by  such  agencies.  If  a 
waiver  is  only  necessary  for  a  portion  of  the  BHA's 
public  housing  stock,  the  BHA  shall  apply  these 
standards  to  the  remainder  of  its  stock  which  does 
not  require  a  waiver. 

SECTION  2.  ESTABLISHING  CEILING  OR 
MAXIMUM  RENTS.  The  BHA  shall,  consistent 
with  federal  and  state  statutes  and  regulations,  and 
this  ordinance,  establish  ceiling  or  maximum  rents 
for  its  public  housing  units,  such  that  no  tenant  will 
be  charged  a  rent  in  excess  of  the  applicable  percent- 
age of  income  established  by  law,  or  the  ceiling  rent 
or  maximun  rent,  whichever  is  greater.  For  BHA 
state-assisted  units,  such  ceiling  or  maximum  rents 
shall  be  based  on  the  ceiling  or  maximum  rents  that 
were  charged  as  of  1988,  adjusted  upward  annually 
by  10%;  for  BHA  federally  assisted  public  housing 
units,  such  ceiling  rents  shall  be  based  on  the  follow- 
ing criteria: 

(a)  For  public  housing  tenants  who  moved  into 
public  housing  prior  to  August  1982,  such  ceiling  or 
maximum  rents  shall  be  based  on  the  ceiling  or  max- 
imum rents  that  were  charged  of  1981,  adjusted  up- 
ward by  10%  per  year; 

(b)  For  public  housing  tenants  who  moved  into 
public  housing  after  August  1982,  such  ceiling  or 
maximum  rents  shall  not  be  less  than  the  average 
monthly  amount  of  debt  service  and  operating  ex- 
penses attributable  to  dwelling  units  of  similar  size  in 

public  housing  developments  owned  by  such  agency. 

i 
Should  any  tenant  be  entitled  to  a  lower  rent  based 
on  this  section  than  is  the  rent  currently  being 
charged,  such  tenant  shall  have  his  or  her  rent  ad- 
justed effective  the  first  month  after  a  final  determi- 
nation of  lower  rent  status  is  determined.  Should 
these  standards  need  HUD  or  EOCD  waiver,  the 
BHA  shall  seek  a  waiver,  and  if  a  waiver  is  only  nec- 
essary for  a  portion  of  BHA  public  housing  stock, 
shall  apply  these  standards  to  the  remainder  of  its 
stock  which  does  not  require  such  a  waiver. 
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SECTION  3.  EXCLUSIONS.  The  BHA  shall,  con- 
sistent with  state  and  federal  statutes  and  regulations, 
and  this  ordinance,  establish  policies  for  excluding 
certain  types  of  income  for  the  purpose  of  determin- 
ing rent  for  public  housing  tenants.  In  addition  to 
any  exclusions  and  deductions  provided  by  these  reg- 
ulations, the  BHA  shall  exclude: 

(a)  all  of  the  income  of  full-time  students  (other 
than  head  of  household  and  his  or  her  spouse  or  co- 
signor  of  the  lease); 

(b)  all  of  the  income  of  persons  less  than  nineteen 
years  of  age  (other  than  head  of  household  and  his  or 
her  spouse  or  co-signor  of  the  lease); 

(c)  half  the  income  of  persons  between  nineteen 
years  of  age  and  older  who  are  not  full-time  students 
(other  than  head  of  household  or  his  or  her  spouse  or 
co-signor  of  the  lease). 

Should  any  tenant  be  entitled  to  a  lower  rent  based 
on  this  section  than  is  the  rent  currently  being 
charged,  such  tenant  shall  have  his  or  her  rent  ad- 
justed effective  the  first  month  after  a  final  determi- 
nation of  lower  rent  status  is  determined.  Should 
these  standards  need  HUD  or  EOCD  waiver,  the 
BHA  shall  seek  a  waiver,  and  if  a  waiver  is  only  nec- 
essary for  a  portion  of  BHA  public  housing  stock, 
shall  apply  these  standards  to  the  remainder  of  its 
stock  which  does  not  require  such  a  waiver. 

SECTION  4.  TRANSFERS,  OVER  AND  UN- 
DERHOUSED.  Consistent  with  state  and  federal  stat- 
utes, and  this  ordinance,  the  BHA  shall  establish 
standards  for  transfer  of  public  housing  residents 
where  the  current  units  occupied  by  such  residents 
are  not  of  the  appropriate  size,  as  determined  in  ac- 
cordance with  applicable  federal  and  state  unit  size 
standards  and  Article  II  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code, 
and  based  on  the  most  recent  household  composition 
reported  to  the  BHA.  If  a  public  housing  tenant 
household  is  in  a  unit  which  is  not  of  the  appropriate 
size,  the  BHA  may  transfer  the  household  in  accord- 
ance with  the  following  guidelines,  provided,  the 
household  shall  not  be  required  to  transfer  to  a  dif- 
ferent public  housing  development  except  in  the  fol- 
lowing instances: 

(1)  Where  the  unit  is  either  in  the  BHA's  condo- 
minium program  or  is  in  a  development  that  has  less 
than    —    units. 

(2)  Where  the  household,  after  a  full  explanation  of 
relocation  options  and  rights,  has  chosen  to  be  relo- 
cated to  a  different  development  or  to  utilize  other 
BHA  housing  resources  such  as  a  subsidy  certificate; 
or 

(3)  Where  the  household  resides  in  an  elderly/han- 
dicapped development  that  does  not  have  any  family 
units,  and  the  household  consists  of  more  than  an  el- 
derly tenant  and  spouse,  and  there  are  no  apartments 
in  the  development  that  are  of  an  appropriate  size. 

(b)  The  household  may  elect  not  to  be  transferred, 
and  remain  in  its  current  unit  if  the  unit  that  is 
smaller  than  that  required  by  unit  size  standards,  by 
signing  a  waiver.  Such  waiver  whall  be  good  for 
twelve  months.  If  the  head  of  household  or  spouse 
who  resides  in  the  unit  is  62  years  of  age  or  older, 
transfer  shall  not  be  required  because  the  current  unit 
is  not  of  the  appropriate  size.  If  the  household  is  oc- 
cupied by  a  person  with  a  limiting  handicap,  such 
household  shall  not  be  required  to  transfer  unless  and 
until  the  BHA  makes  a  unit  available  at  the  house- 
hold's development  which  is  constructed  as  to  reason- 
ably accommodate  such  limiting  handicap. 

(c)  The  BHA  shall  notify  each  household,  that  it 
determines  to  be  in  a  unit  which  is  not  of  the  appro- 
priate size,  of  such  determination  and  the  right  to 


submit  additional  information  concerning  household 
composition  or  special  medical  or  social  needs  which 
might  justify  a  change  in  or  vriance  from  size  re- 
quirements. Any  household  which  disagrees  with  the 
BHA's  determination  shall  have  the  right  to  grieve  the 
BHA's  original  unit  size  determination  or  the  BHA's 
refusal  to  change  or  vary  unit  size  requirements 
based  on  information  submitted  concerning  household 
composition  or  special  medical  or  social  needs. 
When  hearing  such  grievances  the  BHA  shall  make 
every  reasonable  effort  to  accommodate  the  wishes  of 
its  tenants. 

(d)  The  BHA  shall  give  households  which  are  not 
classified  as  "underhoused"  or  "overhoused"  the  op- 
portunity to  submit  information  in  between  annual  re- 
certifications  which  may  justify  such  household's 
placement  on  the  list  for  transfer  to  a  more  appropri- 
ate sized  unit. 

(e)  To  the  extent  that  an  order  of  transfer  has  not 
yet  been  established,  the  BHA  shall  establish  an  or- 
der for  the  transfers  to  be  carried  out,  giving  prefer- 
ence to  those  who  have  previously  filed  requests  for 
transfer  by  date  of  application.  To  the  extent  a  house- 
hold was  not  previously  on  the  transfer  list  and  may 
qualify  for  transfer,  its  order  shall  be  determined 
based  on  the  date  of  the  annual  or  interim  recertifica- 
tion  which  may  justify  such  households'  placement 
on  the  list  for  transfer  to  a  more  appropriate  sized 
unit. 

(f)  The  BHA  shall  give  all  households  to  be  as- 
signed new  units  under  its  transfer  policy  at  least 
thirty  days  notive  of  the  location  of  the  new  apart- 
ment. Such  households  may  refuse  such  unit  for 
good  cause  based  upon  any  special  medical  or  social 
needs,  if  the  BHA  determines  that  the  household's  re- 
fusal is  not  for  good  cause,  the  household  will  be 
given  the  opportunity  to  grieve  such  determination. 

Should  these  standards  be  at  variance  with  those 
imposed  by  statute  or  regulation  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  or 
the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Develop- 
ment, the  BHA  shall  seek  a  waiver  from  such  agen- 
cies permitting  it  to  apply  these  standards  in  lieu  of 
those  imposed  by  such  agencies.  If  a  waiver  is  only 
necessary  for  a  portion  of  the  BHA's  public  housing 
stock,  the  BHA  shall  apply  these  standards  to  the  re- 
mainder of  its  stock  which  does  not  require  such 
waiver. 

SECTION  5  TRANSFERS  REQUIRED  FOR 
EMERGENCY  REPAIRS,  MODERNIZATION, 
ETC.  The  BHA  shall,  consistent  with  federal  and 
state  statutes  and  regulations,  and  this  ordinance,  es- 
tablish standards  for  transfer  of  public  housing  resi- 
dents where  the  tenant  must  vacate  the  jnit  due  to 
emergency  repairs,  modernization  and  redevelopment. 
Provided,  however,  that  every  reasonable  effort  shall 
be  made  to  allow  tenants  to  remain  in  any  other 
available  housing  in  their  development  during  repairs, 
etc.,  provided  further,  that  in  the  event  this  cannot  be 
arranged,  and  the  tenant  either  must  be,  agrees  to,  or 
wishes  to  be  temporarily  relocated  elsewhere,  when 
repairs,  etc.  are  completed  the  household  so  dis- 
placed shall  be  given  the  option  to  return  to  their 
previous  apartment  in  the  original  development. 
Every  effort  shall  be  made  to  accommodate  BHA 
tenants,  so  as  to  provide  continuity  of  their  environ- 
ment, taking  into  consideration  the  many  social  and 
medical  reasons  for  allowing  housing  continuity. 
Nothing  contained  herein  above,  however,  shall  pre- 
vent the  BHA  and  tenant  from  arriving  at  any  other 
mutual  agreement  which  is  satisfactory  to  both  par- 
ties. 
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Should  these  standards  be  at  variance  with  those 
imposed  by  statute  or  regulation  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  or 
the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Develop- 
ment, the  BHA  shall  seek  a  waiver  from  such  agen- 
cies. If  a  waiver  is  only  necessary  for  a  portion  of 
the  BHA's  public  housing  stock,  the  BHA  shall  apply 
these  standards  to  the  remainder  of  its  stock  which 
does  not  require  such  waiver. 

SECTION  6,  SEVERABILITY.  Each  of  the  provi- 
sions, sections  and  subsections  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions,  sections  or 
subsections  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  other- 
wise invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair 
any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sections  or  subsec- 
tions.

WHEREAS,  It  is  the  mission  of  the  Public  Facili- 
ties Department  to  develop  and  preserve  affordable 
housing,  transfer  City-owned  land  and  buildings  for 
housing  and  commercial  development,  revitalize 
neighborhood  business  districts,  and  reclaim  and  dis- 
pose of  vacant  lots  for  use  as  community  gardens,  tot 
lots,  and  open  space;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Public  Facilities  Department  has 
announced  a  plan  for  reorganizing  the  agency;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  reorganization  plan  will  have  a 
significant  effect  upon  housing  and  economic  devel- 
opment in  the  city's  neighborhoods,  particularly  in 
Roxbury  and  Dorchester,  where  an  estimated  70%  to 
75%  of  PFD  projects  are  concentrated;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  important  for  PFD  clients, 
elected  officials  and  the  general  public  be  aware  of 
the  potential  impact  of  the  agency's  reorganization  as 
it  relates  to  the  allocation  of  Community  Develop- 
ment Block  Grant  funds;  therefore  be  it 

ORDERED,  That  the  Committee  on  Post  Audit  and 
Oversight  conduct  a  public  hearing  to  discuss  the 
Public  Facilities  Department's  reorganization  plan  as 
it  relates  to  the  allocation  of  Community  Develop- 
ment Block  Grant  funds  in  the  City;  and  be  it  further 

ORDERED,  That  Chairman  Joseph  Fisher,  Execu- 
tive Director  Lisa  Chapnick  and  Deputy  Directors  Pat 
McGuigan  and  David  Trietsch  testify  at  said  hearing.

SIGHT TO  HOLD  HEARING  ON  CITY   RE- 
PORT    ON     CONTRACTS     AWARDED     TO 
MINORITY-OWNED  BUSINESSES 
Coun.  BOLLING  offered  the  following: 
WHEREAS,  The  Minority /Women  Business  Enter- 
prise Ordinance  mandates  that  15%  of  all  goods  and 
services  contracted  by  the  City  of  Boston  be  procured 
from  minority  vendors  and  5%  from  women  vendors; 
and 

WHEREAS,  A  recent  article  in  the  Bay  State  Ban- 
ner revealed  that  the  majority  of  large  City  contracts 
awarded  to  minority-owned  businesses  were  in  fact 
given  to  non-profit  agencies;  and 


WHEREAS,  Non-profit  agencies  do  not  promote 
capitalization  or  equity  among  owners,  who  can  use 
businesses  as  collateral  for  developing  other  ventures; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Out  of  $131  million  in  eligible  con- 
tract dollars  spent  by  City  departments,  the  total  for 
goods  and  services  contracted  with  for-profit 
minority-owned  businesses  accounted  for  only  $4.09 
million,  or  3.1%,  of  all  contracts  awarded;  therefore 
be  it 

ORDERED,  That  the  Committee  on  Post  Audit  and 
Oversight  conduct  a  public  hearing  on  the  City  report 
on  contracts  awarded  to  minority-owned  businesses; 
and  be  it  further 

ORDERED,  That  the  heads  of  the  Administrative 
Services  Department  and  the  Minority /Women  Busi- 
ness Enterprise  Office  testify  at  said  hearing.

REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR 
WORKPLACE  SMOKJNG  POLLUTION  CON- 
TROL 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Government  Operations,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0101,  ordinance  providing  for 
workplace  smoking  pollution  control  (referred  August  8) 
—  recommending  passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the  follow- 
ing new  draft: 


City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and 
An  Ordinance 
Workplace  Smoking  Pollution  Control  Ordinance 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  the  use  of  tobacco  for  smoking  purposes  is 
found  to  be  increasingly  dangerous  and  life-threatening, 
not  only  to  the  person  smoking,  but  also  to  the  non- 
smoking person  who  is  required  to  breathe  air  contami- 
nated by  environmental  tobacco  smoke;  and 

Whereas,  the  most  pervasive  intrusion  of  the  non- 
smokers'  right  to  a  healthy,  unpolluted  air  space  is  the 
uncontrolled  smoking  in  the  workplace;  and 

Whereas,  the  Boston  City  Council's  intent,  by  the  pas- 
sage of  this  Ordinance,  is  to  protect  the  health  and  wel- 
fare of  the  non-smoker  by  regulating  smoking  and  the 
discomforting  effect  it  creates  in  the  confined  environ- 
ment of  the  work  place;  Be  It  Therefore  Ordained  That: 
Section  One.  Title  —  This  Ordinance  shall  be  known 
as  the  Boston  Workplace  Smoking  Pollution  Control  Or- 
dinance. 

Section  Two.  Scope  of  the  Ordinance  —  Because  the 
smoking  of  tobacco  or  any  other  weed  or  plant  is  ex- 
tremely dangerous  to  health  and  is  a  cause  of  material 
annoyance  and  discomfort  to  those  employees  who  are 
exposed  to  it  and  have,  of  economic  necessity,  to  work  in 
the  confines  of  workplace,  the  City  Council  hereby  de- 
clares that  the  purposes  of  this  act  are  ( 1 )  to  protect  the 
public  health  and  welfare  by  regulating  smoking  in  the 
workplace,  and  (2)  to  minimize  the  toxic  effects  of  smok- 
ing in  the  workplace  by  requiring  an  employer  to  adopt  a 
policy  that  will  accommodate,  insofar  as  possible,  the 
preferences  of  non-smokers  and  smokers,  and  if  a  satis- 
factory accommodation  cannot  be  reached  for  all  em- 
ployees, to  prohibit  smoking  in  the  workplace. 

This  Ordinance  does  not  prevent  an  employer  from  to- 
tally prohibiting  smoking  in  the  workplace.  If  an  em- 
ployer allows  employees  to  smoke  in  the  workplace,  the 
employer  must  make  reasonable  accommodation  for  the 
preferences  of  both  non-smoking  and  smoking  employ- 
ees; the  employer  must  give  particular  preferaces  to  em- 
ployees who,  as  a  result  of  either  a  cardiovascular  ill- 
ness, pulmonary  illness,  or  any  other  physical  condition 
affecting  the  eyes,  nose  and  throat,  are  sensitive  to  the 
discomforts  of  tobacco  smoke.  If  an  accommodation  sat- 
isfactory to  all  affected  non-smoking  employees  cannot 
be  reached,  the  employer  must  prohibit  all  smoking  in 
the  workplace. 

1.  Definitions:  When  used  in  this  section,  the  follow- 
ing words  shall,  unless  the  context  clearly  requires  other- 
wise, have  the  following  meaning: 

"Department"  —  the  Boston  Inspectional  Services 
Department. 

"Commissioner"  —  the  Commissioner  of  the  Boston 
Inspectional  Services  Department. 

"Commissioner's  Designee"  —  the  assistant  commis- 
sioner or  other  representative  of  the  Boston  Inspectional 
Services  Department. 

"Employer"  —every  for-profit  or  non-profit  business 
or  corporation  in  the  City  of  Boston,  including  the  mu- 
nicipal government  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  its  agen- 
cies, with  fifteen  full-time  employees  or  more. 

"Enclosed"  —  an  area,  other  than  a  public  lobby, 
which  is  closed  in  by  a  roof  and  four  walls  or  sides  or 
petitions,  either  complete  or  partial,  with  appropriate 
openings  for  ingress  and  egress. 

"Smoking"  or  "Smoke"  —  the  inhaling,  exhaling, 
burning  or  carrying  of  any  lighted  cigarette,  cigar,  pipe 
or  other  article  or  paraphernalia  for  tobacco  or  any  other 
weed  or  plant.

"Workplace"  —  any  enclosed  area  of  a  structure  or 
portion  thereof  not  open  to  the  general  public  intended 
for  occupancy  by  employees  of  any  private  or  public  en- 
tities whether  for-profit  or  non-profit. 

"Collective  Bargaining  Unit"  —  see  Chapter  150  of 
the  General  Laws  for  definition. 

2.  (a)  Each  employer  who  operates  a  workplace  in  the 
City  of  Boston  shall  within  six  (6)  months  of  the  effective 
date  of  this  act,  implement,  post  and  maintain  a  written 
policy  governing  smoking  in  such  workplace. 

(b)  The  policy  may  be  uniform  throughout  the  work- 
place or  may  vary  from  location  to  location  within  the 
workplace. 

(c)  The  policy  shall  include  the  designation  of  smoking 
and  no-smoking  areas  within  the  workplace.  However, 
the  employer  shall  not  be  required  to  make  any  structural 
changes  to  the  workplace. 

(d)  The  policy  shall  be  readily  available  for  viewing  by 
said  employer's  employees,  and  the  employer  shall  pro- 
vide a  copy  to  any  such  employee  upon  request. 

(e)  Employers  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the  policy  to  all 
prospective  employees  in  advance  of  their  acceptance  of 
employment  with  an  employer. 

(f)  In  drafting  the  policy  governing  smoking  in  the 
workplace,  each  employer  shall  make  a  reasonable  effort 
to  determine  the  needs  of  his/her  employees  located  in 
such  workplace  relative  to  the  required  policy. 

(f)(1)  An  employer  whose  employees  are  not  repre- 
sented by  a  collective  bargaining  unit  may  satisfy  this 
requirement  of  the  ordinance  by  utilizing  one  or  more  of 
the  following  procedures  in  establishing  a  policy: 

(1)  a  joint  committee  of  labor  and  management; 

(2)  interviews  with  employees; 

(3)  written  questionnaires  completed  by  employees; 

(4)  any  other  appropriate  method  which  allows  for 
broad  employee  participation. 

3.  The  written  smoking  policy  shall,  at  a  minimum, 
establish  the  following: 

(a)  Employers  shall  make  reasonable  accommodations 
for  employees  to  promote  a  non-smoking  environment. 

(b)  A  grievance  procedure  must  be  set  forth  in  the  pol- 
icy. 

(c)  After  three  (3)  months  of  continuous  employment 
with  an  employer,  an  employee  may  request  and  em- 
ployer to  accommodate  him/her  on  the  basis  of  the  need 
identified  in  (3)  (a).  He/she  may  give  written  notice  to  the 
said  employer  of  such  objection.  Upon  receipt  of  such 
notice,  the  employer  shall  make  a  reasonable  and  diligent 
attempt  to  address  the  employee's  objections. 

(d)  If  the  employer's  decision  resulting  from  the  griev- 
ance procedure  does  not  attempt  to  reasonably  satisfy  the 
objecting  employee,  or  if  the  employer  has  failed  to  take 
action  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  receiving  written  no- 
tice of  the  employee's  objections,  the  employee  may  file 
a  complaint  with  the  Boston  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment. 

4.  The  Department,  upon  receipt  of  written  complaint 
from  an  employee  shall: 

(a)  Hold  a  hearing  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  the 
date  of  the  employee's  complaint  to  determine  whether 
the  employer's  smoking  policy  conforms  to  the  require- 
ments of  this  chapter,  and/or  whether  the  employer's 
smoking  policy  is  being  enforced  by  the  employer. 

(b)  Attempt  to  resolve  the  dispute  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  employer  and  the  employee. 

(c)  The  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner's  desig- 
nee shall: 

( 1 )  Have  the  right  to  enter  any  workplace  to  investigate 
any  complaint  made  under  this  chapter. 

(2)  When  warranted,  the  commissioner  may  order  the 
employer  to  implement  or  enforce  a  policy  which  is  ade- 
quate to  provide  reasonable  protection  for  the  demon- 


strable health  concerns  of  the  complaining  employee, 
giving  due  consideration  to  the  reasonable  needs  of  the 
employer's  business  and  reasonable  needs  of  the  em- 
ployees. The  employer  shall  implement  any  such  order 
within  the  time  limit  set  by  the  Commissioner.  The  Com- 
missioner may  require  an  employer  to  prohibit  smoking 
in  an  entire  workplace  or  substantial  portion  of  a  work- 
place. 

5.  Upon  failure  of  an  employer  to  implement  an  order 
of  the  Commissioner,  the  employer  may  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  per  offense. 

6.  If  an  employer  fails  to  comply  with  an  order  of  the 
Commissioner,  the  Commissioner  and/or  the  Commis- 
sioner's designee  may  file  a  written  complaint  with  the 
district  court  for  injunctive  relief. 

7.  Based  on  the  policy  establrhed,  the  employer  shall 
conspicuously  mark  with  signs  areas  where  smoking  has 
been  prohibited  within  the  workplace. 

8.  Anyone  who  becomes  an  employer  in  the  City  of 
Boston  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  shall,  within  three  (3) 
months  of  becoming  an  employer,  develop,  implement, 
maintain  and  conspicuously  post  for  all  employees,  a 
written  smoking  policy  with  all  the  provisions  mentioned 
herein. 

9.  Each  employer  shall  review  and  revise  if  necessary 
its  policy  governing  smoking  in  its  workplace  not  later 
than  twelve  (12)  months  after  the  original  implementa- 
tion of  such  policy,  and  not  less  than  every  two  (2)  years 
thereafter. 

10.  The  following  workplace  shall  be  exempted  form 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter: 

(a)  A  private  home  which  may  serve  as  a  workplace, 
except  when  used  as  a  family  day  care  center,  licensed 
under  section  ten  of  Chapter  twenty -eight  A  of  the  Mass- 
achusetts General  Laws;  or 

(b)  Any  office  space  leased  or  rented  by  a  sole  indepen- 
dent contractor  for  his  or  her  own  use;  or 

(c)  A  corporation  or  sole  business  entity,  the  majority 
of  whose  revenue  is  derived  from  the  sale  of  tobacco 
products;  or 

(d)  Any  employer  in  the  Commonwealth  whose  em- 
ployees are  represented  by  a  collective  bargaining  unit, 
such  unit  having  previously  established  negotiation  and 
grievance  procedures  regarding  smoking  in  the  work- 
place; or 

(e)  Restaurants,  bars,  lounges,  taverns,  private  rooms 
of  hotels  and  motels,  function  rents  rented  solely  for  the 
use  of  a  private  individual  or  business. 

1 1 .  The  Department  may  promulgate  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  implement  and  en- 
force the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

1 2 .  (a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  employer  in  the  City 
of  Boston  to  discharge,  refuse  to  hire,  or  in  any  manner 
discriminate  against  any  employee  or  applicant  for  em- 
ployment because  he  or  she  is  a  non-smoker;  or  who  ex- 
ercises his  or  her  rights  under  this  ordinance. 

(b)  If  the  Commissioner  and/or  the  Commissioner's 
designee  has  reason  to  believe  that  any  employer  in  the 
City  of  Boston  has  dismissed,  refused  to  hire,  or  in  any 
manner  discriminated  against  any  employee  or  applicant 
for  employment  because  he  or  she  is  a  non-smoker,  or 
for  asserting  his  or  her  rights  under  this  ordinance,  the 
Commissioner  and/or  the  Commissioner's  designee 
may,  after  a  hearing  at  which  the  employer  has  had  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard,  order  the  employer  to  take  what- 
ever action  is  necessary  to  remedy  the  situation,  includ- 
ing, but  not  limited  to,  reinstatement  to  the  employee's 
former  position,  with  all  rights  appurtenant  thereto,  pay- 
ment of  lost  wages  and  civil  administrative  fines. 

13.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  is 
declared  invalid  or  unenforceable  by  a  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction,  the  other  provisions  of  the  Act  shall  not 
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be  affected  thereby,  but  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect. 

14.  Effective  Date:  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
ninety  (90)  days  after  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance  in  the  new 
draft  was  not  passed,  yeas  2,  nays  7  (by  standing  vote).

I  transmit  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  Oc- 
tober 10,  1990,  Docket  No.  1164,  which  would  order 
that  the  Mayor's  representative  on  the  MBTA  Advisory 
Board  make  a  motion  to  rescind  the  parking  fees  at  cer- 
tain unspecified  commuter  rail  parking  lots. 

The  reason  for  my  disapproval  is  that  such  an  order  is 
prohibited  by  the  City  Charter.  See  st.  1948,  c.  452,  s. 
17G,  as  appearing  in  st.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1. 

When  the  MBTA  first  announced  plans  last  year  to 
impose  fees  at  parking  lots  throughout  the  system, 
Transportation  Commissioner  Richard  A.  Dimino  op- 
posed the  plan.  As  my  designee  on  the  MBTA  Advisory 
Board,  Commissioner  Dimino  delivered  testimony  at 
public  hearings  on  October  1 1 ,  1989  and  November  8, 
1989,  warning  the  MBTA  that  such  fees  would  lead  to 
commuter  infringement  on  neighborhood  streets.  In  re- 
sponse to  these  concerns,  the  MBTA  agreed  to  scale  back 
the  proposed  fees  from  $2.00  to  $1.00  per  day  and 
agreed  to  delay  implementation. 

Since  the  MBTA  began  to  collect  fees,  the  Transporta- 
tion Department  has  been  evaluating  the  extent  of  the 
parking  problem  in  affected  neighborhoods.  The  Boston 
Transportation  Department,  along  with  the  Mayor's  Of- 
fice of  Neighborhood  Services,  is  currently  working 
with  residents  to  address  the  parking  problems  around 
commuter  rail  stations  and  my  Administration  will  con- 
tinue to  vigorously  monitor  this  critical  situation.

ORDINANCE  CONTROLLING  INDOOR 
AIR  POLLUTION

AN  ORDINANCE  CONTROLLING  INDOOR  AIR 
POLLUTION 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Inspectional  Services  Department  shall 
administer  and  coordinate  a  comprehensive  program  de- 
signed to  improve  indoor  air  quality,  study  technological 
and  other  methods  of  reducing  human  exposure  to  indoor 
air  contamination  in  specific  buildings,  provide  training, 
education,  information,  and  technical  assistance  to  the 
public  and  private  sector,  and  enforce  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance. 

The  Commissioner  or  his  designee  shall  employ  such 
clerical,  technical  and  professional  assistance  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance 
and  may  utilize  any  federal  or  non-profit  funds  available 
to  aid  in  the  administration  of  this  Ordinance.  The  Com- 
missioner, shall  have  the  authority  to  adopt  rules  and  reg- 
ulations to  implement  the  requirement  of  this  Ordinance. 
Section  2.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance  the  fol- 
lowing words  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

1)  "Indoor  Air  Contaminant,"  any  solid,  liquid,  semi- 
solid, biological  organism,  aerosol,  or  gaseous  material, 
including  tobacco  smoke,  and  combinations  or  mixtures 
of  substances  in  indoor  air  which  may  reasonably  be  an- 
ticipated to  have  an  adverse  effect  on  human  health. 

2)  "City  Building,"  any  building  which  is  owned  or 
leased  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  the  City  of  Boston  or  any  of 
its  instrumentalities  or  any  building  which  is  occupied  by 
employees  of  the  City  during  normal  working  hours. 

3)  "Commissioner,"  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspec- 
tional Services  Department. 

4)  "Proprietor,"  the  owner,  manager,  or  operator  of  a 
building  or  any  employer  or  other  person  in  charge  of  a 
workplace. 
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5)  "Workplace,"  that  portion  of  any  non-public  build- 
ing which  is  enclosed  and  indoors  and  in  which  more 
than  ten  persons  are  employed. 

6)  "Public  Building,"  any  and  all  buildings  con- 
structed in  whole  or  in  part  with  public  funds. 

7)  "ANSA/ASHRAE  Ventilation  Standards,"  the  In- 
door Air  Quality  and  Ventilation  Standards  contained  in 
proposed  revision  1981R,  July  15,  1986,  of  the  Ameri- 
can Society  of  Heating  Refrigerator  and  Air  Condition- 
ing Engineers,  Inc. 

Section  3.  Within  one  year  of  the  effective  date  of  this 
Ordinance,  the  Commissioner  shall  conduct  or  cause  to 
be  conducted  an  indoor  air  quality  assessment  of  a  repre- 
sentative sample  of  City  and  public  buildings  taking  into 
account  the  various  designs,  sizes,  ages,  and  types  of 
such  buildings.  A  copy  of  such  assessment  shall  be  made 
available  to  affected  employees.  The  indoor  air  quality 
assessment  required  by  this  section  shall  include  an  anal- 
ysis of  the  indoor  air  contaminants  present,  the  source  of 
such  indoor  air  contaminants,  a  determination  of  the  lev- 
els of  each  indoor  air  contaminent,  and  an  analysis  of  the 
adequacy  of  the  design  and  maintenance  of  mechanical 
ventilation  system  in  each  building. 

Section  4.  Every  public  building  and  every  workplace 
constructed  or  substantially  rehabilitated  after  January  1 , 
1993,  and  every  City  building  shall  be  operated  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  ANSA/ASHRAE  Ventilation  Stand- 
ards, unless  superseded  by  regulations  issued  under  Sec- 
tion Five. 

Section  5 . 

1)  The  Commissioner  shall  review  state  and  local  me- 
chanical ventilation  standards  and  the  indoor  air  quality 
assessments  completed  under  Section  three,  and  within 
two  years  of  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance  after  due 
notice,  the  commissioner  shall  promulgate  rules  and  reg- 
ulations requiring  minimum  ventilation  and  maintenance 
standards  for  City  and  public  buildings  and  workplace 
which  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  at  least  as  effective 
as  ANSA/ASHRAE  ventilation  standards.  Such  me- 
chanical ventilation  rules  or  regulations  may  not  require 
any  workplace  constructed  prior  to  January  1 ,  1992  and 
not  substantially  rehabilitated  thereafter,  to  achieve  com- 
pliance before  four  years  from  the  effective  date  of  this 
Ordinance. 

2)  The  Commissioner,  where  appropriate,  may  adopt 
different  ventilation  standards  for  buildings  of  different 
types,  sizes,  ages  and  designs. 

3)  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
the  Commissioner,  may  from  time  to  time,  after  due  no- 
tice, revise  any  mechanical  ventilation  and  maintenance 
standards  promulgated  under  this  section. 

4)  The  Commissioner  shall  have  the  authority  to  grant 
variances  from  the  mechanical  ventilation  standards 
promulgated  under  this  ordinance.  Such  a  variance  may 
be  granted,  upon  application  of  a  proprietor,  where  the 
Commissioner  finds  that  compliance  with  the  mechani- 
cal ventilation  standards  would  prove  an  undue  hardship. 

Section  6.  Prior  to  the  effective  date  of  a  ventilation 
standard  issued  pursuant  to  Section  Five,  every  proprie- 
tor of  a  building  in  the  City  shall: 

1)  Evaluate  the  capacity  of  mechanical  ventilation  sys- 
tems in  comparison  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
American  Society  of  Heating,  Refrigerating  and  Air 
Conditioning  Engineers  (ASHRAE)  and  Building  Offi- 
cials and  Code  Administrators  International  (BOCA)  or 
other  nationally  recognized  organizations. 

2)  Maintain  any  mechanical  ventilation  systems  to  per- 
mit efficient  operation. 

Section  7.  The  Commissioner  may  enter  into  coopera- 
tive agreements  or  contracts,  and  may  provide  financial 
assistance  in  the  form  of  grants,  to  public  agencies  and 
authorities,  non-profit  institutions  and  organizations, 


employee  advocacy  organizations,  local  education  insti- 
tutions, or  other  persons;  and  is  authorized  to  demon- 
strate practices,  methods,  technologies,  or  processes 
which  may  be  effective  in  controlling  or  reducing 
sources  or  potential  sources  of  indoor  air  contamination. 

Section  8.  The  Commissioner  may  publish  bulletins 
providing  an  assessment  of  technologies  and  manage- 
ment practices  for  the  control  and  measurement  of  in- 
door air  contaminants.  Bulletins  published  pursuant  to 
this  section  shall  describe  control  of  measurement  tech- 
nologies and  assess  the  effectiveness  of  the  technology  in 
controlling  indoor  air  contaminants. 

Section  9.  Until  such  time  that  all  City  buildings  com- 
ply with  ventilation  standards  issued  pursuant  to  Section 
Five,  one  half  of  one  percent  (0.5%)  of  the  funds  appro- 
priated for  the  construction  of  new  City  buildings  shall 
be  reserved  for  the  re-design  and  retrofit  of  existing  City 
structures  to  reduce  indoor  air  contaminant  concentra- 
tions within  such  buildings. 

Section  10.  The  Commissioner  is  authorized  to  con- 
duct on-site  assessments  of  all  City  buildings,  public 
buildings,  and  workplaces  within  the  City,  in  accordance 
with  the  following: 

1)  The  Commissioner  shall  consider  individual  build- 
ings for  assessment  under  this  section  in  response  to  a 
workplace  assessment  request  identifying  the  building 
and  providing  preliminary  information,  if  available, 
about  the  nature  of  the  indoor  air  contamination,  and  the 
uses  of  the  building.  Workplace  assessment  requests 
may  be  submitted  by  a  proprietor,  affected  employee,  or 
authorized  representatives  of  employees  or  proprietors. 

2)  In  selecting  workplaces  to  be  assessed  under  this 
section,  the  Commissioner  shall  consider  the  seriousness 
and  extent  of  apparent  indoor  air  contamination  and  hu- 
man health  effects  of  such  contamination  and  the  views 
and  comments  of  the  proprietor  and  affected  employees. 

3)  Assessments  of  individual  buildings  or  workplaces 
conducted  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  include  identifi- 
cation of  suspected  indoor  air  contaminants,  the  level 
and  probable  sources  of  such  indoor  air  contaminants, 
and  identification  of  appropriate  measures  to  reduce  such 
indoor  contaminants. 

4)  The  Commissioner  shall  prepare  a  report  of  each 
building  assessment  and  such  report  shall  be  made  avail- 
able to  proprietors,  affected  employees,  and  any  autho- 
rized representatives  of  such  employees .  The  report  shall 
recommend  specific  remedial  procedures  for  problems 
identified  by  the  assessment. 

Section  1 1 .  Within  one  year  of  the  effective  date  of  this 
Ordinance,  the  Commissioner  shall  develop  accredita- 
tion standards  and  procedures  for  accrediting  persons 
qualified  to  conduct  indoor  air  quality  assessments. 

Section  12.  No  person  shall  discharge  or  in  any  man- 
ner discriminate  against  any  employee  because  such  em- 
ployee has  filed  a  complaint  or  instituted  or  caused  to  be 
instituted  any  proceeding  under  or  related  to  this  Ordi- 
nance or  has  testified  or  intends  to  testify  in  any  such 
proceeding  or  because  of  the  exercise  by  such  employee 
on  behalf  of  himself  or  others  of  any  right  afforded  by 
this  Ordinance. 

Section  13.  Any  person  who  alleges  that  a  violation  of 
this  Act  has  been  committed  may  file,  within  180  days  of 
the  alleged  violation,  a  complaint  alleging  a  violation  of 
the  Ordinance  with  the  Commissioner. 

1)  A  hearing  shall  be  held  before  a  designee  of  the 
Commissioner  within  60  days  of  receipt  by  the  alleged 
violator  of  the  notice  of  a  violation  and  the  hearing  no- 
tice. The  alleged  violator  shall  have  the  right  to  present 
evidence,  to  be  represented  by  counsel,  and  to  question 
witnesses.  Employees  or  their  authorized  representa- 
tives may  participate  fully  in  any  enforcement  proceed- 
ing. The  Commissioner  shall  promulgate  rules  providing 
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for  the  orderly  and  timely  exchange  of  relevant  docu- 
ments and  information  between  parties  to  the  proceed- 
ing. 

2)  The  Commissioner  shall  render  a  decision  on 
whether  a  violation  of  this  Ordinance  has  occurred 
within  30  days  of  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing.  If  the 
Commissioner  finds  that  an  employer  or  other  person  has 
violated  this  Ordinance,  he  may  order  the  violator  to 
cease  and  desist  or  require  other  remedial  relief. 

3)  Any  employer  or  other  person  who  is  found  by  the 
Commissioner  at  a  hearing  pursuant  to  this  section,  to  be 
in  violation  of  this  Ordinance,  may  be  fined  not  more 
than  $300. 

4)  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  final  decision  of  the 
Commissioner  may  seek  judicial  review  of  that  decision 
in  Superior  Court. 

Section  14.  The  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  January  1,  1991.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  Oc- 
tober 24,  1990,  Docket  Number  1214,  which  would  re- 
quire the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  and  the 
City  of  Boston  Inspectional  Services  Department  to  un- 
dertake a  joint  effort  concerning  flooding  problems  in 
Boston,  particularly  in  the  South  End. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  has  to  do  with  the  limited 
scope  of  the  city  and  the  Council's  legal  authority  with 
respect  to  the  agencies  involved.  Under  the  terms  of  St. 
1977,  c.  436,  establishing  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission,  the  Commission  is  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate and  is  not  subject  to  direction  by  any  department 
or  agency  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Therefore,  no  matter 
how  good  an  idea  such  inspections  may  be,  the  City  may 
not  direct  the  Commission  to  undertake  them.  In  addi- 
tion, as  to  the  Inspectional  Services  Department,  the  or- 
der directing  that  agency  to  take  certain  programatic 
actions  is  contrary  to  the  terms  of  the  City  Charter,  which 
prohibits  the  Council  from  taking  part  in  the  executive 
and  administrative  business  of  the  City.  See  St.  1948,  c. 
452,  s.  17G,  as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376,  si. 


Although  I  am  disapproving  this  order  on  legal 
grounds,  I  share  the  Council's  concern  about  the  chronic 
flooding  faced  by  residents  of  the  South  End.  In  keeping 
with  the  Council's  expressed  intent,  I  have  spoken  with 
Ms.  Patricia  A.  Fahy,  Acting  Executive  Director  of  the 
Commission,  as  well  as  with  Mr.  Thomas  McNicholas, 
Acting  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  No- 
vember 7,  1990,  docket  number  1264.  This  order  would 
direct  the  City  not  to  contract  with  or  purchase  coffee 
from  certain  sources.  Specifically,  it  would  prohibit  the 
City  of  Boston  from  buying  coffee  in  violation  of  the 
Boycott  of  Salvadoran  Coffee.  It  also  would  urge  the 
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people  ot  Boston  to  join  in  the  Boycott. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  the  order  conflicts 
with  the  provisions  of  the  City  Charter  on  at  least  two 
points.  The  Charter  prohibits  the  Council  from  directly 
or  indirectly  taking  part  in  the  making  of  contracts.  The 
Charter  also  prohibits  the  Council  from  taking  part  in  the 
conduct  of  the  executive  or  administrative  business  of  the 
City.  (See,  St.  1948,  c.  452,  S.17G  as  appearing  in  St. 
1951,  c.  376,  s.  1). 

Although  I  am  legally  obligated  to  disapprove  the 
Council's  order,  I  am  in  complete  agreement  with  its 
spirit  and  intent.  The  City  Council,  Senator  Kerry,  Sena- 
tor Kennedy  and  others  have  correctly  identified  a  boy- 
cott as  an  effective  means  of  ending  the  intolerable  condi- 
tions which  have  come  to  exist  in  El  Salvador. 

To  demonstrate  our  collective  commitment  to  bringing 
about  positive  change  in  El  Salvador,  I  have  issued  an 
Executive  Order  prohibiting  City  departments  and  agen- 
cies from  purchasing  Salvadoran  coffee  until  such  time 
as  the  conditions  in  El  Salvador  have  significantly  im- 
proved. I  have  also  called  upon  the  residents  of  Boston  to 
join  in  the  boycott.  In  this  way,  the  City  can  exercise  its 
significant  economic  influence  to  pressure  the  Salva- 
doran government  to  bring  an  end  to  the  injustices  occur- 
ring in  El  Salvador.

Favorable  ap- 
proval of  the  proposed  City  Council  Order  will  enable 
the  Penal  Institutions  Department  to  manage  the  correc- 
tion facilities  as  required  by  the  City  of  Boston  Code  and 
applicable  laws. 
I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  order.

ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RELA- 
TIVE TO  THE  REORGANIZATION  OF  THE 
BOSTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
Coun.  McCORMACK  offered  the  following: 
SECTION  ONE.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
chapter  452  of  the  acts  of  1948,  as  amended  by  chapter 
376  of  the  acts  of  1 95 1 ,  chapter  605  of  the  acts  of  1 982 ,  as 
amended  by  chapter  343  of  the  acts  of  1986,  sections  one 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  to  one  hundred  and  thirty-four, 
inclusive,  of  chapter  43  of  the  General  Laws,  or  any  other 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  beginning  on  the 
first  Monday  of  January,  1992  there  shall  be  in  the  city  of 
Boston  a  school  committee  consisting  of  seven  members 
appointed  by  the  mayor  from  a  list  of  individuals  nomi- 
nated by  the  educational  nominating  panel  established  in 
accordance  with  section  two  of  this  act.  Members  of  the 
school  committee  appointed  pursuant  to  this  section  shall 
be  residents  of  Boston  and  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  four 
years,  except  that  of  those  school  committee  members 
initially  appointed  pursuant  to  this  section,  two  shall 
serve  for  a  term  of  four  years,  two  shall  serve  for  a  term  of 
three  years,  two  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  and 
one  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year.  School  committee 
members  initially  appointed  under  this  section  shall  be- 
gin their  terms  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1992.  In 
January  of  1992  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  the  mayor 
shall  designate  one  school  committee  member  as  presi- 
dent and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  presidency,  the 
mayor  shall  designate  one  school  committee  member  to 
fill  such  vacancy.  A  vacancy  in  the  office  of  an  appointed 
member  of  the  school  committee  shall  be  filled  for  the 
unexpired  term  of  an  appointment  in  the  same  manner  in 
which  the  original  appointment  was  made  pursuant  to 
this  section. 

SECTION  TWO.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  there  shall  be 
in  the  city  of  Boston  an  educational  nominating  panel 
("Panel")  consisting  of  fifteen  members  appointed  by 
the  mayor.  In  making  his  appointments  to  the  panel  the 
mayor  shall  seek  to  select  at  least  one  person  who,  at  the 
time  of  appointment,  represents  the  Citywide  Parents' 
Council;  at  least  one  person  who,  at  the  time  of  appoint- 
ment, represents  the  Special  Needs  Parents'  Advisory 
Committee;  at  least  one  person  who,  at  the  time  of  ap- 
pointment represents  the  Bilingual  Master  Parents'  Advi- 
sory Council;  at  least  four  people  who,  at  the  time  of 
appointment,  each  represent  one  of  the  four  zone  School 
Improvement  and  Planning  Councils;  at  least  one  person 
•who,  at  the  time  of  appointment,  represents  an  educa- 
tional advocacy  organization  in  Boston  and  other  individ- 
uals who  shall  represent  higher  education,  business,  or- 
ganized labor,  community-based  organizations  and  the 
citizenry  at-large.  Members  of  the  Panel  shall  be  resi- 
dents of  the  city  of  Boston  and  shall  serve  for  a  term  of 
two  years  from  the  date  of  their  appointment.  If  a  Panel 
member  vacates  his  or  her  position  for  any  reason,  such 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired 
term  in  the  same  manner  in  which  the  original  appoint- 
ment was  made  pursuant  to  this  section.  The  mayor  shall 
designate  one  member  of  the  Panel  as  chairman.  All 
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members  ot  the  Panel  shall  serve  without  compensation, 
but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  necessarily  incurred 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  Panel  shall  estab- 
lish rules  governing  its  own  procedures  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act.  The  Panel  shall  nominate  no  fewer  than 
three  individuals  for  each  mayoral  appointment  to  the 
school  committee.  In  making  its  nominations  the  panel 
shall  seek  to  select  individuals  who  possess  skills  and 
qualifications  needed  to  improve  public  education  in 
Boston,  including  but  not  limited  to  experience  as  Boston 
public  school  parents  or  experience  in  the  fields  of  educa- 
tion, management  or  finance.  The  panel  shall  strive  to 
nominate  individuals  who  reflect  the  ethnic,  racial,  and 
socioeconomic  diversity  of  the  city  and  the  population  of 
the  Boston  Public  Schools.  The  Panel  shall  present  to  the 
mayor  its  initial  list  of  at  least  twenty-one  nominees  for 
appointment  to  the  school  committee  on  or  before  Octo- 
ber 15,  1991 .  Thereafter,  the  panel  shall  present  its  list  of 
nominees  to  the  mayor  no  later  than  thirty  days  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  a  school  committee  member 
appointed  pursuant  to  this  act.  The  mayor  shall  notify  the 
Panel  of  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  member  of  the 
school  committee.  The  panel  shall,  no  later  than  thirty 
days  after  such  notification,  submit  to  the  mayor  a  list  of 
no  fewer  than  three  nominees  for  appointment  by  the 
mayor  to  fill  the  unexpired  term.  If  the  Panel  fails  to  make 
any  nominations  to  the  mayor  in  a  timely  manner,  the 
mayor  may  appoint  qualified  individuals  to  the  school 
committee  without  nomination  by  the  Panel. 

SECTION  THREE.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is ,  approved  under  Clause  ( 1 )  of  Section  eight 
of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  errors. 

Changes  of  form  only: 

SECTION  ONE.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
chapter  605  of  the  acts  of  1982  as  amended  by  chapter 
343  of  the  acts  of  1986,  chapter  452  of  the  acts  of  1948  as 
amended  by  chapter  376  of  the  acts  of  1 95 1  and  as  further 
amended  by  chapter  190  of  the  acts  of  1952,  and  further 
notwithstanding  sections  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
to  one  hundred  and  thirty-four,  inclusive,  of  chapter 
forty-three  of  the  General  Laws  or  any  other  general  or 
special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  school  committee  in  the 
City  of  Boston  is  hereby  abolished  as  of  the  date  of  the 
expiration  of  the  terms  of  the  incumbent  members  thereof 
and  no  further  election  for  school  committee  shall  be  held 
in  1991  or  thereafter. 

SECTION  TWO.  Subject  only  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  without  further  authority,  the  mayor  of  Boston 
shall  have  the  power  to  supervise  and  direct  the  operation 
of  the  public  schools  in  Boston,  and  shall  exercise  the 
powers  and  peform  the  duties  in  relation  to  the  care  and 
mangement  of  the  public  schools  in  Boston  which  have 
hitherto  been  exercised  by  the  school  committee;  and 
shall  discharge  all  duties  which  are  imposed  by  law  upon 
the  school  committee  of  the  City  of  Boston.  To  the  extent 


not  otherwise  specifically  delegated  to  the  superintend- 
ent of  schools  by  this  act,  the  mayor  shall  have  the  exclu- 
sive authority  to  take  all  actions  heretofore  authorized  to 
be  taken  by  the  Boston  school  committee  by  any  special 
act  applicable  to  the  City  of  Boston  or  authorized  to  be 
taken  by  a  school  committee  under  any  applicable  Gen- 
eral Law. 

SECTION  THREE.  Chapter  23 1  of  the  acts  of  1906,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  chapter  613  of  the  acts  of 
1987,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  sections 
1,  1A,  IB,  ID,  IE,  and  2  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  new  sections: 
Section  1 . 

(a)  The  mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  appoint  and 
enter  into  an  employment  contract  with  a  superintendent 
of  schools  for  any  period  of  time  not  to  exceed  six  years. 
The  mayor  exclusively  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  such 
superintendent,  which  sum  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services 
rendered  to  the  city.  Subject  to  the  terms  of  the  superin- 
tendent's employment  contract,  the  mayor  may  remove 
the  superintendent  in  the  same  manner  as  he  may  remove 
any  head  of  a  department  under  the  city  charter.  The  su- 
perintendent shall  upon  taking  employment  become,  and 
during  such  employment  remain,  a  resident  of  said  city  as 
the  term  resident  may  be  defined  by  ordinance.  Failure  to 
maintain  such  residence  shall  be  deemed  a  voluntary  ter- 
mination of  employment. 

(b)  The  superintendent  shall  be  the  executive  officer  of 
the  school  department  of  the  city. 

(c)  The  superintendent  shall  within  six  months  of  ap- 
pointment or  reappointment  by  the  mayor,  submit  to  the 
mayor  a  management  plan  for  the  term  of  his  appoint- 
ment for  all  administrators  and  community  and  deputy 
superintendents  serving  at  the  discretion  of  said  superin- 
tendent and  for  the  school  department  generally.  The 
mayor  shall  accept  or  reject  the  management  plan  sub- 
mitted within  three  months  of  the  submission  thereof.  If 
said  plan  is  rejected  by  the  mayor,  the  superintendent 
shall  forthwith  resubmit  a  plan  for  the  mayor's  approval. 

Section  1A. 

(a)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  all  individuals  en- 
gaged to  render  services  and  paid  pursuant  to  the  school 
department's  budget  shall  be  deemed  to  be  school  depart- 
ment employees. 

(b)  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  have  the  exclu- 
sive authority  to  make  appointments  and  promotions  for 
all  school  department  employees. 

(c)  Except  as  may  be  required  by  any  collective  bar- 
gaining agreement  or  by  the  provisions  of  chapter  thirty- 
one  and  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty  E  of  the  General 
Laws,  but  subject  to  appropriation,  the  superintendent  of 
schools  shall  have  the  exclusive  authority  to  fix  the  com- 
pensation of  all  school  department  employees. 

(d )  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  have  the  exclu- 
sive authority  to  assign,  reassign,  suspend,  lay-off,  de- 
mote, remove  and  dismiss  any  school  department  em- 
ployees. Any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  the  action  of  the  superintendent  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  the  action  of  a  school  committee  under  the 
General  Laws.  In  exercising  his  authority  under  this  sub- 
section, the  superintendent  shall  have  the  authority  and 
powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  limitations  otherwise  appli- 
cable to  a  school  committee,  including  but  not  limited  to 
the  terms  of  any  collective  bargaining  agreement  im- 
posed by  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty  E  of  the  General 
Laws.  In  the  case  of  actions  taken  pursuant  to  this  subsec- 
tion as  to  which  notice  or  hearing,  or  both,  would  other- 
wise be  afforded  to  the  subject  school  department  em- 
ployee by  the  school  committee,  such  notice  or  hearing, 
or  both,  shall  be  afforded  instead  by  the  superintendent 
or  his  designee.  In  the  event  that  the  superintendent  dele- 
gates to  a  designee  the  conduct  of  a  hearing  for  an  af- 
fected school  department  employee,  the  superintendent 
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shall  base  his  decision  upon  the  evidence  presented  at 
such  hearing.  This  section  shall  not  affect  the  rights  of 
teachers  under  sections  forty-two,  forty-three  A  and 
forty-three  B  of  chapter  seventy-one  of  the  General 
Laws. 

(e)  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  have  the  au- 
thority to  supervise  and  direct  all  school  department  em- 
ployees, except  special  assistant  corporation  counsels  to 
the  extent  that  their  legal  work  is  directed  and  supervised 
by  the  city  corporation  counsel. 

(0  Except  as  specifically  provided  herein,  nothing  in 
this  section  shall  be  construed  or  interpreted  so  as  to  limit 
in  any  way  the  existing  employment  rights  of  school  em- 
ployees, including  rights  of  tenure  and  seniority  as  pro- 
vided by  chapter  seventy-one  and  chapter  thirty-one  of 
the  General  Laws  as  well  as  those  employment  rights 
provided  under  applicable  collective  bargaining  agree- 
ments and  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty  E  of  the  General 
Laws. 
Section  IB. 

(a)  The  mayor  and  the  city  council  may  delegate,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  the  au- 
thority to  approve  for  the  school  department  the  accept- 
ance and  expenditure  of  grants  or  gifts  of  funds  from  the 
federal  government,  charitable  foundations,  private  cor- 
porations, individuals,  or  from  the  commonwealth,  its 
counties  and  municipalities  or  an  agency  thereof,  the  pro- 
visions of  section  fifty-three  A  of  chapter  forty-four  of 
the  General  Laws  notwithstanding. 

(b)  The  superintendent  of  schools  shal  provide  to  the 
mayor,  the  city  auditor  and  the  city  office  of  budget  and 
program  evaluation  a  report  detailing  the  source,  pur- 
pose and  balance  on  hand  of  all  funds  received,  appropri- 
ated or  expended  pursuant  to  subsection  (a)  quarterly. 
Section  ID. 

The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  submit  to  the 
mayor  for  approval  an  annual  budget  for  the  school  de- 
partment for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year  no  later  than  the 
first  Wednesday  in  February  prior  to  the  beginning  of 
such  fiscal  year.  The  mayor  may  approve  or  reduce  the 
total  recommended  budget. 

Thereafter,  at  the  time  required  by  law  for  the  submission 
of  the  city  budget  to  the  city  council  for  the  annual  appro- 
priation of  funds,  the  mayor  shall  submit  said  school  de- 
partment budget  to  the  city  council  which  shall  exercise 
its  authority  to  appropriate  in  such  manner  and  at  such 
time  as  provided  by  law  for  appropriation  for  every  other 
city  department. 
Section  IE. 

For  the  purposes  of  section  sixteen  of  chapter  four  hun- 
dred and  eighty-six  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
nine,  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
the  official  responsible  for  the  expenditures  of  the  school 
department,  the  provisions  of  section  eighteen  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  eighty-two  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
Section  2. 

(a)  Subject  to  appropriation  therefor,  and  consistent 
with  applicable  law,  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall 
have  the  exclusive  authority  to  make  on  behalf  of  the 
school  department  contracts,  or  amendments  to  con- 
tracts, for  the  purchase  or  rental  of  equipment,  materials, 
goods  or  supplies,  leases  of  property,  alterations  and  re- 
pairs of  school  property,  and  for  professional  or  other 
services,  specifically  including  all  collective  bargaining 
agreements  and  contracts  for  the  transportation  of  stu- 
dents. All  school  department  contracts  or  amendments  to 
contracts  shall  otherwise  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
the  charter  of  the  city  of  Boston. 

(b)  With  respect  to  all  contracts,  agreements,  or 
amendments  thereto  made  or  entered  into  by  the  school 
department,  the  superintendent  shall  be  responsible  for 
establishing  procedures  for  auditing  and  monitoring 


compliance  of  the  parties  with  the  terms  and  obligations 
of  such  contracts,  agreements  or  amendments  thereto. 

Section  Four.  Section  two  of  chapter  224  of  the  acts  of 
1 936,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of  chapter  6 1 3  of  the  acts 
of  1987,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  the  words

southerly  to  Knox  Street,  bounded  on  the  northeasterly 
side  by  the  land  and  building  located  at  43  Melrose 
Street,  and  bounded  on  the  southeasterly  side  by  a 
slightly  elevated  iron  fence,  property  of  Boston  High 
School;  and 

Whereas,  Since,  at  least,  1938  various  maps  and  draw- 
ings have  shown  the  school  fence  as  the  school  boundary, 
and  in  fact  the  school  fence  surrounds  the  school  parking

Whereas,  The  driveway  has  never  been  dedicated  to,  or 
accepted  by  the  City,  nor  has  it  been  marked  as  Knox 
street  by  extension  or  any  other  designation;  and

cates that  fences  erected  and  continued  for  more  than  20 
years  will  be  taken  as  boundaries  when  the  true  bounda- 
ries are  unknown,  and  the  locus  of  the  driveway  is  outside 
the  school  boundaries  as  established  by  the  school  fence;

No  person  owning  or  harboring  a  dog 
shall  suffer  or  allow  it  to  run  at  large  in  any  street  or 
public  place  in  the  City,  nor  permit  it  to  go  upon  any 
street  or  public  place  unless  it  is  effectively  restrained  by 
a  chain  or  leash  not  exceeding  ten  (10')  feet  in  length.  For 
the  purposes  of  Section  173  A  of  Chapter  140  of  the  Gen-

It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of 
each  person  who  owns,  possesses  or  controls  a  dog  to 
remove  of  any  feces  left  by  his/her  dog  on  any  private 
property  neither  owned  nor  occupied  by  said  person. 

b.  Duty  to  Possess  Means  of  Removal.  No  person  who 
owns,  possesses  or  controls  such  dog  shall  appear  with 
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such  dog  on  any  sidewalk,  street,  park  or  other  public 
area  without  the  means  of  removal  of  any  feces  left  by 
such  dog.  Furthermore,  no  person  who  owns,  possesses 
or  controls  such  dog  shall  appear  on  any  private  property 
neither  owned  nor  occupied  by  said  person  without  the 
means  of  removal  of  any  feces  left  by  said  dog. 

c.  Method  of  Removal  and  Disposal.  For  the  purposes 
of  (his  subsection,  the  means  of  removal  shall  beany  tool, 
implement,  or  other  device  carried  for  the  purpose  of 
picking  up  and  containing  such  feces,  unexposed  to  said 
person  or  the  public.  Disposal  shall  be  accomplished  by 
transporting  such  feces  to  a  place  suitable  and  regularly 
reserved  for  the  disposal  of  human  feces,  specifically  re- 
served for  the  disposal  of  canine  feces,  or  as  otherwise 
designated  as  appropriate  by  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals. 

d.  Fines  for  Violation.  Violation  of  this  regulation 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  for 
each  occurrence. 

e.  Enforcement.  Violation  of  this  regulation  shall  be 
enforced  in  accordance  with  law,  provided,  however, 
that,  if  simultaneously  with  the  issuance  of  a  complaint 
hereunder,  a  complaint  is  issued  pursuant  toG.L.,  c.  40, 
s.  2  ID,  and  that  complaint  is  disposed  of  pursuant  to  said 
act  and  CBC,  Subsection  16-32.3,  the  complaint  issued 
hereunder  shall  be  deemed  disposed  of. 

f.  Exemption.  This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  a  dog 
accompanying  any  handicapped  person,  who.  by  reason 
of  his/her  handicap,  is  physically  unable  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  this  subsection,  of  any  individual 
over  sixty-five  (65)  years  of  age  accompanying  a  licensed 
dog. 

g.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  subsection  are 
severable;  and  if  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  subsection 
shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such 
court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  pro- 
visions.

The  Dog  Officer  or  domestic  charitable  corporation  per- 
forming duties  as  aforesaid  shall  as  soon  as  possible  no- 
tify the  owner  of  any  such  dog,  if  known,  that  the  dog  has 
been  impounded,  and  shall  return  any  dog  so  impounded 
to  the  owner  thereof  upon  payment  of  all  costs  and 
charges  incurred  by  the  Dog  Officer  or  by  such  domestic 
charitable  corporation  in  connection  with  the  apprehen- 
sion and  detention  of  such  dog  and,  if  such  dog  is  unli- 
censed when  apprehended,  upon  presentation  of  a  license 
for  such  dog  secured  from  the  Police  Commissioner  by 
the  owner  thereof. 

The  Listing  Board  or  its  agents  shall  give  to  each  owner 
or  harborer  of  an  unlicensed  dog  the  form  of  application 
for  a  dog  license  that  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed 
by  the  Police  Commissioner,  with  as  many  duplicate  cop- 
ies of  the  same  as  may  be  required  by  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner, and  shall  inform  each  such  owner  or  harborer  of

The  Listing  Board  constituted  under  Chapter  29  of  the 
General  Acts  of  1917,  as  amended  by  Chapter  287  of  the 
Acts  of  1938,  shall,  each  year  in  the  course  of  making  a 
list  of  all  dogs  owned  by  the  inhabitants  of  Boston  pursu- 
ant to  Section  150  of  Chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws, 
ascertain  whether  each  such  dog  is  licensed  or  unli- 
censed, and  shall  return  such  information  to  the  Police 
Commissioner  and  to  the  Dog  Officer  or  to  the  domestic 
charitable  corporation  from  time  to  time  performing  by 
contract  the  duties  of  Dog  Officer  in  accordance  with 
Section  151  of  said  Chapter  140.  The  Listing  Board  or  its 
agents  shall,  at  the  time  of  so  ascertaining,  by  means  of  a 
suitable  written  notice  inform  each  owner  or  harborer  of 
an  unlicensed  dog  of  the  penalties  for  harboring  such  dog 
and  of  the  procedure  for  procuring  a  dog  license.  The 
Listing  Board  or  its  agents  shall  give  to  each  owner  or 
harborer  of  an  unlicensed  dog  the  form  of  application  for 
a  dog  license  that  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by 
the  Police  Commissioner,  with  as  many  duplicate  copies 
of  the  same  as  may  be  required  by  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner, and  shall  inform  each  such  owner  or  harborer  of 
the  procedure,  if  any,  that  may  be  from  time  to  time  es- 
tablished by  the  Police  Commissioner  for  submitting 
such  application  and  securing  such  license  by  mail.

Officer  in  accordance  with  said  Section  151,  and  by  the 
authorized  agents  of  such  Dog  Officer  or  such  domestic 
charitable  corporation.  If  any  officer  empowered  to  en- 
force Subsections  16-1.9  and  16-12.7  takes  cognizance 
of  a  violation  thereof,  he  may,  as  an  alternative  to  institut- 
ing criminal  proceedings,  forthwith  give  to  the  offender  a 
written  notice  to  appear  before  the  Clerk  of  the  District 
Court  having  jurisdiction  at  any  time  during  office  hours, 
not  later  than  twenty-one  (2 1 )  days  after  the  date  of  such 
violation.  Such  notice  shall  be  in  triplicate  and  shall  con- 
tain the  name  and  address  of  the  offender,  the  specific 
offense  charged,  and  the  time  and  place  for  his  required 
appearance.  Such  notice  shall  be  signed  by  the  officer, 
and  shall  be  signed  by  the  offender  whenever  practicable 
in  acknowledgement  that  such  notice  has  been  received. 
The  officer  shall  if  possible  deliver  to  the  offender  at  the 
time  and  place  of  the  violation  a  copy  of  said  notice. 
Whenever  it  is  not  possible  to  deliver  a  copy  of  said  notice 
to  the  offender  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  violation  said 
copy  shall  be  mailed  or  delivered  by  the  officer,  or  by  his 
Commanding  Officer,  or  by  the  Head  of  his  Department, 
or  by  any  person  authorized  by  such  Commanding  Offi- 
cer or  Head  of  Department,  to  the  offender's  last  known 
address,  or  to  the  address  of  the  owner  of  the  dog  as  it 
may  appear  on  the  collar  of  such  dog  or  as  it  may  appear 
on  the  application  for  a  license  for  such  dog  in  the  records 
of  the  Police  Commissioner,  within  five  (5)  days  thereof, 
exclusive  of  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  legal  holidays. 
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Such  notice  as  so  mailed  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient 
notice,  and  a  certificate  of  the  officer  or  person  so  mail- 
ing such  notice  that  is  has  been  mailed  in  accordance  with 
this  subsection  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  thereof.  At 
or  before  the  completion  of  each  tour  of  duty  the  officer 
shall  give  to  his  Commanding  Officer  or  Department 
Head  those  copies  of  each  notice  of  such  a  violation  he 
has  taken  cognizance  of  during  such  tour  which  have  not 
already  been  delivered  or  mailed  by  him  as  aforesaid. 
The  Commanding  Officer  or  Department  Head  shall  re- 
tain and  safely  preserve  one  of  the  copies  and  shall,  at  a 
time  not  later  than  the  next  court  day  after  such  delivery 
or  mailing,  deliver  another  of  such  copies  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  Court  before  whom  the  offender  has  been  notified  to 
appear. 

Any  person  notified  to  appear  before  the  Clerk  of  a 
District  Court  as  hereinbefore  provided  may  appear  be- 
fore such  Clerk  and  confess  the  offense  charged,  either 
personally  or  through  an  agent  duly  authorized  in  writ- 
ing, or  by  mailing  to  such  Clerk,  with  the  notice,  the  sum 
of  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars,  such  payment  to  be  made  only 
by  postal  note,  money  order,  or  check.  Payment  to  such 
Clerk  of  such  sum  shall  operate  as  a  final  disposition  of 
the  case.  Proceedings  under  this  paragraph  shall  not  be 
deemed  criminal;  and  no  person  notified  to  appear  before 
the  Clerk  of  a  District  Court  as  provided  herein  shall  be 
required  to  report  to  any  probation  officer,  and  no  record 
of  the  case  shall  be  entered  in  the  probation  records. 

If  any  person  so  notified  to  appear  before  the  Clerk  of  a 
District  Court  fails  to  appear  and  pay  the  fine  provided 
hereunder  or,  having  appeared  desires  not  to  avail  him- 
self of  the  procedure  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  non- 
criminal disposition  of  the  case,  the  Clerk  shall,  as  soon 
as  may  be,  notify  the  officer  concerned,  who  shall  forth- 
with make  a  complaint  and  follow  the  procedure  estab- 
lished for  violations  of  these  ordinances. 

As  used  in  this  section  the  term  "District  Court"  shall 
include,  within  the  limits  of  its  jurisdiction,  the  Boston 
Municipal  Court. 

The  notice  to  appear  provided  herein  shall  be  printed  in 
such  form  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  Justice  of 
the  Boston  Municipal  Court  and  to  the  Administrative 
Committee  of  the  District  Courts  as  created  by  Section 
43  A  of  Chapter  218  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  provisions  of  this  subsection  are  severable,  and  if 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  subsection  shall  be  held  un- 
constitutional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not 
affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions.

The  word  "refuse,"  as  used  in  this  paragraph, 
shall  be  construed  to  include  rubbish,  ashes,  nonputres- 
cible  industrial  wastes,  and  street  cleanings,  but  not  gar- 
bage, offal  or  other  offensive  substances  coming  within 
Sections  31 A  and  3 IB  of  Chapter  1 1 1  of  the  General 
Laws. 

No  person  shall  deposit  or  dump  any  house-dirt, 
house-offal,  or  other  refuse  matter,  except  in  a  place  pro- 
vided by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  or  place  out- 
side of  any  building  or  premises  for  removal  any  light 
refuse  or  rubbish  that  is  likely  to  be  scattered  or  blown 
about,  unless  the  same  is  properly  packed,  bundled,  or 
otherwise  secured.

16-1. 20A  Dumpsters. 

No  person  shall,  in  or  upon  any  way,  street,  alley,  or 
other  public  place  within  the  City,  nor  in  or  upon  any 
estate  within  the  City,  maintain  a  dumpster  so-called,  be- 
ing a  device  used  or  intended  for  the  storage  of  one  cubic 
yard  or  more  of  trash,  rubbish,  construction  debris,  or 
the  like,  unless  the  same  is  maintained  agreeably  to  any 
regulation  promulgated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  nor  unless  bearing  a  number  issued  by  the  said 
Commissioner  to  the  owner  of  the  dumpster,  annually, 
upon  payment  of  a  tiling  fee  often  ($10.00)  dollars  plus 
two  ($2.00)  dollars  per  dumpster.

16-1.21  Prohibiting  the  Operation  of  Refuse  Treat- 
ment and  Disposal  Facilities  in  the  City 

a.  No  person  shall  operate,  establish,  or  maintain,  nor 
shall  any  place  within  the  City  of  Boston  be  operated, 
established,  or  maintained  for  a  refuse  treatment  or  dis- 
posal facility.  For  purposes  of  this  subsection,  the  term

Laws  c.  1 1 1 .  s.  150A  should  such  review  result  in  a  site 
assignment  within  the  term  of  that  section,  upon  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  ordinance1  (subsection),  nor  shall  it 
apply  to  any  waste  to  energy  recovery  facility  operated 
by,  or  under  contract  with  the  City  of  Boston;  provided, 
however,  that  this  paragraph  b.  shall  not  apply  to  afford 
and  exception  in  the  case  of  or  with  respect  to  any  parcel 
or  parcels  within  said  City  now,  or  in  the  ten  (10)  years 
preceding  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance1  (subsec- 
tion), upon  which  the  commercial  removal  of  stone, 
block,  or  any  mineral,  mining,  or  quarrying  activity  has 
been  performed. 

c.  This  subsection  shall  not  apply  to  any  onsite  energy 
recovery  waste  disposal  system  which  serves  only  the 
building  within  which  it  is  located. 

d.  Every  new  refuse  transfer  station  shall  be  in  a  com- 
pletely enclosed,  covered  structure  and  be  located  in  an 
area  zoned  for  industrial  use.

No  person 
shall  dispose  of  such  waste  in  any  manner  inconsistent 
with  state  or  federal  law.

16-12.12.  Size  of  Barrels. 

No  person  shall  deposit,  drop  or  throw  any  filth,  rub- 
bish or  other  substance  into  a  drum  or  other  barrel  with  a 
diameter  of  more  than  twenty  (20" )  inches  or  a  height  of 
more  than  twenty-eight  (28")  inches  if  by  law  or  by  ar- 
rangement such  filth,  rubbish  or  other  substance  is  to  be 
collected  therefrom  by  the  Public  Works  Department 
(whether  through  employees  in  its  service  or  through  an 
independent  contractor  acting  for  it)  or  by  a  person  hav- 
ing a  permit  under  Subsection  16- 1 .20  of  this  Chapter  or 
Section  31 A  of  Chapter  111  of  the  General  Laws.

16-12.13  Overfilling  of  Barrels  or  Dumpster  of  Any 
Size. 

No  person  shall  deposit,  drop  or  throw  into  a  drum  or 
other  barrel  with  a  diameter  of  twenty  (20" )  inches  or  less 
and  a  height  of  twenty-eight  (28")  inches  or  less,  or 
dumpster  of  any  size,  and  filth,  rubbish  or  other  sub- 
stance which  by  law  or  by  arrangement  is  to  be  collected 
therefrom  by  the  Public  Works  Department  (whether 
through  employees  in  its  service  or  through  an  indepen- 
dent contractor  acting  for  it)  or  by  a  person  having  a  per- 
mit under  subsection  16-1.20  of  this  Chapter  or  Section 
31 A  of  Chapter  1 1 1  of  the  General  Laws  is  such  drum  or 
barrel  or  dumpster  will  thereby  be  filled  so  high  that  such 
filth,  rubbish  or  other  substance  or  any  part  thereof  is 
likely  to  drop  or  fall  from  such  receptacle  while  it  is  being 
moved  in  the  process  of  such  collection.

No  person  in  control  of  a  place  of  business  abutting  on 
a  sidewalk  shall  knowingly  suffer  any  rubbish,  litter, 
filth,  garbage  or  other  refuse  to  remain  on  such  sidewalk 
except  in  a  receptacle  or  bundle  placed  on  such  sidewalk

erty in  an  overflowing  condition.

17-10.1    Application    for    Permit    to    Maintain 
Outdoor  Dumpster. 

Every  application  for  a  permit  to  maintain  an  outdoor 
dumpster  at  a  said  location  must  be  accompanied  by  evi- 
dence that  a  licensed  refuse  contractor  servicing  the  facil- 


ity will  provide  periodic  pickup  and  removal  of  the  refuse 
and  cleaning  and  treatment  against  rodent  or  insect  infes- 
tation at  intervals  not  exceeding  one  week.  The  applicant 
must  also  supply  evidence  that  the  immediate  area  where 
the  dumpster  is  to  be  located  is  free  of  rodent  and  insect 
infestation.  If  the  applicant  fails  to  have  the  refuse  picked 
up  and  removed,  or  to  have  the  area  and  the  dumpster 
itself  cleaned  and  treated  within  the  specified  time,  the 
permit  shall  be  revoked.

17-10.2  Refuse  Contractor  Required  to  be  Li- 
censed. 

Each  refuse  contractor  operating  within  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  licensed  annually  by  the  Environmental 
Health  Services  Division  of  the  Health  and  Hospitals  De- 
partment.

No  person  shall  establish,  maintain,  operate  or  use  any 
place  within  the  City  of  Boston,  nor  shall  any  place 
within  the  City  of  Boston  be  operated,  established  or 
maintained  for  a  refuse  treatment  or  disposal  facility,  un- 
less such  facility  has  been  determined  to  be  absolutely 
essential  or  necessary  to  protect  the  public  health  and  as  a 
result  assigned  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals  in 
accordance  with  M.G.L.  C.  Ill,  Section  150A  after  a 
public  hearing  and  the  use  and  plans  or  design  thereof 
have  been  approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality  Engineering.  The  process  to  de- 
termine the  essential  or  necessary  status  of  any  and  all 
site  applications  is  defined  in  subsection  17-11.16.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  section,  the  term  "refuse  treatment 
and  disposal  facility"  shall  include  a  sanitary  landfill,  a 
refuse  composting  plant,  a  dumping  ground  for  refuse,  a 
refuse  transfer  station,  an  incinerator  with  a  grate  area  in 
excess  of  ten  (10)  square  feet,  a  residual  waste  storage  or 
treatment  plant,  a  site  for  the  storage  of  wastes  generated 
at  another  location,  or  any  other  works  for  treating,  dis- 
posing, recycling,  or  recovering  resources  from  refuse. 
"Refuse"  shall  mean  all  solid  or  liquid  waste  materials 
including  garbage  and  rubbish,  but  not  including  sewage.

17-11.2  Exclusion  for  System  Serving  Only  One 
Building. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  on- 
site  energy  recovery  waste  disposal  system  which  serves 
only  the  building  in  which  is  it  located. 
(Ord.  1985,  c.  10  s  2) 

17-11.3  Regulations  for  New  Refuse  Transfer  Sta- 
tions. 

Every  new  refuse  transfer  station  shall  be  a  completely 
enclosed,,  covered  structure  and  be  located  in  an  area 
zoned  for  industrial  use. 
(Ord.  1985  c.  10  s  3) 
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17-11.4  Conditions  for  Assignment  Imposed. 

No  person  shall  establish,  maintain,  operate  or  use  an 
assigned  facility  other  than  in  accordance  with  conditions 
of  assignment  imposed  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hos- 
pitals and  Massachusetts  Departments  of  Environmental 
Quality  Engineering  approved  plans. 
(Ord.  1985  c.  10s  4) 

17-11.5  Application  of  Regulations. 

Subsection  17-11.1  shall  not  apply  to  any  assigned  fa- 
cility which  was  assigned  as  of  December  30,  1983  and 
has  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering 
approved  plans,  provided,  however,  that  any  assigned  fa- 
cility that  applies  for  a  substantial  modification,  change 
or  amendment  in  the  original  site  assignment  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section.

17-11.6  "Necessary  and  Essential"  Designation 
Obtained  from  City  Council. 

Prior  to  any  application  for  site  assignment  to  the 
Health  and  Hospitals  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
under  the  provisions  of  M.G.L.  C.  Ill,  Section  150A, 
the  prospective  applicant  must  obtain  a  "necessary  and 
essential"  designation  from  the  City  Council.  These  des- 
ignations may  be  obtained  by  the  approval  of  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Council  and  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  the  Mayor  disapproves  the  desig- 
nation, the  Council  may  approve  the  designation  notwith- 
standing the  disapproval  of  the  Mayor  by  a  two-thirds 
(2/3)  vote  of  all  the  Councillors.  Such  votes  for  the  ap- 
proval of  a  designation  shall  be  identical  in  format  to  any 
ordinance.  The  prospective  applicant  shall  petition  the 
City  Council,  through  the  City  Clerk,  on  forms  approved 
by  the  Clerk,  which  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to, 
name,  address,  and  telephone  number  of  applicant,  place 
of  current  business,  proposed  site,  type  of  business  to  be 
allowed,  size  and  structure  of  proposed  facility,  list  of 
abutters  and  statement  of  petitioner  as  to  the  "necessary 
and  essential"  nature  of  the  proposed  facility.  The  at- 
tested results  of  the  final  vote  of  the  City  Council  relative 
to  the  petition  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  City  Clerk  to  the 
petitioner  forthwith.  Any  petitioner  aggrieved  by  any 
action  of  the  City  Council  refusing  to  grant  the  necessary 
and  essential  designation,  within  seven  (7)  days  after 
such  action ,  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  Board  of  Health 
and  Hospitals.  The  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
through  its  Trustees  or  their  designee  shall  review  the 
petition  within  sixty  (60)  days  and  render  a  decision.  The 
decision  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals  shall  be 
final. 
(Ord.  1985  c.  10  s  6) 

17-11.7  Violations:  Penalties. 

The  owner  and/or  operator  of  a  facility  in  violation  of 
this  section  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred 
($100.00)  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  ($500.00) 
dollars  per  violation.  Each  entering  loaded  vehicle  or 
loaded  container  of  refuse  delivered  to  the  facility  the 
refuse  from  which  is  processed  or  stored,  either  in  a  con- 
tainer or  on  the  ground,  at  the  facility  shall  constitute  a 
separate  violation.  Each  day  of  operation  or  maintenance 
shall  constitute  a  separate  violation. 
(Ord.  1985  c.  10  s  8) 

17-11.8  Violations;  Penalties;  Enforcement. 

The  user  of  a  facility  in  violation  of  subsection  17-11.1 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  per  viola- 
tion. Both  the  waste  hauling  company  and  the  vehicle 
operator  shall  be  considered  users.  Each  loaded  vehicle 
or  loaded  container  of  refuse  delivered  to  the  facility  for 
processing  or  for  storage,  either  in  a  container  or  on  the 
ground,  at  the  facility  shall  constitute  a  separate  viola- 
tion. 


The  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  through  its  Com- 
missioner of  Health  and  Hospitals  shall  have  enforce- 
ment powers  hereunder. 

This  section  shall  take  effect  upon  passage,  provided 
however,  that  any  current  license  holder  shall  be  exempt 
but  that  any  current  applicant  or  future  applicant  for  a 
license  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section.

3.  The  project  is  15%  complete  at  this  time.  To  date, 
seven  sub-contractors  have  performed  work  on  the  site.

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section 
eleven  B  of  chapter  eighty-five  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  or  any  other  law  to  the  contrary,  the  City 
of  Boston  is  hereby  authorized  to  enact  ordinances  pro- 
viding for  the  licensure  of  commercial  bicycle  messen- 
gers and  the  registration  of  commercial  messenger  bicy- 
cle services. 

Section  2.  For  the  purpose  of  ordinances  enacted  pur- 
suant to  this  Act,  "commercial  bicycle  messenger  serv- 
ice" shall  be  defined  as  any  individual,  firm,  associa- 
tion, corporation,  partnership,  or  joint  venture  whose 
primary  business  is  the  local  pick-up,  transport,  and  de- 
livery of  any  article  by,  but  not  limited  to,  bicycle,  and 
"commercial  bicycle  messenger"  shall  be  defined  as 
any  person  compensated  for  using  a  bicycle  to  carry  or 
transport  any  article  over  the  public  ways  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

June  1,2001.

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Whereas,  The  present  crisis  in  the  Middle  East  has 
raised  the  possibility  of  war;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  over  700,000  Iraqi  combat  troops 
stationed  in  Iraq  and  near  the  border  of  Kuwait  and  Saudi 
Arabia;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  over  220,000  U.S.  combat  troops 
and  large  quantities  of  nuclear  and  conventional  weapons 
in  the  Persian  Gulf  coordinated  under  Operation  Desert 
Shield;  and 

Whereas,  The  military  cost  of  Operation  Desert  Shield 
is  estimated  to  be  over  $83,000,000  per  day;  and 

Whereas,  The  number  of  U.S.  military  personnel  who 
have  died  since  Operation  Desert  Shield  was  initiated  is 
over  40;  and 

Whereas ,  The  estimated  number  of  U . S .  military  casu- 
alties if  war  were  to  break  out  between  the  United  States 
and  Iraq  is  between  20,000  and  100,000;  and 

Whereas,  A  war  between  the  United  States  and  Iraq 
might  result  in  the  destruction  of  valuable  oil  fields  lo- 
cated in  Kuwait,  Saudi  Arabia,  and  Iraq;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  international  support  of  a  non- 
military  settlement  to  the  present  crisis;  and 

Whereas,  Recent  public  polls  indicate  the  majority  of 
Americans  do  not  wish  the  U.S.  to  engage  in  war  with 
Iraq;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  State  Senate  has  passed  a 
Resolution  memorializing  the  President  and  Congress  of 
the  United  States  to  seek  a  negotiated  settlement  to  the 
conflict  in  the  Middle  East;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting 
assembled,  does  hereby  urge  the  President  and  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  to  move  toward  a  negotiated 
settlement  of  the  current  crisis  in  the  Middle  East;  and  be 
it  further 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  Resolution  be  transmit- 
ted by  the  City  Clerk  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  the  presiding  officers  of  both  houses  of  Congress, 
and  to  the  members  thereof  from  this  Commonwealth. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 


Ordered,  That  the  Mayor,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized,  in  accordance 
with  G.L.  c.
